Profesaor $• C« MlHCHERcJI: Thre** important statements have fw'en 
made in this f'oiim il setting fcrtli the financial position of Ifengal. The 
first is the most illuminating sj>eech made by Ilis Kxcellenrv the 
(iovernor on the ?lst Novemfier last.

It is 
preposterous that one-fifth of the revenue should go towards the main- 
tenance of the Police, l^ast year the proportion was one-sixth — this 
year it is one-fifth. This is a sad commentary on the administration of 
a province. All edinational institutions are starving. The premier 
liniv(*rsity ni India is bankrupt. That magnificent institution, the 
University College of Science is grievously suffering from lack of funds. 
The special officer for Primary Education is ready with his schemes but 
cannot budge an inch for want of money. The Minister of Local Self- 
(lovernment is ready with his anti-malarial scheme, but there is not a 
cowrtr in the coffers of the (iovernment to help him. There is no money 
for any agricultural or commen ial development. The most tragic 
spectacle in this (\iuncil is the sight of the tlfree Hon’ble Ministers 
entrusted with most responsible portfolios but provided with no funds! 
Yet we must go on pampering this over-jiampered Police 

1 have made only a few suggestions. I am sure further suggestions 
will be made by the other members of this Council. 

The llon’ble the Finance Memlier said in the course of his Budget 
speech : “ the Budget now jiresented is not a production of which any one 
can feel jiroud.” But then* is one item in the Budget of whic h I myself 
feel proud and I am sure every right-thinking person in this Council w’ill 
fwl proud’ J mean (he fall in (he Excise revenue. There has been a fall 
of about Its. lakhs, I wish there were a much bigger fall. Any 
civilised (lovernnu'ut ought to be ashamed of tliis head of revenue. I 
rcjs'al what 1 said in my previous si>t*ech in <’onne< tion with this *»uh- 
ject - 

Our ulliinate in total prohibition and we arc praying for the day when the 
nltulo id the excise revenue |>ill l»c blotted out of oar prorincial budget. . . • , 

The working out of Huch an ideal will pcrhapn pave the way for taxation in certain 
other direc t loiin We would far rather xee that that u (bine than to Ix' a party to 
a revenue which li derived at the expenae of the phyaical deieriorution. the mtelIcK'- 
tual atagnation and the moral ruination of a people. * 

I am sincerely sorry that (he Miiiislor of Excise is expecting a slight 
increase next year in Excise rev«»nuc. I hope his antit ipations will be 
utU'rly fuUitieil. I am anxiously looking forward to the day when the 
UonTdf the Miiiisti'r of Excise will appoint a Committee to investigate 
the question of local option. Inn demi-offtciul note tiddreseed to me 
from Darjeeling on the Sth of DetoWr. 1921. by Mr. S. K. Raha, the 
present Commissioner of Excise, the following pas.snge occurred — 

At regardt the first portion of jpur reaolution the Hon'ble Miniater in charge ta 
favourably inclined towarda local option and a Committee will very likely be formed 
jn January or February next to inreatigate the question. Alo^ with ihta, the 
queation of increasing the powera and changing the eonatitutiSn of the Exriaa L^aa- 
ing Boartls of Calcutta and ihm formation of aimilar lioexiaing Boarda for other 
important ciuea in the Preatdency will be coaaidered. 
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I’kave quoted this ^wssage simply to draw the ulteiitiou of the* 
Hon'ble the Minister of Excise. • 

I pass on to Education, Even in this deficit Bmljret. the Hon’ble the 
Minister of Education has found it possible to provide the Dacca Univer* 
sity with Rs 9 lakhs. What has he done fi»r the ('alcutta I'lnversity? 
He has provided the ma^rnificent sum of Us. Id, 900 for the supervision 
charges of the messes umler the control of the University over and above 
the recurring grant of Its. l,‘,i8,0(Mt whiih the Univtusity has Wn receiv. 
ing for the last few years. 1 understand that the ('alcutta 1‘niversity 
must wait for the supplementary grant. Why m>t the Dacca University, 
may I ask!' Why is this differential, rather pref<»rential. treatment of 
the two Universities!' I do not giudge in the least the Ks 0 lakhs given 
to the Dacca University, I was in Dacca a few months ago and the 
Hon’ble the Vice-f’ham'ellor tcwjk me round and .shoaed me the magni- 
ficent work done by that Universitv. 1 am glad Its !♦ hikh^ has U‘eii 
provided for that 1 nive^ilv. Hut 1 lertuinly do gnnlge any differen- 
tial treatment. The attitude of the HoiTble .Ministei i»f Kdinution to- 
w’ards the Tub uttu University is indifferent and unsympathetii . In his 
last speech the Ilon'lile Mr. 1*. (’. Milter sanl, “ but I will promise this, 
that I shall try to do my best for the ('ah uttu Universitx. for after all ft 
is my alnui matrr. I wonder what the llon’bie the Kdueution Minister 
has done for his alma matvr. lie has not moved his little finger as yet to 
help that institution. I he Calcutta Universitv needs, J understand, 
alxiut Us. 10 lakhs? It iias a deficit to meet of Us. 'rdO.fKNf It needs 
money to carrs on tlie sph iidid work it is doing I know there is a clash 
Ixitween tlie Uahutta Um\eisil\ and llii*. liCgislalive Uoiiiicil, but I am 
sure a reasonable altitude will be taken up by either side If is most 
unfortunate that there Nlmubl be any collision i><*tween the University 
and the (’ouncil, and it is highls desirable that eu< h body should treat the 
other with that re.spe< t that each deseives 

A few days ago I saw a letter addiessed to the puldic press by Sir 
P. C. Roy. In that letter Sir Piofulla gives u graphic description of the 
great work that is being d(»ne Iin a noble band of workers whose xmil and 
devation in the cause of st ience and humanity ought to command the 
admiration of the whole world. And yet this institution is struggling for 
mere existence. During the lust nine years it has received lU. 1,08,000 
from the Piihlii' Funds on an a\erage of Rs. !2,0fKl a year, u inagnifi- 
c-ent sum infle<*d ! “ It would In* nothing short i»f national disasUT," 

»ay» Sir Profulja, “ if the Hon’ble Minister <if Education were to turn a 
deaf ear to the piteous appeals of the Vic e-f’hamcllor, for u substantial 
grant towards the upkeep of the University Ollege of Science." 

At this stage, the inenilxT having reached the time-limit bad to 
conclude bis remarks. 

R«l MAHiNORiECHANORA MITRA Biliadurt The necond Budget * 
of the reformed era has brought us no hope. To me this has been a great 
diaappointmeni. rnfortunately.we are again to confess that tboet who 
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* are responsible to make proper adjustment of accounta and for prepanng 
the Budget and also th\>se who are to spend public revenue to cany on and 
keep in proper or, say, dignified, efficiency the administration of the 
country seem to be fidlowiiig a policy of despair — a sifting and shuffling 
policy, if I be permitted to*express it in that way. With us, who have 
b^n privileged to talk about the (rovemment’s policy and method of 
adjustments and expenditure of the country's revenue, it is a cry of des- 
pair, and the tax-payers and the masses, whom we are here to represent 
are in a mood of disgust. In fact, the financial situation of Bengal is 
one which has nothing to rcH ommend and needs immediate ending or 
mending. To be expressive the final exhaustion of our presidency has 
been more than we ever apprehended- A sane and bold policy of all- 
round retrenchment and creation of new sources of revenue by developing 
Agricultural, Arts, Industry, Irrigaticm aiid Forest resources of the 
couritry was ex|H*< tc<l from Isitli the Hc<'tions -- limbs — <»f the dyarchy. 
I am uguifi t<> confess that w© have here met #ith a dismal disappoint- 
ment. Our otitlook of the financial situation and our way of putting 
things, being rather different from the official one. is often liable to mis- 
understanding. Those who are responsible for framing the Budget 
have practically dictated conclusions to us beforehand and no anumni of 
talk in this (Council is likely to persuade them to believe that we are in 
this (’ouiK'il to assert the rights of the taxpayers — the free electors of 
the country IVrhaps, the (lovernmenl is still of the opinion that we 
must ('ome to them as suppliants and not as equals or critics. This is 
the w'hole situation. 

It is repeatc'd oftener than necessary, that the financial settlement 
made by the Meston ('ommittee under the Beforni Scheme “ has hard 
hit ” Beiigal. I bis Presidency had to begin its new career of reformed 
(Jovernment at great disadvantage. We feel we have been treated very 
unfairly by the Meston Committee, which, however, laid down the “ fine 
dictum ” that “ there*was an obligation to leave each Province with a 
reasonable working surplus, *’ so that “ in no ^ase may a contribution 
b« such as w'ould forc e the Province to emluirk on new taxation, which to 
our mind would he an unthinkable se<|uel to a jnirely adininistnftive 
rearrangement of abundant general r<“!oun*es.” Now the question is 
did Bengal administration launch upon its new cuireer of reform, with a 
reasonable working surplu^?^ Fnfortunately the answer is in the nega- 
tive. I am tempted to make a brief comparison of figures. I bav© H 
from a statement made by HonTde Sir Maiccdm Iliiiley. the Member of 
Finance, Government of India, that Bombay began the Reforms with a 
surplus of Rs. 2 crores and 42 lakhs. Madras Rs. 2 crores and 41 lakhs, 
Fnited Provinces Rs. 2 croras and 17 lakhs, Punjab Rs. 1 cror© and 90 
lakbs and Burma Rs. 2 crores and 26 lakhs. But my poor Presidency 
began the Reforms with a deficit of over Rs, 2 crorea. Theae are old facts 
and we all know it. I^si year we bad to depend on previona unspent 
balancea and it is hardly neceeaary to say with what result. Wa were 
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in for a financial readjustment and revision of u-. thi 

Meeton Committee. We approached the Uovernliieul of ludia^for finan- 
cial help and reconsideration of our position ; but vre achieved very poor 
resulf. We adopted the alternative and have had riH^ourse to fresh anu 
additional taxation. But will that improve our position i' We art 
decidedly of opinion that if things are allowed to go in its present con- 
dition the result will be a heavier deficit year after year. 

Circumstanced as we are now, it is not only a question of vanishing 
balances and pros|)ectivc deficit but one of tiuuiicial eihuuNtiun and 
final crash. 

Let it be clearly understood that the embarrassing reality in the 
financial position of Bengal cannot be got over by any mukesbift arrange- 
ment. A top-heavy administration and without a practical programme 
of w-ork for the development of the resources of the country, which only 
can bring in additional revenue, W’ill never be able t4> diseiituiigle itsell 
from a financially embarrassing position. 1 have te|>eutedly urged that 
the Reforms must be worked by re-forming our own housi* and by effect- 
ing retrenchments. A policy of hesitancy will Ins of small avail. 

But now' to a few details. 

Under Excise there has lieen an increase under the head lnsptHl4>r» 
and Sub-Inspectors. The budgeted estimate in lUiil-vli w a.s Its, 
but the estimates shew an increase by H». l,4<>,ytHK This item of in- 
crease in expenditure goes directly against the jxilicy of careful expendi- 
ture. Similarly m G (d), we find there ha.H been an inc reuse by Rs. 

This is no proof of willingness for retrenchment. 

Provision has Iwen made for Ministers’ salary at the rate ol 
Rs. 5,3:iS per month. The Council will objw t to it. 'I here hirs been 
good deal of discussion on the subjent and in the coming official year, 
I would like to see the Hon’ble Ministers rise above financial considera- 
tions and abide by the wishes of the |>eople in the mutter of their pay. 
We would prefer that the Council be not asked to irniwse its will upon 
U^e Ministers. The dignity of the Mini.slers’ position re<|uires them to 
recogniee the voice of the people and make sacrifice in public interest. 

The expenditure on the pleadership examination should not lie allow- 
ed to be a charge on the public revenue. It has to lie disallowed. 

Scant justice has been done to mtntsferuil officers. Uoveriimeut has 
totally ignored the recommendation of the Council and very poor pro- 
vision has been made in the Budget. Assuredly this will create dis- 
satisfaction and discontent among the large nwtnl»er of ministerial officers 
who fnlly deserved better consideration ; and to add insult to injury they 
will be allowed nominal increase of pay not from April, 1^21, but fitmi 
•April 1922. Wha^an irony of fatef 

Under Registration the budgeted figure for 1921-22 under teniporary 
eetaUisbnienU was Rs. 1,86,900; but now it appears to Imve been 
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ki. 2,20,t)00. XraTelli^g allowances were shown to be Es. 19,800 and 
this was lUso increased to lis. 28,900. Details justifying these increases 
are not forthcoming and that is to be regretted. The departme]^t has 
got inspectors. It may seem a puzzle to man}*, why district sub-regis- 
trurs are also refjUJred to go out for insperl joij of lural sub-registry 
o&ces. In the last Budget, there was an inadequate amount of pro- 
vision of only Ks. 75,01)0 for revision of pay of sub-registrars. Curiously 
enough the Budget for 1922-2‘1 has made no provision of the kind and 
there will be a keen disappointment among the sub-registrars all over 
Bengal. The Hon’ble Minister, Mr. I*. C. Mitter, observed on the 15th 
March, 1921 (pages 110-117, J^egislative Council Proceedings, Volume 
5)~ 

By fsr tlio most important item of new expenditure is Ks. 75,000 on account of 
Uie rcvimon of pay of nub- registrars, the pay and proHpocts of other sert'iceB have 
been iinproi-ed, but no re-udjustment iias xet b<HOi made in the rase of sub> registrars 
to enable them to mwt the increast'd cost of living * * * * 

I confidently hojie that the Ilon’ble Minister in charge will be pleased 
to tell us when and how he is going to improve tlie pay and prospects ot 
the sub-registrars. Tlieit < laiiii to recognition and fair treatment in the 
mutter of pay can no longer be ignored. 

It has to Im* admitted that Bengal is woefully behind other provinces 
in the matter of iriigatioii works, lirigatiou works projierly designed 
and executed have never proved unpri»du< tive, but always proved helpful 
to raiyats and agriculturists. I am afraid I shall not }>e allowed to say 
more on this point owing to the time-limit. 

I am strongly of opinion that law' anti order should be pre.served, and 
what is more I am an ardent ailvocate of the policy of preserving law 
and order. 1 go further and say that the Exei utive, Judicial and Police 
braiu'beH of the public service, are the most essential limbs of the ad- 
ministration and law . so say, sboubl alway-' be kept in efficiency — nay 
in dignified efficiency, fiut 1 do not find any justification for not entering 
nu emphatic pnilest against limitless exjienditure on the basis of the 
theory of law and onler. To lie expHcit. it is evident that the growirtg 
expenditure on Police is exieeding all reasonable proportion. The 
following figures will sjieak for itself. 

The actuals for 1920-21 did not exieed Its. 1.05, 47. 145. The Bud- 
get estiittate for 1922-20 shows the amount Rs. 1,89,87.000. The actual 
for 1920-21 for Presidency. Thdice did not exceed Rs. 28.57,(ri0. Of the 
budgeted amount of Rs. .T2,9I,{KX) for Presidency Police the Calcutta 
Police takes Rs. 27,22,000. The Calcutta Police fori'e haa 64 inspeotom, 
10.1 sub-inspec'tors, 141 sergeant#, who draw* alwiut the same salary as the 
Indian sub-inspectors. 462 assistant sub-inspectors and head constables. 
8,474 constables, etc. * 

Then again, the estimated expenditure in 1922-21 on works in pro- 
greas for the Police will come op to Rs. 4,79,000. 
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Owing to the revision of the pay of constables the expenditure on 
account of their pay during the current year is likely to exceed the sane- 
tione4 allotment by about Rs. 5,(KK(HK». 

This increment which was long overduh was sanctioned in the year 
1920, and yet it was not shown in the last Rudget. We ha\e the nghl 
to know the reason why. The Hon’ble Member for Finance tells us that 
the only noticeable item in the revised estimates for 1921-22 is an addi- 
tional provision of Rs. 2,o4,(WM) on account of extra polii'e urningemente 
to meet the present political situation and besides, a provision of al»oul 
Rs. ],(X),00() has also l>een made on aci'ount of increased permanent force. 
And all this ha.s been done while the Poliie Itetremhment ('ommittee 
is still engaged in dealing with the ('ost of l*oiice administration. Sure- 
ly, the situation is more than instructive. 

Illiterac\' of the nurses ought not In continue for all time to come. 
It retjuires earnest and systematic efforts, initial ivimess and fund to re- 
move this illiteracy and we are lacking in all these. It can he stated 
however that the Hon’ble Minister for Kducalion is trying his best to help 
the pefiple who are illiterate. 

The recommendations of Wordsworth Cominittee have not l>eon pro- 
vided in the Rudget. This is a retrograde movement. 

The provision of Rs, 21,CMK) made in the Rudget for the apjwiint- 
ment of a Director of Fisheries for Reiigul should be disallowed. Tha 
past achievements <»f the department is a]mf>Ht tul, and the appointment 
of u Directm- on a high .salary will be a mere waste of public 
revenue I bclic'c wc liavc :iln*ad\ got m«in* than rjnc SojH'ruilendenl 
of Fisheries and they are enough for the Department. It will be appro- 
priate and advantageous both from hnuncial and other pf>ints of view that 
the Director of Agri( ulture be alsf) vested with power of diriH’ting and 
supervising the work of the Fisheries T)epart merit In many counirtet 
of the world the DepaVtrnent of Fisheries is only a branch of the Agri- 
cuitural Department, and is worked under the direction of the head of 
the latter department. I do not know why a ileparture from this sounri 
policy has been made in this country.

Rai LALIT MOHAN SINGH ROY BahMiur: I congratulate the 
Hon'Kle the Finance Memlier for the drawing up of the Rudget with 
skill and tart. In an ordinarv year, we have had nothing to aay, but aa 
this is the second year that we are met with a huge deficit, it is high 
time for us to offer some suggestion and , remarks only to guide the 
adroioistration properly and thus to ensure the success of the Reforms. 
From the estimatedgpgures it appears that in the next year our deficit* 
will amount to Rs. 120 lakhs; meet this deficit it is prop<»sed to raise 
about Rs. 140 lakbs by new taxation, and admitting that the new taxa- 
tion Bills be safely passed, then there may be a surplus of Rs. 20 lakbs 
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in the next year'e Bud;ret. The eetimated cloeing balance of this year 
is Re. 63f lakhe or in round number Be. 60 lakhs. Therefore, the adveree 
balance for 1922-20 will stand at Bs. 60 lakhs provided we spend up 
the whole balance in hand. . This fact is sufficient for my friends here 
ill the (’ouncil to tell that without further taxation, even the general 
administration of the province will be stranded. 

My next argument is that to ask money from the people and to pay 
them nothing in return by way of services is imprudent. The Budget, as 
it has Wn frankly admitted by the Hon’ble Member, contains no con- 
structive programme for the general welfare of the country. The extra 
charges will be re<iuired only to meet the ordinary expenses of administra- 
tion. Of the Its. 10 crores for expenditure in the ensuing year’s Budget, 

00 per cent., I believe, is really “ irreducible minimum ” as I beg to 
remind the House that under the (iovernment of^India Act 721) — “Salar- 
ies and |H*fisions of iM^rsons ap]K>inted by Secretary of State with the 
approval of His Majesty, salaries of the judges of the High ('ourt and of 
the A<lv(j( u(e-(ienerul “ are beyond the cMintrol <»f this House. Moreover, 

1 quite agree with the Hoii'ble Member that in regard to their appoint- 
ments, we are under some pledges, which we cannot thoughtlessly 
violate. But to return to my arguments I must say that we should 
approach the people with a constructive programme first and then we can 
ask th<*ni to ppy something more for the servi(‘es th«*v will receive. My 
point is very clear. They have been paying for the cost of the general 
administration, to ask them to pay more is impolitic, but to ask them 
to pay more for the sen-ices they will receive is statesmanlike. 

I therefort' profKise not to draw upon the halaroes any more to 
meet the ordinary charges. Last year in my note to the 
Budget discussion I suggested to sp«‘tid the balance in hand in improving 
the sanitary conditions of the province. This year also I repeat the same 
thing and if we do it We shall he able to present the province with a 
constructive programme. Then we shall l>e morally justified to approach 
them with the cpiestion of further taxation. Perhaps they will have no 
grounds to murmur. The estimated cost receipts from the new taxa- 
tion is about Us. 140 lakhs. The estimated deficit of the ensuing year’s 
budget is Rs. 120 lakh.s. Making room for untoward events, it is expected 
that, the revenue will exactly cover the expenditure, even if there be 
no surplus. 

Here I may be temptctl with a happy picture of ooncessions from 
the Central Government, but I cannot believe in this illusion ns I did 
not in the last year. That Government cannot do anything more foi 
us than already pi-oinised. All that we can hope is the perpetual 
• surrender of our contribution. It is safe there^re, to build up our 
expectations and calculations on this somewhat eound basis than to 
frame notions on the future hopes which are like building castles in tbe 
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B^trenchment, as 1 have shown, is im[>ossible#in GO jier cent, cases. 
But 1 do not lielicve that retrenohinent is impossible, and the ti^ures 
arriveck at on the expi'nditure side are really “ irriHliu ible.” I fully 
advocate the expenses that will be necessary for the ilejMirtments like 
Jail, Justice and Police, which preserve the pnmary rijrhU ot ciiixens, 
a little luxur\ even if there be found cun be tolerated. Hut 1 ani 
extremely opposed to show any clemency to other deiiartinents, the 
curtailment of expenditure of which has l>ecoiiie ui^»'ently necessar\ . 
The Public Works Department, like the prcnligal son, are spfuultii)^ money 
without any con.sideralion. Last year, in my note to the budget dis- 
cussion 1 wanted to draw the attention of the members of this House to 
this huge exjx.*ndituie and advocated drastic retnuichmenl. Similuily, 1 
think the sum pioMded for in the next year’s Hudget for survey and 
settlement openitions is tim high A sum foi the realisation of dues 
can be given to this dei^irt merit and not more. In this remark, 1 beg 
to remind the House that though there is the appaVent iiurease in the 
totals in the tlepai tment*' like IMucation, Me<lieal and Pulilir Health, the 
real distrilmlion of monev for measur<‘H t<i impiove the moral and 
material condition.s of the |HM*ple has suffered retrenehiuent , as the figures 
for have been based rii those of the levised estimate of this year. 

The figuref> of tlie.-^e depai fluents can be put to tlie original budgeted 
figurt‘.s of J 9‘J 1 -I.*!.’, if some curtailments 1m* made in the exj>enditure 
of the Departiiifiit of Agiicultui** and Industrie** which i" making un- 
necessary heavN claim** upon the national funclh. I he savingx whii'h will 
accrue from the (urtailment cjf ex jienditure in the (’ivil Work*. Kslimates 
and in suspending survey and '*«•! tleinerit openitions exc epting those whic h 
are absolutely neces>at\ for the* lealiHutioii of dues, rniglit be kept njiurl 
aa the probable savings or tin* balanee in blind fc»r the next year, to 
enable us to c'ontir.ne the operations whic’h w'e will begin this year with 
the amount whn h we ha\e now' in hand. 

Thus I conclude, that the iidvi-rse balance c»f K-* (ct) lakhs for the 
next year must be met with not falling upon the balance in band, but 
from retrenc hment of similar amount to l»e effected from the departments 
like the Public Work.s. Survey and Sf»ttlement, Registration and other! ; 
I quite agree with the Hon’ble MemlM*r that the probable revenue to be 
derived from the new taxation must be left out cif account for the preaent. 
In our supplenientarv budget, which we will have Iwfore us, after the 
paaaing of the taxation Bills, we will make provisions for the sanitary 
improvements of this province, 1 he estimaU*d revenue from this source 
is about Es. 140 lakhs. Making room for untoward events, it can safely 
be put at B«. 120 lakhs. Out of this sum, provisions for a fall in 
revenues from other departments and capital expenditure for Irrigation 
pan be made simultaneously with provisions for sanitary improvements 
and for a balance in^be next year. However, this can be best discussed 
at Ike time of the supplemenUrv budget. I want to draw the atten- 
tion of the House to the fact that we shall no more live upon our balances 
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and a retrenchment t<% the amount of Rs. 50 lakhe ought to be made to 
make (uith Midea equal. 

Rai NiBARAN CHANDRA DAS GUPTA BalUMitirs In all copscienoe 

it ia a melancholy bunineHn to discuss the budget estimates for the year 
1922-20, which are admittedly as yet incomplete.” The Hon'ble 
Finance Member, with his charai^teristic fairnes.s and frankness, told us 
lliat the present budget was not a ” production of which any one could 
be proud,” further, that it does not profes.s to do more than provide for 
the bare needs of the administration and makes no provision for ” new 
seiiemes.” It is admittedly a ileficit Iludget. 

All this was anticipated ; am! with a view to prevent a deadlock in the 
mlministratitui, this ('oum il agreeil to the introduction of the three taxa- 
tion Hills, which have just emerged from the Select Committees, in more 
aiceptahle and prcseiitahle shapes, though uguimit the well-know^n mu\im 
of sound IVilitical Kconomy with regart] to taxation. 

1 mean the maxim that no additional burden should be thrown upon 
the taxpayer, to meet the ordinal v purposes of administration. Hut, Sir, 

1 do not share the lobust optiiiii.siii of the Hou’ble tlie Finance Member, 
when he sai<l in the course of his speech in intiodiu ing the Hudget, that 
theie were good grounds to hope that this was the last of the deficit 
Hudgets. 1 wish it were so Though an optimist b\ nature, I cannot, 
tor the life of me. distover, after Vaiefulls scrulimsing the tacts and 
figures disclosed iii the Iludget, aii> trace of a single item, upon whic'n 
the sturdy aiul iiisjoring ojitimism <jt the llon’hle Member could be bused. 

However, we may ilephue over the unjust and ineiiuitable adjustments 
of the Meston Committee and whatever agitation we may get up to secure 
a more eipiitable readjhstnient. I am not prepared to share the hopeful- 
ness id some of our MemlHM> and Ministers, in thinking that the wrong 
done to u.s will be nghteti within a reasonable distance of time. All the 
provinces are up in arms against us, and provincial jeulou.sies have been 
itiused, by the beggarly dole of R.s. lakhs to us, I expect no relief ffom 
that quarter. We have to put our own house in order, by cutting the cost 
according to our own cloth. 

To convert an adversity budget into a prosperity one, either of the 
two fhings is es.sentiully necessary, i.r., either we must reduce out; 
expenditure by ruthle.ss retrenchments, to bed-rock limits or increase our 
revenue by developing inteiiNively the resources of our province; with 
regard to the latter alternative, we know that it means time and more 

investments, which we can ili-afford to spore at the present moment. 

• 

As for retrenchments, I am not at all prepared to accept the tpie 
* tiijrit of the Hoirble MembiT, who said that he had frame his proposals 
in a spirit of rigid and parsimonious economy and that the Finance 
Department had been compelled to fTame the departmental budgets ruth- 
lessly. The only retrenchment which may strike the eyes of even a 
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(ihmrfw of tho budget figuree h«« breu wtUi regard to coriaiii iteiiie 
of capiiai espenditore, such as the construction of buildingt elo., 
by t^e Public Works Department and the stoppage of oertain 
promi^ and expected increments to the salaries of some classes of 
public serrauts, such uh the sub>regtstrarM, the itinpectors of police in the 
mulassal, and the ministeriul officers. 

The Hon’ble the F intiiice Member gave exptesNinn ttt a sense of des- 
pair by saying that his hoj»e of getting sup|M»rt from the “ Standing 
Committees ” in the matter of retrenchment, had not lieen realised. I 
am. Sir, sincerely sorry, that un administrutoi like the Hoit'ble Meiiil»er, 
with his shrewd commonsense, bcsiness instim'ts mid widt* knowlcilgr oi 
human nature, should have luised his hofies u|>oii siirli unstable femnda' 
tion. The Standing Committees from their %'ery cxnistitution, and very 
narrow and limited outlcM^ks could never take a broader view of the 
entire finanriat fK»sitjon%nd to rc<onimeud rctrnichoients m the depart* 
ments to which they are attached* They only hmked to the efficiency and 
the needs of tlome department I'lirther, the\ were more or less domi- 
nated b> the offi<‘ial mol <]epm t mental elements They were not in a 
position “ to lo4ik lM»f<»re ami beliind " and to take a wider or more 
comprehen.sive view. Kvinywheie, separate retrenchment committees 
have l>een formed and anti-waste cumpaigiiH ImirichiMl. Hut un- 
fortunately for us. ever\ n^solntion for the foimution of such toinmittees 
lapsed. F.ven those of nn pa ti into fiieroK. who vehemently opjaised the 
taxation Hills and were exceedingly kinui nftei reducing the salaries of 
the M iriisters, did not consider it worth their wdiile to press for the (or- 
mati/^n of any such retrenchment coinmittiH*. 

The administration is to|>-heavv, the increments lately allowed to 
the higher bram lies of the I’uldic S<*rvices are out of pro|K>rtJon to their 
WiUirements,*’ and " the taxable ta|Micilies of tlie |ssn tax-pavers have 
been straiUeil to their utmost limits, et» have iMuoine < opylH>ok maxima 
md are iu everybiMly’si mouth; but there is no endeavour to atari a 
thorough examination of tlic diffenuit de|Nirtments and a study of their 
details. To single out imilated cases and to rec<»mmend rutting 
down " in them, appeals to nobody. It is set down to jealousies narrow 
views, insufficient knowledge and disregard for efficiency. 

If any drastic retrenchment is to Ih* effecte<l, if rigid economy is to 
be enforced and if the finances of the province have to W placed on nn\ 
solid and sound basis, e body of men, composed of experts, both 
official and non-official, should be appointed to go into every detail to 
look into every nook and corn»*r, to take evidence when necessary, to 
examine papers, to eollect and study stati^irs and ihe% to recommend 
wuys and means and the extent of retrenchments possible. If sucK a 
committee take* a full year and even more and necessitates a large 
amount of expenditure, in my bumble opinion, the time and money 
spent over such a oonuniitee wduld not be in vain. The iocfements

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allowed on ilie recomixendation of the Public Serrices Commisflion are 
hardly justified. The cireumataneeK have altered, the timea have changed 
and the recomraendatioiiM have coii»e(|uently grown antiquated. Then, 
with regard to wastage, can anyone in this (Council lay his hands ujk)u 
his breast and say that there ia no wastage and no useless and avoidable 
expenditure? Take, for instance, one department such as “ Stationery 
and Printing.” The amount budgeted for is 27,10,000, I do not 
think I would 1 h* challenged, if I say, that considerable savings can be 
effected, if things are managed in a business like manner and with strict 
regard to economy. T have heard from memWrs of the Bengal Civil Ser- 
vice both executive and judicial, that even the\ theros<dves consider that 
they have got more than tlieii ” deserts ” and the increments recently 
allowed have been l)eyond their exj»ectation. It is the firm belief of a 
considerable section of the community, that the scale of pay, pension and 
overseas alh>wunces recently introduced, were niore for placketing the 
memlH^rs of the Ini|>erial S<*rvice, to di.sarm their op])Ohition to the 
"Reforms,” than what was required by the exigencies of the time, such 
ns higher costs <if living, etc So the ” Reforin.s ” have conre to lx* 
asHO('iat4*d with greater ex|K*nditiire and the fat t \s being e\|)b»ited to 
curse the Reforms and not t4» " bless ” them. We all of ii.s know 
full well, that the |uesent " uiin»st ” in the countr\ is <lue mon* to 
ec(Uioinic causes than to aiu political piopagaiida and flie removal of 
those causes is the surest remedy for the present distempers of the 
Imm 1\ -iMilitic. Mere tink»*ring oi }»ut< hwork will not do. W<‘ 
Want albround retrenchm<*nt and stoppage of waste and extru- 
'ngaiKM* To my numl, the imtm*diate formation of a strong 
c.ommi(toe of retrenchment is the first step towards the con- 
summation. which we all so devontl\ wish for Last year, wluui I 
moved the nlxdition of th(‘ I’lshi'ries TK*j»iirtinent some member remarked 
that every civilised Oov(»rnment has such a de|xirtmcnt nrfd defeaU»d the 
motion by a narr(»w nmjorilv (’i\ilisc4i or uncivilised, 4 *verv (Govern- 
ment has to stand on its own legs ami gitt t^j }»e ahtoTinmous. The whole 
machinery demands a thorough overhauling from top to bottom. ^We 
must give a pull, u strong pull and a pull all together, to place it on 
the right back, to ensun' its smooth working.

M RAOHA CHARAN PAL Saliadur: The boon of the Reformed 
constitution has brought in its train curse of bankruptcy. 
Almoat all the jiroviiu'es, induding the central Government, have been 
landed on the verge of a financial crisis. The tale is everywhere the 
si^e, the problem is universal~a problem of deficit, of excess of expen- 
diture over revenue. But BeogaTs predicament is the most serious and 
pitiful; here is an exceptional case, exceptional almost to the point of 
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desperation. Yet her mieerv is not her own creation altogether; it it the* 
child of the Montford Hefonns. the gift and awaitfof the Heaton and the 
Parliamentary ^oiut Committee. How she has lieen hit by the finan- 
cial mhl-adjustment ronse<|tient u|a>n the Ueforms is well-known and 
has be<ei discussed threadbare times without tiumlier. Out of a total 
approximate revenue of aliout JtO crf>res of ni|>et*s, the lion’s share of 
20 crores is appropriatwl hy the central Oovemment, and she is asked 
to take all this injustice lying down. Cnless this glaring injustice is 
redressed, there is little hope c»f recovery fn>m the financial stringency 
and stagnation, which has InnHi manifest in the Imdgets of two succes- 
sive years.

■The Budget is melancholy reeding from beginning to end; its 
features are dismal on all sides. We are told that there has l>een an 
appalling decrease f»f revenue during the present year to the tune of 
Rs. 76 lakhs, of which Rs. 52 lakhs occurs under the three main revenue- 
producing heads, namely, Isind Revenue fRs. 6,7<*1,600). Excise 
(Rs. 22 .80 ,060) and«Siamp (Rs. 22,00,000). Hi is is a very serious 
matter and bodes ill of the future. It does not warrant the hope that the 
present dnlneaa and stagnation wHl sulwide in the immediate future and 
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* the pro/ipect of recovery will be in sight There is scute economic dw- 
tresB and onreat in fhe country. Political discontent is abroad. The 
atmosphere is electric with a political ferment, almost unprecedented 
in its proportion and intensity in this land. The popular mind is 
charj^ed with bitterness on account of the repressive policy of the Gov- 

'emment ; and there is a movement afloat to resist taxation. Further, 
there is trade slump and industrial unrest. Under these circumstances, 
he would indeed Ik* a bold man, who would venture to prophesy or fore- 
cast the return of normal conditions of revenue in the immcKliate fut- 
ure. V'<»u cannot expect a boom in stamp and excise, two fruitful 
sources of revenue, for years to come. 

liitigation is on the wane, and so is the craving? for intoxicants. 
Bentral is indeed to he ron^rratulated on the appreciable decline of revenue 
under these two heads. The loss of revenue is the measure of the pain 
in moral stature and st renpth. ^ 

The Ffon’hle the Finance Meml»er proi>OM«rs to nieet the reduced 
deficii of Rs. 80 lakhs from the exjxM'ted revenue of R.s. 140 lakhs or 
so, which he ho|>eM to derive from the pro|KVHed new taxation projects. 
This is countinp the chickens liehu'e they are liatclnMl The financial 
measurcM arc mere cxjMTiments, How thev will cj|HMatc in practice is 
yet in the lap t)f the future. Whether the\ will fetch the amount esti- 
mated (»r much less is more than one can sav lust at this moment. 
Hence it is har.ardous to lx? ovei-Hanpuinc as to then ]>ros|)ective pro- 
reed.H at this stape Ytm eanm>t \erY well buihl up \our hopes on the 
estimated proccixls of these taxes to ward off future deficits. Besides 
the revenue, whatever it may amount to. so deriveil from the introduc- 
tion of the new tuxes (annof la* coiisidenMl a.s a j»ermanent addition to 
the revenues of Benpal. Should the financial injustice to Beiipal he 
riphted, both the Government and the Touncil oiipht to withdraw them 
at the earliest opportunity. Th<“»e are mere tcm|M»rjir>' measures resort- 
ed to to tide over an iiufx'mlinp crisis I tHdieve T am correct in say- 
i^p that it was with this view that .several memloers pave their support 
to tht*se Bills when they were intro<1uced. Hence the surplus on which 
the Hon'ble the Finarux* Memlx»r builds s<» much hope is after all a 
very precarious thinp. 

The Hoirhle the Finance Memlx'r has refened to the use of the 
pnimnp-knife in connection with the biidpet e.stimates. The revised 
estimates show a savinp af Rs. (>8,00.(K¥) over the oripinal estimates of 
expiMidiiur»». This has l»een effecterl in view of the financial sirinpency, 
and IS a step in the ripht direction, llut the (|uestion‘may he pertinently 
asked; “Where has retrenchment been effected?** Is ft in the 
repion of esUhlishment and oflire.s or in that of sanitary and edtica- 
tiont! schemes? The Reformed Goxemment wjth its hierarchy of 
officials, and functionaries of various types and prades, with its |dethoni 
of Executive Councillors. Ministers, ^cretaries. Assistant Secretarios 
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and Under-Seen* taries, haa proved to lie a veritaflle white ele|>liant for 
the alender reawirrea of thin provinc'e. If aalurtea awullow up the 
largeataalice of the revenue, the ho|K* of atampin^ out malaria, spread- 
ing maul education, the provision of water-supply, of developing indus- 
trial and commercial (Hluration mn»t ala'iiys remain a day dream. !u 
place of one liieutenant-(iovern(»r and a (^hief S«*cn*tary with a few 
othem for the whole of Hengal, Hihar and Orisina. Bengal alone is now 
aaddle<l with several MemlaMs and Ministers in addition to a host of 
SeiTctaries. Assistant Si*rn*tiiries and rnder-S«»rrctanes and other staff. 
Kuthlcss retrenchment must Is* the order of the day, or no relief cun 
come to the financial stnngencv of |i(*ngal. Why not cut down and 
reduce .suta^rfluous fat IsTlhs, ‘sine4 ur«»s like Divisional ('omniisaioner- 
ships, Roanl of Revenue MeiulM^rships and many other sindi tinnecea- 
sary ]wisfs? 

It is false economy to nsluce ex|»enditure on ahrount of progres- 
sive schemes of development, such as are calculated to imprtoe the 
material and moral conditions of the life of the |»eople. What will the 
Ilon’hle Ministers do if they are not in a |a»sition to carry on their 
lH*n<*fi«'ent work in tlu‘ nution-huilding de}airtmenta, u|a»n which so 
much stress is laid iMith in their s{)ee('hc*s and in their r<*aolutions P 

As the preiauit Hudg«>t is not a complete one. and a supplementary 
one is pro|a)scd to Ik* issued showing the dis}a>sal of the ex|>e<’te<l sur- 
jilus of Rs 60 lakhs or so, one is not justihin! in dwelling further on the 
details of the Budget^ and, therefore, I would refrain from eomment- 
ing on the details at the present moment, eicept a few iieno* ujK>fi 
which I think it my duty to say a few words. 

In the first phoe, as I ha\e said, the Uital cost <»f a4liii mist rat ion 
has risen enorinoush . It will la* s<M*n that coinjwired with 1920-21. the 
expenditure in that year was Rs 9 crores and IT lakhs, while the 
budget for the ensuing year shows Rs. 10 crorea and 22 lakhs, and us 
has i>een stated h\ the Hon’ hie Memlier, this is the minimum budget 
that has Iieen preparerl for the purposes of carrying on the everv-day 
administration. I lielieve, therefore, that this exceas of one crore of 
rupees is due «adply to the increase in establishment charges. Then 
the re-f>rganisation of the services, as far as I have been able to asi’er- 
taln, has actually cost more than Rs. 96 . 00,000 and the hulk of this 
increaae is due to the increase of salary and additional staff. Then 
there is another item : of course it is not possible for us to gel exact 
figures. This increased expenditure is partially also due bi the rates 
of postage and telegraph having been inerMsed by the Orrremment of 
India: they come to very considerable sums, whteb are included under 
the head ** Contract.* 1 believe there should be some arrangement 
by which these rates can be reduced to the relief not only of our local 
GoTtmuienU but also of the other local Goyemmente, because after 
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aU thf* local (iovernifkentH are |»art aiul parcel of the central Govern- 
ment, and I do not think that the name ratea of postage and telegraph 
should lie levied as are levied on the outside people. There ^will be 
an appreciable reduction in the charges if concessions are granted in 
this respect by the Government of India. I do not know whether the 
local Government is in a iHisition to make a representation to this 
effect to the Governmeiit of India. 

Then, under the head “ Reforms.” the travelling expenditure 
including that of the members of this Council has risen from a few 
thousands to one lakh of rujiees. 

The Police Budget, as is usual — but T do not want to disturb the 
equanimity of the Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler — has also increased by 
the modest sum of Us. fii lakhs, in spite of the addition that we made 
towards the Wginning of this year. 

Then turning to the education budget, I 'find that there are very 
interesting figures

connection witli tlie general discussion of the Budget. 1 said — 

laistly. I desire to rrsiiectftilly submit that the policy of the Budget ahould lie 
ao framed that larjte wn'tiomi of the I'ank and file on »hi(h depends the strenKth 
of the nation, may not Ik* deprived of their due share of State help and pntronaKc 

That was like a cry in the wilderness and it was IhiuikI to \n* so; 
for indeed it would 1 h' the maddest folly in me to exfit'ct a sudden 
departure from the stert*oty|ied poliey which was being pursued for 
IfiO years or more. 

Let me illustrate my point hy a reference to the Budget under dia- 
cUHsiou. The princi^tl heads of rt*venue in the budget estimate for 
1925fc-2'l show the following: — 

Land Uevemie — 3 crores ayd odd 
Kxc’ise — Alsiut 2 erores 
Stamps — 2 erores and odd. 

, For«»st — 21 lakhs and odd. 

Registration— 21 lakhs and odd. 

Along with these figiirt^s, let us take an account of the population. 
Now. it Ih well known that at present Bengral contains about 46 millions 
of |ieoj>le. Of these about 23 millions are Muhammadans and 21 mil- 
lions are Hindus. Of these 21 millions again, no leas than 10 to 14 
millions are what are generally deacribed as the backward rlstnrs 
Now my iwiiit is that although these 10 to 14 billions of people, as 
a^culturists iwying rent, as litiganU paying court-fees and in 
diTorae other waya pay a considerable 4ai to the coffers of the SUte, 
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they do not perhaps get even one-thouMindth j^irt of their due share 
of StAte help and patronage. It might l>e in the nH'ollectioii of mem- 
bers of this Council that last year an alten^ation ensvuMi about the 
alloi'ation of grants to different communities. Habu Surtnidra Nath 
Mallik* amongst others, said: “Then I r<»me t«> our next enemy, 
equally old and e<(UHlly well known and that is the impro|H'r and un- 
just division of puhlir n* venues among the different etmimunities.“ 
To this Mr. Camph^dl Forrester nqdied: “ I have hearil several 
remarks in this rioineil purtuulnrly fnmi Itabu SunMulra Nath Mallik, 
along with many others, who have inferred that gross iNirtiality has 
been shown to Kun)p<'ans and js»int to the grunts given t»» Kalimpong 
( Ks. 80,000), Kurseong (Hs. 40.000t and the lrf)n»to t'onvent 
(Us. 20,rKK)).” That means alKint Ks. 2 lakhs out of 16 lakhs or one- 
eighth has Iw'en given to the Kur<j|H*un r»*presi»ntative srhisds Now 
Sir, under the < in iinistanres, I laiinot n'tiiain silent any longer. I am 
absolutely imjmrtial in this matter and like Mr.- Stark wisli to wm 
justii e done I want to see fair play and like to" get to l»ed-roek. With 
that objiH't in Mew I W(»uld like to know what |>ro|H)rtion r>f the ineome- 
tax is paid hy the Kuroisnin British tax-|siyer. lVrha|>s the HorFhle 
MeriilsT for l inanre would answer M\ objeet in quoting these )sissuges 
at elalsirute length to join handH with Mr Forrester in the r(H|u««st that 
the taxes jKiiil hv different eonimunit les might U* known to memls'rs so 
that justice nia\ be rl<»ne to different eoiiimunities us is surelv the desire 
of all ineinbers of this f’ouncil. Su fur us mere sweet words ara con- 
rerned, I admit that fr<jjii the highest rulers <»f the pruvinee to the so- 
called Is'agues, e\er\ <»ne show- sMiipathv with the condition of the 
backward classes Hut when the time bu pra<tical action comes, all 
symjattby evajsirates Mere sweet words I'oiint for nothing and figures 
like those in the present Hudg^'t are <*om Itisive evidoio e of the men- 
tality of the (fovernment. In other parts of India, notably in Madras, 
Mysore and HorabaN, numerous fiw sc bolarsbiiHi, fnn* hostels and tlov- 
crnment ernplowiients* have been generously given Ui the backward 
classf^ and thus justne done to tbmii 1 think this jHiint ought tf» Is* 
carefully remuinWred bv (iovemment — both the reserved and trans- 
ferred side# — if they have any resf>ert for justice and fair play. 

It has been said (hat we are a dying nice and that if deaths c>on- 
tinue at the same rate at which they are now doing, it is only a matter 
of arithmetical calculation, as to when Bengalis will cease to exist. 
This was said, it must he remembered, when there was no problem of 
water-hyacinth. This new menaie to civilisation has addMl fresh 
complexity to this already difficult problem. The other day a ques- 
tion was put in the Council to the effect ihat owing to water-hyacinth, 
Eastern Bengal, which was once very healthy, has Wn Woming more, 
unhealthy daily. Wie Hon'ble Minister replied hy saying that this 
queation showed a wrong conception of the duties of the provin- 
cial Govemmeni. The proper, anthority to tackle the question of 
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wat<.r.h.\ac-intli wan n<V the provincial Oovemmont hut the dutnrt 
boarda and that Ooveniment waa willing to help in the teat pomible 
way. Hnt 1 auhmit. Sir. that the peat of watet.hy»yinth la not {fraci- 
(lua enough to aeknowle<lge technical argnmaiita. You throw the 
renfionHihility (in the slionldern (»f the diftlrict iMMird and the district 
boards «‘nd the file hack to you. But in the meantime water-hyacinth 
spreads, malaria extendH its scoiie, and the same tale of deaths is told 
with increa.Hcd vijrour. Sir. I submit this is not the riprht spirit in 
which a Minister of the transferred Government should look at a 
(luestion. with which the life and death of a nation is closely woven. 

With rejrard to the (|uhstion of public health, the policy that has 
l>een pursued so lonjr and that is lieing pursued even now has touched 
only a small part of the iKipulation, that lives in towns— the present 

policy beifijf to ofS'ii u|> dis|¥‘nHaries here and there, to put a doctor 

here and there, and to send as many as nii^rlit^come, there. But this 
jKilicy is so exiK*nsive tjiat it is very doubtful whether even within 50 
years the whole of Beiipil will come within the ranjfe of medical relief 
or not. ltecentl\, a ri'solution moved by my friend Babu TIem i/han- 
dra Naskai has Immmi accepted by Government which shows that Gov- 
ernment are desirous of trvinir Ayurvedic and I nani systems. It is 

known that tiu‘se systems are cheajier. Ayurvedii* medicines cost 

almost next to nothiiifr. 1 think a conference of all kinds of Medical 
and Avurvedic practitioners oujrJit to lie imiHimI by Hie Minister-in- 
cburjre to explore this (piestion. 

1 do not Hii\ iiiUf li (*f priiiiari (*ducatioii ina'iiniicb as I know the 
entbusiaHin witli v^liicli meml»erH uiianimouslN desire its uiiiversul ex- 
tension As for nnsolf, 1 adhere to llie principle. “ NotbiiiK like pri- 
niarv education.” and to me any delav in its spread — by whatsoever 
exi’use whether of inone> or of jKilicy- is criminal in view of the fact 
(hut no improvement whether in health or spirit of Benina) can be effected 
without it. 

Ill conclusion, 1 plead for a broader outl(M>k — an outlook that 
deli>?lits in s«¥'injr justice and fair play done to all communities. So 
loll#?, tlie j¥)lic\ that jruided the Government had been hesed on the 
total f or jjet fulness t>f the simple fact that a nation in India lives in 
villafires and as a rt‘sult we have jfot only aindogies and not the real 
inaterilil in every dejwrtment whether of Public Health or of Educa- 
tion. Now, when real power has been transferred to us in the nation- 
huildinff departments, I hope villafres would be the pole star, as it 
wert\ by which to {^uide our actions and policies. 

Baby FANHiDBALAL Di S T must candidly say that the second 
*finaiirial year of the Reformed era also beyrins with«n outlodk as dismal 
as it could possibly be. I do not share the Hon’ble Fiiumoe Member*! 
optimism that our evil days are well nigh over and a panacea hna been 
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lound in ike new tMuition Billa ; I admit. 1 do not j^Mtataa tliai bciuyancy 
of ■pint. On tbe rontrAn . I believa that trouhted timaa art atill ahead. 
The expertation front tkepew taxcN may not mature and even if they do, 
unforeseen euierfreiir> e]^|landiturea, poAKihle every moment in these day* 
of unresf, may ahsiub it up. leaving us in the same plight aa before. 
The reoieily ought to be a different one and the nalvaiiou is to be found 
through an entirely different channa). The Hon’ble Finanra llemlier 
complaiiiH that it i.s not |Mmsible to show a |H>vrer of imagination and 
■igns of ( oiiHtnK'tivi* programme in a defirit budget. It may be true for 
the individual, who does iinl> the methanical figure-work at the heheMt 
of others : it is luit so. lojaever. for a IsMiigii (iovernment. Only in snrh 
abnormal times, ran the ronstrurtive genius and a foresight be ahowii, Iw 
it by bold steps in the direr t ion of nithless retrenchment of all uniieres- 
■ary expenditure or by the imposition of judicious taxation. 

Farts are solid things# Kver since the Heform Art 'has lieeii put 
into ojM'rntioii, wr have heanl an intoleniblr deal ulsiut our naiinn-htiild- 
ing deparfments and all they run or might do Nothing, however, has 
collie out of these bombasts. Money is to be found first, but that is not 
coming f(>rtli It runnot come under the existing cir< umsUnces. (tn the 
revenue side of tiur Budget, as it is, there is hardly any item cut»iible of 
considerable exfiansion. but there appears to be no iiUitement or xisible 
limit t<i our ex|>en(iiture. It is an admitted fact that taxation in tlie 
Province has reacheil sui h a point iM^yoiul which it cannot safely be allow- 
e<l to |uisH Before submitting to fresh imposition, the pcuph* must feel 
that evcrv possible effort has been made in the direition of econotiiN and 
that tliey are getting their rnone\ \ worth The irony of fate, however, 
is, that in spite td the crushing burden, every prot»osiil that is cnlcuhited 
to b^Miefit the half-fed, mularia-stru ken uixl utterly illiterate musses or to 
better the hard lot of the pisir clerks or stdiisil masters, have to lie inde- 
finitely (Mistponed or entirely abandoned, while the revenue wniiig out of 
the iinjmverished peojile is lieing spent in pampering adniinistnilive 
anomalies. 

There is a firm-nsiteil belief in the country that iti our top-heavy 
administration there are exfiensive departments and princely-salaried 
ptists which rail fie safely alK»lishe<l and amalgamated without impairing, 
in the least, the effii ienry of the administration. They lielieve (bat this 
is one of the primary nnises of our laid finance. Strange to say. that in 
spite of mutinuous hammering, an inquiry rould not lie taken up. not to 
■peak of any Miving in this direc tion.- Indeed the Finance Member 
announced some retrenchments, but they were only in grants and not in 
the eatabliabments about which the complaint is so bitter. There was 
■ttll Home hope that a move will be made in this direc tion in the Budget, 
but here again there if nothing but disappointment. I have now begun 
to believe that il thia aort of thing peiwisU and if the members of the 
highar aarrioae keep on drawing. ealariet whieh it at once an envy and 
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' amaieroent of the ciVli*e<l there cannot be any ladical improve- 

ineut in our finamee and money for essential needs of the people will not 
b« found by taxation alone. f ' 

I'he a«Het of a country is its people, healthy; confented, and educated 
tn civic dutien. It in not sound MtuteMiiiunship to if^nore that and it is a 
positive mistake to nejflect to look after those requirements. 

(‘oiiiinj^ to the actual Ifudj^et, I find the form a distinct improvement 
fivei that of the last year. Many items which were unintelligible to the 
unacf usloiiied minds and which causpfl a lot of trouble have been made 
cleai and lucid in the present lludget, and our sincere thanks for that 
are due to the h'inunce Member. The spirit, however, remains the same 
and we fiml the same ineijuituhle and unfair distribution of the revenues, 
between (he transfeiTed and the leserved group.s, to (>f>§ per ( ent. The 
f ase IS U hit worse this yeui, be< aiisp in the lust Hudget the percentage.s 
weie d > and (>o. In spite of all we h<*ard lif»m ^le Finance Member about 
the liniilutifui of these pr<»por(ions, 1 am in< lined to believe that lhe\ 
sIhiw us the trend of affairs. This is c erlaiidy disf ordunt with the sjiirit 
of the Iteff unis, (he suc< ess of which flepeiids entirely on how the depart- 
ments, tiunsferred to popular ciuitrol, are worked. 

The lloirble Mfunher seems to have been rather very (autious in the 
statement of the projiosed reeeipls of the next \ear. This is undoubted- 
h due to the bitter experience of the last year. The income-tax lias 
viinishefl from th<* list, so much Uie lietter. There is no g«K>d in making 
assignments and counter-assignments unless there is any material 
gain out of it. The sum under the Faiid Uevenue is the maximum expect- 
ed undfT the eiim uiiistanees and thi.s ('an only be realised if the 
conditions are ideal, which is far from (he actual facts. In Kxcise tts) the 
estimate appears to be gieuter than what l an be reasonably expected. 
The major jKjrtion of this revenue i.s from country li(jUors and afK>ut TO per 
(cnt. of that is consumed in and around Calcutta. The conditions of 
trade have not improved, the mills are wrorking short time and above all 
there is the vigorous anti-drinking propaganda, which is fast taking a 
firm Indd in the country. I would therefore consider the autbofities 
lucky if they can realise, next year, the amount shown in the revised 
estimate of 19i.M-’.?2. 

Stamps, again, I apprehend, will share the same fate. With the 
inriyase in the charge for. and the growing apathy of the people to, 
litigation, the Judit'ial stamps will not certainly fetch as much as is 
expected; while if the presenei depression in business continues, the 
Oeneral stamps will also follow suit. 

After ail, everything will depend upon the political atmosphere of the 
country. If the present unrest and turmoil continue even this coaaenra- 
tive estimate of the Finance Member will not mai|^rialise. 

Turning to the expenditure side, we 6nd the same old story of the past 
years repeated in their entirety. There ia no perceptible improvement 
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in it; tlie Finiwce MeiiiJ^er wiyn that th«Mv oaiiiipi h<* any in a <Uaficit 
Budget. There S h the same old Hpirit of tinkering, a dole here and a dole 
there, Jmt most of tlte*it», unfortunately, gravitate towanls the big hole 
in out hnaiu'iul ayatem and thereby lost to the }ieople. The little inereaae 
shown in several item^ is |»i*rluipK the norniui thing in the liine-st'ole 
arrunjtement of salaries in the estublishiiients and nothing more. Two 
jiuints are, however, Wi itli noting In M*xeial of the major hetuU, like 
Police, (reneral Adnunisiruf ion iiiul Administration of Justice, while the 
voted portions have remained the same us U'fore or have decreased even, 
the non-voted amounts liave r(uisjderahl\ imreuseil. An* we losing the 
newly aetjuired rontrol over the puise <»f the Provineay Another }K)iiit, 
equally striking, hiit more unfortunate is, that in spite of the provisions 
made in the Inst Budget. nothing has l>een dona in 
the direetion of umelioruting the niisene.s of the p(»orly*paid 
ministerial estuhlishine^its, the menihers of the Subordinate 
Faliuational Seivne and also of the Hegistration Department, 
(tf all men they needeil relief first, hnt b\ a rruel inmy of fate, 
their cases have been tieferretl. it appears imleHiiitely. in preference to 
those aireail> drawing fat salaries and who wfre luvisldy grantetl Inige 
slims in the shape of hack pays. Volumes of explanations ean again la* 
submitted, but that leHetts no creiiit on those in charge of aiTuirs, nor 
di>es it reilress the just grievances. The Polici* as usual, is al)S(»rhtng 
the linn’s share of the revenue Theie was a large increase under this 
heading in the ( urrent > ear’s Budget oxer that of . In spite of 

the fai t that niati> H<'heines. sin h as the reorganisation of the *J4>pHrgiiti> 
us Town I’tilne uinl the no reuse nf pa\ <»f iinnisteriul (►flirers, wen* post, 
polled, the revised estiiiiute shows piaititallv the same exfrenditnre as 
that budgeted. Peofdc expe< ted some relief next year, but hen* again 
they are disappointeil If the provisnm of Us. I,M7,(HK) for “ Home 
Charges ” under this, whnh is not shown in the ordinary Budget, be 
added to that provitied for pidii e, the uinount IxM'omes a new record. 
Part of the expenditure under llailwa> Police is going to be realised from 
the Assam and the Bihar and Orissa < ioverninenbi, hut Btill the proviaioti 
for* 1922-23 ex<'eeds that of 1921-22. We are told in the note added, that 
the amount of Rs, 5,49,009 over the revised estimates f>f the current year 
in to be taken as the “ normal growth.” Candidly speaking, I fail to 
apiueciate the remark. The ex}»enditiire under this item baa increaeed 
enormously in recent years and s<i any talk of a still normal growth 
fenr some time to come, is merely to hide the real issue. Then again, 
there ought to W reasonable normal growth in sanitation, agriculture 
and similar other dejiart merits, but unfortunately this is not the case, 

A little more than the revised estimate has been allotted to Edur4ition 
this time. But time alone will show whether full advantage ia taken of. 
this. Fnder ” T'nifl^rsity ” page 44 of the blar k Iwmk, we are told that 
the de<*rease in the reviser! estimates is partly due to the non-uttlitalion 
in full nf the provisions for grant to the non -Government Arte ooUegee. 
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ThiM Founds a bit «tinnge. The private colleges lack resouroeB, they 
have l)een hard hit by the noii-co-op€*ration movement, it is a pity that 
they Kfive not received the little tha^ was provided for them. Ther there 
1*4 the in(‘reaw‘d provision this year to meet the cost of reorganisation of 
the serviceH below the Bengal Educational servic^. We have heard 
much about it, but nothing tangible has come out as yet. It remains 
to la* seen how much of it is utiliw*d. 

The f use of Medical Heems to he the worst this year. The increase in 
the expenditure is all illusory , It is mainly under “fiUnatic Asylums’* 
and that mostly foi Europeans. The grants for the hospitals and dispen* 
wiries of the province have det reused from Us, to Rs. 386,000, it 

is Miiid, uc< ()rding to retjuirement.s. while that for various establishments 
for nurses amounts nearly to a lakh <d rupees. I fail to realise what this 
actually means. 'J'he Public Health Department .seems to be also 
niggardly provided, more so wheri it is found tlat the major portion 
under this hea<l is absorbed by establishments and nt)t for grunts for 
Public Health punmses. 

It is a mutter of regret that improvement in grunts started for Agri- 
eullui'e has not been maintained. It has not escaped the lot common to 
all the transferred subjects The decrease in the revised estimate, it is 
said, is partly <lue f(» the non^ut ilisat ion in full of the provisions for it. 
Are we to undersland that the last Word has been said in the direction of 
mipiineiiuMit of the agrit ulture of the province so that no more funds 
can l>e employed for the benefit of the people? ( erluinly, this is not the

in the province for this department. 

A word more and I conclude With all m\ Udief in Keforms, T must 
HU) that the Budget falls too sh<ut the exjun tations of the new era. 
(hir {)riiici|)al need is money for the nation-building departments and 
the Budget ought to lie thoroughly senitinised to find out where 
retrenchment is |iossible or where adrliiional expenditure is not impera* 
live. This is all tnie. But it is tper still that we need a change in 
the angle of vision on the i«irt of the authorities, and the power to tike 
a true pers|>ective of the whole situation. I wish to emphasise again the 
IMiint that the principal concern of a tiovemment is the welfare, both 
physi«;al and moral, of its j>eople and it is the supreme duty to look after 
these vital things ami provide for them. To ignore or subordinate that 
to any other motive will be an irreparable blunder. 

AtlOY OHUNOER DUTY S It is somewhat difficult to make a 
definite pronouncement upon this Budget, and that for the aimple 
reason that it is only half the entire Budget.

3H,13,(MK) under thi- heu«l : a <-4»nsi<|erahle saving has 
also been roa<le under the fread “ Survey and S<*Ulelnent.*’ 'Ilrese 
items hare been ruthlessly eut down. It may fre {rossihle to run the 
administration next \ear on Us. lO,22.4fi,fMlO, hut how long can we gf) 
on in this way? Will it lie possible to run the ndministiatron on th»* 
amount after next yev? I know it rs jKisMihle to suspend settlement 
Ofierations for one year; hut how long can we continue that p<ilirv ;

Therefore, here again, this 
means a Having of about Rs. 22 lakhs, I think it is generally admit- 
ted that the transferred de|>artments are very V)adly financed and I do 
not. know whether this saving can |M)ssibly W made without detriment 
to the working of those departments. I find that under the head of 
** Public Health ” there is a saving this year of over Rs. 4 lakhs. 
I'ublic Health is a most imiwrtant item, and I do not think it is 
possible to make any saving under that head, hut of course, we shall 
be told isiHsihly that the Hon’Ide Minister intends to float loans so as 
to raise money to finance these schemes. I cfo not know whai these 
schemes are; I do not know if an\l)ody knows what they are; we have 
heard of some of them; foi in'^taiu'c. the anti-malarial programme, but 
we do not know what that ]»rogiamme is. I should have thought that 
the Minister concerned would have phn ed before us a statement giving 
us a fair idea of what thi'* schiMiie i*'; so that w«* may know how much 
money he intends to raise (»r s|H*nd next year; all these were shrouded 
in darknes*^ last yeai, and a < i»ii*»ider,able amount of criticism was 
directed against them because there wuis no read\ programme; now 
one year has ]Hisse<l and the Miiiistei's haNe no reailv programme. I 
do not know whethei they intend to carry on the administration in the 
old wa\ , but I can assure the (’ouncil that I am most anxious that the 
Reforms sinill sui i eed. and for tht‘ sin < <‘ss of the Reforms, it is abso- 
lutely necessary that the transferreil dejKirtments should 1 h* managed 
more successfully thjin in tlu‘ past The only justification for the 
increase in the exjit'nditure invidved in the case umler the Reforms can 
Iw* made if the transferred departnuuits are worked satisfactorily, that 
is to say. much more efhdentlv, than in the ptist. Most fn*ople ask 
us — ” M hat have you got bv these Reforms?' Arc you working

** Wc have no money.” They sa>— ” Is there any chance of getting 
money ?^” Me answer. '* 1 liere is no chaio'e that we (‘an s«*e of get- 
ting money.” Then they say- “What is the use of having got this 
administration w'hich is much nmre ex|vnsive than the old, unless 
the transferred departments are worked more sati.sfactorily ?” Reallv 
we have no answer to that, and, then fore. if it is sought to make

India w*i highly taxe<i. pncen w<?re very high and ihe pcpiilatuui was very p»sir 
11)« caire wa» th« development of the induntnal and agriniltaral rea<iurf-ea of 
India in order that the f>eople might tw-er ume raher 

Kot only in the interests of the {wHiplc but also the (loveriiment it 
is necessan’ that constructive schemes should ls» ^it in action for the 
impprovemeut of agriculture and mannfiictures. Our duty is not done 
hy saying that the agriculturists are overwhelmed hy indebtedness and 
ignorance, or by saying that ficople are not enterprising and do not 
oombine for establishing large factories. We have to recognise (hesa 
facts, organise and utilise our ri**‘Our<'es, and take the necessary steps 
whereby with our present resources, we can develop agriculture and 
industries. We canitlit afford to lose further time. To relieve the 
oonditioii of the peasants, we have to start agriruliitrai lianks immedi- 
ately, and take other necessary steps towards that end. Ho far as the 
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indfmtrie« are conceded otir politicians have, for a large namW of 
years, asserted that Government should leave no stone antumed lor 
the ilevelopment of industries in the country as being the most import- 
ant fjure for unemployment, |M»verty, low buying capacity, helplessnoMi 
against (liseaHes, want of education, low standard of living, and the 
other miseries which our country is subject to. 

It may Ire observed in spite <»f the recognition by the Indians that 
industries are esscmtially necessary for the economio welfare of the 
country', and in spite of the great op|>r)rtnnity rendered hy the Euro- 
pean War, India has failed t<» make the desired amount of progress. 
It is admitted on all hands that this failure is due by no mean extent 
to the fact that the capital resources are not organised and small 
capitalists, who mainly roritrf»l mone\ in the country, have shown no 
disjiosition to combine for the establishment of large factories having 
their own independent i»f)wer plants each reouiring over ten lakhs cf 
ru|»ees. At the same time, it is f(»tin<l that |>eople are eager to take t^ 
pr(>ductive enterprises if it can he done by Ihe employment of small 
capital, sa\ fort\ to fifty thousand ruiH^es

througli w'hut is known us “ cottage indvistrit‘H ” if cheap isiwer can 
Ik* supplied. K\cept the suppK of ( heap |M)wei . w’e have got all the 
factors whii'h go to make an indusliy a sio’cesh, ru., raw material, cheap 
lal)our. capital and a vast ma'iket (oi finished pro<lu('ts.

Ik* enabled to carry on the occuinition themselves at their own 
houses, and thus save rents and to|>-heavv fslablishments. This wrill 
also relieve unemployment. 

To give the scheme a start, not more than ten lakhs of rujiees will 
Ik* required in tin* current rear. .Mlotments in subset[uent years will 
de|K*nd on the number of places and .size of undertakings that may bt* 
selected. 

We cannot affoid to f(»rget that a large tniinWr of memlH*rs of this 
House extended tlieii sup|H>rt -to the taxation Bills on the assumi>tion 
that the major |Kjrtion of tin* pro<«*eds or the loan |K)licy that may be 
inaugurati'd will Ik* utilised for tlie improvement of agriculture, indus- 
tries. sanitation ami education.

On the present <»ccasion. 1 behe\e. the anxie1\ of the Hon’ble Member 
in 1 hargi* of the Budget is share<l not onl\ Iin the members ot this t'oum il 
but liN the people oj this ((mntr\ at large to whom an\ news of fresh 
ta.xation is not only vexatious but also alatming. 'I'o the utter misfor- 
tune of my ('ountrvmen this Nting t»f finam ial embarrassmeiit has l>eeu 
rendered more painful by the pjesent political sta,le of the country and 
its irresponsible handling by the (fo\ernment H hiis undoubtedly en- 
feebled the administration and has deprivetl tjie Reforms of half their 
charm. A bmlget with a deficit ot lls. !*,?() hikhs, a budget shorn of all 
prutHiHals of improvement and advancement, a budg^et with a huge and 
untliminislied ex[»enditure on the polic e and other agencies of molesta- 
tion and humiliation, and a budget whiidi is to be followed shortly by 
projHisttls of fresh taxation can never be welcomed by u representative 
of tlie half-famished and dying people. But however unwelcome it may 
bfW we must have to face this fiuam iul c'risis as prac'tical men — a crisis 
w*hioh is largely due to an injudicious financial settlement over which 
the provincial Government has got very little coiUrcd. We should give 
the Ooi'ernnient our whole-hearted support, provided they are sincerely 
anxious to accept all proposals of retrenchment and equitable readjust- 
ment of revenues. In spite of all pledges of retrenchment of expenditure 
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•nd in spite of tlie statement made by the Honible Finance Member 
that the deficit has t»een rethired to an irredm ibie niintinum by retrench- 
ment, ^ venture to submit that there is still room for it. 

Ihe first item in the Huil^'ct uhhh nttratts one's attention is the 
Revenue Dejmrtment. It was certainly under some evil infiuence that 
the Government l>e^un the survey and settlement opeiatituis m this 
province. However noble their intention may Im*. and however aiixioiH 
tliey may l>e to fulfil their ple»|^e to the luiyats of Iten^iil, thev have, bji 
the settlement o|n»nitions, suci eeded in rend»*rin|j|; the raivats all the more 
miserable and in ^nvinj: them fiesh cause of frn tion U tween tlieiiiHeGe^ 
and the landlords which the (ioveinnient should, iiiuler the piesent |sili- 
tical state of the i'ountr>. av(»id b\ all means.

Ihen comes thf Rolje e, the most ex|H'iisive and the most favoured 
(Iffmi ({.rent of the ( fovemmieiit After the iiicident of last year, one 
i.niuially feels nervous to propose any letienchmeiil here. Hut without 
much hesitation I cun sa\ that if (be (lovernmeiit accept the proposal v 
of the advoc'aies of retrenchment, Ihi'k** sums of nioiicy will come out of 
ibis department. 

Tlie transferred departments have suffered much under the ireneral 
erheme of retrenchment. The exfwnditure for the maintenance and fhe 
i.nprovement of hospitals has Wei; c-urtailed The {itrarits under flic* 
Fuhlic Health Department are c hiefly mmfined !<» contributions to water- 
works under the munfSrifMilities, but rural aieas have l»een completely 
ifrnored. A aum of only, Rs. 5/K>ti has been iriven for the very useful 
purpoae of child-welfare and a sum of Rs. 9d»00 for the anti-malaria) 
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operutionn. This is *ridu:ulc>u«. I cannot Uwe this opportunity of 
t*xpreHHinf^ my jfratitucle to the Hon*hle Minister for an allotment of 
Its, 00,()(KJ for the distribution of quinine. 

The expenditure of the Education Department remains practically 
utichanf^ed. The increase of Rs. r),5(),(M)t) is for the revision of the pay 
of the teachers. As rej^ards the ^raiit to the Universities, I cannot but 
Hi»y that more money should l)e paid to tlie University of Calcutta, While 
d sum of almut Rs. 10 lakhs has been j^^raiited to the Dacca University, 
only a small dole of Rs. 14 lakhs has been ^iven to the most useful 
institution of (!alcutta. 

About our A^rricultural Department, its imfiortant feature is that more 
money has been spent on super\ision than on actual improvement of 
4aflrri(‘ulture. 'I'here is a host of supervising? e>th«'er.s without much field 
for siijiervision. Only a sum of Rs. i;t,(K)0 ha‘< been allowed for the 
distribution of improved jute and juiddy se<‘<ls*and a very small sum has 
Iwen j?iven for the arrant to the (’o-operativc Societies. My time is 
limitetl ; so it is better that 1 should be very brief in ni\ remarks. To 
sum Uf>. therefore, I venture to submit that if the (Government are really 
anxious to improve the financial cturdition of the country tliey must be 
preparerl to make all reasonable retrenchments ami judicious luljustimuit s 
of the surplus, I ani not ready to put a fresh burden on my <‘ountrymen 
only to m<*et tire ever-increasirq? demands of tbe reser'ved departments. 
'Pile country is at?ainst any fresh taxation ami I shall be betraying? the 
tinist of my ronstituency if I a|?ree to it even ^^lthout any prospect of 
substantial benefits wbnh tbe eoirntry may rea]> by the sacrifiee which 
taxation always means. In order to avoid fresh taxation in case the 
(Government of India demand then Rs (it lakhs after d years, f think 
our surplus should be im reused by another Rs 4d lakhs b\^ i etrenchment, 
and this should 1 m' s|H*nl in the meantime lor the de\elopment erf the 
nation-bvirldin^ departments. Then, it will be a matter of some (onso- 
laiion and there will be some justification for tbe.se fresh taxations besides 
the ruisiiif? of a stinituiion loan.

Rii HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURI: Without any pant aavin^s 
to draw ufKm, this is the first Budjoret U) show (ha deadlo<'k under the 
Reforms, the first to disc los<« the full significance of the new financial 
arranfrements and the first Budget to disabuse the public mind. Such 
a disillusionment, hc»wever, has iU use. On tbe one hand, it discourages 
cheap optimism and encourages economy, and Eli the other diecre^itt 
'* the gift theory ” of the Reforms. At liMist Bengal has not simply got 
the Reforms but bought it and bought it dearly. 
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Cbrning to the fijrures, it in really a sad story from the l>etfiniitit|r to 
the end. Not only hopes of a windfall from the hei^rlits of Simla have 
been ^ustrated, but the aetuul receipts have fallen much Inflow the Inidiret 
calculations almost under every revenue heatl (except Jails and Xledii al, 
two noteworthy items imliHMh during*' th«» current \ear with (he result that 
the deficit of almut Rs. 7G lakhs out of the one croi-e may 1 h» very well l>e 
traced to it. Had it not l)een so, it is doubtful whether even a loan of 
R». 32 lakhs for capital expenditure on account of wut«*rw'ays would have 
necessitated the taxes. The pros|HM‘1 a^rain is not very c'hm'rful for we 
have prot to budget alnnit Hs. 40 lakhs less than the exp«M'ted rec eipts of 
1921-22. 

Under the circumstances, w'hat should one legitimately ex|aH'tJ' 
Well, that there should be drastic* retrenchments all alonjr the line. But 
we see that leavinjj out head “ 51, — ('ontrihutions and assi^^nments W 
the Uentral (lovernment only a reduc tion of (Rs, lO.'JQ.SHO- Us. ItyM.

And 
what are the heads which have suffered comparatively heavier curtail- 
ments?

1022-23 under the reservecl hc*aclH is less hy Rs. 4| lakhs than (he levised 
estimate the exirendilure under the* tiaiisferrecl heacF is b»ss b\ Rs. 12J 
lakhs than the revised estimate. Wc* do not know whetlier it has 
made in antic ipation of the loan to he floated esp<‘< ia!l\ for the reserved 
subjects. For if (hut he so then the taxes, allep'cl to be nec essur\ intrf 
alia for makinftf such loans jamsihle w ill no douht have furthc*r justifie ntiou. 

Then coinirit,^ tec the details in expenditure one wonder s where, if at 
all, the prunin^-kni ves liave been apjdied to sucb «ubjec ts as Fund 
Revenue, General Adniinislration, Fcdice, etc.? l*or \%hile under the 
first tw'o heads, r.c,. Land Rc^c‘nuc arid tJeneiid .\«lniiiiisi i.it n»n Kh ll"^ 
lakhs was ImdjfeUMl last'year, this year it is propowd to spend Rs. I4fij 
lakhs under those two heads, and this in spite of a recluction of Rs. lakhi 
under the head S^vey and Settlement. And the iNdice? Well, it must 
have something near alnmi two ciores or to Ik* precise Rs. I evc*n 

excludinfit such a provision as was made in the last bueij^et fc»r removing 
the jilms house at a cost of Rs. ft lakhs of and even excludin^f the Home 
Chargee. And allowance must la* made* fc»r its rioiina) growth hy pro- 
viding a eum of Rs. lakhs by cutting down ex|>eiiditiire under Ihf 
heads Medical and Public Health by n like amount And none of the 
Police buildings even can w’ait for completion. But j>erhaps what is 
none the lees surprising is that, while money cannot la* found for such 
anti^malanal projects as the BuIIi Bil Ss heme, tlusw proje* U and un- 
productive schemes wtiVh are Ireing worked at a steadily increasing loss 
(which has mounted up from Rs. 13, (KM) in 1919-20 Ut more than Rs. 5 
lakhs according to the revised estimate in 1921-22), su< h as the navigatior 
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worlcH included unde^ revenue head XIII muRt have more and more 
m«»ney even under the preHent circunistances. Thus it will be found that 
a Hum of about Rb. 8 lakhs huR been budgeted simply for widening the 
Madnripore Ilil Route. One feels im lined U) inquire whether such com- 
• merc.ial works were intended to be carried on at any cost (though proved 
unproductive) and if such coniinercial uorks have a guaranteed rale of 
toll which cannot 1 m* increased under any circumstances? Then, Sir, in 
this connection, another question which pre.sents itself to those who have 
heanl or read the recent pronouncements regarding the Grand Trunk 
(’anal (not excepting the lecent re.solution of the Irrigation Department) 
is whether to keep the gramliose scheme in alM‘vance the expense for 
working a specially named <lfeilger for six months is an iudispensibly 
necessary item to hudget, and if it is to he kept in abeyance for six months 
only, what value are we to attach to these pronouiu'ements and to those 
ass^ianceN gncn l»\ the Ifoii’hh* the .Member in charge w’hen grants 
relating to it, /.c,,1o tin* dredgers were voted on the last iH-casion.'" 

Hut saving•^ ha\e itidi'ed been made - made under such heads as Forests 
and Regnstration. I)i<l not the Hon’ble tlie Finance Member declare a few 
weeks ago. while profxisiiig the new taxes, that “ it would be false econo- 
ni\ to (til (hiwii the esiH'ii-^i's o| depal t men I s like l-'oi-esfsy” Vet 
all ptovisioiis toi improvement ami development of Forests have been 
omittiMl from tlie Hudg«‘t for Is not the Registiation Depart- 

ment a profit-earning department? (’ertafnlv; yet the provision of even 
the very inadKjuate sum of Hs To.fHH) for the levision of the pav of the 
suh-registrurs lias been withheld fiom this limlget And it has iM»ei* 
thought fit to ilo’s<» when all the other dejiartments have had a revision 
of tlnoi pa\ ami w lien leeeipts to the tune of IN Sff.fMM) are aiitu ijnited 
over and above the revised estimate. 

With these few remarks, I < lose my ohservations on the Hudget. 

Mr. TARIT BStlSAN ROY: Last year about this time, it was my 
privilege to congratulate the llon’ble Mr. KeiT from the flo<>r of this 
House, not iMn ause the finum ial, statement presented hy him was entitled 
bi take rank as an illuminating or an inspiring production hut iMnause 
it afforded a clear indieation of u genuine desire on his part to keep the 
R|M»etre of taxation at an arms length. One year has sinee rolled hy and we 
are* on the threshiiold of a new hnaiicial year. The Budget for 1922-23 
is an adversity Hudget. and the Finance MemlaT with all the large avail- 
able (qvening balance practical!) swallowed up, finds himself in an un- 
enviable predicament for which he fully deserves our Rvm|Kithy. He is 
faced with a heavy deficit; and not knowing how tn meet it, he has em- 
barked on a policy of taxation, not as a iimki^shift for tiding over a tempor- 
ary and unforesei'ii crisis but ns a permanent expedient for saving the 
administrative machinery from a hopeless breakdown. He has effected 
a saving of Rs. 08 lakhs over the original estimates, and such saving U 
aiirihuied to retrenchment. If we add Rs. 63 lakhs which represent the 
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ghare of our proviucial contribution, an annual obliipition from wbirb wr * 
have been generously exempted for three years by the central Ooverment, 
it wil^appear that our savings from retrenchment and charity amount U) 
one erore and thirty-one lakhs of ru|>ee«. It is fairly clear even to the 
meanest intelle<'t that a strua* thrown by one dtowning man to another 
cannot be dei>ended U|K)n. We are still <'oiifronted with a deficit (d 
Its. 120 lakhs. This is the |H>sition which stares us in the face. 

It is tiK) much t(j ex|HM*t us in M*ven thiys to make our way through 
the puxxling intrit ui ies of u Budget which has fa^rhaps taken the Hniitici* 
ul ex(>erts of (toverninent us inuny months to design and eiiiUuute. It 
will mii 1 m‘ inexcusable if we feel tempted to churacteiise the ftnaiu nff 
Kiaiement as a |»ie< c of linancial jugglei v.

flow far rivatchx will be a smeess. I know not and I prerlict not. 
This is a matter up<»n which impartial history will record its verdict in 
the fulneasof time. But this I think 1 know that the temple provincial 
liliertv which has been ere* te<i by the symimthetic statesmanship <»l 
England, hAs to be sustairie*! and sup|>orted by p<nniKius and costly jullari 
ujKin a weak and um ongenial iwiil. 

As the edifice can not l»e allowed to totter to an early fall, its rracki 
must be plastered by fresh mortar and lime. Now taxation has lieer 
contemplated for providing freeh revenue in a country where, af cording 
to the illusltious authors of the Montford BejKirt. the utmost taxahl# 
capacity has been reached. He must lie deaf and blind and worse than 
deaf and blind who cannot |ierceive the simple fact that even under ti 
serious stress. Government cannot go lieyond a ceHain limit in taxation^ 
without serious danger to the stale. Where was there a really good 
Gorernment whose finances were in Imd order? Is there a Iietter lest in 
the long run of the condition of a people and the merits of a Government 
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than the state of fbe fif aneeF And yet jdacetl as \vc are, the nonual con- 
dition of the finances of every province in India appears to, be one of 
deficit and bankruptcy. I maintain that if tha't be the case, the Owem- 
ment is an unsuitable Government. If the exf>erience of one year fumi- 
ehes any j^uide and serves as a l)eacon, it reveals the fact, however un- 
.(mlaiable to those who have lieeii pu.shed into eminence, honour and 
power by the ReforiiiH and may, therefore, be unwillinf^ to recognise it so 
soon, that it will cost infinitely more to govern the province than the 
Government can safely extract from the population by taxation. 

. This being so, our salvation lies more in permanent and tangible re* 
duction in the cost of administration than in saddling a poor and over- 
taxed country with fresh burdens. 

Every year will bring us perilously near the brink of the precipice if 
the necessity for economy and retrenchment on the lines indicated is not 
rw'ognised. Years ago, Lord Salisbury very j>ertinently observed, 
that as India niusl be bled, the lancet should 1 m* dirt»c“ted to the parts 
where the blood is congested or at least suffi( ient, not to those parts al- 
ready feebU* from the want of it.” 

Earnest as we all are for saving the Rebums and working them to a 
HucccHM, there is no other choice left to us but to cheapen the c«>st of 
administration. 

I regret I do nf»t share the complacent optimism of the Hon ’hie 
Finance MemlM*r when he expts ts a revenue of H.s 140 to lf>0 lakhs from 
Stamps and ( ourt-f<*es. I mie alone will show h<*w far this ho|>e is justi- 
fied. 

It will not serve any useful purpose to cast wistful looks towards 
Delhi in exiM*ctation of any further modicum of relief. I^>rd Heading— 
a resplendent meteor from the politn al firmament of England — is himsell 
(Minfronted with a financial crisis <»f graver magnitude. 

Nothing can be exjMM'ted from Delhi except additional taxation. It 
is a matter for suifuise and regre't that iw the finanjpial position Womes 
acuter, the recurring exj>enditure in the various departments, many of 
which are i-ostly and unnecessary departments, are mounting up in rapid 
»tri(|es. A (piestion put by me in the Uouncil has re<‘ently elicited 
the information that the increase in the recurring expenditure in the 
Judicial, Ex«»cutive and Police services due to the Reform.s amounts to 
Rs. 12,iKi,928. The prospective increase in such rec'urring expenditure 
in the pay of ministerial officers is estimated at Rs. 'H lakhs. The total 
increase, therefori', reaches the astounding figure of about Rs. 44 lakhs. 
Can Bengal, with her depleted exchequer, afford to maintain such a costly 
administration? Has not the time come for ruthless economy in every 
department? The all-round revision in pay and allowance was decided 
upon to meet the additional cost of living. Is it not a fact that such cost 
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hsA j^radtially come down? Ilavt* not the prices M rii'e, cloth niul other 
neceasariefi jr«>ne down apprci-inhly? 

iNan certainly understand the ineanin^r of n^visiiijr the juiy of the 
subfirdinate staff, hut what is the justifirution for a (lovernment. faced 
with a deficit, aanctioninpr heavy increases of salaries in hijrher jrradesy 
The need for it, however pressing two years caniKtt in any cH»nscience 
he said to l»e so now a’hen conditions have shou n a diH'ided improve- 
ment. 

The demand for the Indianisation of the servii cs is luised U|>on the 
g'round of economy. If the suh’^titution <*f indipoious to forei^rn ajreney 
in the administration of tl»e country d»»es not signify tlie einplt»\ nient id 
u cheaper a)?encv tl»e tertn “ Indianisation of servn es '* hecoiiies u 
misnomer. It is a cruel satire if Iton^al is railed upon to maintain a top- 
heavy admiiiistnition manned h\ Indians paid at the same la\isli and ex- 
travagant .scale as the ii/f'inlKTs of the llea\ eii-lv>rn Sen u e. 

I for one uill not support it. I will not mis*, a singlr opportunity 
to protest against this palpable ine<(uit\. ’I'he rountn will iriiainly re- 
fuse to submit to the yoke of a blown bureaurrarv. Kxpens*\e ami use- 
less departments, w>ine of wbicb an* being kept up and maiiitaineil only 
for the iKMiefit of some pumperetl otficcis and tbeir elaborate patapber- 
nelia, iiiust l>e abolisbrd, if a deailba k is to be averted A policy of ex- 
travagjiiicc is bound to bring its Neincsi*, in tlic loiig lun Mon* 1 will 
not say. 

1 cannot congratulate the llon'ble Minntei in i barge of Kdunitioii 
on the lack of a S 4 'nse of pro|M»rtioii in fniniiiig bis demands fm the ('al- 
cutta TTniversity on the one bantl and the Daica riinersiiy on the other. 
The former bus I»een cast aside like the ilisiarded cider sun in a Hindu 
family with a non-riHurring grant id IN. Id.tKNI, wbcicas the more 
favourite baby at Dmca has received a mntribution of Hs. !» lakhs. I 
do not certainly grudge ibis lilKuality to the lender infant, Inil 1 have 
equally a right to* demand an adequate share of lilarality 
for the child w hi< b has now grow n into manhond. 

Now, I come to deal with the department which has so often been 
rharacterise<I by no less a personage than the Ifon'hlc Sir Siiremiru Nath 
Banerjea as the nution-biiiiding department. I will mm h rather call it 
a nation-killing department l>e<*iiuse it is this defmrtnient from which 
malaria claims all its viidims. The ('oiincil has a right to know wdial 
schemes during this one year have Iwen fonmilated by the department — 
the nation-building department, inasmuch as no ( ompreherisive and con- 
•tructive projects has as yet l>een laid Iwfore ns. It is a larneritabie fact 
to which I am btiund to invite the attention f»f this House that (he price 
of quinine has considerably increased. I will place the figures Wfore the 
House. The pre-war rate of quinine was Us. 12 per lb. Since the war 
tlie price inerMsed steadily, and as the price of importe<l quinine mounted 
up, the pfice of indigenous quimne rose in proportion till in 1920 it was 
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It«. 8*3 p<*r lb. anti inllU2I E«. 52 per lb. In pre-war times powdered 
({uinine used to l>e stdd at one pite |>er paeket, but this practice was 
discontinued after the war broke out and tubes were substituted ii^etead. 
A tube containinif 20 tabloids of 4 f^rains each was sold at three annas per 
tube. The price of the tul)e eventually rose to four annas and it is at 
present ei^ht annas. 

liCt iiH now turn to the triennial report on the workin^^ of hospitals 
and dispensaries in Henjfal. It appears that ainorif; infectious diseases, 
malaria presented the larjrest number, namely, 1.010,289, 1,877,758 and 
1,972,800 in the years 1917, 1918 and 1919, respectively.

At page 4r», I find. “ the ile* lease in the revisinl e'-timati* as ciunpured 
W’ith the sanctioned estimate is dtie to th»* payment (»f fitmilhr f/rihitu to 
local bodtrt for prtftiary 0 *flurofion /' As to higher eduration also, one 
tries in vain to find aay indnation of the int^’ritjon of the Minister to give 
effect to the recommendations of the Sadler Commission. A gmwl deal of 
preliminary work will have to be underUikeii, amendment of the jiresent 
University Act will have to be made, if it is the [wdit > of the Minister to 
give effect to it. But everything seems to Im» indefinite. We do not 
know what his t>oli( y is going to be. Dr. Sadler and his r-olleagues were 
brought out here during the height of Uie war, amid extreme perils of 
the sea, as it was underslrxid that the matter was extremely urgent. But 
five years have ndbnl by without any visible result.

that the Fi»herie8 Department should be abolished ! It would have 
meant less work for the persofts Concerned, but it would have been a 
moriHlrouH injustiee to Heii^ul when* fish is a staple food. 

Under Agricultural Experiments we gave Rs. 66,000 to the Minister 
for provision for the distribution of improved paddy and jute seed. Not 
a single pice seems to have been spent. We gave him at his s]>ecial 
refpiest Us, r>,(KM) for “provision for the establishment of five new farms.** 
Not only has nothing been done or H|)ent, but the Minister seems to have 
abandoned the idea of having any niore “ new farms,” for he has asked 
for n<» prt»vision in the Budget. The work of the ('o-<»perative Credit 
Department is irKii< ated by the provision of onl\ Rs. 6,580 for ” Grants to 
Co-operative Societies all (»ver Bengal.” 1 w«mder if there is anybody 
direi’ling that l)e[)artment who appreciates the importance of a subject 
like this. 

For industrial development also, T should have expected the Mini- 
ster t(t give us some indication of the policy he intends to follow'. At 
j>resent there is a great deal of strafir^hi spirit roused in Bengal. Why 
not take advantage of it. make use of it and encourage honest svadethil 
Home handicrafts should be encouniged. Home Industries Associations 
should l>e establinhed. small industries as well as big industries should 
get every assistance which is in the power of a Government to give. 

This is not a pleasant resume of what 1 find behind the Budget. I 
have not referred to-<lay to the reserved subjects, bei ause those in 
charge have to take orders from above. We are not responsible for what 
they do. 1 can only hope they will be able to allow a sufficient portion 
of the H\irplus due to fresh taxation to be appropriated to transferred 
subjects. 

*rhere is one other subject whi<*h T feel T ('annot pass over. It is of the 
utmost importance that we should have a properly organised department 
for efi'u’ient publit itw and propaganda work. When in the name of 
patriotism people are Iwiiig misled by agitat4>rM with misrepresentations, 
insidious lies, wild rumours, mcial attacks and covert Sedition, it is 
surely dhe duty of the State to spend money on an organised propaganda 
to expose the methmls and aims of these agitators and to take the people 
into its eonfidenee. No doubt tbi.s (^^un^il refused money last year to 
the then Puhlieity Bureau. But I read that more as a protest against the 
inetficienry »d that Bureau than against the principle involved ; 
when a war of calumny against the Government has been 
publicly declaretl. one of the best ways of meeting it is to have an 
efficient organisation for publicity and pnipaganda, if passible under non- 
ofticial contnd. so that ytm can secure a large measure of public auppori 
for its work, I then'f«»re stnmgly urge on the Goveminent to make 
sufficient provision in the Budget for this work. 

ilf» S* M* BOSCt It is not passible, with the short time at my 
disposal, to spenV much on the Budget and I shall confine my remnrke 
to the transferred dejmrtmente. 
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My first complaint is that not ti .*< 10^10 pit'o hun Unjii kt*|>t for uuHlicai 
Hchools.

The> have to keep up iip|s‘uriinee.s on a miserahle imy, 
which under present ('onditions i'. utterlv jnade(|uute Ihe\ have 
urffed and entreated the Governineiit to come to their relief The 
Government has Iwen juoiiiisjii^’' lelief for a long time hut nothing has 
reullv been done. I‘oi h(»w long wdl thev have ti» w'ait for Isduled 
justice*'' It is not us if there is not a snUtantial income from that 
DeiHirtiiient.

('oming then to Uie head of Edmatimi. I wish to diaw the atten- 
lion of the Hon'hle jifiiiister to the urgent needs of the UalcutlA Univer- 
fiity and es|>ecially to the apjand for funds hy Sir I*, t , Uoy for the 
College of Seieni'e. 

I aliio preHH for a siihatantial grant (o lie earmarkeil for the dereloji- 
meni of women’s mlucation, both primary and se<nmhiry. It is well 
known that no educational institution, spo ially one for women, can 
ever b*» eelf-anpporting. lliere i» a large and a growing demand for 
women** education and I hold it is the first duty of Government to 
help in thk matter. 

I have dwell at length on aome of the crving neeils of the trana- 
fmed d*portiBeDtit. Many of u* fwl tUat in tli« aUo<ation ot gtaota. 
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t1i6 jmraninuTit needs of ihetB departments have not been adequately 
realized It is a matter of supreme importance that these depart- 
ments shcmld not he starved. I hope, therefore, that should there he 
any surplus after the Bills are passed, we shall be allocated at least 
iwo-thirds of the amount. This is the earnest ho})e and desire of all 
of US, and I trust that our np])eai will not be made in vain 

Mr. KRISHNA CHANDRA RAY CHAUDHURI: I shall confine 
myself to a few criticisms on the Budget presented to us by the Hon’bl^ 
the Finance Member. In dealinpf with the Revenue side, I cannot help 
expressing my rej^ret that the principle of taxation hitherto adopted 
b(»th by the central ffovernmcnt as well as the provincial Governmeni 
cannot 1 m» characterised as sound from the point of view of the Indian 
raiyuts and working? classes who comprise {15 per cent, of the nation. 

I believe that a lar^e portion of the wealth and income now enjoyed bv 
private iiulividuals is the result of the exploitation of the community^ 
The instrument of taxation may lx- usefully em])loyed by the. State to 
(obtain return of some poition of their exaction to be used for the purjiose 
of improving the conditions and lives of the exploited classes, 'bhere i.s 
no <lcnving Ihe fact that the State is a partn«*r in all ]»nMluctions and in 
all private enterprises. It is onlv by the prote< ti(*n that the law gives 
that pin ate individuals can enjoy their wealth and income. The State, 
including niYnicipalities i.s, therefore, entitled to participate in the profits 
of industry and in the rents from land Taxation is not rightly under- 
st(M)d in the country ami should not lx* regardisl as a necessary evil. 
Taxation, when justl\ IcMeil for nece.s.suT\ pur|M)ses. is a blessing to the 
community. 

I w'ould lay down four broad prim iples of taxation : — 

(o) Taxation shoubl be in pioptirtiim to ability to pay and to the pro- 
tection and IxMiefit conferred on the individuals by the State; (h) no 
taxation should be imposed whi('h encroaches on the individualH* means 
to .satisfy their i»hy.sical and primary neetls; (r) taxation should aim at 
securing the uneurneil increment <»f w^ealth for communal use; and (d) 
taxation should l>e levied on uiieariieil incomes ami should aim delil>er- 
ately at preventing the retention of great fortunes in private hands. 

.Tftdgwl from these basic princ iples, our niiyats and working classes 
who pay the major portion of the salt tax, excise and land revenue 
through landlords, import duties on clothing, do not get sufficient return 
at all. The Police which absorbs a large mirtion of the revenue simply 
oppresses them. The F^ducution Depart mtot which takes a big slice 
dm*8 not affect the raiyuts n« there is little or no primaiy^ education, 
neither does the Army benefit them. The raiyat derives some benefit 
fmm the administration of Justice and the Public Health Department. 
The Agricultural Department with all its nimlel farms and sch<K>ls and 
forec'asting branch, do not affect him b<srause he is tcK> ignorant to

ftppf«oiat« them. What is wanted is a sagt of roinpalaion to land- 
owneni to that lands ara improTod. Thay liva hi^rb Haas, iiinir dabts, 
and a^ foraad to sail their property. I say that those who fail to do 
thair duties to the mi^-ats should retire in favour of the State and otx^pt 
6 per cent, bonds. The State is in a ptisition to create )>easant propria* 
tors and to be actually fiartners of fha paasants. The State will treat 
the tenants as humane capitalists, tn^at (heir workman by providing: houa- 
ing, medicines, and even bonuses State co-partnership with peasants 
will result in increasetl yield <tf crops and bring in much larger income 
than fixed land revenue derives. In almost all the new countries, 
Aii.stralia. New Zealand, ('anada and Stmth Africa, the State derives very 
large incomes from business undertakings. This the Indian (lovern- 
ment recognised hy taking ovei rad ways which brings in handsome 
revenues. The (lovernntent should have taken over the coal-mining 
right.s which thf^ could hi ve secured at nominal prices Vhcn their own 
geologist proved rtml in tlistricts like Ilurdwan and Manhhnm. At the 
present output of ciml. iiaiiu lv. 23 million tons, the royalty-owners ticriva 
5*1 lakhs of rupees a year at four annas royalty per ton, 1 maintain 
that had tbe Oovernment l>eeii wise they would have letaiued a great 
portion of it which now goes to the |MM'ke(s of few who ntsrwr had any 
idea of the underground rights and whose present income is therefore, 
absolutely iineano'd. 

T would also suggest a sort of levy on capital. In Hcrigff^ 20 crores 
of rupees were put in joint stock comfsinies wxm after the war 
and a verv large p)rtiof! of it was war wealth It shouhl have Iieen 
taxed

Mr. KftliHNA CHANDRA RAY CHAUDHURIl This has Wn 
done in Kurofs^nn ctiuntries an<t many i»thcr (Countries. 

Then, there should lie death or inheritance duties. In mv opinion, 
notwithstanding diverse laws of inheritance, this is the only lountry 
where the State should take a big slice of nil f«»rtunes and projierties 
not infffsjuently left to adofited sfins.

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Mr. KRISHNA CHANDRA RAY CHAUOHURI: I say tliis for 
future )n<>')anoe. Heav.v succession duties should be levied. We all 
know about the crushing cost of litigation over so many sudoession 
Theiie »iirrpH«ion cases, like the Jheria Raj succession case, 
mean fortune to lawyers and those who live upon litigation. No one 
would grudge if a bjg slice goes t6 the State, and money is diverted 
from the pockets of remote heirs to the State coffer. 

My next point is unearned income. Think of the crores of rupees 
lately made hy land-owners and middlemen who exacted unheard-of 
prices for hnliiings of fulcutta and siihuihan lands. .Land that was 
not worth Rs. 500 a cottnh fetched Rs. 5,000 in a cottah in many 
cases. I think the President himself knows something about it. 
(Cries of: “ Order, order.") I heg your fiarflon. Sir, is it right that 
IxH'uiise a Mullick or a Seal bought a marsh v ])iece of land. for a song 
in the early ’fifties, generations after generations will pay tolls as 
rents ^ What have they done to improve their lands? Nothing. It 
has been done by the communitv, and that community instead of get- 
ting any return must he made to pa\ iTushing lents -thev must eat 
and breed in a single room, wherea^t palaces and parks are enjoyed by 
n few whose ancestors ar(|uired plots which then had no value. While 
the Government suffered for want of funds to carry on works of vital 
importance, crores and crores .went to the pockets of war profiteers, so 
uiu<h so tKat Rs. 20 crores were invested in new companies in two or 
three years. A democratic Government would have stepped in and 
made a levy on this war wealth, hut no, our Government would not 
depart from their tradition and would simplv imjxise indirect taxation 
which affects the raiyats and the working classes. 


Of. 1 IATINDR 4 MATH MOITRA: In the language of the Hon’ble 
Mr Kerr, the general financial situation of t|ie Government of Bengal 
has Wn the subject of frequent discussion in this Council during 
recent months and the broad outline of the situation is only too fami- 
liar to all of us. The Budget, as presented, therefore, does not take 
us hy surprise. In fart in my Budget speech last year I said, many 
members have lamented on this year’s deficit, but I warn my country- 
men that this deficit is going to be recurring unless we can unsettle 
the settlement niriyed a^ by the Meston Committee." This I said 
lait year and I repeat the same with redoubled emphasis this year too 
r i« concerned even with the taxeJi present and 

future. The most remarksble feature ol this year’s budget is a decrease 
^ Ir sanguine expectations of the Finance 

Member have not been fulfilled. The last Budget eetimated the rove, 
nue at 10 crores and 47 lakhs but the actual leoeipte would not 
ej^reed Rs. 971 lakhs leaving a deficit of Rs. 76,00,000. Two ttems 
are mainly res|>onsiWe for this deficit— Btamps and ^cise The 
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Stmnp duty wkicb was eatiiiuited to brings in Rt. 9 ^ laklifi yieldad only 
R«. 265 kkhji whiW Ksciiie dnty eipectrd to bring in R«. Inkbt 
coitld^i acttially bring in more tban Re. 182 lakhe. It mimoi be 
geiniHiid that the influence of t||ie non-co-operation movement hae been 
primarily reeponeible for thie deftSt. although we art made to believe 
that trade deprf»iMiion aK»ne ia rrappnaible for tkia di'creawv However 
that may be, the fart in that this Budg<»t dcw^ nnl ahtiw any iiidieatioua 
of a broad and generous fnrngnimme for the im|m>vement of the con- 
ditions of life of the |ieople and the only solac'e to ua i« that this Bud- 
get with the income, whu h the thr*»e taxes an' exjwcted to bring forth 
will go only for the ban* j>rovii*ioii of the iommU of the administra- 
tion as I am certain that the sanguine exj»ertaiion of the Finance 
Memlier so far us the milisation of taxes is concerned will not be suffi- 
ciently fulfilled and the Hon’hle Meml>er should think of some more 
tax from this luoment. Coining U» s|it'cinl items, nne-i^annot hut b<» 
surprised at finding th«* onward march in exfienditub' on Police from 
yeai to year in spite of the dismal condition of the financ'es over 
several dejairtments. The actuals on police, for 1920-21, came up to 
Rs. 1,05,47.145, hut the Budget provision for 1922-2'l slmws the amount 
of Rs. 1,89.87,(MH) or an inrream^ of Us. 24, .19, 856. This inclinles a 
provision of Hs. 2.54 .fKKt on ac<*ount of extra ]Mdice arrangi'inents to 
roiH-t the fweseiit [Kilitical situation which has for lU chanictenstir, 
“ non-violence *' even under the greatest provin ittion ' ('oinment is 
not only needless hut suis*rfluous, Cnder the head of siinitutiou the 
criminal hu«lg<*t estiinute was Rs. 19.40,0(K) and the revised esitniaie 
was Rs. 10,39,000. Obviously much less has Is'cn s|s‘ut by the Hon’bic 
MemlsT in charge ].asl ^ea^ 1 |M>iiit«Hl out that the phrases 
** schemes are not yet matured ” did not mean anything els^t except- 
ing a lack of initiative and {lossibly the same lethargy whirh was 
least expecteil from one who has b*»eri showing his youthful nctm- 
ties in {sditical life for upwanls <if fifty years. But I forget physio- 
logical decline cannot l«ir ever Iw stopfied. 

One other item that comes ufipermost in mv mind is the exlremeU 
unjust distribution of the people’s money to the two fTniversities of 
Bengal. While Calcutta rniversity, the alma nmtrr of almost all the 
non-official menilsi'rs of this Council, is going to b«* fnrce<l to dose her 
doors for want of funds; the Minister has thought it wise i>i pmt 
R^. 9,00,000 in the coffers of her newly-bom sister, rir . the Docca 
tTniversity, and this I learn, in spite of the re|ieated demands of the 
Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor. Far be it from me the desire to cut 
down expenses on education from any Jtem, but the llon’ble Minister 
owes an explanation to the graduate# of his TJniversitv as to what haf^ 
uade him ao oblivious to the needs of the Calcutta University.^ May 1 
ask ktm in all humility what has the Calcutta Uoiversity done to inevr 
kis diiqaleaeuref I pause for a rcyiiy. 
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In coucJuiiioii, I Surould like to know from tke MinUters in what 
way tbeir work/i gkow a marked progrresa so aa to juatify their main* 
term nee by the tuple's money. If they aay that they cannot do any- 
thinfr worthy of their name and di^i^ owing lo financial embarrae- 
ment) wotlld it not be honeat of them to spare the poor tax-payers of 
this country for the time Ireing so. far as they themselvea are con- 
cerned y 

I hoj>e (hey have read with pleasure and profited by the Budget speech 
of the Hon’ble Mr. Madhusudan Das, Minister for Bihar, and I would 
like to know in what way do the views of our Minisieis agree or 
differ flora him. 


BiInj KISHORI MOHAN CHAUDHURIS I am sorry 1 cannot con- 
giatulate the Horrble the Finance Memlx^r on the present deficit 
Budget in the second year of the Reforms. , As soon as the Reforms 
worn introduced in January, 1921, there was a deficit. After the 
reconstitution of the several provinces on the annulment of the parti- 
tion of Bengal, for ahout 8 years Bengal could maintain Tts financial 
pros|)erity, but as s<K)n as the much cs)veted Reforms were intro<luced 


our misfortunes l»egnn. I^ast year, when a pretty heavy cash balance 
was proposed to lie diverted, some of us compilained of it as an aqt of 
spoliation. Over Rs. (JO lakhs w'ere reserved for improvement of sani- 
tation and over a crore for educational development. We proposed 
not to divert this heavy sum. It was not heeded then and we were 
ridiculed; hut just after a year we see that we have exhausted our 
resources and we again meet with a heavy deficit. This year there 
has been a retrenchment of Rs. 08 lakhs and this could have been 
effected not at our suggestions and as a mutter of fact, the expendi- 
ture on some of the heads which were restored had to b<* stopped. We 
wort' however blam^l for disallowing the Police budget one day and 
allowing it on another day. I understand that there was a ' heavy 
deficit of nearly Rs, 78 lakhs in our revenue and that was the reason 
why Government wore forced |o apply the pruning-knife. We were 
not heeded simply because Government were not convinced of the 
iiec'essity of taking precautionary measures till circumstances forced 
Government to do Uie same thing as we suggested. I sympatbise with 
tna Government, but we say that this precautionary measure ought to 
have lieen taken in time. We suggeste.! last year that if any furthei 
taxation was necessary, we might do it then, hut it was not heeded. 
Even, in the beginning of this year there was an assurance that there 
^ would no taxation and ver>' soon we would get a very substanUai 
^giant from the Government of India. Again them is a deficit and we 
ere by taxation you raise Rs. 140 lakhs. In Stamps 

and Ex?thiie them hal been a Wof over Rs. 44 lakhs. The Hon'ble 
Member thinks that in Excise them wonid be some gain next year 
by abeut Bs. 8 lakhs. But if there is again a set-back it 
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we the money m we loet thi# year, what wjtuld our pofttitonf 
if we lose the money in atanip duty, if we cansot realtae the full 
amoulH to our expectation of R*. 140 lakba, what would be our poai* 
tion? We are alwi told that ^ ahould be ver\- cautioua an<!f we ^ 
abould act ae bimineHe men and ifiould not K* led away b# the force 
of oircumatance* from doing ow duty. I nay, ?^ir, do not deceive ua. 
You aay that you woiihl he able to meet the deficit, but you have a 
remiaaion of Ra. fht lakh'* for three veara only. After three yearn 
you do not get any reniijwion. Every prtivuu'e ia India ia in deficit 
and you may not get any aubMtaiitial gain from rediatributiim. I 
expect4»d a bold declanition of principle which ought to be followed in 
dealing with the finaiM ial (MMition, but I am widly difMipiH>inte<l, 1 
neetl not make any suggeation ae I eee there ia no money. I do not 
know how to improve our financial aituation. My friend Mr. Kriabna 
Chandra Ray Chaudhuri Jiaa helfied Mr. Kerr with ainiie auggeationa, 
but I do not know how far it would lie aucc'^'axful. If we have got no 
money how are we to manage our own affaira^ If we are to lairrow 
wc must have to arrungt* ft*r rejaiyuicni. There ia no loan jinlicy 
liefore ua, but wo arc told to nuac (be moneN bv taxation in oitler 
to help that jiolicy. Wc an* not aware aa to why the aeveral aland- 
ing committeea have not Iw'en able to make aiiv real auggeation for 
retrench me lit. I think Ibn Bahadur Nilmran Chandra l)aa (lupta la 
right. That ia not the way in which we ahould do our work. Ia*t ua 
have an indejiendent committee na he aaid for r«4reiM’hmcnt. 'llri^ 
la a very valuable auggeation wlinh ought to Iw* takeij into c<»naidera- 
tion. I will not blame m> friend for not attending money on niiiion* 
building depftrlnmnta aa I a**** he baa got no money to do that. 

The other day, I moved a reardution in thia Council n'commendmg 
that half the incrementa of pay and allowaiicea granted to (loiernmenl 
officem lie withheld till financial conditiona improvral, hut the tlovem- 
men! did not think it fit to accept it. It la a common primuple of 
houaehold management ihat when there ia any financial difticnlty the 
expenaea are cut down in every conceivable manner. 

I^aat year we paaa<‘d a reaolution in thia Council by an overwhelm- 
ing majority that the numlier of Mcmla*rH of the Executive Council lie 
reduced to two. Althongh a year haa elapaed no deciaion apfieara to 
have been arrived at. 


We alao auggeated that aa there were aeveral MemWa in the Exe- 
cutive Council and three Minialera, (he poat of Iliviaional Commiaaiotiert 
might be aboliahed. A committee hae been appointed Ui coneider the 
propoool and it# deciaion ia atill awaited. 

We alao preaaed for reduction of ^penditure on ladice .^^ e^mi- 
mittee boa b^n appointed to inquirMpbd odviae oe to Um wayli wbieh 
mreticbiiient can be effected in that deportment. Him 
olao boe not yet been able to tubmii tie recommeodaiiiMie. f ott 
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personally of opinion, that there is ample scope for economy in tliif 
de]mrtment. 

[Here the member reached his time-limit and resumed bis ^^t.] 

Kwmr SHiB 8HEKHARESWAR RAY: I should congratulate the 
Hon’ble the Finance Member upon the hidden note of jubilation that 
runs through his introductory spc^ech on the occasion of his presenta- 
tion of the lludgct. I should say that he is the happy possessor of 
almost supernatural power to be able to transform that deficit Budget 
intu a surplus one in the course of the next few days. I wish I could 
agree with him when he says, “ the Finance Department has been 
coini)elled to prune the departmental budgets ruthlessly in spite of 
protests from Meml>ers and Ministers.*’ But from the production 
itself we are led U) supiKise that pc‘rba[>8 the Hon’ble Finance Member 
had begun his pruning first with the transferred departments and then 
by the time h(* had come to the reserv<‘d departments, his pruning- 
knile had got blunted. He deplores that now he and his Secretary ore 
the two most un|K)pular |)eople in the Writers’ Buildings. But I can 
assure him that there is no reason for this grieving over his lost 
iHipulurity. He has not lost any. For the Hon’ble Members of Gov* 
ernment have got their projK‘r (jUoUi owing to his blunted knife, and 
as for the Hon’ble Ministers wli<> could not even manage tb spend 
their (current year’s |H>or allotments, they must thank him for ridding 
them of unnecessary encumbrances next year. I congratulate the 
Hon’ble Mr. Kerr for having such eminently reasonable Ministers to 
deal with. Our Hon’ble Ministers by not utilising the amounts sanc- 
tioned for their respective departments have also helped Mr. Kerr 
a good deal in having a much larger closing Imlaiice than was exi>ei t- 
ed. While in the Police and other reserved s])en(ling depart- 
nients, perhajw th^ Hon’hle Members, save and except our tractable 
Be venue MemlH*r, had proved too obdurate and no such remarkable 
decrease is visible. And, Sir. some of the economies effected by our 
Mii.ifiU^rs also very instnutive. As for instance under the head 
“ Agriculture.” We find that alwul Rs. less than the sancv 

tioruHi estimate has been actually spent and in tlie explanation we are 
jrlieved to Imru that the small detirease in the revised estimate is 
l»artly due to the iion-uiiliaation in full of the provision of Be. fifi.OiKl 
for the distribution of improved paddy and jute seeds. Thus, all the 
officers in that department had drawn their increased salaries, bad 
enjoyed their proper travelling allowances, but only they did not caie 
to distribute the much talked-ol Indrasails and Kaia^n Bombai needs. 
Then, again, to quote another glaring instance of economy effected 
by an<^ esteemed Minister, m ihe non-utilisation of the lump provi- 
aiin of Ba. 75,008 for the reviikm of pay of the aiib-iegistrars Jbc 
prq^ to them ^raa hm\en in the current year, and lietng once 
brokin it has no Mnding effect, and eo no provision bas been made for 
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Hun’lde Minister for hnnng oiitgrown ihsi old snying^ ** do ns you 
woul^be done by and for tenaciously holding to his oiro sumptuous 
•nlary, and effecting economy in the case of his poorly-paid stihurdi* 
nates. Beautiful economy surely ! Ap^mrently the Hotrble Mr. Kerr 
hnf a grievance against the Standing Committees for not receiving sup. 
port from them in this matter of retrenchments. But are the 
Standing Committees really so much to be blamed ? For, this power of 
demising possible retnMu'hmeiiU was vestei] in them only in IkMwniber 
last and they got the de})artmental budg«*ts in Januar>' and 8*i they 
liail not even a month, and I do not know how many sittings, to 
cemsider these matters. I have lanm in the Police Itetroiichinent 
Committee (or the last six months and still our Committee has not 
be<'n able even to gather necessar>- informations, let alone suggest any 
definite retrenchments. Being in the t ommittiH* so long, 1 am con- 
viiiced now. that no retfl»nchments can he eff<M*ted unless the oflicials 
help us. Fur, it is the oiiirials alone, who through their long intimate 
contact, know what are e«(seiituiis and what are not, and if in any 
suggested retrenchment they have n<» heart, it is im}x)ssihle to effect 
it. But w'e have gathered h(» far that economies are possible and 
decent economies too. and that to suggest them dehtiiUdy, a ('ritittal 
and detailed exannnation of the iidm mist rut ion and its marhiiiery is 
necessary and ofliciul ro-oj»enition is esmuitial. But J am constrained 
to saj that th<*re has Wen a lumentnhle lack of othcinl co-o|)eraUon in 
this Police Ketrent hmeni affair. To suhsiantiate what I have said 
just now, let me ipiote a recent mstato'e. Sir, l>esides Burma, Bengal 
js the only province which is the happy {sissessor of a military 
pcilire. We wanted lo know* the reason as to why such military |»nlice 
force is not maintained in any other provinev* in India and how the 
work is managed in these provinc’cs. Our Committee thought such 
information essentially niKewsary for our guidance in this matter. 
Bill, Sir, would you Wlieve what answer we have received from the 
Cbitff Si^cretarv?^ The Chief Secretary tells us, “ it is im{K>ssihle to 
answer questions relating to other provinces,** that is all! No informa^ 
tion is sought for from the other provincial Oovernments, no attempt 
even is made, and the intem»g.ilor> is brushed aside as ini|Mmsib}e U> 
answer. When we meet with such courtesy even from high officials, 
how is it possible for us to work and make any useful suggestionf 
And Sir, we are sure, as I have alrearly said, that retrenchments are 
pusstble. For instance, in this very military police, out of a total 
stnengtb of about 860 men and officers, never in its history have more 
than 220 of the force been emjdoyiHl, during anv gi%*en fteriod, 
for quelling disturban('es. And, Sir, the major portion of ibis force ^ 
it statumed at Dacca and Buxar, but in recent years it bas Wan ^ 
aeati that most of the disturbances naoessilating^ilitary help five 
occurtad in the mill areas in West Bangiif' wbam, again^^onlr last. 
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yenr, we c’onfdderalAy strengthened the ordinary police. So, Sir, it is 
appeient that the military police can be reduced, if not abolished alto- 
gether, and hence this evasive reply of the Chief Secretary. Siry when 
I am talking of possible retrenchments, T cannot help making a passing 
reference to a small matter which wpuld illustrate what detailed 
examination is necessary for retrenchments. We have got a Police 
Training (’ollege at Sarda, and ponies are provided there for Sub- 
Inspector cadets, one jHmy for every 4 cadets; and the superior officers 
under training are expected, under the rules, to have their own 
ponies. Now what was the number of Government ponies there last 
yeiir? Twenty-eight, while the number of Sub-Inspectors under 
training were at one time only two, and at no time more than fifteen. 
But these 28 ponies should suffice for 112 cadets. Even this year 
only ten cadets have l)een recruited. Sir, for each pony the Govem- 
nicnt has to HiK*nd about Its. 600 a year. We understand wby so many 
ponies are kept, for polo and pig-sticking are always enjoyable 
things, Mjvcially when one goes to Sarda on travelling allowance to 
coiiibine business and pleasure together. But, Sir, this is atmut a 
dign'ssion, a retrenchment digressioii, a mere hint that economy is 
IM)ssihle, if the Tloirble Meml)ers in charge and their high subordinates 
are really reasonable and resjK>iisible. Surely it c^innot be said 
that they know nothing of these things, these j>etty holes in the pocket 
of the Bengal Goveriitnent. But, the llon’ble Members are not amen- 
abh‘ to any reason that emanates from the nori-official benches and 
their resiKHisihility, too, at present, lies 6,006 miles off; so we are 
absolutely helpless to stem the tide of the ever-growing extravagance, 

bor n few’ months post, we have been bearing much of prospeo- 
live loans, ami I was eagerly exjjecting such proposals in the Budget. 
But save and except a loan of Us. lakhs, njiurt from a fresh Gov- 
ernmeiit of India I^ian of Us. 50 lakhs for Irrigation, there is no 
othoi indication of any other loan. An outlay on irrigation and navi- 
gation canals can very well be said to be “ reproductive,*' but srbat 
has been actually the coiiditi(m in our country? If we turn to 
Uevenu© Heads XIII and XIV and Kxi»enditure Heads 14. 16, 16 and 
19, we learn that even under such “ reproductive ” items as naviga- 
tioVk and irrigation, the Government has singularly failed to make 
them revenue-isiying : while we spend Us. 68,40,000 in interests and 
working ex^ienses, we get only Us. 11,66.000 and thus lose Rs. 46,84,000 
Unuually. In the Ifght of these realities, it is imperative that the 
whole problem of navigation, irrigaiion and drainage canals should be 
thoroughly re-examined by independent experts from Home. 

There is another matter to which I would like to refer on this 
occasiomi This is the last time Hiat Sir Henry Wheeler preaeata the 
billets of hia dep4imenU. It has been our unpleasant duty to often 
taritic^ hia badgeta on ^ ground ol aatravagance, but, Sir, there ii 
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DO denying the feci that he haa been able to pltioe hii de^airtinetiU in 
«« efioie&t a poaiiion aa ponaibley and though we had often oeenaiona 
to carrel with him. } have no hiniitattoti in Miying that, by bia 
retirement, we will lofw« one of the ableat adminiatratora that we had 
in Bengal for a long time. J pray to Oml that he may he apareil 
long and that hi^i exre(>tiona) abilities may be further utiliaed to the 
iinmenae benefit of the (lov«*rnment.

Discussion of tho Budgd. 

Khsn Bahadur Mauivi ABDU8 8ALAM: This is the second year of 
the Iteform era ushered in with siu h pomp and pageantry, and acclaimed 
by a section of our countrymen as jiromisinp the dawn of the millennium. 
Wisdom in this world takes lonjj^ in comiu^^ htit in this instaiK'e. it lias 
come t(K) (juickly to our jieoplc. Fiiithusiiiusts for Hefornis have been 
Nolxu'ed and are already ominously shaking their heads; and non- 
Indieveis in Uefonus have been siusfied in their disludief. Moslem 
luodeiateH, like myself, who are neither enthusiasts imr d sheli«*vet \ in 
the Reforms, hut who cure only that in all constitutional and adiiiinis- 
trative arrangements, Moslem conimunal riglits and privileges should In* 
safeguarded in the Cegislative Councils and other self-governing hwal 
l)o<hes, and in the Public Services, have reason to feel anxious for the 
future of the great Moslem community in Bengal, in view of the exhibi* 
tion of {tartiul, and passionate swarajist spirit that we have already seen 
ill this (^nincil in connection with the Calcutta Municipal Amendment 
Hill and other affairs. Sir, the spell is gone, the charm is flown, and the 
vision of an Indian milieiinium dreamt of by Akhar, and revisuulised by 
the author of the Reforms, Mr. Montagu, has vanished into thin air. 
And need I say this dillusionrnent has been partly hastened also by the 
doWul budgets preseiitiHl by the llon’hle Finance Meml)er both last year 
and this year and by the menace of fresh taxation. And camouflage it as 
you may, we mil realise that the Refonns mean not only a succession of 
deficit budgets, of provincial and imperial Imiikruptcy, of endless addi- 
tions in taxation and of heavy outlay of expenditure on the Services, 
laith Imperial and Provincial, and other useless constitutional costly 
toys and baubles, hut the Reforms mean also an ever-r<H'urring crop of 
mischievous unrest which is not only costing us extra money for extra 
poHce and extra jaiU, but is disturbing the placid calm of Eastern life, 
undermining the foundaiions of our time-cherished social organisations 
and institutions, and^is threatening to lead us down to the infernal abyss 
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of liwleM anarchy. Sir, the present disturlwd fuditieal situation which 
is seriously affectinjf our financial position, as disclosed by the fall in 
Ex&e and Stamp receipts, and by increase in police and jail expenditure, 
is epitomised pithily by the lines of the Persian poet, llafi* 

“ In che ihoratst kat dar daur-i-qntnr mi 6oiim 
Hama afaq pur az fitnah o shar mi 6inim " 

(What IS this disturbance that 1 decry in the revolution ol the n}m>n.^ 

I see the whole world is full of disiHird and wmnt;lin||{ ) 

They say Western cheiuicals are nearly burst injf our Eastern bottles 
and every friend of India is therefore luiund by adt»ption of iiiiu*l\ mea- 
sures to prevent the dreaded explosion which would be not only destruc- 
tive of projfressive and nviii.stMl (loverninent , but would niakc a rlean 
sweep of individual life, liberty and property. At suc h a time of poli- 
tical unrest and crisis, may I. on behalf of myself and many of my coi- 
leagues in this (\)unci|, .state that the departure of the lloii'hle Sir 
Henry Wheeler wdio has administered the police dejiartinent -wj eHic ieiit- 
ly and tactfully, and wliosc administrative capacity is of the hi^fliest 
order will be seriousl\ felt as a loss^* Ills has been a jyricat and towel - 
injf personality in this (’oiim il b\ reason of his intellei tual |M>wers, and 
his masterly s[M»eches, lucidly exiKmndinjf the |»olicv of (bivcrnment, 
have been intelle<'tual treats to many of us in this (’ouncil. We ho|M' 
and trust his uiiKjue admirnst lat ive exf»erience, his vast knowledge ol 
the serious current jirohleins of India will la* utilised in higher spheres 
of Indian administration, and that the Muhammadan cause will find a 
place in his heart, 

Ni.’.v I will offer a few ^»’eneral remarks about some of the pi •>miii 4 **it 
featuies of the financial Hudjj'et, as they strike me. 

It is to be re^^retted that the starting balance of last year amounimic 
to over Rs d rrores has alreuiiy been drawn upon so heavily, aiMl will 
nearly disappeui towards the clo.se of the year. It is certainly not sound 
finance to exhaust one’s reserve balance in order to meet current expenses 
of onlinary administration, hut in this jwirticular case, the absorption of 
previous years’ balance is not only unsound finance, but is a cruel wroiiff, 
as the balances were patiently accummulate<i durin^< a series of years 
and were made up of ffenerous doles from the Government of India for 
certain set purposes, such as primary and ajs^ricultiiral educational and 
sanitation. 

Another sinking feature is this. The Hon’ble Finance Memlier in 
hot haste, at the beprinninff of last year, repaid a loan of about Rs. 8d 
lakhs, which carried interest at 3^ per e^nt., to the Government of 
India, though he could under the Devolution Rules spread the repayment 
over 12 years. And now it appears from the present Rudgei that he 
contemplates taking a fresh loan from the Government of India of 
about Rs. 80 lakhs, at presumably higher raU of interest as the money- 
madeet now is tighter. The wisdom of such financial somersaults seems 



to be (lubiouH. The ^ion'ble Finance Member had the misfortune of 
presenting a deficit Budget last year and he has to repeat the same 
doleful performance of presenting a deficit Budget this year. I sjinpa- 
thise with his troubles, but do not share his optiiiism for next year. I 
apprehend the receipts for Kx(;i.se and Stamps liave been overestimated 
in the present Budget, as I see no sign of ahatement of the present non- 
co-operation movement which is reducing litigation and consumption 
of li(|U{»r. I may be wrong and the Hon’hle Finance Member may be 
right; in any case, it is an inteiesting sight to me to see the Hon’ble 
Finance Member unwittingly in spiritual company with the Persian 
p(»et-philosop}ier, Omar Kliayyam, who holds forth: — 

“ Jmroz turn da$iTn$i t-fttTdn nut.

So I leave the Hon'blc Finance Member to his hapjiy optimism, and 
1 (jike the liberty of making some general observations regarding the 
allocation of revenue to ihff^Ment heads. Broadly speaking of the 
total r<*venue rei eijds of neaily Its, 1) < rores odd lakhs, moie 
than Us. f) crores is absorbed by Oeneral Administration, Administration 
of dustii'O, l*(dice, .fails, Original ('ivil Buildings, Pensions, Stationery 
and Printing, leaving nearly over Its. 4A iTores available for the improve- 
ment of KdiK'alion, Sanitation, Medical Belief. Agriculture, etc. etc. 

, Of (his, it wouM afipear only Its. LMO.Tv.OBO iii less than ‘Jh jier cent, of 
the total revenue leceipts is dexoted (<» liiiucat imi, Health, Medic al, 
4 . Agiiculture and Indnstiies, inclnding costs of their special technical 
esiuldislunents. d'liis does not appear to be satisfactory. Again, as 
lias alieady h«‘en (ejsely pointed out by Cidonel Pugh, vome of our 
Minis(c*r.s could not ev<*n utilise several sanctioned provisions of money 
becatise tliev could md mature then schemes. Sii, this .sort of plea is 
neither fair to our constituents nor creditable to the Ministers concerned 
who are jmid handsomely and helped by highly-paid experts in order to 
use their brainf for foiinnlating jiolicies, programmes and stdiemes. 
People may be apt under the circurnstuTmes, to exclaim in the .slightly 
altered Peisian line; 

" I etr~f-cKutiin ma*hir-t-chunan " 

(Stieh lire the Ministers »n<l such lire their expert -advisers ) 

'riiere i.s onewnther remark that I wish to offer in regard to the Educa- 
tion budget. I personally have confidence in the faime.ss of the Ilon’ble 
Education Minister. 1 have reason to know be i.s a man with 
breadth of mind and with a spirit of “ give and take/' I have no doubt 
that Muslim educational interests are fairly safe in his bands; yet I 
should like to see in future educational budgets definite information 
us to how much of provincial revenue has been spent on Muhammadan 
educational purposes (save and except the Madraaiiahs which are already 
separately shown in the Budgets and on scholanKi{is to Muhammadan 
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students. May I, in this conmndion, hope and tniHt that the Hon’hle 
Miniaier for Education will redeem the promise ifiveii by Government 
Iong?lon«: ajfo, in response to insistent Muhammadan cries, to establish 
a first-prade Muhammadan colle#?e in ('alcutta?

Rai Dr. HARIDHAN DUTT Bahadur: The Bmljr,*t that has Ihhoi 
placed before us, as we all know, ivj a deficit hmlg-et, and ns such, it is ex- 
tremely discourag-ijig to those xOio wanted tliat at the present moment 
we would be able to do somethin/^ which would justify our expectations 
to make the Heforms a .s*i<’cess Actuallx at this time of the vear. only 
a year affo, we expected that in the vear adequate provisTon \xould 

be made for what Sir Surendra Natli Hanet jea had calleil the nution- 
buildinpr departments. We are extremely disapjiointed to find that 
r.^ moTdhs have now passed awav, atol xxe are a« tuallv far away fr<un the 
desired land, ami in fact, no better off than we were last year, laiokinpji 
at the p!os[>e<’ts. xx e are <lisa]qM>inted to fiml tliat tliev are very, very 
gloomy. We realise that all depends upon the amount that will l>e 
raised by fresli taxation It has been sugg-ested that the revenue from 
fresh taxation xxouid hi* reah-.ed fiom three diffeient chiinnels; these afe 
under our (onsideration. and will be taken up ere lorig, but what we 
haNe been aide make out woubl pistifx us in sayings that thi)||:i? is tiof 
much likelihood of the total amount that has been estimated from these 
three sources, being fully realised 'I’he prospei ts regarding th^ Amuse- 
ment Tax are n<tt at all right 'I'he amount that has lieen estiniateil to 
he derived from the other two sources aKn. 1 believe, is not very ht>pe- 
ful. No taxation fr(unjinv other source has yet been suggested, and I 
[xersonally do not think tliat the < ountry is in a fiosition to hear any extra 
t^ixation; therefore, 1 am disposed to think that th# prospects are 
very gloomy, I'he only wav. therefore, to arhieve our object would he 
to .secure monev by cutting down all superfluous exfienditure. Jn the 
Budget whi<h has been preserited before us by Hie Finance Member, 
tindoubtedly attempts have been made at retrenchment . hut w’e have 
been told hy the HonTile Mr Kerr tlmt the Budget has Keen framed 
“in a spirit of rigid and pai>iiin»nious economy.” I am ()notine from 
his speech where he said, “that the budget provides for the hare needs 
of the administration.” f have tried to examine the budget from 

beginning to end but I rejffet I cannot agree w'ith him, and I do not 
think that hi« remarks are perfectly justified. If one would tfike the 
trouble to go through the different items that have been budgeted, he 
would be surpriae<l to find a gornl many items which cannot come under 
the category of “bare needs of the administration." I will give some 
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iriMfancM. Provision has tna^A for Rs. 1.64.000 aa a lump atiin for 
tlio prc*«i(lRnry police, details of which are not available. It is noted ho 
in the foot-note ** detailH not available.** Then I find that we have an 
additir>n of two PreKidency Majri«»tnites in Talcutta ; those who are 
familiar with the police courts in Calcutta will at once tell yon that the 
number of. nolice canes are decreasinjr; so I fail to understand why the 
number of Presidency Majristmtes has been increased. Then the new 
traffif* f rmrt has been bxated in a Tniserablc lookinpr house for which 
M very hi(.fh rent is beinjf paid— something like five to six hundred rupees 
a month. T do not think there is any necessity for this. Then T find 
there is a if)rovisifin of Its. 00. (KK) and Its. 4,0r)0 a^.rninst Rs. 80,000 and 
Us. 2.000 in the present vear for the band establishment of His Kxcel- 
lencv the (ioverrior. I do not fd)i<‘cl to the bajiil establishment but 
wbnt T do object to is the increase from Us 2.0fK) to Us. 4,000 and from 
Us. 80,000 to Us. 90, (KK) this year rertainly this is not a bare 
necessity, especially in the present state f)f our finances. 

Then a^rain, I find Us, 5.000 for the doubtful utility for an advisory 
f*ommittee for Indian students. Next, T find a prrant to the Indian 
S<»cietv of Orietttal .^rt of IN. 19.890; ])erhaps I would be taken to task 
bv v(»m(‘ of the lovers of Oriental Art for objectinjr to this, but my humble 
oninion is that in this vear of stress and difficultv, an exnenditure of 
nearly Its. 20.000 for the Indian Societv of Oriental Art is not a bare 
neresm'tv, Then airain I find IN JO.OtK) for the Ibiard oi Secondary and 
Jfnfermediate Kducution at l)a<ca ; if my information is correct, there 
is no necessity for this; it nn^ht be handed over to the Dacca University 
or (»lhiM} body, *rhere arc a host of <»ther similar ite!ns. lump sum pro- 
visions. tinder the head of prants to different educational institutions. 
There in a large jirovision f<»r female teachers paving vi.sitations from 
liousc to house Such things are desirable, and I do not object to them 
but in a year of stress and difficulty, they may be done away with. In 
anv case, ns I have already poimted out they ar** not bare ne<cssities of 
life. If one would turn to the pages of the budget and scrutinise the 
items, he would find many more. 

T think the Bengal administration is undoubtedly top-heavy, and 
any attempt to improve the financial condition of our province, must 
be based on a desire to effe<’t economy fn»m the very top. This is, 
however, at present forbidden gTound to ns, but when the demands for 
grants come to (bis Council, we would W well-advised not to lose any 
oppirtunity effect reductiivn wherever pissible. 

The present Budget has provided very little for primary e<luc4ition 
although this is a crying need of the country. Multiplication of the 
su|ier\'ising staff and the erection of magnificent buildings will not 
carry forward the cause of primary education, I must take exception 
to the Government policy, which we call the brick and mortar policy, 
of building magnificent houses for accommodation of the sebooU which, 
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howeTer, does Dot help iDDch in furtheriDg the^cause of education. The 
most important thinj? is expansion of primary education, hut even in 
villaSr^s and distant places where people are accustomed to live in huts 
magnificent buildinp^s are l>einp erected for sc Ium)!'*. In ('ah utta. we 
find, whenever there is a proposal for technical or primary eihu ation 
Wiiiff extended, the first thought is devoted to ma#fnificent hnihlini? on 
land worth Rs. 5,000 to lt<, r>,0(Kl a cottah: this does away with the 
whole of the money and there in nothinjr left for the orijrinal scheme. 
We are anxious t«> find multiplication of schools hnilt in modest, winitary 
cottap'es all over the countr\, and the i>eople attracted to these phoes 
by the prospect of receiving elementary education without any serious 
detriment to their jmrse and convenience; that is what the jxjlicv should 
Im*. In ('ahutta. 1 find that in the last few years the responsibility 
for primary education was shared l>etween Government and the Corpor- 
ation; the Bengal Ooviynment. T arn sorry to say, did very little for 
furthering primary education in ('alcutta; the result is that* the state 
of thinjrs as re"ards primary education is worse in t^alcutta than in the 
mufassal Onlv last year, after a ^ood deal <»f dismission in tlie ('orpor- 
ation. the responsibility for prinuiTV educatiem w*as taken over by the 
Corporation. The Hon’ble the Minister in c harjfe of Kducution will l»e 
able to tell you that four months ajfo a Joint Kdiication Committee was 
appointed, but 1 am sorry to sn\ that in these four months it haa not 
been decided whetlier this committee should be an Advisory ('onimittee 
or would (oiitrol pnmaiy ediualiou in Calcutta; and the resu If is tlmt 
only one or two meetings have been held, and the members found that 
unless their pusitnm was made clear, it was ditlicult t(» on. That is 

w}jy 1 idnert to the present p<dic\ of (Mivernment Wp must have a more 

. . ** 
vijrilant policy for primary educatirm in Calcutta and the mufassal. 

(’oinin^ to the subjec I which is |>ernliarly mv r»wn, ri:., the subject 
of medical relief. T find that all over Benjral people are sufferinff for 
want of adequat.e medical relief The Government p(*li( y here b1«m> is 
to build larjre builflintrs and to run hospitals on very exfiensive lines, with 
a superior staff w'hi< h is <lisproport ionateh costly, due to the recruit- 
ment <if Indian Medical Servicp officers. It is time that the Minister 
took into consideration the |M)ssibility of having more extended ignedicnl 
relief all over the country, and that is only jxissjble by takinj^ Up a 
method of economy which would he rpiite practicable if you do not 
confine yourself only to the Indian Medical Service, hut throw the 
appointments of>en to all fftwid medical men and attract ffood pHvata 
practitioners in mana^infr the hospitals. We are anxious to have more 
hospitals and infirmaries throughout the province, hut this may only he 
pf>ssihle, if we adopt this policy of economy which I have already 
pointad out. 

In rejrard to public health, I find the same Government policy 
prevailinfr The major portion of the Budiret allotment is swallowed 
up hy the maintenance of the costly ea^hlishment We find Director# 
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of Publ ic Health and Aaaietant Directors of Public Health provided in 
the and wtill you find the same malaria, the same cholera, the 

same kula<«fiar, and the same difficulty with regard to filtered water. 
We find the same state of affairs throughout the province regarding 
disi»aHf*s, etc., hut tlie cost of maintenance of the staff is going up. We 
are anxiously expecting proposals of campaign against malaria, cholera 
and kala>axar and other prevent ihle diseases, and I hope that in 
framing those schemes more attention should l>e paid to measures to 
aJiielioraie the <'ondition of the people tlian has hitherto been done. 
We feel that the Budget to be satisfactory must contain adequate pro- 
vision to improve the economic condition of the people. The present 
budget has Ma<lly disappointed us in this repscct. 

Babu INOU BHU8HAN DUTTA: The Hon'ble the Finance Member 
has said that the present Budget is one oi whi(Jh no one can feel proud. 
Sir, I will go further and nay that this is a great non-co-operation Budget, 
be<‘ause, first (if all, we do not find any indi<‘afion in it of the Govern- 
ment’s desire to co-operate with the aspirations of the people; we do not 
find any definite schemes for fighting with the three great problems of 
Bengal, naiiudy, poverty, igmuance and sickness; and secondly, 
Iwause, Sir. I hardly know of any other dexmment that will tend to 
advance the cause of uon-c(»-opcnit ion more fully than this deficit 
Budget, (i(U(iandiiig an imposition of three new taxes, taxes which aie not 
to le regarded as teiup(»rary measures to tide over an extriOTilirarv 
filianeiul aihiatioii, hut taxes which threaten to remain a permanent 
Tiurden on the jumu people of this province Sir. we have been taunted 
in this Ununcil that wc represent, no one hut our ow'u selves only. T took 
specfiil care to send copies of the three taxation Bills to many important 
associations of mv ow'n constituency; 1 discussed the matter with .some 
leading men, and I have Wmi met with the reply. “ We will not have 
any taxation ; if the reformed ndministratioii cannot be carried on with- 
out taxation, we do not want these reforms.” So T say, Sir, with the 
Tone of my constituency behind me. that T cannot support a Bedi^et 
that asks for taxation to carry on the f>rdinary I'ost of administration. 
And, Sir m\ constitnero N is not alone in this mental attitude. We have 
the ft<ff!ual support of no less a personage than the Hon’hle Secretary of 
State liim.self who declareil onlv the either day that India wa« a jioor 
country and Ihejieople were already tm> heavily taxed! 

Taist year, the financial position of Bengal was just as had as, if not 
wome than, what it is this year. Whv did not the Government launch 
on retrenchment as seriously as thev say they have done this year, or if 
that was not possible, why did they not fall upon taxation then? 
Because, if T am not much mistaken, they were afraid that propoaala for 
taxation in the very first year of the Reform* would have damned the 
whole scheme altogether. So. they fell hack upon the unspent halanrea. 
bajance* which they had hardly any right to touch, balances which had 
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been f^tkaUy ear-marked for educational and other schemes. Sir, I 
think would have been more fair, more straightforward, more honest 
to say once for all, at the beginning of the reformed Government, that 
it could not be carried without fresh taxation, instead of some Minister 
coming forward to give vague assurances that no taxation would be 
resorted to. 

We have been told that such retrenchment lias been effected, that no 
more can be done and that the hcd-rock has at last been reached. When 
we find that the proposal for reducing the number of Executive Council- 
lors has not yet been seriously thought of, when we understand that the 
proposal for the abolition of ('oiunnssioners has not yet matured, when 
we know that many posts like (hose of the Director of land Ile<H>rds and 
Director of Surveys, posts like those of the Inspector-General of Regis- 
tration, Commissioner of Excise and Deputy f’ollector of Tinnd Revenue 
and Collector of Ex( isc •and Stamp Revenue Culj utta, [K)st$ 
like those of the Tnspector-Genenil of I*risons anil InspectortOeneral of 
Hospitals can be aiuulganuited. when we know that (he Police budget 
can be readily pnnied down and >et we find an ini rease of expenses in the 
District Criminal Intelligence Department, when \\e know that there are 
hosts of other methods of effecting retrenchment, how can we feel that 
the last word on retrenchment has been said? I say that the attempt 
at retrenchment has not been serious. It is the clear duty of Govern- 
ment to take up the ijuestiorj of retrenchment in (lie same hiisinups-like 
method as it has been done in England, hy ai)poln(ing an ex^iert com- 
mittee like the (ieddes Committee; we, rjon-oflicial members, I'annot gel 
all (he papers of the Government, we cannot know all the details of the 
udministnition, wi* carj only make broad suggestions, us we have often 
done. It is the clear duty of the (lovernment to tackle the problem on its 
own initiative, instead of regarding j)roposaIs of retrem bment in the 
light of obstruction. We have been told that the various standing 
committees have not been able to effect retrenchment. Sir, I lielong to a 
standing committee myself, btit I seriously ask the Council, was it pos- 
sible for us, placed as we were, to tackle the departmental budgets? 
The Budget was handed over to us later than the proverbial eleventh hour, 
when we had only 4 or 5 days to study an elaborate budget. As i{ this 
were not enough, when the time for discussion came, and I tried to 
raise the question of the organisation of the defmrtmcnt in order to see 
how retrenchment might l>e effected, what reply do you think I receiver!? 
I wa« plainly told (hat the matter was irrelevant and it was necessary to 
find money for the existing staff of the department. Sir, if this be the 
procedure to be adopted in the standing committees, then all I can say is, 
that they are a farce, they only serve the purpose of an eye-wash, to give 
a gloas over the already adopted Budget of the Finance Department 

Hear, bear If this Council really believes in the efficacy of the 
standing committees as far as retrenchment is concerned, why then did 
it aak lor t Police Betrenc&ment Committee, when it knew that there was 
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already a Police Standing Committee in existence ? These standing com* 
mittees serve no useful pun>ose as far as the question of retrenchment is 
concerned. 

us now come to the actual budget figures. First of all^ we find 
that the transferred departments have got only 34 per cent., whereas the 
reserved. (lejiartTneniH have (»6 jier cent. In view of a recent resolution 
(»f this (\uincil asking for 40 |>er rent, for the transferred de{Kirtments. 
this allocalion must be regarded as unfair. We, a.s a (.’ouncil, strength- 
en(‘d the hands of the Ministers by that resolution; if they could have 
fought the Finance Department with half the tenacity with which they 
fought the Council for retaining their lls. f)4,(KM), I believe they might 
have done something. Hut how can they fights They have no matured 
schemes. I Indieve that the Police Department can get such a large dole 
out of the Finance Department, because it has got sf» many schemes 
matured ami ready. What have the lljm’ble Ministers done during the 
last 12 months to get any scheme cut and dried and rea(l\ f«>r the Finance 
Department y We have lately been hearing a great deal about th(* grand 
anti-malarial loan of Rs, 2 crores. Where is that scheme? Who has 
drawn up the scheme? How is the figure 2 crores arrived at? Has it 
got the preliminary sanction of the ( ii»vernment ? Dr is the wlude 
scheme still in a nebulous stage? 

The Ilon’ble F'inance Member has provirled for a defi« it of Rs. 127 
lakhs. Hut, Sir, 1 am afraid the deficit will be much more T.ast year, 
at budget time, some of us sounded a note. of v^arning that the revenue 
under Kxcis(* and Stamps would fall short of exj»ectation, but our voice 
was unheeded beruiuse we were mere rrovices; but the unerring hand of 
destiny has falsified the hopes «)f expert tinam iers. We may be novices in 
finance, but we are in more intimate tomb with the <-onditions prevail- 
ing in the r-ountry, and we know the pt»werful cfTer t of th(‘ anti-drink ami 
anti-litigation campaign. The number of law j-ascs has dwindled down in 
nil law r'ourts, and if the Court-fees Hil! be passed into legislation, their 
numlsM will grow smaller stilt I still think that the n‘venue allotment 
under Kxcise and Stamps is more than can be |ustifietl by the present 
Condition of the countr'v. Then in the l.arvd Rexenue side, there has been 
n drop of more than Rs dj lakhs under (he head Survey ami Settlement. 
The main reason given, is (hat the original estimate for Jessore was t(H» 
optitni.st i(*. This \eur, the Diiecttir of Hand Records hopes (for what 
reason, Henvfn knows> to recover the difference of lls, 3} lakhs. Is not 
this pious hope likely to l)e tiai optimistic? T’he revenue is bound to be 
short of expectations, and I am afraid that the deficit may go up to 
Rs. HO lakhs. You cannot exjsM t more than this sum from the new 
taxes. Where then will your new supplementary budget and the anti- 
malaria loan schemes get their fiimince? 

Under the head High (\mrt. we find a pmvision of Rs. 50.000 for 
paper-btioks. Sir, after the decision of the Council last year, this 
proviatoti is memt unjustifiable. * 
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Tbere is a prorision of Rs. lakhs for appointment of temporary 
Judges and Suliordinate Judges to cope with the large increase of jiidicitti 
work. But where, pray, is the increase? As for the VoVh^ I)<»part- 
ment, Sir, much has been said and I will not go into details to-day. Rut 
to show the attitude of the higher authorities. I will only mention one 
instance. Ust year, in July, I think a Retrenchment ('ommittee met 
at Dacca, consisting of the District Magistrate, the Di.strict Superinten- 
dent of Police and three moderate members of this ( ouncil and they 
eipressed their strong opinion that Kuropean sergeants were not neces- 
sary at Dacca, and yet in the Budget, we find full provision for these 
sergeants at Dacca. 

In the Education Department, a great deal has already been said, how 
even the small grant on am ount of primary education could not be spent, 
how the usefuln«*s^ of the (^ilcutta Si'ience t'ollege is being ieopardiseil 
by the non-pnu-ision of ant grants I find that the Minister in Iws anxie- 
ty to give a revision of yiav to the officers subordinate to the Bengal 
Educational Ser\i(e. obtained a suf)|dementary grant of Hs. 4 lakhs in 
addition t4) the Us :U lakhs already provided in the original budget But 
when the time for expendituie comes, we find that he cannot spend more 
than Rs. o lakhs Why is this dis< repam'> ? Did he have no definite 
scheme when he provided foi IK. 7A lakhs? 

To come now to the Medual and fbiblic Health Departments, 1 will 
lake the libert\ of ijuoting only a few figures and let the ('ouncil draw 
its own conclusions There is a great reducti<»n for the jrrovision for 
lio,[nta]s and di-|MMi‘.ai te- Wi en people an* dying like flies bu wiint of 
frroper medical treatment and medicine, this e<*onom\ is indeed (‘xcellent ! 
Then, Sir. we find that there is a pro\ ision for 1B7H lakhs for all the 
medical cidleges and s( loads of Bengal Would the ('ouncil ladieve me 
when I say that the jirovismn brr l.nnatii' .Vsyluins is nearly the same 
arnount IK. 10 77 lakhs y The provision for Public Health establishment 
rs S ‘Jit lalJi-. w hcoM*. tb?' p’o\ ision foi- Puldn Health grant is b 00 laklis 
When the estahlishment lak‘’s awa\ the lion’s share of the rnonev. we 
can only console oitrselves with the philosophical resignation that it is 
the birth right and privilege of the people of this ha}>iess province to die 
in their numbers- w ithnnt dfx tf>rs, w ithout medicine and without proper 
nourishment ! 

Rai UPENDRA LAL RAY BaMdur: It is customary for members of 
r'ouncil to comment on the Budget presented every year by the Finance 
MemWr and to make general observations tberon. The Horrble Finance 
Meml>er then deals with (be jue^tionii raised in the delmte fur clearing the 
way for the voting of grants. The same practice will be followed this 
year, but when one goes thivrugh (he details of the Budget, as framed for 
the year 1922-23. he has no other altemative than to suggest retrench- 
mente in whatever way it may be possible. There is nothing to choose 
M it is clear that there are no savings frijm which members of different 
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oonfftituent iefl can vie with each other in demanding grante for their 
re^ective requirements. 

I shall, howcTer, try to make a few remarks on the workings of the 
three Hon’ble Ministers in charge of the transferred departments- It 
has to he seen whether the resolution of the Council for making over 40 
per rent, of the revenues instead of 30 per cent, to the transferred 
departments has been given effect to. On the contrary, the proportion 
appears to be a little over 30 per cent. Whenever suggestions were made 
to the Ministers for help in any particular direction, want of funds was 
the stereotyped reply, and if we look at the remarks made under some of 
the items of this department we find to our surprise that many sanctioned 
schemes could iir>t be taken in hand on the ground that they had not 
matured and on other grounds. Does it speak for the activities of the 
departments over which our own countrymen have the honour of 
presiding. 


T have looked carefully into the* lists of subjects for which spe<*ifir 
amounts have been earmarked and I wish to bring to the notice of the 
House arul espe<’iallv to the Hon’ble Members and Ministers that I do not 
find a single item for any original or repair works under any heading for 
the division of Chittagong whh'h I have the hon«iur to repre.sent. There 
is only one item mentioned at page 51 sanctioning a petty sum of 
Rs. 32,000 for (be water-works scheme at Com ilia D(>es this speak of 
a fair distribul ion P In the current year also (he divisinn had the same 
fate. May T ask the ITon’ble Ministers tihy they have thought it fit to 
make this invidious distinction for the reimdest but in no way a less 
important part of this presidency? Ts it liecause none of them had the 
time or the desire to pay a visit to the districts r)f this division since they 
took over charge? 

T do not also know whether the Hon’ble Minister in ( harge of Kdu- 
ctttion has made any provision for the app<dntment of a Profes.sor of 
Philosophy for (he (liittagong (\dlege for which T was informed in reply 
to a (juestion put by me that the appointment itould be made next year. 
T hope provision has Wn made f«m this appointment under the head of 
Education. If v^e baik at Apj»endix A, 4e find that the Madaripur Bil 
Route f«»r the widening and deepening of which a sum of lU. 13,65,818 
api>ears to have been sanctioned and for which a sum of Rs. 7.65,336 was 
spent up to the end of the year 1920.21 and a further sum of Rs. '5.00,000 
was probably spent this year, has Wen favoured with a provision of 
Rs. 7,88,000 for (be year under review. This last amount is also subieci 
io a revision and Heaven only knows whether the revised estimate will or 
will not excee«l the amount. The three items put together make a total 
of Rs, 20,53,336 against a sanctioned estimate of Rs. 13,65,818, An 
explanation is cerUinly necessary. T demand an acoount of the revenues 
derived from this project shewing (he justification of an expenditure of 
tills nature. Turning to Appe ndix B. not a single item of expenditure has 
been provided for any work in the ChitUgong Division although we find 
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that under the head uf (/otntiiuiiicaiioim at page 78, there are prtiviaiona 
of a j|UiiJ of Re. 17,000 and of Rm, 72,000 for const nu*l ion of rtaids at 
Ealimpong and also of the sums of Rh. 2,21 .(KK) and Rh. 06, (HK) for 
certain roads in Calcutta. We also find a provision of Rs. 3,(H»,01K) for 
water-supply at Kaliin pong, the total cost of which was estinnited at 
Rs. 7,41,000 out of whit h Rs. 4.Jir>.0(K) were spent up to3lst March, 1921, 
and although a sum of Rs. I,60,(HK) was .sum tioiietl for the (urreiit year 
no money app<'ar8 to have been .spent this year. All expenditure for 
Kalimpong which is being developed as a hill-station have been classed 
OH non-voted items. The n*asons are unknown. It is also not known 
whether any local contribution has been received for the water-works 
scheme at Kalimpong. 

I also find in thi.s Appc?idix that there is a provision for Rs 1,211,000 
for ronstrnrtion of a Police Hospital at Hhowani[)ni and of Rs. 10,000 
for electric installation iint as also of a sum of Rs. TO.tHK) fiti a Innutic 
asylum and electric installation in that locality. 

Under the head “ Hospitals and Di.sjiensaries '* the whole sum of 
Rs. 2,30,000 is earmarked for const nn t ion of new wanls or inslallulioii 
of e]e<'tri( lights and other iinpioxeinents in the hospitals at Sialdnli and 
Calcutta alone; whereas no pidvision has been made for medical s< iiiM)ls 
and colleges anywhere in this pre.sidency. In the current veftr also 
heavy .sums were spent under these headings fur these very hospitals and 
dispensaries. There should he a fair distribution of the total amount of 
expenditure on original and (»ther works throughout tlie |)n*si(h‘nry . 

I find at page 27 that a sum of Rs. 60, (KM) has l>een budgeted for the 
renewal of furniture and carpets which, it is said, is usual whenever a 
new (lovernor assumes office I am sure that uhen new car|M'ts ami furni- 
ture are purchased the old ami existing things are not thrown awav. I 
am not aware whether the sum of Rs. 20.(K)0 on account of sah- of old 
stores and materials under the heading of ** Misrelhineous " at page (r4 
includes the erpe<'t4»d sale-priM'eeds of these old carpets and furniture. 

T w’ould now like to make a few ohserraiions on the cost of adminis- 
tration. It is admitted that the cost is overwhelmingly heavy and 
retrenchments are necessary, hut the way in which the Budget has been 
framed does not indicate any desire of that sort. Ft is not possible to 
work out the proportion of the total expenditure under the heading of 
FiStablishment charges to that on account of ac tual works in all thf^ 
departments, but I feel tempted to believe that the former is unusually 
heavy. There is much room for improvement in the departments of 
Agriculture, Industries, Fisheries and Comiperce. At page 66, I find 
proviaion of a sum of Rs. 21 ,060 for the appointment of a DirecUir of 
Fiaheries and. as usual, in other departments also, n provision for revishm 
of the pay of the ministerial establishment and for larger expenditure 
under travelling allowance and steam-launch contingenc tes to enable the 
newly-appointed Director to tour about the province. T have no faith in 
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the apiMjint merit of hififhly-paid otfirers if they are not backed up by finan- 
cial help to carry out their projectn. Steam-launches are a luxury, as 
with the improved means of communication all over the province there is 
no necessity for each departmental head tc> have a steam-launch of his 
own. The recurring expenditure is very heavy and instances are not 
rare of these launches bein^ used for purjioses other than legitimate. We 
want money for erjieriments and demonsti-atioiivS, and I venture to suggest 
that the report-writing depart meiii.s should be abolished altogether. 
Subordinate ofticers generally try to prove their existence by writing 
reports and submitting tour diaries, but they themselves c omplain that 
they get very little financial help for demonstration and other w^orks- In 
this state of things there is no justification for maintenance of these 
departments and any proposal for creation of new appointments should 
be summarily rejet-ted. 

Under “ Administ rat i<in of Justii e,” I find piovision has been made 
for one additional Judge (d the High (\>urt and his establishment and also 
a sum of Its. 1,^0, OOl) has been set apart for the ajipoinl nienl of temporary 
Distiii l and Sesnions Judges. Snboidiiiate Judges and their establish- 
ments to cope with the large increase in jiulicial work. T cannot for a 
moment persuade myself to believe that with the development of the 
present agitation and the feeling in the country to avoid litigation and, 
moreover, the proposal for irnreased taxation on justice, the number of 
( ivil Hints will at all increase. The revet se may bapjsm and those 
amounts may "itli safety be transferred to other lieails of pu})lic utility. 
I know of one village union wheie, in the I'ourse (»f a \eni, no less than 
400 civil dTsputes were settleil at an average cost of rupee one per case. 
People are realising the advantages of amicable settlement and any addi- 
tion to the existing establishment will be superfiumm. 

1 now come to the most important (|Uestion of salaries I need not sav 
much on this suhjei t, but only suggest that the time has come when all 
departments of the public seryne should aim at reiluclion of salaries. 
This is the cry of the country and conditions which necessitated the 
increase having altered now we must follow i»thp! countries where an all- 
round rediK’tion has been accepteil by all classes of people both in private 
unci publics serx'ices. If only we stop the increment f«)r one year the .sav- 
ing will l>e enormous and unless reduction of salaries is agreed upon, I 
would make a very modest suggestion to stop the increments due, I^et 
aH departmeats of the (ioverninent agree t(» accept the highest scale of 
pay reached this year and you w ill find that there will W a considerable 
saving. 1 would alstJ suggest the aluditiou of the Public Works Depart- 
ment or considerable reduction of the establishment. It is anomalous to 
maintain an eetabliahmeut with little or no work for it. Throughout the 
entire l>ook we find that in all de{mrtjnents provision has been made for 
increment of salaries I know it for a fact that increments have already 
been given in services which w’ere not in urgent need of them and they 
have been withheld in th^ caee of the moat deserving. Some readjust* 
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ment of this state of things is tieeessarv and desirable. I need not go 
into^ietails.

You receive a notice from the Road Inspector that 
you olwtruct a pulilic thoroughfare and you are hauled up before the 
Municipal Magistrate where you are fined.

Mr. S. MAHBOOB ALEY: We want elaborate systems and huge 
pibs of red tup* to 1 m* done away with*. We want a searching 
inquiry ns to the s\ stein iM'st suited to our n<H*<is and capacities. But 
so fill the iiovei nineiit has turned a deaf ear to our urgent calls for 
liKpiirv directed to evolve a less expensive system suited to our wants 
and c,ttlculute<l to lead us onward on the riglit jwth of progre.ss. 

The general administration ami (he l*olice bramhes us also the 
Judicial iiranch of the administration apjiear to lie pamjiered. There 
are for instance t(M> many InsjH»ctors-General and Dejmty Insjiectors" 
General, too many Members of the Executive (’oumil ami too many 
Miins(ers. With the growth of Eocal Self-Government, some p»st.s of 
(’olle( tors and sulMlivisional olfieeis nigiht well have Ih'i'ii done away 
with Some of the other highly-piid posts app*ar to Ik* wholly unneces- 
siuy to the public c\e. 

I earnestly Imp* that Goveinmeiit will show the statesnianshij) 
that the orension deinunds and boldl> try to solvi* the problem with the 
sole diwire to do gooil to the p*ople. 

] desin* also to call attenrion Ui the fact that in a province of which 
more than half the [lopulation consists of Musalmans and where the 
Musalmiin pipiilation suffers more fn>m p>verty and want of education 
tha i other sei tions of the pmple, Hp*cial measures are not taken for 
fostering education and improving the economic condition of the Musal- 
limn pipulation. I do not oak the Government or the Council to ig- 
nore the claiips of other communities. But we must take facts 
as they are, The Musalman [Kipuhitiou as a body is backward and 
reipiires sjHH'ial treatment. It is to the intt*rest of the State and to 
th«? general prt>gress of the Province that the Musalman population 
should Iw brought up to the level of the other advanced sections of 
the community. How can this W doueJ* It can be done by providing 
siiecial and additional facilities for the spuead of education amongst 
Musalmans. It is also necessary that special faciliUes abould bei 
afifoided for the Musalmans tbat they might take their doe share ta 
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all Hi® local self-g^oveniing" l)odie» and Hnally by admittinff such nuui'’ 
bci'^of Musa) man, M in the various claHfk^s of the |>nblie aervioea, l>oth 
high and low, an i.s proj^orliouute to their iiumerital Htreugth and thair 
injiortancc. At present the hand of patronage ignores, in many 
iifstances, the elaiins of Musalinans. Hut this should not l>e. 1 do 
not put fops^ard my ap|H*al as an apin^al for a class or a cxuninunity 
only. But for the harmonious progress of the country as a whole, it 
is necessary that no section of the |s)pulation should Ih* kept in the 
background as regards the publi<- s<»rvi<‘es. 

The people of this country are cr\ing piteously to U' saved from 
malaria and cholera, to \h- taught to ai)ply to the best advantage the 
resources of their country and to improve their standard of living and 
theii moral and makuial condition 'Hieie is no res|*ona 4 '. (h* 
rather the resjwnse, tliat we have, consists of more |K)lice and more 
jails and more highly-pirtd officers in tiu* barren det»artments. wdiile the 
deisirtments that save life and b(»ur fruit are systeiuabcaJly starved. 
I.aw and order are no doubt valuable. Hut too high a |>ri(u» is lieing 
1‘a.d for them. ith syni|Miihy and a ihom* ac« urate knowledge of the 
jHijiular mind and with timely aclion. much less ex|SMiditure is likelv 
to Ih* incurred to maintain law and ordei. When the s|M‘(Mal (loviin- 
rnent measures were promulgated aftei the ITlIi Novemher. IfCM. we 
told that for a \ear and a half hundreils of meetings had lM*en 
held all over the country by which an intensive campaign of sedition 
was IsMiig carried on. Why was (loveiniiient sleeping all that time 
or Mas (jovcrnmeiit winking at what was hapiHming Whv did 
(iovcTiimeiit a< t as if stin ken h\ a fniiiic, and sin prise |M*opIe hv their 
lumpy iKTformanccs!' It was, to say the least, (*f il, exceedingly 
inferior statesmanship, if it was statesinunshi|» at all. We all eain- 
esily trust that saner counsels will prevail and Government will be 
more mindful of its work, more foresighti'd in a looting its Measures 
and more symiwithetic m its lu tivities. 

JATINORA NATH BA8U* tiur thunks are hie U) the Hon’ble 
t^'inunce Memlver for apjilying the prmnng-knife to exjienditure in 
most of the defwirtments. With our ndministrativ,* inuchincrv. tis it 
stands, it is probably difficult to apply Uie pruning-knife too close 
without danger to the elliciency of the ndminislratiou. 

The cry for economy is now lieing heard all over the woild. Almost 
all countries are try ing to cut down their expenditure. As has already 
be#?n jminted out, the (fe<ldes ('ommittei* have made certain sweeping 
recommendation^ a great nrtiny of w*** are likely to l»e accepted by 
the Cabinet. We have rei-ently seen from Uie telegrams that New 
/iealand is thinking of reducing the scale of salary of her servicet. 

What we reejuire in India is a careful investigation as to the mac* 
binery that is required to rrarry on the administration and to 
work for the progvwae of the peofde. It has U> he found as to what 
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lA the moHt ecoii()iiiic4i], at the same time the most efficient machinery. 
Up to the preaent the public are not aware of any gyatemaiic inquiry 
having been made as to how the administrative machinery tnay be 
made simpler and legs exiarngive. I would urge upon the Government 
the degirubility of commencing inquiries so that in due time a scheme 
may l>e,e\olverl lor an {idini:»i‘'lrative macliinerv suited to t)ie financial 
c'uituhililies of the country. Sinlden and Kweej)ing changes are likely 
to injuriously affect the work of administration, hut there is no reason 
why there should not he an inquiry into the work that has to be done 
and the machinery that is re(|uned to coj)e with the work in the light 
of recent devehqmients. 

With easier and closer ineans of communication and with a bettei 
manned district staff, it does not a]q)«‘ar to he necessary, that there 
should lie u numerous suisuvising ami contndhug staff in the shajie 
of Divisional Officers or InsjH*< (ois-{Jenenil or Directors at headquarters. 
In England, the Home Sec n* tar v looks after the entire Police adminis- 
tiution lesidcM lerloriiiing various otlnu' lum tions. Then* is no 
reason why one of the S<M relain‘s of the ls>j al Government should not 
jierforiii like functions instead of ha\ing under him InsjM'ctors-tienerul 
and Depuls InsiH't tois-Gem*iul ami vaiioiiN other sujsu vising offiiers. 

As n‘gardH the Depuitment of Uesenue, we have now the Hevenue 
Mcinl'er in udilitlion tt* Uie Hoard (»f Heseiiiie and tiu* m*veral Jhvi- 
sional (!ommissi<»neis The him tions now js*iionm*d hy the Coiiimis- 
sioners may very well be divided up Imtwi^en oilier otheers and a saving 
effected by abolishing the Divisional ('ommiHsioner.s and their estuh 
lishmeiiis. 

With refereine to the Kegistration ami Excise lh*)nirlment* 4 , ii 
apjiears U> Is* hardly necessary that then* should lie a spjmrute (’ommis* 
iuiner and a sejwrute Ins|SM'tor-(ieiierul. If the Minister in charge 
finds it ne(M*sHary U> have a highly-jMiid oHic'cr at headejuarters instead 
of having j>ersonal assistants «»onnerted with each deiiartment, then the 
duties of the Iiisis'i t^ir-Geneial of Uegistrutum and the ('ommitwione! 
of Excise may >cry well W combined, or the Din^ctor of lauid Records 
may very well he entrusUHi with the work of civordinating and con- 
trolling the Hegistrutioii estahlishuients in the country. 

We all know that with the devehipment of the Local Self-Govern- 
ment institutions, the work of the district officers has considerably 
declea^e^l, It hs now haidl* netesMiiy that (lien* slioultl U* a highly- 
paid officer for each di.strict. Many of the subdi visional offioem may 
Kivfely Ih* d(Uu uwa\ witli. while twt» or tlim* smaller ^ii^t nets may be 
groujied together under one district officer. 

With n*(ereme to the remarks of the Hun’ble Member in charge 
of the Finance I)ei>artment that nearly all the standing committeca 
have recommendetl increase instead of decrease of expenditure, 1 desire 
to point out, as has already been pointed out by Babu Indu 
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Bhitfflian Dutta, that the estimates are plartni in the hands of the 
stait^ing committees only a very short time Wfure the final pn^paraUtm 
of the Budget and the figures and information phioed Udore them 
are so meagre that it is not jmssihle for them to deal usefully with the 
materials placed lH‘f«»re them within the time at their command. 

Departmental rejMirts with niemoranda showing the cost of estah- 
linliment and of the work of the w'veral de|>artiiients and (^)iitaiiiing 
suggestions a.« to a!i> alleiatn)n in tic tiguic'. alnl in tin* schemes of 
work that are intended to lie made should 1 h* jduced Indort* the stand- 
ing committees in order that th<*y may offer uwdul advu’t* to the 
Meniliers or Mini.steis in charge. Otherwise. the> are meirly calliHl for 
discu.HsioiiS whic h cuiiuot U* of use either to the commitU*es or U> 
the (iovemmeiit.

advisability of constantly pressing uihui the (loxernment of India the 
iinportanc'e of (‘oiniiicuK mg wcuk on the* vaiious sanc tioned railway 

projects in this piovincc in oidei that tlie ian>mg out of those works 

mav not 1 m* delaved So far as tab utta is coneeineil, the bridge over 
the llooghly is another <|ueslioii which should be* solvcnl as eall\ as 
jHcssible. Then* is anoilic-r suggestion whic h 1 should nlso like to 
make, iuuiu‘!\ . the* heec*ssii , cef proxiding scum* hits m tin* High (’ouil. 
If any one has oceusioii to go and see Mr. l)u\al, there is every chanc'c 

of his hc‘ait tailing iM'fcue he reaches his rcMun. 


I (let not think I need say anything more. 

Babu JOCENDRA NATH ROY: I am sorry I cannot congratulate 
the Ilon’hle the Finance Meiiilw*! on the Budget which he has presented 
to this ('ouin il And no one is more consc ious of this than the Hon'hle 
Member himself. In his sjH*ec h in intioducing the Budget he contesHi»d 
that it wu.s a }>erforimrtice of which no one could he prcuid. He has 
admitted that in the Budget no provision has Iceeri made tc» imprccve the 
condition of living in the province Only tlie ban* necessities of admi- 
nistration have been met. This o|)en avowal of failure to provide for the 
urgent needs of the provinc e disarms to some extent crilirism. 

And, if after the avowal, I i»roc<H*d to make a few olMervaiions, it 
if* be<‘ause we hold that suffic ient retrenchment has not been made in the 
administratic»n. We are sorry the ItejKirt of the Finance ('ommittee 
\» not made known to the ineml>ers who have appointed the (^iminittee. 
We ar<^ sorry that no serious and systematic endeavour has l>een made 
to out our coat according to our cloth. We all know what strenuoue 
attempts are being made* in Great Britain to reduce the c^ist of adminia- 
tration. In this matter we should follow the example of Great Britain. 
That reduction is p<j»sible has been proved By the fact that in the current 
year it has been found poastble to make a reduction of Ra. 68 lakhs. 
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For IhiH relief, luuch tLankn. But it will bring but little relief to 
Bengal where three new taxation Bills have been placed on the CopncU 
to defray the ordinary coat of administration. 

Had the Government convinced this Council that every attempt had 
been made to reduce the coat of adminiHtration it w'ould have been 
possible, for us to give our 8Up|>ort to the n»ethods adopted by the 
Government; at present we can only give the Government our sympathy. 
But the jieoplc of Bengal destove more sympathy. Not a pice has been 
provided for the nation-building dejiartments. - Every pice available 
has been eaten up to defray the tost of ordinary administration. This 
is a serious situation uml demands a bold policy of retrenchment which 
] recommend this C/Ouncil to adopt. 

1 regret there is practically no provision for any constructive work. 
And even sanitation and education have been sadly neglected. While 
a sum of Its. 1,89,87,0011 bus been given t(» tht INdicc, l*ublic Health 
has Iweii dismissed with Us. ir»,57,0(Kh Grunts for Education have been 
inadeciuate. In this connection, I would like to put in a w'ord for the 
mmh-ubused Dacca rniversity with whiclk I have some connection. 
Our friends on the side (»f the Budma seem U) resent the arrangement 
by which the* l)ac(a University has got moic than the ('uh utta Univer- 
sity Sir, us one who has been tnuned undei tiu* segis i)f the (^uleutta 
University, I should lx- the last f>erson to .say that ade(|uate funds should 
not he available for the (’ab iitta Univeisity to carry aw its useful work. 
But we should fml forget that the l)ut‘<a Universily hud to its <Tedit a 
sum of over Us. bO,tK),()<Kl out of which only a nuslerate sum has up to 
now been spent. 1 hope suffic ient funds should not be grudged to the 
Daecu University to complete the work »o promisingly begun. We had 
only one University in UalcutUi insuffic ient for the edurational needs of 
the province. Tlie more Universities we ged, the more facilities will we 
have for the spread of education. 

Some reference bus been yiade U) the political situation in the 
province. We all regret the political unrest through which we are now 
passing. And we are all ready to help Government in maintaining law 
and order. But all the same, we resent any encroachment on the ele- 
mentary rights of the people of speech and association. One of my 
colleagues has advocated projuiganda work to counteract the influence of 
non-co-operation. But what would he do to counteract the feeling 
that pcdice Vwfnm and civil-guard high-handedness produce in the 
people f* Tlie Wst propaganda work would Ik? to ameliorate the condi- 
tion of the masses, educate the iiiasvses, improve their sanitary condition, 
help them to improve their material condition, and discontent will dis- 
appear and there will l»e no more talk of ill-treatment in temporary jails 
which has cast a slur on the fair fame of our friend in charge of the 
department. And what are the Moderates, pledged as they are to see 
that the Reforms succeed, doing in the matter? them come forward 
and make sacriflees in the cause of the country. 
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In jails and hospitals, Indians and Europeans should reosivs equal 

tre^ment, and steps should be taken to popularise and improre the indi- 
venous system of medioino which are less expensive and in which the 
masses have more faith. 

I hope I do not appeal in vain to the Ron’hle the Minister of Ajrri- 
culture when 1 ask him to encourage the cultivation of cotton in pi»rts 
of Bengul where cotton cun .he prown to the profit cd the cnltivatf»rs. 
They are already overburdened. With daily dwindlinjr yield on their 
lands, they have to meet the rising: r(»st of living? and the new taxes on 
Stamps and Court-fees will tell heavily on them. Means should there- 
fore he found to imprt>ve their condition f^iltivation of jetton will 
not only pive him a new jTop hut will also reli<‘ve the pco[»h* of their 
hoj>eless dependence on foreign countries for the supply of cloth. Steps 
should he taken to establish small imiustries with rh>vernment help 
and advice so as to solv^* the poverty problem of the prtjviiu'e. 

Special arran^^ement should he majle t<» ^ive the JMiltivatin^f classes 
and th(‘ depressed classes the benefit of free primurs educiition They 
deserve special attention from the (Mivernincnt and from the Council, 
and T hope the Minister in char^^e of the nut ion-hnildinjr departments 
will justify their existence, their expensive existence by payiujf s|M‘cial 
attention to llieir needs Tf they c.annot do so, jf the\ cannot slmw any 
rec<)rd of f»r<»irrcs>. nh\ should the province h«* saddled with them? 
And 1 l»o|>e. like the Minister in cliarp* of the T/ocal Self-dovernmeiit 
in Bihar, our Ministers will <anne forwanl ami say that they too would 
like to serve the country as honorary (ifficers firnlinj^ this a rich rewanl 
in the apjirohation of their conscience and the >?n»titnde of their 
countrymen

confes.s that T had this.fcelinjr ver\ keen in me last year hut T do not 
share that feeling at all mjw and that for tw(» very mpent reasons 
The first is. then' is m» n»om for disappointment when thiTe is no h<»jie 
broken (o make the heart sick T am in this hafipy position that since 
the first Biidpet of the Beforms. I have been able to husakc completely 
all hi»]H»s of justice from a hureaiuTacy steefsnl in prejudice apninst our 
national interests and aspirations and inflalml with the sense f>f their 
superior claim t4) all the hjessinps from a prindinp taxation. 

I am horn unto these conditions and why shonlil I allow my heart to 
he filled with hopes liecause a prandilmpient name of “ Reformed Gov- 
ernment ** or " Popular control has been piven the old and deep- 
rooted hiireaucnitir administration established over a century apo? 

The old autocratic jHilicy of the Government, “ (*hildren of the soil 
last and the least,” i.s still there in all its vigour or with even greater 
vigour, in spite of the Reforms, We hnx’e been persisiently left out in 
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the outer darkne«8 an of old. Because a false cry of Reform has been 
raised and the shadow of a (jontrol over the purse has been projected on 
our mental screen, is that any reason why 1 should take seriously that 
there has been any change or desire for any change in our status of a 
subject race? Where, then, is the room for disappointment? 

Another reason why 1 have n(» disappointment is that, as the result 
of one year’s exjierienre, I have found out that I and my brother Indian 
ele< ted members have Iweii called up<»n to work here according to the 
teachings of iho Bhugabat Gita: ” Karmanney Iia(Unkera$they ma 
fairsu kaduckana ”(thy business is the deed alone and never what 
return it yields). Wc are here to work but not to lo(>k to any result. 
We are here to puss resolutions but not to exf>ect any heed being paid 
them. We are here to struggle for justice but not to fret on defeat. 
These are the unwritten conditii)ns of our services here. Why shoub' 
we then fret on our demands being rejected contempt mnisly or our claims 
being thwarted systemut ically or even otir jirayers being brushed aside 
w’ith arrogance? To cite a im»st galling instance, I refer to my reso- 
luti<»n K<’cepted by the ('ouncil three months ago by which we asketl foi 
40 per <ent. of the total reveimes for the transferred depai t!tient>. Not 
only has not this been acceded t(> biit the existing basis of allocation to 
those departments have been altered to our further prejudice. Here 
is another instance of piogressive realisation of jMJpular gtivernmenf 
indeed. In <loing this Council work, therefoi(\ let us not misleml our- 
selves into any hope for the better, ami if we stick t(> that levson of 
Srikrishna to Arjun then no disappointment will la* there to complain 
of. From this ex|H*rience gaine<i. I w’ould scmner welcome a fully 
autiH'ratic Government than a .so-called Hefiirmed and lh»{)ular Go\ern- 
rnent in the shaj»e of a hopeless dyarchy attended by a tremendously 
(MMstly form of administration and an additional source (»f irritation 
brmighi intt> the bargain. 

I am sorry, Sir, that nols)dy has congratulated the Hon'ble Finance 
Member on his success in tnling over the financial ditliculties by fresh 
taxation. I congratulate him becniuse he is the Finance Memln^r of a 
country tlu' Fegislatue (Nuim il of whicU readily assent ta fresh tax- 
ation one after another for meeting ii deficit brought about by u top- 
heavy atlministrutimi absoluteh unsuited to the financial and other con- 
ilitions of a country like ours without first having seriously insisted on 
retrenchmeirtf^ to make two ends meet. 

It has been said that again there will be a defii it next \ear. I have 
no doubt «if it. But what tif that? There will again W the dying horse 
availabb' for Wing flogged and some more bbsMl— jierhaps the very last 
drop ill the shape of death duties “ will again W available. 

If language is the means of concealing the thought of men, the 
Budget is the means of concealing the ptdiry of a Government and it is 
almost imptissilde to detort it completely within a week by a man of 
my mental capacity. 
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I, however, do not desire to make a lengthy on the figures of 

the Budget as I did last year, for the simple reason that 1 have since 
found out that to W perfectly u.Heless. Then again this is not a complete 
Budget. All that I desire to do now is to point out that neither the 
Hon’ble Member nor the Iloirble Ministers have suggested any sub- 
stantial retrenchment in the cost of udininistrut ion. Not a word about 
amalgamation of oflici's to reduce the cost in order to make funds avail- 
able for better use. Absolute aastes have also not lu'en prevented. 
Take, foi instance, the Imlu^tries iVpurtmcnt. Out of Us 1(1 lakhs for 
the whole of the deimrtment junt about Ks. d lakhs go t4> the i*stabhsh- 
ment of the Direiior of Industries which contain 11 ofticcrs with a juiv of 
Hs. Sll.tlOt) and one Superintendent and JM ilcik'* costing Hs. 
house lent in (’alciittu costing Us. 4S.0()0. 'I’liis Department was en- 
tiusted with the work of organising the Cahufta Hcsoaiclj Tannery at a 
sanctioncil cost of Us l.JU.IKin. 'Fhcsi* (»th« oi s muiM not mat an* ihcshcino 
and so the money could not be utilised. I'he onl\ scheme how’-ever that 
these oflicers could develop was to incr«*ase the cost of dins t ion of indus. 
tries, i.c., theif own salaries from Rs. d to Rs. SS laklis. bet us 
next tak(‘ tlic I'lsheiies Depaitincnt I'his Depaitimoit. as 1 said bebu’e, 
exists neither f(»r the fishes nor f<»r the fish-eaters. It is perfi'ctly use- 
less ami its Mist of dnectioii is going t«i lie eiiham ed b\ the appointment 
of an Additional Director fioiii Kngland. et<’ , from Us. •iri.lHK) tii 
Us S2.(KMK 


Take again the .Vgricultural Depart imuit . In spite of the full com- 
plement of ofticers. the Department have saved about Us StJ.tHK) for fail- 
ing to utilise the giant for the distnbulion of seeds Wliat a s|M*ndid 
Work done li\ a full complement of officeis! All these vainpircH should 
be .swept away. 

(’oming to the D(*partment of Public Health with a full complement 
of officers I'osting over Us H lakhs this Department also could not 
utilise an amount f»f Ifs^ 1 dft lakhs as sedtemes have not matured. 
By the time these schemes mature, this d\ing uue shall almost lie ex- 
tini't. For the next vear. th e estaldish merit fliargi's ff»r this de}Kirtment 
have gone uj> higher, hut th»* grants fttr real pu])lic health jiurfioMi*?* have 
been reduced from Us. ti Id to Us lakhs 

Then again the grant against malaria and other epidemi* s has fieen 
reduced from Us 1 TiP to Rs. 1 tiiousand. It is a great Hutisfai tion 
to know that Bengal, during its first year of Reforms, has aiifomiit irally 
iinpruvml in health. The Iloti’ble Minister has however spent 
Rs. 24. OOP more this year than the Budget esfimafe for rlisiribiition of 
quinine, but wa* must remernlH*r that selling quinine to a rlying race, 
the Government has made a profit of Rs. 1 ;G8 lakhs in PHH-IU. Rh. A dfl 
lakhs in 1919-20 and Rs. 7 *02 lakhs in 1920-21, The rates of profit 
being 7J. *i0, and 210 \h*t cent, respectively. The last is enough tc> niake 
the mouth of a Clive Street profiteer or a BurraW.ar land grabber water 
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prohiaely. All thiA at the coat of a dying race ior which the Hon’ble 
Minister has ahown ao much aymplrthy^ ^ . 

Next, Sir, I take up education. In thia alao there has been a earing 
of about a lakh through inaction. The help to prirate colleges has not 
been fully utilised nor so the grant for primary education in spite of the 
full complement of officers. Coming to the TTniversities, we find Dacca 
has been granted Rs. 9 lakhs, but Calcutta left to shiver in the cold in 
spite of the cordial relation subsisting between Government and the 
TTniversity, We do desire that the Calcutta Fniversitv should be helped 
to tide over her <liffieulty provided she. like a good old mother, respects 
the wishes of her grown-up ehildren. So far as the Calcutta Science 
College is concerned, it has l>ecn very cnielly treated. This institution, 
founded on the charity of Rengars ^rreatest sons and now under the ins- 
piring guidance of Bengal’s world-know^n Chemist working with all his 
selflessness, should he given a suitable grant to prevent a catastrophe 
which will he nothing less than a national calamity. In the matter of 
primary education, T must e<»nfesH that even the biggest municipal organi 
nation in the land. the f^alcutta Corporation, is not quite alive to its 
sense of duty. My friend Rai Dr. Hnridhan Duff Bahadur who is an 
ardent worker in this cmise in that C’orpomtion will hear me out that 
W(' have lost cf>nsi<lerahle amount of tinje in the preliminary work of 
removing prejudice against it from the ancient minds there. 

T/Ooking to laiw atul Justice, we find that the TTon’hle High Court 
is continually adding to the list of its Judges, Before the partition (with 
Bihar and Orissa in its fobO, there were, in 1911, 15 Judges including 
the Chief Justici*. After the separation of the High Court, there was 
no reduction as was expected and in 1910 there was the same number, 
instead of there being at least only two-thirds of it, but in 1922. there are 
17 Judges including the Chief Justi» e With half the area and less than 
half the numhrr of cases. Judges are Iwong added every day. Tnie it is 
that we cannot (ontrol this demand, but we can certainly point out that 
for a piM)r country where there is such a terrible deficit, the of 

working only Ifif) <lavs out of .W) in the year should he discontinued 
and fn this way the establishment reduced, fwrticularly when Justice is 
going to lie ta.xed more heavily. 

Then again the huge waste of money in Crowm pnisecutions, and 
Government suits at a heavy cost, in cases necesaary or manufactured. 
But 1 must ndt go further lest I may he within the Imrders of '* the 

But, Sir. alas ! all this is a mere cry in the wilderness and we must 
leave it to Nemesis to take her course.

ot^ rAourees. a U»I>“heary administration with )l« staff of dimin> 
U%iig magnitud^^lesaening, but never vanishing, and a nutnW of 
departments, manned by ' effirient officem clamouring 
lor work, a replica, ahall we nay, of a aiater inatitQtion in tbi* rery city 
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with workers icady for work but none to work for. ^ No attempt has been

merely to pri'serM* law and order hut t4» fictter tlie ( ondition of the people, 
if only to sliow’ sMiipathy with a petiple that it has no sympathy with, let 
the Goveinment spontaneously ap|M»int such a committee and win l»ack 
a certain dejfre<* <d fair name and <‘onfidcn<e which, by its present jxdic\, 
it has hirfeited f\)i'. 1 alnmst said, all time toioiiie. Fon iist it not in our 
teeth that retrenchments lannot he effected. Urednlotis though wi* are, 
and we know that the (iovernment has UHfMTtuned it as well us Hie spr* 
mgs of our credulity, we feel thakthey can lie, and the Bombay Legisla- 
tive Council, to w iioin all honour and glor>', feel tlint they can be aod 
must be, and that (In* reforms have come in not to isTjH’tuate a systum 
born in ^'Xpmisneuess, but to n'forni it in accordance with the conditions 
of the country, And if the (iovernment pays no heed to (he feeling, and 
IwMiig hard-headed as it is hard-heiirted, wants intimate facts and figures 
Hiul sfill mi»re lacts and figur«‘s, and not innuendoes and insinuations from 
a private memfief, as it has always askesl, with a constancy worthy of a 
plausible argument, I say that if I. knew, or we knew, more of the inner

But yet this cannot preclude the fiovernirienl 
from making some sort a grant to the pnivincial organisation here 
which may Is* utilised for the training of scout-masters, and for tin 
general .’»ncouiageraent of scouting in Bengal. From education as it 
should lx* to the rniversity does not strain the imagination. The 
Calcutta Fniversity is suffering under a deficit ; but the deficit in 
such as has l)een brought on hv its own fK>li<'> , the fKilicy that we find 
embodied here and if we are diasatisfied with the condition of this adminit' 
tration, we cannot rest content with the other, 1 only wish that the 
committee asked for by this Council had Wn able to meet and submit 
its’lftiport and then we would nof have Isx'n in a better |»osition to recon- 
sider our views And lastly.

Birtiu BHI8HMA0EV DAB: The Budget presented is more dis- 
upiMiintinjff than that of the (urieijt year. The hu^fe deficit is souj^lit 
to la* met b> taxation. It is j»ainf\il to hear that it prmddes nothing 
more than the bare needs of admijiistration and makes no provision for 
any new schenu's. Administration has been made so ex|i<*nsive that 
there is no rhaioe ol im|»rovement uifless retrenchment effected to 
a very considerable extent. 1*he people pay the taxes Init cannot get 
the corresponding berudits. The agi i<ulturists are ,stee|H*d in ignor- 
ance. The cesses and taxes realised from them are sjsMit on impiove- 
ments in enlighteneil localities. They die of cholera, malaria ami 
infiiienza witlnmt medi< a! tn*atment. No tank or well is ('Xcavateil t r 
provide them with goo<l drinking water. Pargana Telihati in Faiid- 
pnr and it.«i neigh bou|’ho(Ml are inhabited mostly bv agriculturists. 
Although they are pavifig the cesses and taxes for generations, almost 
nothing has l»een s|H'nt for them eithei in c(Uisirm ting any road or ex- 
cavating a lank or kind. A considerable atva bv the side of Tetulia 
Kind remains iindei wat4*r for the lust \'2 or Id vears owing to iiisuHi- 
eient drainage, though formerl\ it would dry and become cnltuiable. 
Tills has bei'U brought to the notice of the (lovernrmmt many tiim*s, 
ami 1 understand that the lo< al |H‘o])le submitted a petition to the t’ol- 
l«ctor, FHri<lpur. under the Agriculture and Sanitary Iniprovemeiits Acts, 
but nothing aj»|H*ars t«> haxe b<‘en done as yet The district b »ar<t 
having realised the necessity of excavating the Tetulia-.Sripnr Khal and 
after making survey and estimates, excavated a small ]x>rtion near 
Sripur but did not proceed furthei for reasons l^*st known to the Board. 
I invite the sernms attention of (lovernment to make this urgent im- 
provement The cost might be lecoveml umler the A< I from the land- 
lords and. if necessary, some portion from the tenants. 

It is to Im* H'grettivl that the Budget makes no adeipiate provision for 
the spread of edneation amongst the backward or depressed class*»s. 
As in the ra.se of Muhammadan and European ediiration there should 
he some H|>eciiil bflicers to look after their eduontion and provision should 
Ik* nuidi* for more hostels, seholarshijk*. and frt»e-student ships for them. 
The Hon’ble Minister in charge of Mwlical Department has isstinl a 
to the effect that students of these classes may get adraia- 
sioo into the Medical College and schools, but he d<k»s not realise the necea- 
sity of providing s|>ecial facilities for their admissifni. Spefdal provi- 
aion slumld l>e made for their admission into Medical, Engineering, 
Training, Commercial, Agriculture, .Unitary ^ Veterinary and aft other 
•i'hools and colleges and railway woHiahopa.

I shall la* told in reply that some piovisum Has Is'en made 
in the Ijudgi*! for sanitation and education; I shall lie told that the 
spirit is there hut no more can Ik* done for want of funds; and I shall 
1h* told that the necessary arrnng<‘ments aie going to he madi* uln*n the 
('ouncil will pass tin* taxation Hills (of course ]>ermancntlv^ all the ills 
that the country is ” heir to” will he leinedied. We‘ll ami goml ' I 
fimi a sum of MO.ttfKI h»nlg4‘te<l for easing the heml at tlaz. khal, to 
make tlie entrance to the khal <*asiet of iiegol lat nui h\ inland steaineis, 
this sum of money is not neediMl f u an absolute nere'.sii\ of tiad»*, hul 
for making the passagi* of trade simM/thi'i. 1 (all thi> ^oi I of e\j)eiidi- 
ture 4i eoinmeK i.il lu\ui\ , finam lal stMng4*n(‘\ is not enough r(M«»in in 
this case! Neither is it pleailed that works of this chaiai tt‘r should he 
financ4*d through loans. wh> Because of the old spirit of budget- 
making It is the spirit inheritt'd from the jiast eomp,in\ t fo \ (*1 iiment 
ot providing facilities foi picxliing on British tiadi* at tin* ( o^t of tax- 
pavers. 1 will call It the “ ^ade ” spirit. Kven if tliis work is an 
uhsidute uetessity, wh\ do the compann*s toneerned not do it at tlieii 
own cost? \Vli\ is public moue> budgeted for their benefit? While 
the IsMid of (laxi khal is h(*ing easi'd at puhlii' t*xj)ense for the carriage 
of Manclieslet cloth, lavmjWMd Halt and all of their kind to the hunars 
and hamlets of rural Bengal, the pissuge to eU*rnity of thousaiA of the 
dwellers nlsMit (lazi khal is l)eing .smothered hv malaria with all its 
incidence. '^Vhen the (piestion of saving these human beings riees. We 
are referi*^! lo loans for remedy and whenever it is a ipiestion of 
iBats. puhlic rt»venue is at s**rvice. 

The provision of lls. 7,97,000 in lonnection with the Madaripur Bil 
route is of the same eharaetei . Four lakhs of rujavs was s|K*nt on this 
work Inst year and Us. 7,97dH)0 is again askeil for this year. Some of 
the irrigation works which were expe('te<l to be productive by the jmst 
administrator of this Province tog«»ther with some others that are in 
contemplation will keep our revenue well employed for manv years to 
come. It will be said that if this dredging is not* done now, the money 
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that ban been spent on these works will W lost, ft is high time for (he* 
m^l^bers of this ('ouncil to (‘onsitler the matter seriously before (Hissing 
the demand for grants, at least general revenues .should not l>e s[>ent 
after it. Whenever it \s a question of sanitation or allieil things, we 
are asked to look to loans for our salvation. I'heii why on earth should 
we spend our revenue on providing trade faeililiesV If the want of a 
genuine trade facility felt, it >hould piove a jmying pro{H).4it,i<u} ; 
otherwise it iv not a genuine want, and if it is a jiaying woik it should 
be financed by loan money. 

A huge sum is demanded foi the I'ost of ilnvlgeis for the (Irand 
Trunk Canal. This i>. the thin eml of tlie wedge. When the drinlgers 
will ap|K'ar. more mone\ will Im» needed to provnle work for thiMii. If 
more money is not then proNided. the argument will agmn In* that the 
mnne) sjifoit on lliem will he lost I .slumld warn tin* Council against 
the attempt of some of the departments of frovernment .to intnxluee 
this thin end of tin* wedge and after that go on arguing in a vicious 
('ircle; as long as this norl of argument \t» not stopjx'd, pimlttetive Bil 
route and jungle routes will multiplx in ]»iofuHe number. It should le 
made* (juite clear to the executne, that if revenue is not availahh* for 
nation-huildmg, the nation will se<* that no revenue is provide<l for 
facilities for foreign trade 

I now come to something whnh is fiaught with the most datigeious 
jiossihilit ies for the futuro the jnoMsnm foi the (trarnl 'rrunk Canal, 
for hanitatioii, foi tin* diainage of soils the Watei-h>gged condition of 
which is preventing the couiitrx from raising adequate food cropa, for 
primary (‘dination and foi all natioiohuilding actnities i> i < hei kiiig 
the incidence of malaria whnli is dail\ leading the counti\ to inin and 
df*soiut ion. We ha\e Immmi tohl not to look to revt'inn* hut to loans. 
Now here is a rival to nut lon-hiiilding or to 1m* more eorrect, nation- 
preserving activities. We shonhl <leail\ de< ide alrout wliat wr shmihl 
prefer — pnvservation of the ruM* of H<*ngalis oi the tirand d runk Canal. 

If we require ImiIIi of fliese, that is to sa\ , <*iadication of malaria and 
the Grand Trunk Canal, we must de» ide which of these we like first. 
The rapacity of the coiintr\ to laisi* loans \h not unlimited. The era*di- 
r^tion^of malaria, the <lrainage of water-logged soils, the resuscitation 
of dead rivers will retpiire some nion«*v. ft will require every MijM*«* 
that ran be raised bv hmn, and more wank *an he done as Wd II ns half 
done. If the work of sanitation of Bengal is to be done in 
right earnest, for it will not do to have it half^ 
require every spare rujiee and everv ounce of energy of the coiiiitrv. 
The rountrv should never nlh»w half measuies fu* make relief Attempts 
at sanitation to save the fare of (bis d»r (hat (lersonage. If the fioliry 
of the framers of future budgets be surh, no one will take the respon 
Aibility to make the Reforms a stirce.ss. in Bengal at least. 

T should be failing in my dutv if T ^fo not say that the Grand Trunk 
Canal is a good (irojert. It will farihtate trade, relieve fhe congeatinn

success will not U* worth takinjf. The country is on the verjfe of col- 
lu{Me for want of sanitation, for want of adequate medical needs. The 
drainafre of |t'at«*r-lojf^red soil« will add 21) p<*r cent, to the crops which 
shouhl jfo lowatdn general prosjauity of the masses. These are the 
thinjrs w’hicli slnmld he tuk<‘n up and completed first. The Grand Trunk 
(’anal should awiit the introdmtinn, and the driving? home of the thin 
end of the we<l^re should la* made im|M)ssi}de. The trade buildinjj; sj)irit 
in the framing of the budgets should jriv#‘ pho-e te the spirit of nation- 
htiildin^. If flu* spirit of the administiation to make the province the 
diimpiiitr-^^rouFid for ffinu^ni mearchandi^e and a paradist* for forei^rn 
merchants, let it huild not fuie hut HH) (tiand Trunk I’anals. Hut if it 
is to Is* otherwise, if the vone of the tux-p:»\er is to he heard, if evid- 
di’uces of Kuhstantial measuiCH of self-j;overnment are to 1 h* displayed, 
if a chaujirc of spirit in the fiamniL'^ of the ]iudp*t is to he made maiii- 
fi’st, let all works in eonnection with such s( hemes )h‘ 1 K>st|>oned. 

It W’ill Is* said Who pa\s the revenue y” Do not thi* nu'iidiants 
pa> a hi^ share of (he revenue ami should nolhin^’^ he done for them? 
Who made the province of Henpil what it has Imm-ohh*? N it not the 
nn'rchnnts and nothiriff should he drine hir tluun 

In repl\ I would a-k “ Who nnule these men haiits ?’* Is it not 
the people (»f the countrv ? Is it not the horny-handed sons of toil. 
lalMuirinjr in tluMi' millions tui tin* soil of the (‘ountrv to ]>iodma‘ wealth 
for all? Should thes not havi* the fir.st claim on this wealth of the 
country: lx* it revenue or he ikloan? Hecause mendinnts pay income- 
tax, customs dut\, and all sindi < harj^es it is loit j‘orre<’t economic 
Sf’ience to conceive (hat the imidenee of smdi taxes falls ultimately on 
them. It is the toilmj: millions win* ultimately {m\ for all thesi* taxes 
nnd many mon*. with tin* sweat of their hrow. I would remind the 
merchants that om* HenjsMli |x‘asant dviiijr from malaria, Manchester 
is one customer the les.s. 

The Hon'Me tin* Kiimnce Memlx*r has said. “ our ho[H*s that we 
will receive auptsut from the tiwrnhers of the standing committees in 
till* matter of retremhment have not Ihh'u fulfilh*d. The proc«‘e<iings 
of the stundinK committees show that they went through the budget 
carefully and thoroughly, and the fact that the> have not Ikh'ii aide to 
siiggt*«t any further rt'treiichiniMit sup{)orts our (contention that it is 
not jxmsihle to go fiuther in the way of cutting down the demands of 
various departments for the money they r<»quire to carry out the bare 
esm'tttials of their administrative reM|>otisibilitieii. *’ 
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I 8a^v in reply to this statement (hat it nil on the spirit in 

wbieh ildministrative responsibilities are uiulerstcHNl whether r<‘treneh- 
m#Kt can be made or not; and in what dim-tion. If (he tnule spirit is

Mr, Kerr has fianki\ ailnii((<Ml (hat (he Ibidget whi< li he has presented 
is not a prodmtion of uhuh an\one can feel proud. He has eonfessed 
that the Huilget will give no satisf,u'tion and it is oj>en to eritieism on 
the ground that it sliow ed la< k of miaginatiim and no signs of any eon- 
stnirtive progrannne on the f»ait of Ministois. In ho t th«* Ifon'hle 
Mr. Keir has plninlv st.ited that the Ilinlget di>es not profess (o do more 
than provide for the bale needs of ilie aeinumst rat ion and that it will 
not show any indications of a broad and giuierous programme for the 
improvement of (he conditions of life in tiiis Rresidenev. In tin* f.u'e 
of this st raight foi w ard ^nd frank admisHifiii it is useleHs and mere waste 
of time to offer ( iuurnents (hut the Hiidget is not sntisfaetory The 
Hon’ble Mr, Kerr has eonfesseil judgment and it reipiires no argunuuit 
and reasoning to show this fart. 

Tt seems to me that it is impossible to cut dow n exjienditure and effect 
any e<-onon»y if w-e folb»w the lieateri track. To my mind, in order to 
effect economy and refrencbmerit we must Tevohitionise the whole system 
of administration and we must cut <biwn the salar>’ of all the officers 
who Iielong to the imperial, pr«»vincial and siibf>nlinate services. We 
must alwilish some unnecessary and sin«*<uire posts and consolidate some 
others. Unless this is done it is useless (o talk over increased exfiendi- 
ture. Unless this is done the Reforms will prove a curse instead of 
blessing. It will bring dis<“ofifent and dailv increasing burden w'itbrnit 
commensurate >M»ne6t. If this Uotinril is really bent upon retrenchment 
and economy it behoves the Council and the Government t4i appoint a 
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* cotnuiittee in order tlj reduce the salary and posts and sui^gestiug other 
jneasur^ by which the administration may be carried on more cheaply 
ari<f Tslliciently. Unless this is done and economy effect.*d, in^ my 
mind, it is useless to offer ctomments on minor details. The Government 
is bound ^yCMurry on administration as it is and it has no other alter- 
native hilt lb do so in the !m»nnei that it is doin^. Under these circum- 
stan^s, I refraki irom inakinj( any comment on minor details and only 
hrrprrthnildht which may be left after meetinjr the ordinary expen- 

ses may he devrited to the improvement of water-supply, agriculture and 
education. Hy improvement of agriculture, education and sanitation, 
do not mean apiK»intment of moie sanitary, ajrricultural, supervising 
and educational officers hut h\ providin^f more wi*lls, re-ex( avatinjr tanks, 
removal of iriHanitary surroundin^*s and e'^tahiishin^;^ more schools and* 
providing facilities f«u hettei im^mtion and supply of >r(K»d seeds ami 
manure. I urn s<uiy to note that whenever the (iovernment talk of any 
improvement they simidy appoint ofhcei* hut the real tliinjjr tliey do not 
do as if improvement is effected siiiipl) h\ maintaining^ a department 
and certain nuiiihei of oftireis As an exum|de I ma\ cite the appt>int- 
ments of Depot \ Directors dt .\^rt icultui*’. Supcrin!(*mlcnt ot .V^ricul- 
ture, Direct(*i of l''ishenes and Industnes. The cuise of the present 
administration is iliat it Ini'. r»-ot too many suj»ei visjn/x officers whilr* 
there is a ^neat deaith of ofliiers who reallv (any on tin* work. There 
are some depat linents which are al)s(dutel\ useh's-s and do no jiraclical 
or ^00(1 work l>c\oml wrrtrri^^ reports. I would at om •• abolish these 
departments and nurner-ous superror officials such as ( 'omnnssjouers, 
Depot s I rispcctor -( letieral of INdri e. Depots Super rnlcndeot of !h>Ii( e, 
Assi.stant Ke^^'^isf rars. Depots -H«‘jri''trur of (’o-ojierat is e S«m ieties ami 
numerous other posts into the details of which I would not enter. I 
w'ould make provision for (onipnUoTS arbrtration in order to save jieople 
from ruinous liti^mtion who h will raolucc the tiombei of jodir ial officers, 

Bibu TANKANATH CHAUDHURI: It is cass to see that a deficit 

liud^fct haH been placed before us. In it we fimi the same fi^nires with 
which tin* Huduet of the last year was framed. 1 would make one or 
tw*o (drservation* oh a b-w head- of expenditure. Det me come to the 
head “ Mediral.*’ In the hist year’s Hud^et, we found that there was 
not mm h provision for the neiMU (»f the mufassal. In this year’s Budfret 
also we frrui that the mufassal has fieen nsther riejflected. Sir. the 
mones that is jroing to hr spent is j^oinj^ to be spent on (’almitta only, 
and a vers small amount is left for the relief of distress in the 
mufaamii. If we baik a bit into the details of the Budjjet we 
find that althoug^h there is a pn*vision of Rs. 3, -12,000 for 
mufassal hospitals an«l rlis|iensaiies. a sum of Hs. 1,54.000 jrf»es 
to the Mitford Hrwpital at Dacca ami so only U«. 1.78,000 would 

he available f«»r distrihuti«»‘i in the wh(»le area of Beni^al. In 
fact, I do not find that any money is provjded in the Bt djret 
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for kelping the local bodiee in their battle againet malaria and 
othac fell diseases which are carrying away the people of the country. 
Sir, the Hon’ble Minister in charge of “ Medu^l ” says that he cannut 
get more money. We can readily appreciate his ditliculties. The < ir* 
cuiiistumes in which the finances of Bengal stand at present cnuiiet 
permit our Ministers to find more money for useful pur|>oik*s. 8»r» we 
hav3 been hearing since the last year that the Mest ui award k reeivn- 
PiMe for all these difficulties. The tax on jute vihieh amounts io mere 
than Rs. 2 crores has been .snat<‘hed away from ih. Malaria is eatiiiR 
into the Titals of the people of Bengal, and it is a known fact that jute 
is responsible to a great extent for the malaria in this ]>rovince, and we 
know that the ineorne derived from the cause of malaria is being 
snatched away from us, ami if we art' to get hack that money we should 
drive aw^ay malaria from the pnoinre. We should make ah attempt 
to get hack our dues. We should all join hands and try to get hack 
what has been siiatthed away from us, and we should concentrate our 
energies upon making every effort constitutionally to get Imck <mr dues. 

Now', I W’ould refer to the Public Works Department, which has 
been rightly called the Public Waste Depiirtment. Large sums of 
money are being budgeted for expenditure umier this head. Most of 
the money which is g<»ing to he spent would he (piite unprotlmdive ; I 
would refer to one item only. At the moment, we are going to sjumd 
nearly Ks. HH lakhs for (‘ommunications ; when j>eople in less favoured 
districts come forward for getting some relief from < Jovernment, Uie 
invariahle rcfdy that they get is that the hsal needs should he hsjked 
after by the I(K’u 1 hmlies. When this reply is l>eing given to some of 
the unfortunate districts, why should the fortunate districts absorb such 
a large amount id public revenue— I mean the distri< ts of Bankuni, 
Jalpaiguri, 24-Pargnnas and Burdwan ? We think that because some 
European concerns have invested their money in these districts, there- 
fore, these dLstricts are being treated more favourably. I wmild like 
to know that I am mi.stnken in this <»pinion, hut in Jalpaiguri there are 
big tea interests, in the 24-Parganas there are big lUijlls which are 
owned by European capitalists; in Burdwan, perhaps, the coal industry 
on account of which Burdwan is getting so much protection from 
OoTernment. 

Now, I would refer to another item, that is item 56.— Const niction 
of Irrigation and Navigation, and no on. I.4irge sums of money are 
going to be spent under this head ; we can easily cut down that expendi* 
ture, and in this year when we are going to imprme fresh taxation for 
carrying on the administration, I do not think it is wise on the part of 
Government to spend so much money on unproductive navigation and 
embankment acbemes. 

One more word and I have finished ; "there is a provision of nearly 
Be. 8 lakhs for a lunatic asylum at Ranchi ; if lunacy is so much on the 

S 
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inrreaft# in Benj^al that we should have to increase our expenditure year 
after year, then two or three yenrs hack rupees one lakh and a iew 
ihouilaud wo'uld have su diced for the cost of a lunatic* asylum. Last 
year we spent Rs. 8 lakhs, and wc are now jfoin^^ to spend the same 
sum ajfain this year. When we are iroing to ptiss three new taxation 
Hills, we should tr\ our best to retrench our exi)enditiire and brinjf it 
down to tha lowest possible level, otherw’ise the policy of (lovernment 
mi/^ht exasperate the people and it would not W wise for Govern- 
ment to fac e the an^^er of the people* fjerierally. W ith these few words, 
I conclude my remarks. 

Babu HEM CHANDRA BHATTACHARJI addressed the Council 
in the vernacular. 'I'he follouin^ is the Cr)jflish translation of his 
speech : — 

f find very lurj^c sums spent on various depart m<*nt.s which do not 
benefit the pool men, namel\. the* ta.\-pa>ers 1 fine! very little provi- 
sion for the laiK’e bcsly of woikinjr ( lasses whose labour contributes to 
the wealth of the nation. It se<*m.s that the piimifile of expcunliture is 
to oil (»ver-oiled heads, that is to sa\, help those uho <!<* not want your 
hfdp. In villaj^j's, thousands drink diit\ water and (ontract disease. 
No j»rovisi(ui is made* for exc avation of tanks l,\ei\ help is ^'^iven to 
those who can agitate but none bir the pool dumb millions because they 
are tcwi ij^Miorunt to a^^itate. 

I do not see any ne<’es.sit\ of maintaininj;^ a permanent jiress in Dar- 
jeeling c'ostin^f Its dtl.tMKt a \eai Surel\. the sImuI stay of the bij? 
officials theie in summer does not lecpiire a bi^^ pres*, like that. Then 
I find special press is maintained in (rovernment House at a cost of 
Hs. 12, (MM) for Private Secretary’s printing' work. Surely the Secre- 
tariat Press can do the work in their cudinary < ciiirse. I find that per- 
manent hands in the press, in the coinpecsinj: branch ^et poor salaries, 
not even Its 28 a month. Fourteen auxiliaries in the ('omposinpf branch 
iret Us. 4,728 a year, namely, Rs 28 a inpnth 

Mr. D. <1. COHEN: The Hud^ret presented t(» ns is disappointing:, but 
I must frankly admit this was fully anticipated. The Reforms scheme 
in order to^prove a siu c ess, must n'ceive the cordial support of the ffene- 
ml public, w'^iieh includes the members of this ('ouncil. The result can 
only be achieved if by any inamier of means without increasing taxation, 
we can have sufficient money to carry «»ut H(dn'me.s of public utility, 
JfiNstemes of sanitation, educ ation and industries. At the present moment 
the Government, it apja^ars, have to carry on an impossible task, to keep 
lip the tof>-heavy expenditure of the administnition, and yet to carry out 
Mdiemes for the amelioration of the jjeople cd the pn»vinre. It has 
already h«'en pointed out by more than one s{>eaker the rejrrettable fact 
that while England has taken the initiative to refrench expenditure, we, 
WOrkinir with a heavy deficit, should take no steps in this direction. 
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I urge upon the (ioveninu*nt» the inuiiediute appointtiuent of strong 
rt*t»enchraent roinrnittee with powers t<» apply the pruniug^cnife wher* 
ever it is possible to <lo mi. The publu' ask for tins, ami, they have a 
right to be satisfieii in this direi tion. 

Turning now to the different items in (he budget, I entirely agree 
with Dr. Dutt that we ean very well dispense with the serviees of the 
additional two magistrates, and the new tiaffi«- eouit. As far as the 
departments uii<h‘r the Ministers uie l orn erned. ainoiie interested in the 
affairs of th<‘ cimntrv must admit that then ac hiexemeiit iluiing the past 
year are disappoint nig We aie told that tlie\ ha^e h»riiiulated l erWin 
s<'hemes, and I venture to snhnnt that it they had taken ns the non* 
oftieial members (»f this (’tuincil- into their i-ontidetn'e. much of the 
rriticism against their work might have Is'eti a>oHled. It is no ust*, in 
my opinion, to ha\c cosiK estahlishments. magnificent builirings with- 
out suffii’ient mone\ to keep the hands of our otruefs full\ engaged

amidst dismay and despan and amidst heax\ demands for governing 
body and liie ci\ oi nialulits ot the people to pa\ ht‘a\ \ tax»*s to dist uss 
the present Itmlget iaist \car. when 1 was dismssing the liudget, I 
a.sked tiie (diincil to tinow awa^ the liudget as it was a drhi it one. I 
also pointed out then tliat it we accepted the liudget as it stiM.d, tin* result 
would lie fresh taxation upon the famine-sti n ken ami hall-fed people 
of liengal. Hut in\ (i\ was u cr\ in the wihieinesH, be‘ause a majo- 
rity of the memhcis o) this ('oumil heing umo i(naiiited with the real 
need.s of the p<M>t peoph* lould not realise the Niiuutioii Jlowev'er, my 
apprehension.s turned into reality in .lanuaiy last when the Jlon'hle 
Finance Memher luought the three taxation JidN hefon- tlie Couniil. hut 
even then the eyes oi .some of m\ tolleagues weie m>t opened. Some of 
the repre.sentalivc> of the people who really have the welfare of the 
country at heart and who symjwithise with the poor sons of the anil and 
myself opposed the introdueiion of the Hills and tried our level best to 
have the Hills rejected by the ('ouneil, but to no effect; and the Hills 
were introduced. 

Now, Sir, the liudget is before us. To>ilay also 1 ask the (aiuncil to 
consider whether (ioverninent is justified in putting forward such a 
Budget before making retrern hnient rn all the branches of the adminis- 
tration? Can any one teli me what bus emboldened the (iovernment to 
place such a Budget before the Council? HouielKniy might answer that 
either the (iovernment does not rare fnr our opinion or that (ioverniii#tit 
from its past experience knows full well that the Hudget rannot but la* 
accepted by the Council. Whatever tliat may be, I again appeal to the 
Council to reject this Hudget. There does not appear to be any attempt 
made in the Budget io make the Reforms a suciess, but rather a clear 
pdicy is laid down therein which goes against the snreesa of the 
Beformt. I fail to understand the object of such a poli^. A 
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portion of the revenue i» budgeted to be f*j)ent on the pay of the govern- 
ing body, and very little is left for the nation-building departments — 
far lesN to save the people from the attacks of famine, malaria and other 
diseases. . Sir, I ask one question of the Council. What is the Gov- 
ernment meant for? Is it to exact from the people money to be spent 
for the maintenance of its establishment and to raise the cost of admi- 
nistration so high as would ultimately make itself unable to pay and at 
last obliged to say, “ No ** especially at the time when the people are 
supposed to be disloyal and are killed like cats and dogs in the name of 
law and order? Sir, if the present policy r»f the Oovemment is not 
changed, 1 fear a state of anarchy may grow up to destroy the pence of 
the country. What is the present political agitation for and why are 
the masses joining it? Ti is tnie that the Muhammadans have joined 
the agitation us a religious duty, but why have the j»et»ple of the other 
communities joined it? The reason is obvious: the people have been 
affected much by the high prices of the bare necessarian of life and 
taxes, lH)th direct and indirect. Thev want relief. And if no relief is 
given, T tbink (be constniction of UK) surb jails as has been started at 
Kancliraparn will not be tb<' least remedy to the present jxditical unrest. 
The ITon’hle Finance Member may ('ompare the rate of tax paid bv an 
individual in Bengal with the rate paid in any other ('ountrv and say that 
our rates are much lower. To that I woxihl reply that Bengal is much 
|M>orer than any other country. T may state a storv here whi(’h has much 
l>earing on the present circumstances of Bengal. One man was sent to jail 
for three months. On (he expiry of this peritnl when ]»e came back to his 
house, he was uttutked with cholera; his father said had he been still in 
jail, he would certainly not have been attacked with this fell disease. 
This is the present condition of life in villages; people would prefer 
jails to (heir own houses. This is the londition for which Government 
is resptinsible and partly its 8Upp<jrters. If no remedy could be found 
fi>r this state of things, I tbink it will makh the condition far worse. 

With these few words, I conclude my remarks.

MINISTER in ohargi of DEPARTMENTS of AGRICULTURE and 
INDUSTRIES and PUBLIC WORKS, (tlio Hon’Mo tho NawaS Saiyid 
Nawab AH Chaudhuri, Khan Bahadur): There are two prelinii* 

nary points to which 1 shall first refer. In the first place, some meinberi 
of the Council have expressed disap(H»intinent at not finding in the 
budget any indication, in the shat>e of new schemes, of the Miniatera' 
policy. I had hoped that after the explanation given by the HoiCble 
Member in charge of the Finance Department the meml>ers of the ('oun* 
cil would have realised the meaning of a deficit budget. 'I’here la no 
pla(‘e for new schemes in it. The Hudget aa framed makes the minimum 
provision for maintaining the departments in their present state and all 
new expenditure of any kind has been rigidly exc ludeil. 'I'hen, Sir, it has 
l>een .said the revised estimates show that Ministers have not l>een able 
to sjiend their allotments. This again is not com^ct. In the bc^ginning 
of October last, all ilepartinents were infonneil that no nea* schema 
could be sanctioned, and, therefore, the money provided for them 
could not be utilized. ()rders were i.ssued to enforce every fioatiible 
retrenchment and to exen ise the »tricte.st eron(»my, and thin in the 
principal rea.soti why the revised estimates show savings. 

The main heads of the Hudget with which I have to deal are Kx- 
( i«*e, Agrn ulturc, im lading ( '<»-operutive Societies and Veterinary and 
Industries. Though the strictest economy has been enforceii during 
the past year and the expemliture on nea scbemes bus lM*en entirely 
stopped, the de]>artments under me are able to report satisfadory 
progress during the past year 

1 shall deal first with the Excise Department. The principal 
improvements introduced in thi.s department during 191^1-22 have been 
the total abolition of the auction system and its replacement by the 
fixed'fee system. The auction sysiem had for many years past been 
generally condemned, and the fixed*fee system which was introduced 
tentatively in certain districts was found to be a distinct improve* 
ment. On the Ki of Odolier last, it was intrixluced in all the districts 
of the Presidency. The opportunity offered by this system was taken 
to make an appreciable increase in the taxation and prices of excisable 
articles, e.spei'ially of country liquor in certain areas where c^onsuiiiption 
was found to be increasingly rapidly. There has been a decrease in Uia 
consumption of country liquor in the ten months ending January last 
to the extent of 1,50,(KK) gallons or 22 per cent, of the total consum]>> 
tion. The consumption of ganja and opium alsfj shows a very const* 
derable decrease. Naturally, this decrease in consumption was arx^om* 
panied kj decrease in revenue which fell from Rs. inrhtg 
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th(f* firnt t«ii morith.H of the previous year to Its. 1,51,00,000 in the first 
ten inouthH of the current year. This deciea.se in revenue and consutnp- 
tion, us already stated, was pal tl> due to the increase in taxation, 
partly to the pi< kelin^^ of the shops hy non-< o-operutors and partly to 
the jftMiejcal depression in trade whnh ha.s prevailed. As trade im- 
proves, an increase in revenue is probable, but any serious increase 
in consumption will be caiefullv >%utched and where necessary will be 
cheiked hy the enhunceinent of piioes and other restrictive measures. 
All important defiurl lire iitade ilurin^r the year was the reduction of 
iuxatioii on uhohol reijuired for industrial purposes. The result of 
this redm tion was that the <juaniit\ ot ie< tified alcohol used in Bengal 
during the period from Decembci to Maich in the manufacture of 
incdu ines, i-ti ., increased from 7,7.S.*t gallons to 27,525 gallons, while 
the leveiiue increased fiom U*' 7H,(MMt to Ks. l,d7,(KH), 1 urther 
measures taken to lestriit consumption include reduction in the 
ntimlKM ot excise sh(»p*'. ttn the 1st April next there will he 
spirit shops III the piovince us (ompated with 1,1 2tl shops on the 1st of 
April last shops will be letluced fiom l,2t>7 to 1,184, and 

ui>preciable redm t ion will als<» be eilerted in the case of other excise 
shops. Measuies will also be taken to legiilate more effectively Irathi’ 
in fiueigii liijiior. The houis ot sah* nt excise article.s have been 
reduced and the limit of piivate possession ot iountr\ spirit has also 
been lesliicted It will thus be seen th^it (iovernment have already 
taken tdlei tiM^ steps t(» laiiN out the recommemiutions contained in 
the resolution moved b\ I'rotessoi S (’. Mtikheiji ami caiinMl by this 
('oiim il on the 1st Sefitember last. 

As regards the (juestmn «d lo<al option, the matter is a lompli- 
ciited one. It re<|unes \<*r\ full and caiefu) consideration, and this 
it is now reieiving trom < tover nmeni 1 trust that I shall before 
long be able tti make a detiniU* statement as to how the matter stands 
and wliat steps we pioposi* to take. I mu\ slate that at preesnt the 
Incensing Bnaid in ('abutta exen ise all tlie powers and fum tions of a 
(’ol lei tor in deriding the iiuiiiImm and Imnitmn of excise .shopH. In 
the distru ts, the (’olle» toi is heljN'd b> the Advis(»ry ( ommittee for each 
local area in decitluig as to the nnmher ami liHation of shops. All 
the recommemlal ions of the'.c < oininittee.s have been given effei't to, 
except in terhiin lases wlieie the Advisorv (’(unmitlees r«H*omuiend 
the total ubidition of all exmse ami opium shops in their respective 
ureas, 

Duiing till* \cai an imicuM* of |Ki\ was given to all grades of 
otticers in the Kx< we Dejmitment u\ put them on a level with the officers 
of other departments of the same standing. 

The next head with which 1 am coiuerned is head “ 'M. — Agricul- 
ture,'’ This include.s the Veteiinary Depurtmeut, the Agriculturu 
.DeiHurtmeot j)n>per and tbt* Di'iiortmeiil of (\>-ojierati%*e SocieiieR. 
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The work of the Veleiiiiury l>e^iiuent was condurted mi much 
th« name liiie.n as in the previous year. The nunilier of veterinary 
assialants was slightly increased during the year, and there are now alto- 
gether 109 of these offic(*r'i, most of arhom are employed hy local boilies. 
These hiHlies pay tao-thirds of the cost of these oflicers’ jmy and local 
allowances and the whole of all other expeiiM's incureed on veterinary 
work. 

The Department of .\g»'n ijltuie, thougli humjH’red hy want of funds 
and want of stuff, has made distinct progress during the (mat year. 
Among the most important fcature.s of the l)e|mrtmenl'f* w*ork wan the 
reurganisalicm of the Seed Distrihution Scheme. I he memU'rs of the 
('ouncil are aware liow imixiitant this scheme is for the welluiv of the 
province and wliat {Kipulanty ha.s Isvii secured l)\ departmental stnnU, 
as, fur instance, jute ami pud<ly seed an<! sugar I'am* cuttings. Up to 
the present the main ditliculties felt l»y this dejiartment ha\,e U*en the 
imide(]uate suppl\ of seed and the immense amount oi work in\olved in 
dealing v^itli iminnlvial < u!t . . at«>rH. 'I'lie method of seed-tlislrihution 
has now heeii re-oigatiised '[’he (ioviunmeiit faims insteuti of ileal- 
ing with imlivnlual < ultn iiois sup]d\ seed to pnsatc HtsMl-fuims wdiich 
may ^ndong to ( ’o-ojsu atm* Socifties, (’ourt of \\ artls* Kstates, t*> 
(io\ ei niiieii t <*stat<‘'' (U to pii'ati* /aiiiilulals. d hesr piuat^* faiins projMi- 
gate the siH*ds w hn h they leceivi* fiom (ioveinment farms and are ins|H‘( t«*d

Anotlnu- development which is likely to Iw of gieat importance in 
the orgunisatnm of ^\gn< ultural AsscM iations on a « o-o|s»rative 
Imi.sis. I p to till- j»n‘s<*nt. the Agrieulturul Associations have Iweil 
rather loose oigaiiisalions and the rnemlMUs have not had a dose {H^rsonul 
interest in theii success .th the ohjeet of ensuring that each meml>er 
shall, in future, have real js^rsonal interest in the welfare of the 
aHsoeiation t(» whuli he Is loiigss. I have de< ided that in future therw 
associations will Is* formed on < o-of*enitive lines. Three such uhso- 
ciations have alrtutdy Is^coi r» gistere<l undi*r the .\< f and s«*venil others 
are rtnidy for registration. The object of thcM* smueties wdll Is* the 
pnipagution of (iovernment S4*<*ds and its distribution t<» menilw»rs, 
the c(^-oiH»nitive product of manures and the co-oja^rative sale of agri- 
cultural pro<lucts With regard to profjagatiori of (lovenirneiit seeds, 
I may say that one society has already purchaM‘d lf»(t maumls of kakya 
bomlffti jute seed. 

As the (Wncil arc aware. Goveminent are aiming at the eatabliah- 
ment of an agric ultural farm in every "district. During the year under 
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report, three new farms have been opened at Pabna, Banknra and 
Bariaal and durin^;^ the .year under consideration land haa also Bepn 
acquired for farms at Faridpur, Sun and Murshidabad. At the two 
last-named places, thou^irh the buildings are not ready, work has been 
started on a terajKjrary bahis. Sites have l)een selected for a number 
of other farms and the plans are ready, but their constructions are hela 
in aU*yanf^ until we can find money. 

With regard to agricultural education, the middle vernacular 
sch(K»lR have not In'cn found ah(»gether successful chiefly owing to 
the fact that they are to<j ex]M*nsive. They have therefore been con- 
verted into secondary agricultural srhoeds with the object of turning 
out yurui foi four elementary agri(‘ultural schools and demonstrators. 
The wheme for the highcKt form of agricultural education to be pro- 
vided in the Dacca Institute is ready and awaits only the allotment 
of funds. As regards elementary agricultural education, I have no 
doubt that the members of this Founcil have seen the resolution which 
was puhlished a week ag<i on the subject. A scheme for the establish- 
ment of elementary agricultural schools which will also Ik* demon- 
stration centres for tlieir ncighliourhood has been w’orked out and we 
have invited public opinion on the subject. As soon as the views of 
the public have lM‘en received and considered, we shall effect any 
reforms that may Ik* necessurv in our scheme, and if funds can Ik* found, 
1 hojs^ to give effect to it at oiu e. 

On taking o\er charge of my present duties, 1 was strmk by the 
fact that no complete agricultural survey of the pnivince had ever lH*en 
made, And I recjiiested the Director of Agriculture to take steps to 
cany out such a survey. Thi^ is now being done, but will take some 
time to complete us we have lieen unable to find money for any extra 
staff for the puip(<se. At the same ti?iu* a H|K*(ial survey of the cotton 
tracts is In’ing made. ^ 

The constitution of the Boanl of .Agrioulture has also received 
attention. Fp to the pn»sent it has l>een an official botly, but I have 
<'orae to the conclusion that a non-offi('ial element i.s necesstiry and am 
taking stejw to give effect to this. 

Another direction in which the Agricultural IVjmrtment has 
extended its efforts is assistance to agricultural exhibitions. These have 
Wn hel]K'd by., contributions and by exhibits, but hen* again the Depart- 
ment has b(*en handicap|H*d by lack of funds as the amount at its dis- 
posal for the purpoiH* was only Rs. fi.OOO and no Ukmi than 14 exhibi- 
tions hud to Ik* assisted out of this amount. 

A further extension of pro{>aganda work has lKH*n the experimental 
appointment of an agricultural officer for this sjiecial pur]>ose in the 
Bunlwan division. 

His lectures illustrated by magic lantern have roused the great- 
est interest among the cultivators whom he haa visited and his work haa 
been ao tucoesaful that aa soon aa funds permit.' it roust be extended 
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to oilier diyisioDs. But after all demonstration is the most effectiTe 
fdhn of propaganda, and here the department has l)een haiidicap}ied 
by a shortage of district agricultural oflicers anil demonstTators. H 
money is placed at my disposal, a portion of it must be utilised in increas- 
ing the number of these ufiicers. 

In the matter of researcii much has l>een done. In addition to the 
paddy and jute seeds which have alreaily achieved [lopuiarity among 
the cultivators, the Fibre Kxj)ert has evolved new varieties of jute w»eds 
suitable for Northern Bengal and for Western Bengal and im^iroved 
varieties of mustard and ra6: pulses and deejvwaler tsuldy have lieeu 
introduced. The Agricultural (Chemist has bt*en engaged mainly on 
research into the problems of date-sugar and tobacco. With refereiu'e 
to (’olonel Pugh’s criticisms, 1 may explain that the scheme for the 
distribution of {)addy and jute sihhI has develojsM] during the year, and 
that its further extension is retarded chiefly Uhuuhi* the seeds are not 
available. I am inforiiied that practically ail ihe money ' provided for 
this pur[X)se has betni sjMOit, hut I cannot say under what head Uie 
Accountant-General has shown it. 1 urn making ini|UineH, and ho}Hi 
to have full information on the point Indore the detailed discussion on 
the Budget takes place. As regards new farms, jirovision lor thesi^ 
cannot be made in this Biulget as they are new si hetnes, but they are 
among the schemes for who-b 1 shall ask ihe ('ouncil to vote grants if 
sufficient money is placed ut niy disposal. 

As ri'gards the future, exerything dejMUids u|H>n the allotment of 
funds for new schemes, lint if the taxation Bills are jwssed by this 
(’ouncil and funds <lo IsM'oiiie available, the Agricultural Ih'partment is 
ready with scheme^ of the utmost imjsirtttiiie to the welfare of (be 
cultivators. 1 am not relxing as has lM*en suggested on foreign tliini- 
ries and method of agricultural improvement hut have hasisl my {ndicy 
on a consideration of the actual nw^ds of the cultivator, 

I have already refcfre<l to the Agricultural Institute at Dacca and 
to the scheme for elemenUrv agricultural education. As regards tbo 
latter, though each school will la* of the chett|H‘st possible tyjie, the 
number of scbooLs must lie large if it is to meet the real needs of Uie 
cultivators and the total expenditure will therefore l>e heavy. In 
addition to the two existing secondary agncultural schcads, a third 
•ecxjudary school for Northern Bengal must 1 m* provided. 

A scheme for a Dairy Farm at Dacca bos lM*en drawn up and a scheme 
is being drawn up for Murshidahad where it is proposed to start a 
second farm with a dairy factor^' attached. I may Bay that for the 
Dairy Farm and Factory at Mursbidabad 1 have received a most generous 
promise of assistance from a nobleman of Bengal. Poultry-breeding 
is another line which the l^epartment are ready and anxious to take up 
if fundi can be found. 

The importance of im{iroTing the breed of cattle in Bengal has for long 
engaged attention and is generally adimtteil to be a growing need of ihe 
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provin(p. Jf fundw liecoine availahl<* this juatU?r will be taken up and 
one of Uie firnt wtepH will W the apfK)iiJtrnent of an expert in caMle* 
hreedin>(. I have taken the bt*ht advice available in India on this subject 
and aril natisfied that without a projKoly trained expert little if any pro- 
g’les.** cun lie made. 

During* the juint year, Mr. Uhowdhury, silk expert with high quali- 
ficatKins, hu.M ls*<*n ap)Kjinte<l as Deputy Director of Sericulture, and, 
if fundh heiMiiiie available, inijaiitant developments will be undertaken 
in the near future. In fMiiticulai I urn anxious to see the establishment 
of a Milk-weavirig institute* at Murshidabad and a ‘^econdaiT silk* 
w«‘aving scIuMil at Maida. An imjiortant Conference will shortly be 
ludil t(l roiiNuler the lutuie p<dicv of the dejrnrtment and one of the prin- 
cipal items in the ageiula will be the attitude of (loveinmeiit towards 
the rearer, dhe danger ot extending the (bivernmeiit rivir ■series is that 
tin* rearer will graduallv 1m* swept out ot the market, and it is profKised 
that, in future, steps should lx* taken rathei to encourage the rearer 
and to leavt* tin* sale of .H<*eds in Ills hands using the (lovernment 
nur'-eiies for the purpose ol edueation ami demoristral ion. As a consi*> 
derable part of the staff of this Dcpuitment i.s still on a |>ermain‘nt basis, 

I wish, if mone\ is a\ailable. to leorganise it on a t«*’m}K)rar\ footing.

At 
Kanehrapini the arraiipernents for ojs^ninp a technir al mstituti* could not 
be completed, but classes for the apprentices have lw‘en started on a tem- 
poran* basis. 

An industrial survey of the provinee is cme of the first essentials to 
the efficient administration c»f the department. I pressed this point at 
a Uonfereme of the supc*rior officers of my departments which w-as held 
in April last and a systematic industrial survey is now l»einp made by 
the staff of the department. In the dirf*ction of profmpanda, the depart- 
ment aseiste*! a number of exhibitions by arranpinp for the display of 
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improved automatic hand-loomfl and spinning appliances, tlie demon- 
stration of modern processes of spinning, weaving a^d tanning, the dis- 
tribution of literature and the delivery of lectures on industrial subjects. 
Impprtant work, bf>th in the direction of research and eiperiment and 
in the direction of dcnionstration and the training of apprentices, has 
beeri d<ino by the; UeHcarch Tannery. In connection with the Tannery 
I may say that Babu Surendra Nath Mallik is under a misapprehension. 
The scheme for a research tannery has been matured and the tannery 
is in full swing. The unspent balance to which Babu Surendra Nath 
Mallik refers was intended for industrial development and could have 
been sj>ent without difficutlty if the Finance Department had not refused 
to sanction any expenditure on new schemes. Cottage industries have 
lH*en assisted by the establishment of yarn banks and sale-def>6ts on 
c(>-op<*rattve lines. 

As regards the future, the department is now ready with schemes 
and in a posit i<ui to launch out on many important projects, if money is 
placed at my disfwisal. As regards technical education, we shall in the 
first pla< e jiroceed with the ('alcutta Technical Scbwd. This is a work 
of great urgency as the d«*mand for the instruction which we propose 
to give there is very strong. Then we have schemes for the establish- 
ment of junior te<'hnical and industrial and commercial sclnsds in the 
districts. I h(»pe t(> increase the number of district and i)eriiMitetic 
weaving schools. As regards silk-weaving schools, I have already 
exphuiKMl that we arc anxious t<» start two of these— a higher grade Ins- 
titute at Murshidabad and a secondary school at Malda. Another pro- 
ject of great im[K»rtnnce is the construction of a suitable builditig for 
the Serami>ore Weaving Institute. At present it is inadeejuately 
housed in a hired building and the accommodation is very insufficient. 
Fvery year we turn away hundreds of candidates for admission and I 
regard it as a duty to remedy ihis state of things as early as possible. 
Then there is the question of Stale Technical S*cholarships. Formerly, 
the cost of these was met by the Imfierial Government and Bengal was 
allowed to have f»>ur students abroiid at any one time. Now the cost of 
these scholarships must l>e met by provincial Governments. We have 
provided in the Budget for the st holars at present abroad, and if funds 
become available new wholarships must lie awarde<]. Another object 
for which money is urgently retjuirtnl is the fostering of cottage indus- 
tries by means (»f industrial loans and by the introduction of a system 
of hin*-purcha8e of machinery. Then we have ready also schemes fw 
inquires and experiments in glas.s.making and match-making, both ol 
which industries, we have reason to believe, can be sucreesfully eeta- 
blished in Bengal. Other schemes for which funds are required are a 
pioneer Cigar and Cigarette Factory for which a scheme has been pre- 
pared and is now under cxinsideration, tbe improvement of the chikan- 
work and embroidery industries and tbe improvement of the Dacca 
concb-abell industry. I think that what I have said. Sir, meets Colonel 
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® riKjuest for An indication of the policy whi(‘h I propose to follow 
inHlie Department of Industries. 

Next, Sir, I turn to the Fisheries hudjfet. The Fisheries Dejwrt- 
ment has been handicap{>efl for the last two years by the absence of a 
permanent head. At present the depiirtinent is bein^r managed by the 
Director of Ajrrirultnre. lint this is an tinsutisfaetory arran^renient 
from the point of view of b«jth departments. The Direc tor of A^^rienl- 
ture has neither the time nor the knowlrdpe to rontnd the Deivirtmenl 
of Fisheries. That department, Sir. has infinite possibilities in a province 
like Benjral where fish forms so lar^e a fmrt of the diet of the inhabit- 
ants, but nothing can W achieved unless the dejMirtment has an expert 
with practical experience at its head. I trnst that the Fisheries bnd^et 
will be passed by tliis Ccmncil, and T shall then take steps to secure the 
ser\*ices of such an officer. 

Next, Sir. in re;rard to <'ivil works very few nmiarks apjSear to b<* 
necessary and it is ^jratifvintr to find that the proposals «)f this depart- 
ments have come in for verv little criticism. The fact is. as I explaitoMl 
to the rouncil, the principal operations of the «lepartment are roncerne<l 
with constructi(m td buildinifs re<]uired by various depjirtuM'nts of the 
Oovernmeut, and with the repair (»f the various buildinjrs iuid communi- 
cations which are the proj)erty of the (Jovernment thrf>ujfhont the 
Presidency. It has been explained in the budget stateTuent that tin* 
estimated expenditure for the year 1922-^?'! shf)w.H a very larjre decrease 
comfmred with the rr'vised expenditure for the current year. The only 
exp<*iuliture under ori^jinal W(»rks is for those works already in pro^rress 
and which will rH)t be completed bv the end of the current year. No 
provision is made for new works. Turnintr to <on»municat ion for which 
this department is primarily resjv»nsib1e, here, ajrain, pn»vision is made 
only for continuin^^ the constnict i»»n and impmvemenU of roads in 
connection with the development of Kalimponjr as a hill station, with 
layinf.^ an improved surface on certain of the roads on the f Calcutta 
maidan and improvinsr and exfendinjr the system of roads in the Jal- 
paijTuri Doctars. Small provision is also made for a road extension in 
the rhiltajfonp Hill Tracts. It is also propospfl to complete the water- 
■upply scheme for Kalimponp. The supplementary Budget confainintr 
works to he carried out hv this Department with funds to he prrrvided 
from a loan will consist principally of the constniction of huildin^rs re- 
quired for the various defmrtments of Government; it is iinnecessarv for 
me to deal with Ihoee works in detail now as the subject will come to 
the Council in due course.

Discussion of the Budget. 

MINISTER in charge of DEPARTMENT of EDUCATION (the 
Hon'ble Mr. P. C. Mitter): 1 I»rojH)se to take up first, without any 
preljininai \ rctuaiks. the s|mm jti( jMUtds on which iu\ adniinislration 
hu'' heen ciitn isrd 'I’lu* hist jwunt is about tlic fjrant of Hs 9 lakln^ 
to the Dacca I niveisity and no irnrease of ^’•raiit to the Calcutta 
rniversit> The Hudj^et. as the ineinbers of this H<iuse aie aw’are, 
is a deficit Ilud^»-et. and tlie\ have lieaid fioni His !i\rellenc\ the 
(«o\cinor, that a *crtain a? raiijreincnt was armed at anioii^: the different 
ineinbers of tlie (Joveininent Hv viitue of that aiian^renient . as was

merit prior consideration. Now by repeat in^; and not redminjf from 
next year the prrant of the Dacca CniTersity which it has this year, 
I have reduced to that extent the just claims of that Fniversity. to 
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prior treatment in the fiiipplementar\ Bndjrel. Imt why should the Cul- 
nilta Fniversity have any jrround for romplaint The ('alrutta 
University uIko has j^ot the same jrrant whuh it has this \eur. 1 
hope this preliminary explanation will sutisf\ the House that there 
is no suhstanie in the point that a lesser j^iant to th»‘ Dana Univei- 
sity would set free an\ larger sum t«» the ( ah utta University 

Apart from that, let us examine the questions on then merits. I 
have f^iven Rs. •'> lakhs lei lining' ^naiit and Rs 4 lakhs capital ►rrnit 
to the Dacca University, and. as 1 have alreadx stated, these are 
precisely the fi^nires we have in the curieiit \eui‘s Hndjret. Now. as 
to the ret'Uinn^ j/rant, tin* Dana Univeisii\. as is well known, is n 
teaching? and residential I’ni\eTsit\ It has. amon^'“ its functions, to 
deal with not only jxjsI -^’• raduate studies and the advancement of 
learninj^ — c(»mmon to hnlh the Uahuitta and tin* Daica Unnersity 
hut it has also to deal with p<»st-!ntermediate studies Wa all know 
that after the Dacca I niversit\ was estaldished. the old Da< ca U(dle) 4 :e 
and the rdd da^^aiinath Uollejje were aholishe^l 'I'he expenditure of 
the (dd Dacca Ufdlei;e was ahout Rs. lakhs and 4S thousaml ainl the 
expendituie of the .la^»‘annath Uollej^e was ahout Hs TO.fMMI, totalling 
Rs. d.lS.OtM) d'he Dacca UniversitN has three n*sidential halls the 
Dacca Hall, the Muslim Hall ami the .la^rannatli Hall, or in other 
words, in place (»f two (dd ctdlejres we have imjw three halls. Ami if 
the amount spent was ahout Rs. d.'Jft.fKMI in the past foi two c(dle^es, 
is it ver\ unieasonalde that the e\|M‘mliture on a resuh'iitial teaihinj^* 
universit\ consist in^^ of thiee rollejres lather three halls with post- 
intermediate and post-jjrraduate studies should he soiuethiriti* like Rs 5 
lakhs'" This sum would im Imh* ovei ]{s 1 hikli f(>r administrative 

exjienses as well as exfienses for post-jirraduate studies 1 pul it to 
the House — Ts not this extia sum all too small!*' I ma\ also remind 
the House that according' to the sanctioned schemes sanctioned years 
tkf^o by the Se< retar\ of. State the re< urrinjr expenciiture of the Dacra 
University was ori^rinallv fixecl at something like Rs. Id or I t lakhs. 
It wa.s .subsequent ly reduced to alwuit Rs. 7 A lakhs, am) Ust venr it 
wn^ reduced still further tc> Rs n lakhs I maintain that Rs. h lakhe 
the minimum, the lied-rock. if you want to have a nni\ersit\. heh»w 
which you cannot ffo. 

If I may for a moment compare the expenses of the post-p’raduate 
studies of the Calcutta T niversitv with those of the Dacca Universitv, 
I think the House will he still more convinced that Rs. h lakhs, 
including post-intermediate am! post-ffraduate studies and administrative 
charjre.s, is hy no means an extravap’nnt sum. The (ahutta Univer- 
sity. ac’C‘ordinK to the actuals of 192(1-21. could afford to spend, includ- 
ing the im*ome from the Trust Funds Rs 7.49.4'n. or roughly 
apeaking Ra, 71 lakh.s and excluding the inc'ome from the Trust Funds 
roughly about Rs. G} lakhs for poat-graduate studies only, I freely 
admit that the activities of the Calcutta University in post-graduate 
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•tudies muflt nece»»arily h« very mucE larger than those of the newly- 
esiabliAhed UniTerHity of Dacca. Included in the administrative 
expenses of the Dacca University, you have the high figure of the 
salary of the Vice ('hancellor, for which neither the Government nor 
the Minister was in any way responsihle. Excluding the adroinistra* 
live charges, the expenditure of the Dacca University on post>graduate 
Ktiulies is really very modest. Therefore, Sir, I maintain that on the 
merits of the <‘ase, this recurring grant of Rs. 5 lakhs to the Dacca 
University is justified. We must rememher that the Dacca Univer- 
sity is a newly-estahlished residential nniversitv, and, therefore, there 
are expenses whi( h it must incur and which perhaps an old established 
university need not incur. 

Now as regards the cafiital grant of Its 4 lakhs, there is one very 
important point to remember. The ])a<ca University has about Rs. GO 
lakhs earmarked nuiney in our till. The wh(de province under the 
present Devrdution rules, over which neither the (rovernment nor the 
Minister has anv control, is enjoying the benefit of this Rs, f>0 lakhs. 
R< •gunl Iwing had to the Devolution rules again we do not and indeed 
cannot admit the legal right of the Dacca University to this sum; but 
surely it is not possible for ns to dispute the moral right of the Dacc'a 
University to this money. Therefore, the Rs. 0 lakhs bmlgeted for 
the Dacca I’riiversity is really a jiaTtiul redemption of that claim. A 
new university must find money to eipiip its labomtories, its libraries 
and various other things, and a grant of Rs. 4 lakhs i*. certainly not 
to(» much for the purpose. The Uahutta University in the past als<» 
hail grants from the Government of India. 1 believe 1 am not wrong 
in saying that the present \ i('e-Uhan(‘ellor of the f^alcutta University 
in fuie of his speeches freely ackno%vledged the liberality of such grants. 
The Dacca University unfortunately wa.s not started as it should have 
been, but there is the money with us ami we have only paiil a part of 
this money. The Council by its vote last year made it clear that in 
its opinion the Dacca University Mhould be established. Now that it 
has been established, it ought to be allnwfd to run. Therefore, Sir, I 
submit that on its own merits both the rei urring grant of Rs. 5 lakhs 
and the capital grant of Rs. 4 lakhs are amply justified. 

Now, Sir, I shall enter into a matter to which I would rather not 
have entered.. But the case of the Calcutta University has been 
presented by some of its s^-ralled friends in smdi a way that I have no 
other alternative. I have no complaint to make against members of 
this (Vuncil asking for information, for I admit that lookng at the 
Budget figures the grant of Rs. 9 lakhs to Ihe Dacca University an 
compared with Rs. 1,41.BG0 to the Calcutta University might strike 
is superficial oWrver as rather invidious. My friends Dr. Moitra and 
Mr. S. M. Bose drew attention to this apparent differential tremtineiit 
and I can well understand their obiect. T hope I have been able to 
•attsfy them. But 1 was much surprised at the 4 iititude of Rrofesaor 
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8. 0* Mukiierji who had all the facta frttm iiie» hut who neither had 
ih^ fairneaa to acknowledf^e this nor made any attempt to tiu»et the facie, 
whan he made hie attack on me. He had aaked fur information and I 
him all that he wanted. Apparently the impree)»ion left on my 
mind was that he wa« (>erfeotly .satisfied, hut I must have lieen wrtinjf — 
at any rate his speech shows that I »as wronp:. Sir, I had a ri};ht to 
expect that he would try to justify the points of his criticism by 
reference to the facts I had placed before him, but he has done nothing 
of the kind. And what is the nature of his speech y He has made the 
charge that the attitude of the Minister to the ('ahutta I'niversity i« 
unsympathetic, lie has qmited fiom my sj»eei'h lust year, ami tried 
to twist it. I am really sntrs that Profe^sdr S. (\ Mukherji should 
have spoken in the strain lie did 1 <jmte understand (he criticism 
of Dr. J. N. Moilra, ^^ho is a meiiiher <»f (he Senate, I can also 
understaml my fneml Hai .logendia ('hurider (rh<»s»» Uahadui;. whom 1 
must recognise as the only lepiesiMitat ive <»f the ('alcntta riirveisity in 
(his House, I can also umlersUind Mr S, M Hose who is connected 
with the f’alcuttu University. I have no doiiht that iVofessor S. ('. 
Mukherji feels a gisal deal foi his ulnm umft r, hut us for his right to 
scjwk on liehalf of the ('ulcutlu I’niviMsity h<‘ has certainly much less 
authority than any of these gentlemen whom 1 have mimed. His speech 
leaves me no other alternative but to place I'citain facts before the 
House, which, as I haie alr<*ad\ said, I would iath<*r not have done. In 
this Budget theie is a proiision for ahoiit Hs 1 rrore H lakhs on the 
transferred side of edmution Kvcluding from this tlie grant to tin 
Dacca Universit). the Dac« a Intermediate Hoard and a fe\i other edu* 
rational institutions within the five miles radius of Dat ca. we find that 
over a cn>rc of ru|>ees is spent bv (lovernment for tlie educational lU’tivi- 
tins of this j)n>vince. Ami. Sir, I must say, in jMissing. that a giMwi 
deal more in fees and in publn* conti ibiif ions are also sjsmt in (his cHim 
nection. I believe I am not far out. Hjsuiking from memory, (hat altm 
gether ahiuit <1 crores of rufs*es are sismt on education in (his f»n>vince, 
including fees and rontrihulions from the fsHiple and the loeal liodies. 
Now, it will not do to overlook the fact that almost (he whole of thi# 
oniount goes to help the ('a)cutta T iiiversily, though indirectly, in the 
discharge of its functions. 

Coming to more specific matters, we have budgeted for over Rs. 20 
lakhs for University education, excluding the Dacca Fiiiversity and a 
sum of nearly Rs. 18 lakhs for secondary education. All these institu- 
tion* which benefit by the grant go to feed the Calcutta University in 
realising its fees amounting to Rs. 10 to Rs. 1! lakhs. I put it to the 
House, where would the Calcutta University Im*, hut for these generous 
grant of the Government ? I may say, ancl I repeat it owing to (he 
unjust insinuations of Professor S. C. Mukherji, that my attitude towards 
the Calcutta University is one of utmost symfsithy, and I have the high 
aotbority of the preoent Vice-Chancellor in my support m I find btm tka 
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rep(trt of a recent Senate meeting that he also acknowledges it. 1 may 
say, in paHsing, that there may be enthusiasts on both sides, who may 
say otherwise. For instance, 1 find that at that University meeting 
Mr. (jharu (Jhandra Biswas and Mr. llama Prosad Mukherji spoke in a 
strain which might help to create a friction between the Ministry of 
Education and the authorities of the Calcutta University. Professor 
Mukherji has now added his humble mite to it. 

Proftetor 8* C. MUKHERJI: Was it in the University proceedings 
that I did so? 

Babu 8UREN0RA NATH MALLIK: Ton should not disturb the 
I Ion 'hie Minister. 

Th# Hon’ble Mr. P. C. MITTER: But now, Sir, Professor S. C. 
Mukherji has said that the ('alcutta UniveiMity is in a bad plight, that it 
has a defit'it of Hs. hj lakhs. T believe he said that it was due to the 
non-co-operation movement. But is Professor Mukherji sure that the 
loss is due to tlie efr<‘<*ts of non-co-openit ion Has he cared to inquire 
to what extent the loss may not also be due t(> the thoughtless exfmn- 
sion of the University in the past I'' I have no doubt that the University 
expanded with the lM*st of motives, but 1 would ask the Council seriouslx 
to consider how far its present losses have not resulted from such expan- 
sion. I rejHUit, 1 do not for a moment question the motives which have 
actuated the autliorities of the Calcutta T'niversiiy present or past, but 
I do assert witli all the emphasis that I command, that the financial 
management of the ('alcutta University in the past was deplorable. 
Pcrhaiis from an arndemir body one should not always expect a 
good financial management, but since 1 liave lieen challenged by 
IVofessor Mukherji, the great friend of the Calcutta University — may 
I add, the Helf-coiistituted friend of the ('alcuttu University — I must 
go into the mutter. Now, ^ir. I have liefore me the budgets of the 
Ualcuttn University for the last few years, and I find that in 
(he year 191H-19, the opening balance of the fee fund was Rs. 2 lakhs 
and odd, and in 1919-20, it wn.s U>s. l,8S.7dd. but in the year 1920-21 . 
the o[N*niiig balaiue was a debit latlunce of Hs. 2,49,108 out of which 
no doulit Rs. 2,19,000 was an investment, leaving a net debit 
liaianee of^Rs. 2fMTI. In other words, in the year ending June, 
1920, the Calcutta University, spent Rs. -1,88,748 of the previous 
jeai’s balance p/uj Re. 29.171. totalling Re. 2,37,000 over and 
above the huge fee receipts of Re. 11 lakhs or so; that is to say an aggre- 
gate of Re. 13.37,914. I put it to the House and U) Professor Mukherji, 
where was the non-c<i-operation movement in that year? I have no 
doubt, as 1 have said, that the authorities of the Calcutta Univeivity at 
that time were actuated by their laudable enthusiasm to develop poet- 
graduate etudies. JOut surely they should have looked ahead, eurely they 
•hould have realiaed that the sound financial way of a 
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fiiftiter like tbie wes not to act on mere bopefl of gtiiing dolen tbe 
GoTernment of India. They should not have spent tbe proTisions wbirb 
irere accumulated during so many years in one single year, and thus 
brought tbe premier University of India to tbe verge of bankruptcy. 
It was almost criminal thoughtlessness to have ignorwl tbe financial 
aspect of the question in their enthusiasm for exfuinsion. But if tbe 
Calcutta University has blundered in the past, that is no reason why I, 
as Minister for E<lucation for Bengal or why tbe nunnWrs of this 
House w’ho are no doubt actuated by the l>est and highest nuitives in 
criticising the financial administration of the Calcutta University, should 
not forgive and forget the past, and why we should not all try to 
improve the Calc utta University and place the institution once more on 
tiie same high jaMle^tal. which it occupied in the |iast And I may 
tell this House that that has been iny attitude* all along, and that will 
lie my attitude in the future. I have not the slightest deeuhl that even 
the sevcTest critics of the f'alciittn University will supfMut me in that 
attitude. But, Sir, in order that that c-onsnimuation may W reacherl 
there must he more of toleration, and of mutual understanding; and 
I should like in this ccuinec tion to say one word about what T consider 
tcc lie tbe rcsjiective functions of this Hcuise and tbe Calcutta University. 

I consider that it will l>e an unwarrantable assiimpticui of nnibority 
on the part of this House try to interfe-re with pun‘ly ac'ademic' mutters 
relating to the administration of the (’alcutta f^iiversitv. and my atti- 
tude is clearly illustmted in an answer to a starred question. wher« on# 
Hon’ble Member put r<‘rtain questions relating to tbe lust M.A. examin- 
ation, about additional marks being given t<» certain successful candi- 
dates as a matter of grace and so on. The ('alcutta University sent a 
reply and T might have merely communicated tbe replv to the House, 
but I added that the Government fully approved of the attitude of thr 
University in this matter As regards purely academic matters. Ibis 
House has no say and ought not to have any sav. but as regards matters 
which touch the public intirnatelv like financial administration 
1 submit with the utmost confidence (hat this House has a right, and it 
would be failing in its duty, if it did not assert that right. Financial 
matb'rs are matters which are spe< iaily in charge of this House and, 
therefore, there must not W any irritation shown by the Calcutta Univer- 
sity when this House desires to inquire into them. In this connection, 
I would like to mention that on the 31 st August last, this House passed 
a reaolution in spite of my opposition, demanding that a committee of 
inquiry be appointed. One reason why I opposed it was that at that 
time I bad not tbe views of tbe Calcutta University before me. I do 
not blame tbe House for it. We bad aske<l for the information and we 
did not get it in time: T Have not got that information even to-day. I 
thought that tbe matter was of such importance that if wss-rigbt to give 
the Calruita University more time, so T opposed tb^ resolution. There 
were other ooneidenktioM »1«> which led me to do eo. I b«?§ writtea 
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to the Calcutta UniverMity about this matter, and finally fixed a time- 
limit, up to the 7th March next, for getting a reply to that resolutidh. 
1 do hope that the Calcutta University authorities will inform the Oov- 
ernment what they have got to say on this. The House will remember 
that 1 di<l promise to accept the resolution ; all that I said was that 
I would prolw into the mattter fully, but before doing so I must 
know what the Calcutta University has got to say. If the University’s 
reply is not satisfac tory then w’e must come to the conclusion that a 
committee of imjuiry should be constituted. 

If, on the other hand, their reply V>e satiHfact(>ry, then it may not 
he neccHsarv t^) appoint a committee. If the University takes up an 
attitude of antagonism to this House in iiiiancial matters, in matters in 
whi<‘h the ptjhlic are interested, it will only make my p<>sition difficult 
as regards my anxiety to help the University and to help the cause of 
higher iwlucjiliorj in the province. 1 have no doubt it will also make the 
jHmition of many members of this H(ms 4 ‘ diflieult. ’I'lierefore, I rej)eat 
the apfM'al which I made then that both this House and the University 
should let by-gones b<* bv-gones, and work haml in hand in co-operuti6n 
with eiich other f(»r the common g(M»d of the provinf^e, 1 hope that niy 
appeal w ill not fall on deaf ears. 

1 also desire to add that in the supplernentaiy Budget I have jirovided 
f(»r what I ('onsider to be a generous gnuit to the Calcutta University, 
}>ut its ultimate result w ill dep(‘nd upon some fac t<>rs. First of all, iijion 
thi* attitude’ (his Council takes uj) in the taxation proiw>sals I will not 
deal with that at the* presc*nt stage, but later on. It will also depend 
upon what sur[dus we have, and how* (tovernment will think it right to 
adjust it. at any rate lietween th<‘ transferred depart ineTits and, lastly, 
and the iimst impc>rtant of all. it will def>eml upcm my ability to pass 
that grant in the House. Therefore, from higher and putriotie self- 
interest at all events the Calc utta Universit\ ought to give up its present 
polic y <d needlessly irritating the Couneil on maflers financial. I have 
no dembt that t}»e present Vice-Chancellor, who is one (»f the ablest men 
that we have not only in this provinc e, but in the whole of India, will 
see the w isdom of my advice, and if he makes up his mind, I am sure, 
things will Ik* easy in the (’alcutta University. That is all I have got 
to say ulwuit the respec tive grants to the (Calcutta and Dacca Universities. 

Am»thc‘r •specific complaint that was made was about the Science 
College attached to the CalcMitta University. I may at once tell the 
House that my attitude towards the College of Science is that of utmost 
sympiithy. I freely admit that in the past the Ocoernnient of India 
had given only Rs. a year, and last yc’ar 1 c’ould not increase that 

gmnt only bwause 1 had no hand in the framing of the Budget; but if 
the attitude of the (government of India or my position in the past has 
not been as satisfactory as might have Wn exiiecUnl, what has lieuii 
the attitude of the Calcutta University itself towards the Science 
College ? 
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liookin;^ at the Budget of the Calcutta University, I find tionie very 

iulterestiiig figures. In 1920-21, I am quoting from the actuals, the 
Calcutta University spent on tlie Arts side of jKist-gniduute studies 
Its. 4,66,000 and odd; on the S<'ienre side under pt».st-gradimte, it spent 
only Rs. 1.06,000 and mid, and over and above this on the Science 
( iillege it spent Rs. l,7T.tHK) and cMld. Out of this sum for tbe Scicii*‘« 
C<dlege it must Ih» reinemlM'red Rs. l.dO.tMM) (Mime from the Ihilit atui 
(Jhiwh Trusts. The position thus was that <ui the Arts side, the Univer- 
sity sjMmt out of its own funds Us. 4,6.6.tM)0 and on the Srience side only 
about Rs. 1,40,000. In the previous y«‘ar. on the Arts sitle it s|»ent 
Rs. 0,07,000 ami «m the Science side, imduding Sciem'e College, it s|h*uI 
about Rs. 97,000, excluding the income from the 'rrust Fumls lii 
RUH-IO, on the .\rtH .sicb* it spent Rs d.7‘{.0tMli and on tl»e Scieiwe side 
about Rs. 12.(MKI including S<iem'e Ctdiege. In l!t|7-lS it s|H‘fO 
Rs. ‘J,d4,(M)0 on tlie Arts .side and Rs 40,(MMI on pi>st-graduate studies 
on th(* Science siile atid Rs. 2 lakhs 09. (MM) ami odd on the Scjence (^•llege. 
In 1910-17, on the Arts side it spent Us. 1.07.0tl0. but nothing on the 
S« iem'p side. I am giving these fignies in no spirit of complaint. I 
am fKiinting out tliese facts with the hope that tlicy will induce the 
(’alculta I’nivcrsity to revise their way of dealing ailh the Science 
side. 

'I'here is another fioint Supposing that tlie taxation Hills are passeo 
III the way that I would like them to be passed, then no douht 1 can 
give additional money to the (^aicutta University, hut if not, I can only 
repeat the grant of Rs. 1,41,(HK) to them. One item of that is a gnint of 
Rs. dtl.tMMI to the Law Cidlege. That <‘ollege is not only a sel f-sup|M»rt- 
ing institution, but is a paying immern. I find in the amlit re|Kut ol 
the year ending June, 192tl, that there was a closing lialame ol 
Rh. 68,62*1 in the Law (\dlege. and without tiring the House I may 
mention that in other \ears also this halame has la'en a sulistantial one. 
May I point out to the House, in passing, that in the year ending June, 
1920, the Calcutta Universitv had in its closing balance Rs. l,H^l,0tMI ol 
(iovernment money? 

Kumir 8HIB 8HEKHARE8WAR RAY: May I rise to a point of 
order? Are we diwussing the budget of the Calcutta University? 

Th§ DEPUTY-PRESIDENT (Baby Surtndra Nath Ray)s Itiusmuch 
as it baa been said that the f’alcutta University has not lieen projM»rly 
treated in the Budget of the Bengal Government, the HonTde Minister 
i» entitled to give his reply. 

Tlia Han'bla Mr* P* C« MITTER: In the Mintr> IVofesHorship we find 
a doting balance of Rs. 6,944; in the T^niversity Readership we fitill 
Rt. 10,000 and odd; in the post-graduate teaching Rs. 2«'1,0<K) and odd; 
in the George V. Professorship Rs. MdKX). But I will not iii« the fMti- 
ence of the House by going into further details. My posiiiim m Mik, 
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Evun if thft Oovernrnent l)e not in a poftition to help the University sub 
stantially, even then the latter should l)e more generous to the College 
of Srieijee. In any ease I shall, when the proper time comes, consider 
the propriety of diverting the giant of Rh. 30,0(K) from the Law College 
to the Science (/ollege and of making a capital sum provision for the 
latter college out of the accumulated Ooveriiment grants in the hands of 
the Calcutta University. 

I now take up the next specific point alnmt criticisms regarding pri- 
mary eiliication. These (riticisms divide themselves into two heads. 
One dealing with general questions of policy or what has been 
dcs(iiU‘(i as want of |h)Iic\ or want of Hchemes and the other to certain 
Kjiecific complaints. I shall alsi) deal with the criticism that we did not 
spend the whole of the available money that we had in our Budget. The 
last argument is based on certain passages at pages 44 and 46 of the 
Budget. At page 44, it is stated that the decrease of Rs. 7H,()(M) in the 
revised estimate is partly due to the cause explained alM)ve and partly t 4 ) 
the non-util ijsat ion in full of the provision for grants to non-Oovernmeivl 
Arts (/olleges amounting to Rs. At page 46, it is stated that 

the de< reaH€ in the revised estimate as compaied with the sanctioned 
estimate is due to the non-payment of smaller grants to local bodies f(»r 
primary edm-ation. Now this critic jsm is based on a misiijquehen.sion o) 
the somewhat diffic ult system of keeping accounts. I can w’ell under- 
stand that new meml^ers like Colonel Pugh and others will make this* 
criticism, hut 1 must confess I do not understand why members like 
Kumar Shih Shekhareswur Hay and others who were memliers of the 
old Council and familiar with budget procedure should repeat this argu- 
ment. The position is this. The revised estimate is merely a paper 
estimate made by the Accountant-tieneral on the actuals of the first half 
ot the year. It is jH»rfectIy well known, at any rate to those who have 
dealt with the budgets for yeftrs past l>oth in this Council and the old, 
that the Education IKqiartment along with certain other deiiav-tmeuis 
sfHMid a g<XMl deal of their grants during the hist month or so, and Joi 
leasons that are pretty obvious. The F*<lucation l>e|mrtment has got tc 
deal with local bodies, governing bodies of institutions and it oftoa 
pi^ys afU'r the work has Ihmmi completed, so that it is about the eml of 
the year that many {laymentM an* often made. I may tell the Ilouae 
that orders have been very recently passed for the payment of the 
whole of Rs. 1,29,(100 within the year and also for certain other sums, 
vis., Rs. 1,20,(X)0 to district Ixuirds for buildings and equipment oi 
ptunnrj’ schmds, Rs. 76,tK)0 to district iKiards for pay of teachers in 
primary achools and so on. Our deiwrtment is of opinion that the 
statement tKat the grant for |rrimary cnlucation is smaller in 1921-22 
will not be justifiiMl when am>unl» are made np next year. I think 
when bills are (mid ami ut'counts are made up it will appear that we 
Ua''*e opent all that we cxiuld spend or were allowed to spend within 
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the agreeinent arrived at Iwtween the different menihert of the Govern- 
nf^nt. 

Habits Nirode Hehary Mullick and Hhishniadev Das have referred to 
(trants of scholarships and free studentships to inembers of the barkwaro 
classes and for the improvement of education anionifst them. I may tell 
the House that I have the utmost sympathy with their liemands and sub- 
ject to financial limitations I shall try to help them. In the earlier imrt 
of last year before the embarj^o on exi>enditure was pul I increased (he 
frrant to the Society for the improvement of eduiation ainon^ the Hack- 
wuid (lasses. I may also tidl the Houh»* that in tlu' sujipleinentai \ 
Hudfret that my de|mrtment has placed Indore the Finance Df<{mrtnt(nl 
there are provisions for the #?ran( of the scludarshijis and fn>e student 
ships as well as other provisions for the improvement of education 
anumpst the backward clas.ses. It is t<H> early to say what the rcHull 
of the taxation jirojKisals or of (loverniuent delilwMations will U 

My friend Mr. S, M. Hose has referred to the ipiestion of women’s 
eduiation. Here a^min I may tell the Housr* that I have includeil in the 
hupplementarv Hudjret a laiffer provision for that piirpcKc. hut 1 am 
somewhat astounded to find that while Mr. S M. Hose and otheis are 
pleadini? for exponsion of j^nls* education my esteemed Inend H.i' 
Dr. Haridhan Dutt Hahadur suggests that we shoubi dismiss teachers 
for girls’ education, etc. I hope he will Im* in the minority of one when 
the question comes to vote. 

Btbu 8URENDRA NATH MALLIK: I think Dr. Haridhan Dutt 
meant visitation by female teachers. That is what he objected to. 

Tlw Hotl*bl6 Mfi P. C. MITTER: Hut visitation of female teacberh 
is really meant for the furtherance of female education. 

There is another specific point which has l>een mentioned by Kai 
Dr. Haridhan Dutt Hahadur about primary education within the (Cal- 
cutta Corporation. Habu Surendra Nath Mallik has to some extent put 
him right, but it is just as well that T should tell the House that last 
year before the Rudget time, I handed over Ks, H lakhs to the (’ulcutta 
Corporation and they, according to the arrangements arrived, founa 
R«. 6 lakhs. Although I Wiow that some memla*rs of the Calcutta 
Corporation are keen on the subjec t, yet during the whole of this ymnt 
nothing has been done and no practical sr'herne has li€»en evolved. Kai 
Dr. Haridhan Dutt Bahadur said there was something in the Govern- 
ment notiffcaiion which added to the confusion. T/ast year when I 
handed over Rs. 3 lakhs to the Corporation it was certainly open to 
anybody really interested in primary education to take up the matter. 
And even if there be some mistake in the drafting of (he notification, 
which I do not admit because the matter has not Keen hrought to my 
Bolioe formally, that did not prevent anybody who was anxiona for 
primary education from drawing up prac tical schemes. I do not want

Rai Dr. HARIDHAN DUTT Bahadur: May I rine for persona) 
expJaiiulion ? 

Tha DEPUTY-PRESIDENT: Y oil may sfieak after the Hon’ble 
Minister, not iioK’, by way of personal explanation. 

TN Hon’bla Mr. P. C. MITTER: Rai Dr. Haridhan Dntt Bahadur 
has made another HU^^eslion of a somewhat astounding nature. He 
HUggestM that the work of the Board of Intermediate Education at Dacca 
may 1m* handed over to the Darca VniverHity. If liefore making that 
HUggcNtion he ha<l taken the trouble to refer to the Dacca Fniversity Act 
he would have found that within the o-mile radius neither the Dwca 
University mn any (»ther Hniversity can have anything to do with inter- 
mediate or sc< (uidary education. Whether you like the Daci a University 
or not, the Act is there which I, with your help and co-operation, have 
got to administer. We cannot hand over the intermediate board of stiid- 
ies to the Dacca rnivemity much us 1 or anybody eUc may wish. 

A iriticism has been made about the percentage between reserveo 
and transferred sulijects, 1 have not much faith in percentages, but may 
I remind the House of a certain other figure? His Kxcellemy the 
Oovernor has pointed out that the «‘ut from the t lansferred dejiart ments 
was R«. ()} lakhs wherea.s the cut from the reserved departments was 
Ha. 8«‘l lakhs. I’his Ks. bj lakhs would lx* automatu uHy restoied as soon 
US the taxation Bills are pass«A(l. ^\s regards the reserved departments 
they will have to satisfy the tb»vernment first and then this House. I do 
not want to (|uestion the calculations regarding jien entages : some .say 
it is dO and 70 and others and (10. Without questioning these cab ula- 
tions, I do say that in this year of great financial stringency we have 
not come liadly off. I also acknowledge what has l>een acknowledged by 
His Exiellency that our colleagues on the reserved side also treated u.^ 
fairly in the matter of the cut. 

My att-ention has l>een drawn by Rai .Tog^mdia Chundei (ihose Bahadur 
to certain Council resolutions about the establishments of a Board oi 
SiHomlary Eduiation, a committee of inquiry into ihe Calcutta Cniver- 
sity and certain other matters. The question of the committee of in<}uiry 
I have aliefldf' dealt with, but about the Board of Secondary Education, 
I may tell the Rai Bahadur that we have written to the Cnlcutt i Uiiiver* 
sity. They have apiminted a iommitte#*. We are tr\i!ig to posh the 
matter hut I think every body w ill agree with me that we should not take 
away certain functions fnmi the (hilrutta UniverNiiy without at any r.xle 
giving them an o^qiortunity of hidng heard. If they take a long time 
over the matter then 1 may have to (ell them that we must, with regrets, 
do without their long-delayed opinion, hut it is no good taking up this 
matter Wfoee the Bmlgt't disiuasion are over )>ecius«* we do not kni»w 

where we etand ffnnncially.

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Mr. Shaheed Siilirawardy liaK refomnl t«> the jfrunt to thf 
Hhy Scouts Movement. l*erhnp« it will .surprise my friend to know that 
there is a grant in the current year's Budgt^t which has again been rejieut- 
ed in the next j^ear’s Budget as an existing grant. 

These are all the spec ific points which have Imhui raided regarding 
the Education Department. 

There is another specific pciiiit to which I have to rcTcr, c.//.. the 
reorganisation of the* sulwirdinate educational H4»rvice. I have riMe.itly 
answered a cjucstion on this point. The draft of the uan piv- 

pared a few clay.s ago hut since then the matter has paHsinl (hiough the 
Finance Department and v,e hope to issue orders in the* ccmiim* of next 
week. I am glad to tell the ('ouncul that the re(»rganisalion of the sub- 
ordinate educational service is now an acccmiplished fact. 

In thi.s coniicc tion a entic'ism was made by Kumui Sliib ShckharcNwar 
Kay or Kabu Indu Khushan Dull to the effect that the a» tual sum in the 
ncNt year's Hudget is inii< h less than demands for giants in the* c urrent 
\eurs Budget. That is so and the rea.son is this, 'fhe^ snlmnlinute 
educational service* consists of over iJdHH) oflicers divided into various 
classes and the demand w’e made was based on the report of a committee 
known as the Wordsworth (’ommittc'e, but when we workcMl out di'lnil.*- 
(la'fore we issued orders it was ncM essury to work out details with refeienc e 
to each officer), wc found that at the next yeui only the* sum budgeteo 
li»i will Ih* necessarv As the House is awaie' the rc‘i>rguniHution is going 
to joovieie salanc*s e»n a tuue-se ale and w hat was aime*el at by the Words- 
woMb (’oiiiinit t<*e was to ani\e* at the* avc*rage .salary that would lx* 
ne» essury and not the* ac tual salai\ feu the* nc*\l \(‘ar. I ho|H* thin will 
satisfy my friends us to the reason why this grant is apparent ly Ic*ss, 
but as Nears rcdl on, the total will Im* imue ami more, as tin* average 
8,«lary is higher than the ae tuul sularx for the* m*xt \e*ar. 

Before I deal with certain bigger questicuis about the want of schemeii 
and so on, I would, wiili the permissicui of the House, finish two small 
points regarding the Kegistiation Department with whic h I have to deal. 
One i.s regarding the* reorgan izj 4 tion of the services, and the other is a 
criticism by Kai Mahendra Chandra Mitra Bahadur to the effect that 
there is a provision for Rh. *J8,fK>0 as travelling allowance in the next 
year's Budget as against Us. HbfMKi in thi.s year’s Budget and, further, 
it was a puxxle to the Rii Bahadur why district sub-registrurs should go 
on tour and in.spect. Perhap.s he was not aware that many district s«l>- 
regisirars have to ins|*ect subordinate offices, and therefore there must be 
travelling allowances for them. As regards this item of Us. 28,000, it 
wa> found from actual exiienenee that the travelling allowance proi^isioi) 
fjr these subordinate officers this year was not erwugh. Tbero is no 
question here of any big travelling allowance bills of any highly-iiaid 
offieem; we have gone inhi the figures carefully and the Firmnct* 
Department have cut them down too. . 
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Then there remains the important question about the revision of 
Halaries of sub-rejfistrars. 1 ran assure the House that I am as keenfU 
anyone here in revising? the salaries of these sub-rej^istrars, but the posi- 
tion is this: early this financial year my department took up the question 
of the reor^canization of the suWe^ristrars’ service. Our schemes were 
ready; they were sent to the Finance Department for examination; then 
c ame the ernhurjro stopfiinjr all extra expenditure, and I am sure the 
House will not hluine anyWy, althoujfh the delay is very unfortunate. 
The finances of the province were the deficit to the extent of about Rs. 150 
lakhs. We could not naturally incur further expenditure however 
necessary; the matter necessarily remained in abeyance. We recently 
took up the matter as siam as the taxation Bills were referred to Select 
(V)inmittee and so far as iny department is concerned everythin^r i** ready, 
hut niy friend the Hon’hle Finance Member is very busy, and even if we 
try our best in the two departments, 1 do not think that it is possible to 
pass onlers before the next offit ial year; so far as my department is con- 
cerned I can assure the House that no time will be lost ; I also trust that 
ii UKUicv Ik* available, the Finance Ih*imrtment will expi'dite llte 
matter. 

There now remains the critii ism of Folonel Fuph and Mr. Ajoy 
Fhunder Dutt alwuit want of schemes. I submit, Sir, mu< h of thisiTiti- 
cism is due to misapprehensijins and mticli of it is also due to the j>ersist- 
cnl lies retH*ntcd in the public press. Brimarv Education is one of the 
most im|K>rtant activities of my department, ami T know the intert'st the 
mt'ml>ers of this House take in this jrreat and important que.stion. In 
the early part of this year, Mr. Biss submitted a comprehensive refiort on 
Primary Kdm ation. In that report, the calculations which Colonel Puph 
and others are so eajfer to jjet are .set out. At pajre 59 of that report 
the House will find — ^a copy of the report was circulated to every member 
of (his House — that the capital expenditure according: to one scheme was 
Us. 3 crores and odd, and the Vecurring* expenditure Us. 199 lakhs. 
Accordinjr to another scheme the capital expenditure is Rs. 152 lakhs and 
recurrinfr expenditure Rs. 109 lakhs. 1'herefore T do not think my friend 
Colonel ?uj(b is riprht in sayinj? that estimates and schemes have not been 
prepared. He refers to the example of one of my Hon’ble Collea^es in 
th» ivserved departments who have asked for an allotment in the Bud^ret 
for drawing up) schemes. In my de|)artraent not only is there a provision 
for expenses necessary for preparing a scheme but the schemes have 
already been drawn up and have been before the public for months past. 
Soon after the p)ublication of Mr. Biss’s repmrt, I published a resolution 
on the repuirt in the Oovernineiit Gazette, Perhaps some members of this 
House do not vim mui h to read these resolutions. Not being content 
with these steps I asked for opinions from all representative men and 
local boclies. and I distributed an English version very freely and caused 
a Bengali tninslation to Iw made; that version also I distributed very 
widely amongst union Isuirds and various other b^ies and men in rum) 
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ureoB. I am |rla<l to say that some tiiemlK*rs like iny friend Ifaja Ueshee 
l^w and others have fuvouriHl me with iheir views, views whieb are 
very Kelpful, but I am sorry to note that my friends who are always keen 
about raising acrimonious discussions and delwtes in this House, 
have not favoured me with their views at all. If they did that, instead of 
making angry speec hes in this Council, pnigress would be lH*tter. Ncu 
only has this estimate for the pro\ince as a whole Ihh»u made, hut ir 
Appendix L (o) detailed estimates for municipalities are set out. hin 
this is not all. Mr. Biss, who has lM*eii indefaligahle in this matter, 
has, since the publication of thi.s rejMirt, drawn up schemes for evtM> 
one of the 110 municipalities in Bengal. Tht»se schemes weie wo|keu 
out 111 consultation with the local authorities on the siK>t, With twi 
or lhrcM‘ exceptions these* schemeN have alivady hcM*n sent to thcon foi 
eonsideration and in the majority of cases have even l>een verbally 
explained to the Commissioners and iiiemliers of the public, who hav^ 
cared to attend ni<H*tings snminoned for the pur|H>se. 

With regard to the rural areas, in the same way hut at a lower stand- 
ard of cost, detailed scheme's have* been worked out on the sjmt for iJlMi 
unions and sent to the loc'al authorities for consideration. In one dis- 
trict the district of flinighly detailed estimates have been worked out 

w ith regard to every union so as to give an idea us to what would lie the 
effe<!t of a full application of the sc heme over a wide nrcui. In the other 
districts, we have worked out details with regard to one nr twic or three 
unions in each distric t, so that each distric t may be in a position to make 
an experimc*nt, and the work is still gedng on. My great difficult v is not 
want of funds- 1 hud enough this yc*ar ~ but want of support from local 
bodies. The local bculies are not coming forward; I < lialien'.cil them 
in my last budget speech and said I would 1 m» willing to divide the expen- 
ses on a half and half Imsis, but very few of the municiisihUc's, I am 
sorry to »ay, have come forward. At the earlier part of the year, when 
we were hnaiiiially bettc*r off, I offered to a paituulai municipality 
that I would Irear e\c;ry rujiee of the capital expenditure and half of 
the recurring extienditure, but even then that munici|»ality did not come 
forward. We hois* that all the memln'is of this House will exert theii 
great influence with the local InKlies and induce them to come forward. 

Another critici,sni has been made by Colonel Pugh, and that is that 
the Calcutta University Commission’s report was published 5 years ago, 
but nothing has been done. Perhaps Colonel Pugh and others who have 
cnticised do not know that thi.s cjuestion was put to me more than onc’^i, 
and my answer was that this would involve an expenditure of something 
like Re. 80 lakhs in recurring expenditure. The estimate of the Com- 
mtoeioners was about Rs. 05 lakhs capital expenditure and about Rs. 61 
Inkbs recurring expenditure, but under present conditions the proper 
eeiimate would be about Rs. 80 lakhs recurring and over Rs. 100 lakh^ 
in capital. So I have come to the conclusion that it was not 
poaeible to find the money in * tke near future, therefore, 
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I had to abandon the idea of carrjinjf f)nt these recommendations. 
I promised to consider the su^f^esticni of some of my frieiyis, 
including Rai Joj^endra O’hunder Ghose Bahadur, of starting a secondary 
board; so my policy is laid down there. I think I have sufficiently 
trespassed on the time of the Hfuise, but niy excuse is that I have been 
unjustly criticised by many of the speakers, and — 

Rai ilOCENmiA CHUNDER CHOSE Bahadur: What about the 
resolution regarding the constitution of the University? 

Tha Hon*bla Mr* P. Ci MITTER; That resolution stands in the same 
way ; with regard to tliat we have written to the University, but after the 
Hudget disciisHioii is over, the matter will ]>e taken up again. 

One wold more and I am done. 1 said I have made various demand.*' 
in the Schedule. I think these demands in the Schedule will l>e worse 
than illuH(U'y if the t’ouncil do not agree to pass these taxation Bills on a 
permanent basis, ami the nnison is obvious. In tlie piesent Budget vou 
have, J believe, capital expenditure to the <‘xtent of Us. 40 to Us. 00 
lakhs; if you put this demand on a loan basis, you will find that a recurr- 
ing expenditure of about Us. 4 lakhs will be enough if the perimi of the 
loan be for 20 or MO years. If you do not follow this loan polic'v it w ill he 
necessary to keep a balance of Us. 00 to Us. 00 lakhs as a working 
halance; if you ])ass these taxation Bills on a permanent basis, you need 
not hav(‘ a large working balance like ){s. 00 to Us 00 lakhs and as 
Mr. Kerr has i‘xplained. you will have a surplus of Us. 00 lakhs foi 
expansion; this year has h(‘en a very had year for both Stamps ami Land 
Uevenue; it may }»e that next year will he e(|ually had. hut there is some 
< liaTM’e of irnprovermuit. so that you may have more than Us. fWt lakhs 1« 
distrihiite next year. What is the apprehension of my friends here: 
'I'heii apprehensiem is that ut the end of three years the Govern 
ment of India will again reimpose its demaml for Us. 03 lakhs; thai 
upTmhen.sion has Wn set at ix'st during the last few days. Tin 
hon’ble members may have notieed that this week, the Finance Secretarv 
to the Government of India has .said thajt greater relief would he given 
to Madras, the Punjab and the United Provinces and that all the con- 
tributions will be taken off at as early a date as possible. 

I apprehend T have tres|wss<Ml on the time of the House too long, 
and I conclude with an ap|K*al to this House that if they want the 
Uef(»rms to succeed, they .should pa*>’^ the taxation Bills on a {permanent 
basis. 

MINISTER in oliargt of DEPARTMENT of LOCAL SELF- 

GOVERNMENT (Uio Hon’INt Sir Surondro Nath Banof|oi0: I do not 

propt>se to detain the Hou.se at any great length for the reason that the 
criticisms which have been addresse<l in regard to the working of the 
department with which I am conmv ted. have not been of that comprehen- 
sive onier with which my friend (the HoiPble Mr. Mitterl has just had to 
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deal. The resonndinjf note of the detiate han l>een one of diftsatiHfaotitoi ; 
itVae bound to be so, havinff rejfard to the character of the Budfret. 
But there was one note of dissjitisfaction, raised by some of the meml>ers 
present which I very much regret. We had a bad limiget lant year: 
we have an unsatisfactory Budget this year; and they have come to the 
conclusion that the Reforms are illusory, that they mean nothing, that 
they are doomed to failure. Well. Sir, 1 cannot share this view at all, 
I am sorry to find that this view should prevail even anmngst a limited 
section of this Ilou.stv I'he Reforms have Imhmi in ojHTation only for a 
year, and it seems to me that it is premature to form any opinion as tc 
their suct'ess or otherwise. A year is a very limitinl sjmee of time in tin 
life of a great exi>eriment ; \erv limited t<K» in tin* lib* of a great «’om- 
nMinity. We nil know the beginnings of tin* Hiitish Parliament and 
from w’hai a small thing it rose to Is* the mother of Ihirliameiits and 
furnished (he model of l^ii Iianientar\ institutions to ei\ihseJ mankind, 
I afijieal to m> friends to hav<* faith and |>ivtieme. (he ancient ( harac ter 
istn.s of our in*oplc. and the darkin*ss which suiioumls tin* utinosphert 
is bound to disapfvar. 

I welcome the criticisms which have he«*n made in respect of my 
department, for they serve to clear up nnsunderstandings and reveal the 
strength of my |>o.sition, whit'h indeed is a strong one. I desire to refei 
t(» some of the criticisms whi<h have lHM»n made, not in their chrono* 
logical, hut what ap|>ears to me in their logical ord«*r, 

My friend Rahu I'anindralal l)e has (d).seivc<l that the Budget makes 
provision more for estahlishment than for work H(* seems to have over- 
IcHiked the fac*t that it is (uil\ half a Bmlget, and that real work is to be 
fco^ided for in a su[»plementar\ Budget after the Taxation Bills have 
Ixn'n pa.swnl, and we are in a |»osi(ion tr> embark on a iwdny of loafo 
which will have to Is* laid Is-fore (his Coum il 

My friend Dr Moitra has bronudit somewhat of an imln (merit against 
me personally. He i-ongdains of a i eduction in (he Health Budget fr«mi 
Rs. 19 lakhs to Rs. lf» lakhs, ami he says that this is dm* to lack of energy 
on the jmrt of the Minister. Well. ,Sjr, throughout my long jMihlic lifi 
1 have Wn suhjrM ted to all sorts of critic isms, hut the\ have not ti|»set 
my digr«»(ion nor distiirlred my slunilx'rs, I have trudged along ver> 
complacently in the midst of an atmosphere crowded with these reflec- 
tions, but the very last thing which has licen said against me is tha- 
I have been lacking in energy! My energy may sometimes have Ireen 
of the misguided order, as m\ c-ritics have sometimes said, 1ml not om 
of them has ever ventured to charge me with any want of that cjualitv. 
But we live to learn, and I find that at mv time of life a new 
indictment has been brought against me. hut it so happens that it 
is absolutely unfounded. The reduc tions that he complains of are due to 
no lack of energy on my part ; and to at least one cjf them, my friend him- 
self has been a party. Dr. Moitra will remember that at a meeting of 
the Standing Committee at which he wks present, he strongly objected tc 
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Hpendinf^ a larf^e sum of money on the anti>hookworm schemes and that 
we riKluced the f^rant by Rs. 75,000. In the Rs. 3 lakhs reduction, tius 
Hiim is tnrluded; therefore I claim that, if I am guilty of want of energy, 
want of initiative, my friend has at least been an abettor in that matter. 

I<et -me pass on to other items in connection with this indictment. We 
have a sum of Hs. HO, 000 included in the three lakhs. This sum was a 
transfer from the Ifealth Department to the Irrigation Department for 
work which, heing initiated by the Health DefWirtment, had to be carried 
on by the Irrigation Department. Therefore, it was a transfer from one 
pocket to another, a book transaction altogether, and d(»es not represent 
any reduction at all. 'rinis, we have Rs. 70,fMK) phtu Rs. 80,000, which 
amounts to Us. l.hO.tMIO. reduced through no want of energy on my part; 
hut more is in store. Then w'e have a sum of Us. 50,000, The Amta 
drainage and sanitary wawks are in ]>rogress, (lovernment has 
given a loan, and has also made a grant of Hs. 50, (MM), hut they have not 
been able lo spend this money. There again, there is no (|uestion of want 
of energy on my part. If there was lack of energy, it was on the part of 
those currying on the woik at Amta. 7’hus, we have got a total bf 
Hs. 1?,10,0(M) to he <hMhieted friun the Us. lakhs due to conditions which 
1 have jtist described. 

But let us f)roce«‘d. ho< anse I am anxious to make it (juite clear that 
when allegations of this kind, statements of this description are made in 
Council by responsible memliers, it is their plain duty to af’qnaint them- 
selves with the facts before they make tljesp sdlegations, and Dr. Moitra 
could have easily d<ine so. A few minutes* conversation with regard to 
these matters wruild have given him this information and saved my time 
and the time (»f the CounciL I am anxious to pnjve to the hilt tHat these 
allegations are futile and unfounded. 

Then we have certain other items besides this sum of Rs. 2,19,000. 
There is an unspent balance, itnd this is due to ( ertain fa<‘tf>rH to which I 
desire to call your attention, err., the reduction in establishment and 
contingencies. I am sure Dr. Moitra himself does not think that a reduc- 
tion in estuhli.shment is harmful. Secoifdly. the industrial hygiene 
department was not in proper working order: there has bf'en a saving 
here. Then there was the I'uhlic Health Laboratory at Burdwan which 
had not he^n o|>ened and here was a saving; then the revision of pay of 
the suh«»rdimfte sanitary staff was deferred Well, owing to these causes 
there was a retluction of Rs. 3 [akhs. and it was certainly not due to any 
lack of enery on the part of the Minister or of the department over 
which he |iresides. 

It was stated. I think, by Babu Tnrit Bhiisan Ray — I do not remeni* 
ber exactly, at any rate bv some member — that we were sleeping in cmr 
offices while people were dying from cholera, and that we were idle in 
the matter of prosecuting an anti-malarial campaign. Having regard to 
the active interest which my department and mjaelf have takra ia tkk 
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connection, I yiew with n feeling which I do not care to describe, I eiew 
eKHi an exceedingly unhappy feeling, en allegation of this kind. I#et 
me address myself to the facts, I took charge of my office on the 3rd 
January, 1921, and on the 5th March, I addressed myself to these ques* 
tiong. I took up the problem of anti-malarial o|)enitions. Early iii tin 
year in this very Hall, I convened a conference of newspaper editors, Kurtv 
pean and Indian, to discuss the health problem of Hengai, in iihich the 
problem of malaria was of course im luded : we had a most interesting dis- 
cussion in this Hall; the obje<q of the discuHsion being to create a feelinji 
in the country in favour of those anti-malarial operations which we desired 
to undertake. It was indeed the starting-point of the propaganda work 
upon which the success of anti-inalarial operations largely depetids. 
People must be educated in the primuples of public health and what 
lictter agency could you find than the news|mpi*r IVessJ^ I ap|>ea]o<l t< 
the newspaper editors, in order that they might help me and.co-openite 
with me in this anti-malarial ciimpaign which we were airxious to ini- 
tiate. I think I succeeded in my i>h|et t. I’here was a gocnl deal of 
healthy di.H(MJHsion in the newspapers: even the extremist non-co- 
operating papers joined in this diseuHsi<in Almost immediately after, 
I circularised the distri<*t Iwiards inxiting them to <'all conferenm**^ 
of the leadiiig men of the <listrict in order to formulate anti-malarial and 
water-sujiply si herncs f(»r tlieir ilistricts, ami T promiseil to attend thew 
conferences, if invitr^d, T attended nine of these conferences in the 
districts of Bengal; T attended ronferences held at Daeen., Burisal, 
Khulna. Jessore, Hfwighly. ffowrali, Krishnagnr, Fnridfoir and last, hut 
not least, Dinajpiir. 'I'here were fuiIy t wo ('onferem es which I could not 
attend owing to the fact that the time was not suitable. A great deal of 
interest was awakened in problems (»f health in these district ermferences 
at which leading men were present, and at the present moment, my 
department Is considering schemes of anti-malarial operations and water- 
supply, which have Immmi fiho-ed heffin* us h\ some of thesi* conferences 
Do you think. Sir, that that hsiks like sleeping over our w(>rk, going 
from place to place, from district t^> district, and if f mav smind a person- 
al note, catching malarial fever myself at one of these jdacesP That d»»es 
not, 1 ref»eat, look like sleeping over the work with which I have lieeii 
entnisted. Therefore. 1 protest against an allegation of this kind thu' 
we. have been doing nothing and that we have been idle and inactive. 

Indeed I may say without hesitation and with all the emphasis that I 
ran command, that my soul is centred upon one problem and one problem 
•lone — the eradication of malaria, from this great province, (be province 
cf my birth and of my hopes and aspirations. Well, from 
the very outset. I th<night that it was a matter of the 
fit at importitnce that we should have a comprehensive scheme 
of anti-malarial operations to be carried out, stage by stage and in a 
pmgreaaive form ; and here I most for one moment pause to render nnto 
0«ar the thinga that are Cmear's. When 1 took charge of the office 
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which I hold at the present moment, I found that 33 schemes of anti- 
malarial operations had already been framed under the auspices and the 
instructions of His Excellency liord Ronaldshay. Sir, I know not what 
the verdict of history will be with rejrard to His Excellency's adminis- 
tration; but this 1 will venture to say, without fear of challenge or 
contradiction, that there w'ill be one resounding note w'hicb the historian 
will sound, that he was a Governor who first realised the magnitude of 
this great problem and made the first definite effort to grapple with it. 
Theie were 33 schemes pre|>ar<*d and framed under instructions from Hif 
Excellency. I had a conversation with Mr. Addains-Williains on the 
subject. Re had a large share in the preparati(»n of the schemes. The 
s<dieines, if I may say so without disrespect, were lumped together, that is 
to sa\, nnti-Tualarial schemes were mixed u]) with drainage schemes. I 
asked Mi. Ad<iams-Williams and Dr. Ibuitlev to consider the schemes, 
and they have formed them into three separate groups, r/r., first, these 
are tlie sclienu*s whieli are purely anti-malarial ; secondly, those which 
are partially anti-malarial, and thirdly, thow* which are drainage and 
agrii'ultfii’ul s<h(*meH — the last diH»s not hehmg to my department. 
Undoubtedly, tliese latter will improve tlu* agrii iilture of the country 
and will add to tlie wi^alth (»f the |H*oplt‘ ami imlin'ctly will improve theit 
health ; but they are not exactly wdiemes which may properly he regardeo 
a.s belonging to tlie Health Defmrtment Then*ft>re, I have had to dis- 
sociate myself and my department from them. We are only roncernen 
with the first and the second, purely anti-mnlarial and partly anti- 
malarial schemes. Hut \\hat is the U’st of the purely malarial schemes? 
It is a system of flushing and flm>ding during the rainy season of s|)eri- 
fied areas with silt-laden water; it is in fact the old system of l>oni- 
fication for which 1 have lM»en pleading from my place in the Imperial 
I.egislative (kiunc'il since 1913. 

Well. Sir, I had been asked a c|uestic»n by Babu Indu Bhusban Dutta. 

1 do not know whether he iie here. (A voice: “ He is here.”^ Very 
good. I am very glad that he is here. He asked me: “What about 
the schemes of our Mini.ster?” Here, you are. You have only been 
criticising us, but we have been working*. Critic ism is a pleasant per- 
formance, but work is l>etter, a more responsible, a more ardous thing. 
And upon this high and righteous work my department has been engaged. 
We have got the schemes which I am going to lay before you — sobemee 
already under construction, and schemers that are under investigation, 
liet me read out to you the schemes which are already under execution 

(1) The Naowi Smithi scheme co\ering 146 square znilee oonoams 

the 24-Pargnnas, 

(2) The Anjuna mheine whic h traverses the Nadia and Jessore 

districts with which my friend, the Mnbaraja of Krishnagar» 
is so intimately concerned, about which be spe^e to me 
several times and regarding wbich there is a very strong body 
of feeling at Krisbnagar a| j[ found it when I waa ibere. 
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(3) Then, there is the Jabuna acheme extending over 362 (K|uare 

milea, traversing three distriote, tbe 24-!WgaDa8, Nadia and 
Jesftore. 

(4) I>a«ily, there is the Amta-Howrah scheme extending over 12f 

square miles. 

These schemes are already under openition and they will be 
included in the supplement ury Budget which will l>e laid before this 
Onincil. Hut there are some other unti-inularial schemes proper which 
are under investigation and as MiM)n as they are completed, they will 
also l>e included in the .supplt»mentarv Budget and you will Im» invited 
to grant the immev recjuired for them. They an' as follows — 

(U The Bhairah si heme. which will cover an area of S(M) square 
miles and covers three districts, vie . 24-l*arganas, Jessori 
and Na<lia. It is a sc'heme of far-reaching ]m|>ortance am' 
will pndiahlv I'o**! H**. *r> lakh'. 

(*J) There is the Jhenida scheme in the Jessore district. 

<3) The Dunikliali s( heme in the H»»oghly and Burdwan distric ts, 
and 

(4^ liUstlv. the Haunkini Daha scheme traversing tlie ilcHtgItly and 
Burdwan Districts. 

.\s T have said, tliese si hemes are under investigat ion and, when 
completed, will be laid before you. And here I desire to assoc iate 
myself with what has fallen from my friend to my left. You want 
Bengal to be saved from the ravages of malaria; you want medical 
Mcbocds to be establisfied ; you want the w ider expansion of medic'al 
relief among the people of the proMiice; \ou want these beneficent 
activities to 1 h* cn*ated. fostered and |M»rj»etuated Dan you do all ihi' 
for rcothingy Do \ou ex|H*c t that in this world of (tod’s Provinc’e it is 
[Mjssible to get an\ Immuj witluuif paving for it V<mi require money 
for it. If von j»ass the Taxation Bills witlioul anv suhstantial incidi 
hcaiion and in a permanent form, you can atari a loan policy. I’nless 
the investors are satisfic'd that the party whic h wants the loan is 
solvent, they will not lend n pice, Ite (he party a (loveriimerit or an 
individual. The finances must therefore la* placed ujkui a sound and 
satisfactory f«M>ting, and they can only be so placed by having a surplus— 
a permanent surplus and not a surplus for three years only, which will 
s<*rve as the basis for a loan jailicy. Therefore, thorn* who are clamour- 
ing and rightly clamcniring— I think I should not use the word 
clamouring” I would substitute ” crying”— those who are ciydng foi 
the eradication of malaria, for tbe expansion of medical relief, crying 
for the establishment of medical schmils, crying for the furtherance 
of these beneficent activities upon which the health, the progress and 
the prosperity <»f this «*f»untry depend, those who are bent upon this 
benefioient errand, must make up mind to puts ihooe Tuxaiion 

to 
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Bill* in the form 19 which they are, without any substantial modifica- 
tion and as a perma^ietit measure. Without that thera is no good hav- 
ing these various schemeM which we shall have Jtt lay before you. 

I have finishfMl with my programme of anti-malarial Gyrations. I 
have laid that progmirirnc lK''fV)re you. Mind you, I notean to extend 
it. I have asked riiv de|»artmen( to go ahead with other programmes. 
Dr. Bentley is working at other schemes covering different di.stricts. 
As soon as the piograrnmes and the estimates are ready they will 1m 
included (n the supplementary Budget and they will be laid before you 
to grant the money and then they will be taken up. Tlie money mus< 
be there and you must find it and that can only l>e done by having » 
permanent surjilus as the Finame Memlwr suggests. 

Babu 8URENDRA NATH MALLIK: May 1 ask the Hon ble

connei lion. I ma\ also point out that we <ln not proiMi-^e to spimd any- 
thing more than what would be realised by the fees for the examination, 
so that in no case will (he reveiines of the IVovinee he in any way burd- 
ened with the I harges for Vliis examination. 

As leganls |)r. Hariilhaii Dutt’s observation that (here are two un- 
necessary 1‘residency Magistrates in the Calcutta I'oliee ('ourts- 1 think 
he said that (hr Traffic Magistrate also wn.s not reijuired- I may remind 
(He Council that the (piestion was debated in this very House not very 
long ago and the Council decided that it was desirable and necessary 
that (here should lie a slij»endiarv magistrate available for trying traffic 
cases. I <h> not think that it can la* the desire of this House to go back 
ujum -their reient de<’ision iii Ahis matter. It was also suggested that wc 
might disjsMise with the extni magistrate who has been entertaineil foi 
extra #ork. As regards that, the jwwition is that the Chief Presidency 
Magistrate has not yet lie<»n able to dispose of the munitions case. The 
iminilions case is still |»ending on his file and he has to devote some portion 
of his time to (hat <‘ase. Tt was said that there had lieeii a decrease in 
the institution of ptdice cases. T sent for the figures and T find that there 
has l*een a slight decline but it is of a very insignificant character. So 
long as the munitions case lasts there may be* a necessity for retaining 
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anoOier magistrate to dispuae of tlie current work. That was the justi- 
ffbatiuii for incltding hin Htilarv in the Budget. 

Babu Indu lihuMhun Dutta naid that there had l>een a det rease in 
civil litigati6n last year and therefore we luight not to have provided for 
so many munsifs, Huh-judge.s and district judges. In ihis couiuM tmn, 
It i.s important also to bear in mind that there is a laige amount cd arrears 
in the civil courts throughout tiie president These uru*uis 1 do not 
tind decrea.sirig in any apiireac iaide degree, hut in a mattei of this nature 
it Is the High f'oiirt that i.s the ht*st judge of the situation and in such 
inatlerH we can only safcdy act ujmiii the requisition of the High Court. 
Wlien the High Court tells us that so many morc^ sulHirdiuate jinlges 
and iiiurtsifs are wanted and they give us the figures showing either 
tliat there has been an increase in the arreain or there* has been an 
incTease in the institutions, then we feel justified in appointing addi- 
tional .sub-judges and munsifs. As a matter of fact there liave hc*eii a 
nuinher ql temporurv otlicei.s who have* been ac ting in these capac ilies 
l(»r several yeais and from \eai to \ear they have been kept on in the 
hope that they w’ill be able to dispiise of tliosr an ears. We hu\e not 
yet been able to inc lude* them in the* |K*riiianetit c adre on account of the 
hnanc iul stringency in the province. 'I'lie oiils ultc riuitivc letl tc> us was 
to make these temporary ap{>onititients. 

1 think a complaint was uls(» made us to the sum of IN. 1 lakh votcul 
and Rs.5(),IKK) nc»n-voted for temjiorary distric t and sessions judges. 
Here* also we ac ted upon the recommendations of the High Court. The 
High Coiiit is lesjxmsible fc»r seeing that there is a sutheient staff of 
distric ( and sessions judges available* for disposing of the c urrc‘nt work. 
It was mainly for the disposal of sessions <*ases lliul additional appoint- 
ments have been made fiom time* to time. These additional iippoint- 
inenls have lieen going on from \eui to year and the High Court is satis- 
fied that the\ huve to lie continued in order to co|k* with the current 
work. 

A ({iiestion has also been raised as regards the apt>oint merit of extra 
judges in the High Court. In this connection I must tell the Council 
that there has recently Iwen a considerable increase in the institutions 
on the Original Side. laist year, the institutions on the Original Side 
were and this year the number has gone up to r>,37H. So there 

Has been an inc rease of nc*arly l.fMK) cases and there are also arrears on 
the Appellate Side. The nurnlier of rases pending on the 11th Febru- 
ary last, were 5,933 of which l,(Ksl were ready for hearing as against 
5,030 on the 5tb February. It is on account of these increases in the 
institutions and in arrears that the High ('ourt wanted to strengthen their 
staff. It does not lie, as the (Vrunril know, with the Oovernment of 
Bengal to appoint new judges. New* judges have to lie apfsonfe*! by (be 
(fovenuneni of India and by the Secretarj* of State. The matter wont 
«p to tE« Saoratary of State and he has sanctioned the appointment of 
a temfiofary Judge. 
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It suggested by one of the speakers, 1 think by Baba Surendra 
Nath Mallik, that the learned Judges of the High Court |o not do'a 
Huihcient uitiouni of work. There is an eJ^'Judge of the High Court here 
and 1 have no doubt he will l>e able fairly and fully to contradict this 
statement. 

Besides, if Babu Surendra Nath Mallik had been here I should have 
liked to point out to him that there is a proceeding known as contempt 
of court, (liaughter). 

Kumar 8HIB 8HEKHARE8WAR RAY: It is privileged. 

Tha Hon*ble 8ir ABD-UR-RAHIM: Whether it is privileged or not 
is a question which may have to be decided and the High ('ourt will have 
to decide the question. 

What 1 mean to say is that as regurd.s the number of days the 
h umed Judges sit I uni not in a position to say whether the figure given 
by Babu Surendra Nath Mallik, rtz., Uif) days in the year, is correct. 
But you must remember that so far as I know the Calcutta High Couri 
has not added to the list of the High Court holidays within recent tiine.s. 
Their sittings an*, 1 ladieve, the same as they used to lie Wfore, and I 
should think that it is rather a drastic (|Ucstion to raise in this way 
whether their sitting days shouhl not be increased. At any rate, I do not 
think that it is a (jueslion which vuu projierly be decided by thi.s CinnciJ. 
There is also another complaint made as regards our Budg'd, r.umely, 
as to our legal charges, i.t\, for law suit.s. As a matter of tact we have 
budgeted for a certain decrease and not an incn*ase. 7'here was an 
increase in the revised estimate, but it is impossible in a matter of this 
kind to he m eurate in our e.stimates. 1 can, however, assure this Couiu ii 
that we are trying our lie.st to cut down our legal charges as far as 
possible. 1 limy mention that so fur as the increase in the revised 
Budget is concerned it wasio a great extent due to the recent prosecu- 
tions. 'I’herc have been also certain other important r4ises for which 
pleaders had to he retained. 1 do nut think that there has been any 
increase in or addition to, the scale of fe^s though at times more fees had 
to be jMiid than they were paid before, but in this matter also Govern- 
ment is not always in a better position than an ordinary litigant. Of 
course when we have to |)ay our retained pleaders, there is a definite 
scale of fees, but when we have to engage gentlemen other than our 
retained counsel and pleader, s, w’e have to pay fees according tc» what 
these gentlemen ordinarily get. I do not think, therefore, that there 
can be any just complaint in res|>ecl of this mutter.

It 1 do not 
uke them amo/t //I , or it 1 have to repeat m> lenmrkH on the name 
subject, it will be tor no other reason except thin that 1 propose to dtuil 
with the commenU ol the inemliers as they got up in rotation to apeak 
ill this Council. 

Kai Mahendia Uhandia Mitra liuhadui rained a w^i that we had not 
provided suiiiciently for the development of forests. 1 am entirely with 
him in that, but it is lor this C’ouncil to remedy that by giving me more 
funds fur forests. 

Mr. Ajoy (’hiinilei Dutt very jMTlinently, in coniw*ction with the 
question of general reti enchiiu'nt that we have had to enforce this veai, 
pointed out the unsutisfactorv ntate of the nettlement ojienitlons. ^lere 
again, 1 should like to nay that 1 should < t‘rtuinly like to Lave provided 
more inonev foi Murve\ ami settlements, hut as I ussunsl the (^mncil on 
a resolution not so very long ugt> brought hy a noii-oftinal member of 
this Uouncii, we have stm k to a two-puity prograinme and we have 
made our estimates on that basis. 

llabu Devi Pi<»su(l Khaitun w‘<»uld like to see us taking a gtuieriil 
hyilro-electrical survey of the jnovince. I may say that pnivisinn lor 
this purpose has been made in the Budget <>1 Hs. lo.tMM) to investigate 
the resources of the province as irgurds hvdro-flectric srheines. 

Maulvi Kinadadnddin .\hnied wanted to know yvhy nt) provision had 
lieen made fi»r the laoly Advisei nf the Court of Wauls. J did not 
know* that tlie Maiihi Sahib had a temlei eoinei in his heart for the 
Lady Adviser. The position as regartls the Lady Advisn at present is 
this. She has gone on leave ami is due In retire in Novemlnsr. We 
have eoiisulted the otticeis concerned and the Government have ( ome 
to the ilecision that tlierV is no need to appoint a succt'ssor io Miss Snrabji 
when she retires in .Nt»vember, and for that reason there is no proviNion 
for that post in the Budget after November. 

Mr. Bijoy Prosud Singh Boy considers that survey and Kettlemem 
make lives miserable in the districts, esp«*cially when there are traverse 
surveys. I am rathei surprised at hie criticising the provision in the 
Budget for survey and settlement, when it was on a resolution brought 
by him that 1 replied that the Government had forestalled his wishes in 
so far as making the survey and settlement operations nn a twi^party 
basis, and what is more, in m»t starting any new tqanitions for the 
preaent. * ^ 

1 now ti^ to liai Ilareiidranath Dmudhiiri, who is rather fond of 
taking up a censorial attitude when be speaks on any of the irrigation 
projects or an provisions with regard to famine, el^. As regards 
lamine, ii be will examine the Budjfei, be will find that there is a 
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provision of Bs. 50,000 in the Budget for famine and of B|. 1, 50,000 
for famine insurance fund, making a total of Be. 2 lakha, add therefore 
it not correct to aay that no proviaion haa been made for famine or for 
famine inaurunce fund. Begarding hia comments on the Madaripur 
Bil Itoute and the Grand Trunk Canal projects, I ahall deal with them 
when I come to the criticiams, curiously more or less of the same nature, 
emanating Iroin the same corner of the Council relating to these two 
proje(‘ta, and 1 shall also deal w'ith the criticisms that both these gentle- 
men and Kumar ^hib Shekhareswar Bay have made in connection with 
those irrigation and navigation projects which have been put in the 
Budget as unproductive? works. I believe Bai Upendra lial Bay Baha- 
dur also N|K)ke on the Madaripur Bil projet^t. But l)efore 1 come to 
these, 1 should like, first of all, to come to the question that has been 
raised in this Council by more than one speaker, namely, the abolition 
of the posts of Divisional Commissioners. Now, 1 am not going to speak 
on ?he general aspect of the lm}>erial Sei-vices or on the question of a 
cheaper administration for the province, or for the matter of that, for 
the whole of India, l>ecause the responsibility of such a thing not only 
does not lie with a provincial Government, but not even w’ith the Gov- 
ernment of India by itself, as they have got to be considered as a whole 
and decideil by the lmi>erial Government over which the Secretary of 
State presides. What I further should like to jKjint out to those gentle- 
men who are actuated by motives of eionomy on the one hand, and of 
trying, on the other hand, to get as much money as they (an on the plea 
of economy for their jiet projects, so that they may be able to go to their 
constituents and say that they have been able t(» spend so much money 
on matters of education, sanitation, etc., that it is very easy to destroy 
hut it is not so easy to construct, and whether the whole question oi 
Indiaiiisation of the Services hangs on the question of a (‘heap servh'e 
for India, or a province in particular, it has to be solved by higher 
authorities and it does not at the present moment concern me so much 
as the (jues(i«jn of the alsdition of the Divisional Commi.ssiouers which 
has been raised by some of the members of this House, and 1 know 
that niy friend from Bajshahi, who occasionally does give us a little 
enjoyment in a dreary afternoon, is particularly anxious that these 
gentlemen should cease to exist. But my reply to those critics is this. 
In the first place, 1 do not, and this is my personal view, advocate the 
abolition of individual posts until and unless the whole question of 
retrenchment is taken up. Further, the reason that the committee 
which has been appointed to go into this question has not been able to 
make any great progress on this very ground and also J^eo^use there is 
now before the Government the question of the separation* of judicial 
and executive functions. That will also have a bearing, indirect as well 
as direct, on this question. All that I can say at the present inoment 
is that the matter has not been indeiinitely’ shelved but^at we hope 
to reconsider the facts that have been brought tiefoM the committee at 
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a Inter date. It muat, however, be clearly understood that whatever 
may be the decision arrived at. it is not in the hands of this (V^uncil 
to abolish them forthwith. As reirurds the i|uestion of certain heade 
of departments. I am not ctmccrned with aity other exceptiiiiic th4 
Director of l^and Hecwds and the Dire<‘tor of Suiveys. Kegardini; ihi^ « 
matter. <lo%'eriiment has pmcticaliy Vome to the dindsioii that in view 
of the two-party basis of the survey and Hettleuiciii proKramme. it will 
be possible when Major Hirst retires some time in 1923, to uiiialf^amute 
the posts and that ({uestion is now l»eiii^ worked out l>y the De^mrtmenl 
and in all prolmbility will be f^iven effect to them. 

, 1 now turn to the (jiiestiioi relatiiij^ tti the priie of (ptinine reirarding 
whic h Bnbii S. N. Mullik, in his usual style, H|H)ke with a certain amount 
of sarcasm. So far as the U«‘veiiue l>e}Mirlinent is concerned. I should 
like to make it clear to the ('ouncil that the Hevetiiie I)e{mrtmetit is not 
in I’.c least concerned hs to what the Medical l)ejMirtinc*nl di es'in the way 
of making free distribution c»f cpiinine. The Heveiuie l)e{)urtiiient is 
concerned with the revenue that we iiiiike. (fovei niuent did not 
think itself justified in sclhti^ i|tnnine at a rate lower than the market- 
rate, and for that reason the rate at which it was heiiij^ sold was considered 
hij?h h\ some of the nieiulMTs of this Coniuil, hut let me assure the 
lueiuhcrs that as a matter of fact h> a strun^''e (‘oincideuce the pnee of 
cpuniue is heinjf reduced from to-da\ frcuii Hs. 48 to Hs. 3(> pei pound 
for the simple reason that the nuiiket has come down. It is not w^hi, fur 
this ( ouncil to expc'c t (4o\ eriimefit tc» sell (|uinnie at u lc»wer rate than 
the market-rate. We are concerned with the leviuiiie derived, and I 
think it is in the hands of the I^jfislative ('ouiu’il to authorise the Medi* 
ful DejKWtmeut to make larffer 1***^ distrihiition of 

quinine. My department is ccuirerned with the revenue derived, and it 
would not he justified in selling cpiiniiie at u Ic»wer rate than the 
market-rate and in view of the present murket-nite, the c|uinine that 
was being sold at Rs. 48 jier |M>uiid will Im* sedd at Hn. •Hi ts*r |)ound 
w'ithout loss to the State from to-sluy.

1 should like the members 
of this C 4 >unc 1 l to place the question of combating malaria or other 
diseases^ unfortunately common in this presidency, on a separate footing 
from ibe qu#tton of irrigation j;f»^rally. Irrigation worlts have ta tba 
past not always been made wiik an eyk as to wbetber it is going lo be 
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productive or non-productive. It ia one of the duties of the State to give 
facilities to trade in the province : whether in the competition for trade, 
Manchester goods or Livei*pool salt make larger profits than the industries 
In the province itself or what the promoters of the industries here can 
show,, is not a matter that can be prolitubi> discussed here. Th^ ques- 
tion is — Is it or is it not the duty ol the State to give facilities for trade 
and ('ommerce in the province if it is the duty of the State — and 
I say it is — in that case we are perfectly justified in reclaiming a bil, 
or u khal whether it is the Ciazir Khul oi any other, and it is to my 
mind u very nurrow view to take that btHuune this particular khal 
niuinly IxmehiH, aKording to the critic who brings this charge ugaiusi 
(ju>ei uineul, a ]>ai ti( ulur kind of trade, (io\ eminent should not improve 
that particular khul. 

Now let me turn to the (Jrund Trunk (anal, heiause I think 1 can 
diHiiiisM it wdth a few lemarks. Knowing lull well that no money has 
been proviiled loi any actual work loi thr (irumi 'Irunk C'anal, except 
for establishineiii and other charges that are necessary, j say 1 fail 
to undi'istund wiiy so niueli should i>e said ulxmt it now. 1 will submit 
to this ('ouiK’il at a later stage whethei in the piesent condition of the 
finaiiee of the province the w'ork should be proceeded with or not, but 
until that time comes we shall not be ju.stitied in providing any money 
% the actual work of the i^nal. 1 said lust year that as regards the 
d|gdgers the position was differeiil. We ordeied those dredgers wdiich 
we were under a lontraet to purchase, and <*ven if the (iraiid 'I'ruiik 
('anal project was not voted by this Council, we should still find sufficient 
work for those dreiJgers in this province. What is more, in the Mada- 
ripur Bil Route project, for the dee|>emng of w'hich we have provided 
about Rs. 8 lakhs and whadi has come in for a gmid deal of criticism 
from more than one speaker, 1 should like to p<3int out that in that 
provision we have included Uie w’orking of the dredger, liotuildihay, for 
six months and we have <-redited that amount towards the Grand Trunk 
(yanal project naturally, but it has lieen included in the Madaripur Bil 
Route this year for the simple reason that w hen you get u dredger you 
cannot allow the dredger to lie writhout doing any work, specially when 
under the contract you have got to see how the ilredger w^orks, and in 
the Mada/ipur Bii route we have got an excellent opportunity to see 
how the jieA' dredger can w'ork; for this rea.Hon and for no other reason — 
not for the choice language, that has lieen used by the two members 
who have got their eye more on the Bulli Bil than on the Madaripur 
Bil that this is the thin end of the wedge. When you get a dredger it 
is your duty to see whether it w'orks satisfactorily or not, and iir is for 
that reason and no other why money has been provided th this connec- 
tion.

I may say, of (ouise, that the way in whu h the Buiigei 
is framed it is more intelligible io the Finance Department 
than to other memlH*rs. but .still abut 1 sas is this, that the Finance 
Department is very laigel\ guide<l b\ tin* tigures given to them. 

1 consider that instead of putting down Us ld,i>f),H18, Us. 
lakhs should have Ikmui put down for the simple reason that the 
oiiginul project of the Mudaripui Bil imite was estinmUni U 
cost Us. 32 lakhs, but the original e.Hliinate piovided b>r 173 leei 
of beil-vMdlli. Later on it was lound that it was not .sulhcienl and we then 
tiad to woik out with 27o feel bed-width, and this along with the qiies- 
tioii ot widening and deejwnmg ol the Bil brought up the estimate 
to Us. (>2 lakhs. Out of this Us. f>2 lakhs we have s|H-nt up to date 
Us. 53 lakhs, that is up to I!t20-2I 1 his year we are likely to •0!Kl 

something like Us. 4 to '» lakhs .Next \ear we hu\e providt>d forTbe 
completion of the project and we mu) pr4>bubl\ have to tome to the 
C’oumil again for a furthei grunt. Anyhow we have provided 
Us. in this year’s Budget, as I sunl, including the lonl for the 

working of a new dredger for six months, w hit h w ill help materially 
towards the deepening of the Mudaripui Bil route. Now', us everyone 
knows, this Bil route was started to shoiteii the dislunt'e betwettn 
Calcutta ami Assam, to facilitate trade and nolMKly can deny that we 
must, as a (fovtriiment, give facilities fi>r the improvement of inland 
trade. It would, therefore, lie a sunidal policj at the present moment 
either to criticise or to obstruct a proje<'t like the Madaripur Bil 
project, when we are, as 1 eaid, iieuniig completion; in fact all that 
remains of that projeid is the question of deepening. 

Now as regards the comments made by more than one speaker, 
epectally by Kumar Shib tShekbaresw'ar llay, there is no doubt that 
the present moment we have three unproductive canals in the province 
and only one productive canal. The three unproductive canals are the 
Midaapore Oiuial, the Hijlt Tidal Canal and the (Calcutta Ca|M>t*; 
and the productive canal is the Madaripur Hil route which brings 
us annually something near Rs. 2 lakhs. Now the reasons why the 
others art unproductive are the loUowing. In the first place when iheee 
canals were made sme 4B or fiO years ago~>if not more, I have not got 
the exact date before me — the Oovensment did not excavate them with 
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" tile idea of makiii(f profit out of them, but mainly for the imprarement 
of inland navigation. To give an instance, I shall only cite tibe Mi3> 
napore Canal. (Jovernment took this over merely as a famine relief 
work, and the reason that the total loss on it is so large is because 
interesjt has to he {laid on the capital cost which was borrowed from the 
tiovernrnent of India so that although the actual loss on the working is 
only Us. 4,(MI0 and (uld, the annual lf>SM comes up to Rs. 2,78,000 — the 
cost of the interest that has to he paid to the (loverninent of India for the 
loan. The same applies with equal force to the other two canals and 
l>ec 4 iuse under the new system we cannot

UeiKirters’ table). 1 cdqect to this c'oiistanl interference, Sir, with my 
speech. After 1 have finished my sjjeec h and sat down 1 should be very 
pleased to offer any further explanations, if necessary. 

Now, Sir, what I say is this. In vjew* of all these facts it is not 
possible to label these works as prcnluctivc works, specially in view of 
the test under which we have got to label these works now. On the 
other hand, us 1 have mentioned, it would be* a folly and nothing short of 
a folly to'c'iiiisicler that any of these eaimls should be closed, 'lor the 
^Midna}K>re Canal alone irrigates about 80,(HK) acres of land and an 
imnieiisi> amount of crops is gmwn upon this area. 

Now as regards Mr. Hi joy Prosad Singh Roy’s cM»m plaint about no 
wo^ having lieen done for relief from Daniodar floods I should like to 
point out to him that the Defiartmeni does not think it to be neceaeary 
at the present moment to provide for very large items since we can go 
into the whole queetion when we take up the Damodar Canal project, 
li my friend, however, would turn to page 71 hb would find that the 
question has not boon entirely loat tight of and that ve hnvo in nl' 
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provided Ba. 65,400 for ex|)enditure on works in connection with miti' 
gating the effecte of floods. 

That is the amount that we can possibly spend during the coming 
year. I quite agree that until and unless we can work out the whole 
fhirnbdar Canal Pn»je<’t we can only nibble at the question. There is 
also the question of finance. Moreover. I have mentioned at an early 
stage that we are not able at the present moment to label the work as 
productive and we are not justifie4l in taking up the time of the t'outicil 
over this que.stion. I may jierstumlly say. houever. that 1 desire to see 
the work fini.sheil as it is a woik of great importance 

I think, Sir. that I ha%e mentioned practicnlly all the points which 
reipiire rt'ply. What I should like my «'nlieH ti» remernlnT hi 
connection with the irrigation projects is this; that howeversomnch we 
may desire to start new works in xiew of the present state of the finance, 
onr primary dut\ is Hist to complete the works that are now; in progress. 
Having done so, there would be ample time for us to hiok round and taki 
in liand others from the nuinbei of new works which we have got in 
the Schedule and which are axvaiting exe< ution As regards the (irand 
rrnnk Canal proje« t let no* assure (hem once more that (he (Jovernmeiit 
hine no desire to iinlulge iti anx lmnkx-|»unky alMUit this project ! am 
going to place the estimates before the (V>um il and the (’ouncil will 
have an opportunity to c<msider the matter and also to consider whetktr 
in view of the magnitude and the importam e of the work and also in vi#w 
of the fai t that w** can make it proiluctive (if xve can do so)— wheth^T or 
not we should proceed with the firojeit. Tf the (\uincil thinks that the 
work should Im* provided with, it would 1 m* prineeded with, but if th« 
Council thinks otherwise then the project will be abandfmed and in any 
(as**, the responsibilit X will lie on its shoulders. 

As regards the coinrnent or rather (he query of rny friend from 
Muishiilabad. I should like to jsiint out t«i him that there is such »i thing 
as expert opinion in these matters arul ex[>ert opinion is doubtful as to 
whe*hrr the ilredging the Hhagirnthi is within the bounds of possibi- 
lity. I think that question has lH*en gone into, and I do think it 
would do any giNwi to put one dredger ftii the Hhagirathi simply to give 
some satisfaction to those who think (hut the dredging work of the 
Bbagirilhi should be done. Hut I should like to point out that all tlieise 
niatteri which relate to the (|iiestiori of dredging in order to keep tip (cr* 
their nii^ks the navigable rivers <if the provin<‘e are always considered 
by the dejMirtment and the defnirtment is fully alive to the quesiion. 

There only one «»ther matter that I should lik** l«» refer befete I 
clone my remarks. Kumar 8bib Khekhareswar Ray in speaking upon the 
itrigaiion question asked whether in view of these works being lyipro* 
dortive, we should not have an expert brought out tnm Kngbilld to ifo 
into ike qnention to consider whether these iinprcMlttctiTe weiks 
ahoitld Wetofiped. I mm afrmtd I muni diangree with him for the simple 
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that ao lonjj: aa we are hound to pay this interest to the Oorem- 
,iiient of India no amount of expert rriticiAm ran rhan^re the aspect of 
thinffA. What i« more I think, the Kumar will be the first to admit that 
wr oau trarh in India an Kn^lish expert more than the Pm^^liah expert 
aiin tEftch UA in inaiterA of irrigation, heraune an English expert has no^ 
knowledge and experience of the rivers of this province or of liidia. 
these reasons, Sir, I think the Kumar’s suggestion is out of the bounds 
of possibility, 

MEMBER in oharge of APPOINTMENT, POLITICAL, POLICE, 
antf LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENTS (the Hon'bla Sir Henry Wheeler)*. 

Quite appropriately, most of the criticisms which liave lieen adduced in 
the course of the last two days have reference to the general financial 
position in the province, and according to custom, it is theFftiance Mem- 
ber who will deal with them. Following, therefore, the example of m\ 
lltm’ble (^dleagues, I will simply deal with the few specific pointi con- 
''ferning the <lepartinents with which I am connected, and I trust 1 may be 
able to do so briefly, the more so iM^cause regarding them I have spohen 
freipienily and fjuite re(*ently. 

The first group of criticisms of thin kind lias reference to the cost oi 
our establishments. We are tidd that they are o\er-staffed and over -paid, 
and that view has Ikhui pressed with some vehemence by Professor 
'*8. f?. Mukberji, Hai Itubadur Hadha f’haran Pal, Pui Habadur Ppendra 
Jiul Huy, Muulvi .MhIiIkioI) Ali and Maulvi Madassur HusAain. Taking 
the estaldisliinents whicli nrv at the lop of the tree, it is (*f (nurse (»b\ious 
that, as a result of the lleforms, the numln'r of the actual (iovernmenl 
has increased, but it is within the life-time of this (''ouncil that I ex- 
plained the reasons, Kith in respe<'t of MemlH*rs and Ministers, i>oiiit- 
mg out that we an* largely governed in this matter hv the decisiorif 
urrivad at by the Joint (’ommittee (»f the Houses of ]*arliament. Ajiort 
from (hat, it is surely clear that^admimstintion on jm^sent lines has added 
aAOrtuuualy to the work of (lovernnient. Past year there were flO sitHngr* 
of the I/f'gislative (’ouncil, and this year, if we are to continue at the 
present rate, tliat figun*s is likely to Ih* ext eeiled. (’learly the claims on 

time of the members of (lovernnient is much more than what was ex- 
peulatl of their jiredecessors. and the same may also be said aa, regardf 
eoniiniitaea. ..Hut apart from our numWr, we are told that we over- 
paid» and Babu Fanindralal Dey made a statement that our i|||fMries are 
at once the »nvy and the anuisemant id the whole riviiiaei] world^^ At the 
present day anything which brings a smile to a somewhat depressed 
worW is to b** welcomed, but I am afraid it would be but jdigT and sardo 
lUC which would <'ome over the faces f>f the recipienfh of these emo 

iuitH^I* whpn*they heard such a description, since they know full well 
i^at |*iy>^P<*<'ts and future reallv are. But another form of thh 
gmral criticfism is that (Joveniineiit has failed enlhryly to carry out the 
int#Dth>n of the Reform "^hefne in so far as dunn^ the first year pf its 
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exijitence it ha« not j»ef itwif «v«t4*matirnlly to loar down the existing 
M'.stem of admipistration, and one niemW gave n long list, covering the , 
wi<kwt field, of persons who are to he got rid of, while all to have theit 
pay reduced. The rharge is soinewhat .sweeping, and it is no use try- 
ing to discuss now details of the whole admini.stnif ion, hut I 
ppitii out ibat it was never tlie intention <»f the R^dorms Schemt that 
it should bring about a premature dissolution of the existing system, 
and safeguards werv* in fai t put in the tiovernment of India Bill which 
were intended to juTvent such a thing from hap|s*niiig ('oiniin(»bl\ ' 
with the responsibilities which are thrown ufxm u.s under the present 
system, we cfearly c<mhl not ac4ept smh a j^ropositinn. 

We have our old friend, the Ministers’ siilnries, again mentioned hy 
iwo speakers — I’rofessors Mukherji and Rai .Mahendra (’handrn Mitra 
Bahadur—but in view of the fn»'t that there was rec'ently a disrussioii 
nh-mt the mattei. and that it mn\ <*oiiie up again very sooi;, I hartlh 
think that 1 ne<Ml travel the ground oni'e more • m 

Rai dogendra (’hiinder fihose Bahadur has drawn attention to a 
perfectiv true and legitimate point, vir., tin* rost of the legislative 
Council. That is (diviously a result of the changt‘ of (lovernment brought 
aliout by the Refonics, ami in a few days more I am going to ask far a 
very substantial increase of the grant for travelling allowance of ineiiilnTS. 
Printing experis+'s the Council have also gone U[> very not it'enl)l\ . nnri 
the wh(de is an inevitable ron^Ilary of the system of (lovemmenf which 
has l)een deliberately adopted I shall have to sju^Hk more fully about 
this nmlter in cfuiiiectioii with a n*solution relating to the travelling', 
allowance (jf non-oflicial meinlMTs. Dr. Ilaridhan Dutt Bahadur has put 
forward the pro|K»sal that first clas.s truNcIling allowances shmild in all 
cases Ih» reduced to se4‘ori(l class, Init that would lie a dej»artiire from the 
principle on which the.se allowances hme hitherto be<»n giten. While 
travelling nllowame is not intended to Iw a source of profit, if is intepdeo 
to meet the legitimate expenditure to which an officer is put when travel- 
ling in the style w Inch his position entitles him to, on the work of 8iatc> 
If an officer under these conrliticuis would ordinarily travel first f lass, anri 
we wiy we are only going to give him se4 f»nd chuss, we are either ilerogat- 
ing from his legitimate pfisition or asking him to make gmid from his 
private pocket what is properly a public charge. 

Anotler point I find in my list is raised by Rndessor S. C. Mukhufjg. 
It is thfJi^ question of the exodus to the hills. This ({uestiou waa de- 
iMited in|his Council, and subsef|uently to that we passed order* to the 
effect that the Seerelariat, os such, would not nmve to the hills; that the 
clerical staff jlbunld l>e cut down to a minimum, and that the duratioa o( 
the stay shoildbe curtailed. Theae orders have lieen faithfully ^rrind 
out, and in the present year’s budget the total ex|M*nditiire und^r thbi|H$ad< 
ctwnes up to Re. only. Diit of this, some Us, hdlOO 

Oovemor’aeetahlishment, and it is admitted on all hands that the! OovdUb

liai Nibaran Chandra Das Gupta Bahadur has referred to the exceea- 
ive pay of the Bengal Civil Service, both in the Judicial and Executive 
branches. I would remind him that the rates were arrived at after a pro* 
trnctcd public discuHsion, and that the criticism levelled against us a1 
the time was that we had l>een mean rather than generous. 

There remains, Sir, my main subjec't — the Police. As usual, we 
have a general charge of extravagance voiced in different tones. We have 
IVofessor Mukherji’s complairii alwmt the “ preposterous expenditure on 
an over-pampeied iwdice; Hai Mahendra (’hundra Mitra Bahadur’s 
“ empliutic protest agairiHt needless exfjenditure Hai Radha Charan 
Pal Baha<lur’H suggestion that the expenditure is “ susceptible of reduc- 
tion Bttbu Fanindralul De’s lamentation over the police “ as u.sua» 
•hs(»rbing the lion’s share Hai Harendranath Chaudhuri’s groan that 
Iheie is no " pruning-knife ” applied to the polu'e, and Mr. Krishna 
(Mijitjdra Hay (’Immlhuri’s protest aguinsi l>eing asked to contribute to a 
ImkIv which simply exists for “the oppression of the raiyat” — all these ex- 
pit^hMoiis are familiar to us, and we have often dealt with them in ihit 
(Smncil, and I can onlv ie|H*at again that, judging by an\ test, whether 
by what obtains in other provinces or by the exj>erience of the officers 
<’onnected with the police, oi by theoretical grounds whiih render likely 
nil increase of experuliture under this head, we (uinnot admit the correct- 
ness of the theory that we are paying unduly in this res|H*( t. 

Passing to details, I may in the first instance say how much I appre- 
ciate the )MUsonitI n»fen*nces to my im|)ending retirement which have 
emanated from Kumar Shib Shekbareswar Bay and Kban Bahadur Ab- 
dus Salam, and for which I thank them cordially. Bui I am afraid thai 
this is rather the jam in which the powder in the prescription has lieeu 
enwrapped, and 1 can siarcely absorb the jam while ignoring the powder. 
1 would rather emleavour to |>oint out to the ('ouncil that the powder has 
Ihh'ii iioH'ited in the prescription under n wrong diagnoeis. 

The first complaint that has lieen made is aliout the want of official 
co-operation which is said to have manifested itself in the Police Retrench- 
ment roinaiittee. But that I think is a complaint which is sc'areely well- 
founded. Tliis Committee hits l>een sitting for w»iiie time, much 
in format ion which they have asked for regarding the pay and^tabliiih- 
ineiits of the Bengal and (Calcutta police has l>een given to them, at the 
vmi of much time and labour to the Secretariat, which i^I^^gain. means 
money. I find we have given them copies of the last three budgets, 
Mr. Gour1a^Y*s contribution towanis the hisUiry of the polif^e a|t Bengal, 
illf JtdtnCttmming's Imdure at the East Indian Aai^iation, the report of 
a lerent PoBce (>>mmittee in the United Provincea, of the Poliee Regula- 
tions, Bengal, and the report of the RaiiwajF«»,Poltc« Cumauitee. We 
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ha^ further ffiven them lon^ type written note* nhowinff the origin, fvne- 
ttCnSj *taff and cost of different branches under (he general head 
“ . Polioe. 1 1 pages ; the military poUce, 4 pages : 

the intelh^nce branch. 10 jiages: the district intelligence staff; 6 pages- 
thes^ial branch. Calcutta Hice. 4 pages; the criminal investigaUon 
de^rtinent, 15 pages; the p<»lice training schools, 8 pages;— a total 
of 53 tyj^ written pages. Then again we have ans^-ereil ({uestions re- 
garding the river police, 4 hy ns and 21 hy the Inspec tor-deneral f military 
police, 8 by us and 14 by the Inspector-Oeneral ; railway police. 14; 
criminal investigation department. 20; intelligence brunch, 12; 
district intelligence T. and the jkilice training school, 13. Thear 
answers to questions again run up to many pages. I submit, there- 
fore, that it cannot fuirlv he said that we have not done our l)est to meet 
the committee’s thirst for information. We were not prepared wiUi 
detailed answers regarding other provinces, and the statement that we 
gave an ansvver in that cfTc. t i- miHM t. Hut 1 put if in the P.miiril ♦ 
that that attitude was not unrcivsonahle. We do not know details 
of other provinces, and we have ,»<» li^.ht to call ui>on them to 
answer theoretical qucstifms of all kinds. We occasionally colled 
information from other provinces on jmints of fart, but thef»reti»nl 
answers n.s to the merits or «»therwise of svstems in other provini'cs- 
even if our ref|uesfs elicited them - would not lie of much use to us. A* 
regards the particular matter of the military imlice in Bengal, the point 
IS as fully dealt with in the n‘port of the Inst Poli<’e Pommisston which 
explained the existing rondifions here and elsewhere. We also put 
l>efore the committee, the reasons why the military indice were allowed to 
continue in Bengal. One obvious [Miint of difference MweCn this pro- 
viiic^ and, say, the United Provinces or the Pun jab, is that whereas mili- 
tary cantonments in both these piovinces are fairly numerous, in BengnI, 
outside Palcuttu and Darjeeling, we have no troops at all. 

Then we have lieeii tolil that the military pf>liee are obviously in ex- 
C6W of our re(|uirements lieciiuse never more than 200 men. out of 850, 
ware sent away from headquarters, and that only on one rwcaaion. I 
think the member will find on further examination of the papers that 
his figure of 200 is wrong, while he also overlraiks the facts that we have 
a substantial establishment permanently at Buxar. But is the riw^um- 
stance that the whole regiment was not on duty in isolated are«« of the 
province aiany one time any proof that the number is excessive? Rurely 
the t4iat is father of a no^el character. It was only last year that we hai* 
the officer in Command of the regiment at Daci a shrieking at the may in 
which his forqe was being scattered all over the province, leavtag the 
reserve at T)acca itself absolutely inadequate had any incident occurreo 
necesaitatiiig its employment, TTiere must clearly he a reserv*c of forc^ 
to deal with an emergency should it arise. Again, bearing in mind the 
that Autaide Oaicnttf and Darjeeling we have no troops in the pfo*, 
▼iwoe, Im al^ aetual exp«rtence, it ia faf from the fact that this force k 
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to excesH of our re(iuiremeiit«. In fact 1 have been pressed to locate 
siiecial forces in the mill areas over and above the battalion that is tc 
be found «t Dacea. 

The third charge, and the last, of Kumar Shib Shekhareswar Ray has 
referer](?e to the excessive nuuibei of i^mies (28) that are to be found a1 
Sarda, an<l I take it the (’ouiudl will have gathered from his speech that 
he has succeeded in unearthing the avrful scandal that tie local officerj- 
were enjoying jiolo and fiigsticking at (ioverninent expense. 

1 am sorry to disappoint him. The facts w'erc reported by the local 
officers to (iovernrnent in Noveml>er, 1920, and 1 will read w'hat was then 
said : —

'riiat is the simjdc rcfxirt of the position whicli was received at the 
time from the officers concerned. They took tlie view, and it is a reason- 
ithle view, that looking to the fm t that the nuinlM»r of men under training 
was ahiiorinally low, and would in all proliahi)it> go up. it wtie nojt, wise, 
merely on account of u temporary incident of that kin<l. to reduce a stable 
which rmghl soon ha'e to he huilt ufi again when conditions }K*carne nor- 
mal. Hut I am perfectly willing to put down any extravagance that ran 
he discoveied. and I will in(|uire whether in view of present cintim- 
stances the existing stable should he retained during the ensuing year. 

I have only two other small points in connection witli the police; one 
is that of Dr. Ilaridhnn Dutt who has ijuite intelligihly lw*en misled hy 
(he pajiers. He refers to a lump provision of Hs. l.h4,(K)0 under the 
Presidency Police against which it is ifoted tliut further detaiia are not 
availahlc, ami he argucN tli.it if wi» cannot give details, clearly that 
amount might he saved. In the first place 1 would point out that this 
refers the Hudg<*t of 1921-22. and not to the Budget of the ensuing year, 
while I enn only imagine that if details won* not available it was due to 
a mistake of the Department under my llon hle Colleague. In connection 
with the hudgf't of bust year memhers will nn'fignise this printed state- 
ment which 1 hold in my hand and which was then circulated containing 
full details of this lump proviaion. and it is to that statement that the 
footnote should have referred. 

The last point that I have to mention is that raised by Rabu Indu 
Bhushan Diilta, who says that we have not paid attention to the rvcotn- 
mandations of a ha'a) committee at Dacca to substitute a non-commiafttOAedl 
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Iiiiiitii oflScer for a European sergeant. It is true that that suggestion 
made, but so far as I know it was never pursued. Tn any case the 
sum involved is trifling, though I will have the matter examined. 

That closes the detailed points which I find mentioned in my notes, 
and I would only in rondusion make one general remark. The point 
that has struck ms more than anything else ns important in thi'> dehate, 
in the course of which we have heard so nun h of the demands \jpon our 
resources ami of tlie need for retrenchment, is the striking disproportion 
between our total resources and the demamK wliirh are expert^al t»> Ivr 
fulfilled from them. The important fa«*tor in the vitmmoii this. Wc 
have a provinee of 4o million people nr moT»\ and we arc seeking to run the 
administration on a revenue whi< h on tlie pieseiit srale fiuc»uates hfdween 
Its. 0 and 10 cron's. that is, under t‘T million That is tin* pretlominating 
fact which can never he overlooked Speaking in (he hioad<*vt way. in 
the old days— in the pre-war <lnvs the administintion of tlo‘ province was 
conducted hv a sfuall estahlishment of more highlv trained men. super- 
vising large estahlishment'^- chulcal. menial and »>t)»ers of «hich the 
( ost was. on the uhole, clieap That being the ’>vstcm. tlo* resources at 
the disposal of the provirree wop* stifticient tr> meet the elementaT V esm*n- 
tials of administration an<l to allow a small maigin from uhii h. \ear 1^ 
year, a certain amo\int of prf»gress u.»s offer tc<| progn*ss m»( nearly so 
rapid as the officers in rhnrge of the .'idministjation would have liked to 
ha'c seen, hut sjjll irt Tirwmal < ircumstam-eH progress tf> a r'crtain extent. 
Now unfortunately that p<»siti(.ii has been ^cry huge}\ r hangc«l Since 
the war the cost of Ihcse estahlishment'-. uhi< h if! (lie earlim jhiys was low, 
has gone up and has ahsorlMo] a far lnrg«*r portion of on? resourcr-s, which, 
on their side, ha%e not gone nri in a cot responding degree, and lo make 
matters wfWse. in addition to the fact that the margin between the ner ew*. 
ary e.xpenses of administraf nm anri im iufie has been so refhn ejl, we have 
an enormous expansion in the rlemaiols arid expectafioni whi»h have 
arisen. On tlii** small im-ffme of something like i'T million we are iK’ing 
e'qu rterl to g^ive in (his provimr* of to million }M‘Ople an administration oi 
a highly developed western standanl. and although the eom lnsion is an 
unpleasant one. I put it to the ('ouncil thnt it is not jHissihle to reconcile 
these two facts. It is j^wfeetlv ofum to the rfw ner of a caniage to feel it ro 
an nhominnhle shame that he cannot travel at the jmee of a motorcar, and 
he may in the hope of achieving greater sju*ed whi^ up his horses even to 
the danger of a breakdown or an upset, Hut the fact remains that until 
he can afford a motor car he will have tr> 1 m* rontenl with tlie slower purr 
of a carriage. The analogy holds grrml in fwovinrial finani e, even though 
in that connection some of our critics may advrs ate the ftirflie? exfM*dient 
of starving the coachman. But. Sir. the truth of this comlusioii 
undeniable, and it seems to me to influence the whole debate and aP 
the criticisms of the kind whuli we ha%e he.od in the ccjiirse of this 
debate, 
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this year has }M»en mercifully short atifl I shall enfleavonr to be short 
in my reply uImo. My collea^fues, the Ministers and Members, have 
dealt with the matters affecting their departments and it only remains 
for m^ to discuss a few penerul pfu'nts in connection with the financial 
itutement. As 1 said when I introduced the Budget, the financial 
juisitioii of the B<'f»|jal (ioverimient has l>een discussed threadbare in 
recent months, and there is very little that is now to be said about it. 
It was to he exjH'cted that the (juestion of retrenchment would take 
the leading place in the remarks made hv various speakers on the 
Budj^et. I do not coiufilain of that in the very least — it is very natural 
ill the circumstances having lepaiil to the situation in which we are 
placed--- hut 1 do think that some acknowledgment iniprht have been 
made of the fact that hitlicito wc have always met the Council in the 
matter of r(*trcnchmcnt inquiries. Ketreiudiment , of course, is an entire- 
ly diffi»reut thin^,^ from economy. Economy we are practising all the 
time. We have been firactising economy hy ff>rce of circumstances 
for many vears. and we an* now adepts in the art. But retrenchment 
means a definite ciirtailnumt of the actiMtics of (iovernment or a definite 
reiluction (»f the pay enjoyed 1>\ the slaff employed hy Government. 
This ((uestion of retrenchment was first mooted hy Hahu Surendra 
Nath Mallik at the first meeting which was held in Fehruary, 1921. 
I then suggested to the (^mn(•il that if was premature to go into the 
question of retrenchment until we had further experieiu’e of the work- 
ing of the reformed const itui i«m. and until our financial position was 
more settled. 1 promi.sml, however, that Government would not be 
oh.structive and would not enneeal anything and that it would meet 
the (\uincil in every jni.ssihh* wav in satisfying it as to the propriety 
of its expenditure proposals. I also f>ointed out that as the Council 
enjoyed large |M>wer.s of <(Milrol over the expenditure of Government, 
it would he very foolish of us to try any ohstnntive tncties or to 
eonceal any malerial points from the ('num il. Mr. Mallik thereufmn 
withdrew his resolution. But we hacr the same question up (several 
times Inter on in cimnection with proposals like the abolition of Com- 
inissionerships «)f Divisions and the reduction of expenditure on the 
police, and in order to meet the (\iuncil’H wishes we appointed com- 
mittees to into these qiie.stions. These eoiumittees are still sitting 
and they have not yet submitted their report .s. I gather that it will 
lie some time In'fore their r«»por1s are submitted; and we have not Had 
the advantage of eousidering the rt'|Mirt.s in connection with the Budget 
now Wfore us. M hud another pnqiosal for a general retrenchment 
committee before us at the meeting which wun held at the beginning 
of December last. I then |^iiiil**d out (he old ohjectiiHia to a laripe com- 
mittee of this kind endeavouring to cover the whole field of Oovem- 
mani activities I suggested, howfiver. that we could meet the 
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w'nhM of tkoee members who desired to satisfy themselves about iha 
possibility of retrenchment in our expeiulituxe by inj*tructinfr (he 
standing committees to scrutinise the de|)urt mental budgets and U 
report to the Councils what retrenchments and eiotiomies were 
{Mmsible. That suggestion of mine was received with applause. It 
was acted upon and the stumliiig comiiiittees ha\e l>een carrying out 
the functions assigned to them with lesults winch everybody knows. 
Now we are told that the standing committees were not suitable foi 
their job, that they were o\erwhelme<l by the otiicials and the heudf 
of dejwrimeiits and that th(‘\ had no chance of expressing their views. 1 
find it difficult to believe that this state of affairs really prevaihnl on 
any standing tommitlees whn h nu ludetl sut h independent memhers 
as Kumar Shib Shekhareswar Itay, Itabu Indu Ilhushan Dutta and 
Kishori Mohan (.’haudhuri and othei-s. I’he standing tominittees no 
doubt quite rightly listened to (he exjH*rt oflicial advice and informa- 
tion which was placed l)et«iie them The\ would indeed have acliul 
recklessly if they had done otherwiNe, but 1 must tle< line to believe 
that the standing committees weie over-awed by tin* hemls of de|>art- 
ment.s in the manner which has been suggested in some nf tlie speerhes 
that were made ve.sterday. 

Now we are told by my friend Uai Nibaran ('handm Das (lupit 
Hahadiir that he wants a general relremhment (oinmiilee with a 
different angle of vision and a wider outh»ok. lie had a lesidulion 
on the pai>er to this effect the other day, hut he did m»t I’ome to move ii 
nor (lid anvbodv else move it in iiis behalf I was piepared to discuss 
the point if the resolution had lH*en moved, hut 1 have no time to go into 
that matter at length to-day, and 1 m^ed not repeal in detail iny 
(dijei'tioiis to general retrern hmiuil committees attempting to cover 
every field of (»overnm(‘nt activities As 1 have told the (‘oiimdl 
l>efore, I fear that sui h a general njtrem hment coinmillee trying to 
cover the whole field the administration would find it im|M>ssible 
to come to any definite ('om lusijm within ariv period tliai is measiir' 
able by months if not h\ years, ami also Unit a general retrcnchm(*nt 
committee, like (he standing ('ommillees. is mm h more likely to 
recommend an incriuvse in exjienditure than retrenchment. 'I’he fact 
is that retrenchment committees have nothing to do with angles of 
viaion or wider outlooks or anything of that kind. Some fieople 
to think that we have in the Secretariat. hM’k(*d up in some almirah, 
a magic wand called retrenchment, and that if the (loumil only gfK»H 
oil appointing relreiichrrM»nl conimittees, one of these committees w ill 
•ome day find that magic wand. But unfortunately there is nothing 
magic alniut the quest if>ii of retrenchment , It is a matter of dull 
plodding inquiry dealing with proposition atatemetits, scales of ««U- 
blishment and things of that kind, and finding out whut work par- 
imular people are doing and why they have to Im» fwiid certain rates for 
doing it. That is the only form of retrenchment inquiry that could

pciHAibly do any good ; but it is a form of inquiry which means months 
of hanl work for those who lake it up and I think the Council will do 
well to weigh the prohubilily of aii\ HatiHfaclory result l)efore it imposes 
any lalHiur of this kind upon any coinniittee. 

Mr. HU8EYN 8HAHEED 8UHRAWARDY: May 1 point out to 
the lion’ hie Meinlier the 8ue<ess wiiich the Geddes' Committee ha^ 
achieved in Kngland? 

ThS Hon’bis Mr. J. H. KERR: I will deal with the (ieddes’ Committer 
shortly. The exiHuience of the l'olic<‘ Retronchraent Committee in 
Hengal confirms what I have said about the difficulties of Retrenchment 
(’oinrnittees in general. 

1'lie only definile suggest foi i et rencliinent that we have ha<i 
hef(ue us in flie couise <d this deliate are those relating to the reduction 
of the Hulurics of ofhreis. Sir H<*nr\ Wheeler ha*, aliearly discussed 
that |H)int and I need not go into it at aijy length now. I will me^relv 
reniiiid tin- ConrK-il of (he tiguii's that I ga\e when I introduced the taxa- 
tion Hills Ncitlu'!’ this ( ouncil nor tiic Hengal (Jovernment have aiiN 
coni rid o\ei the Hahuies of Imperial offirer.s, and imtreover, if we 
proceeded to disband tlu* finiH'iial St‘r\ i( es in the province to-morrow 
the immediate financial relief would be nothing at all. On the other 
hand, the Coiiiu il has \ei\ full powers ot omliol o\»‘i the salaries of 
the I’rovincisil, Subordinate and Ministerial Services, and if arnhodv 
lias un> piio tical piopos.il to make reganliiig letuMi. hmetii fai as 

these services aic coimcii, cd. it is ojhti to him to la> his pio|H,salw 
before this Councrl either in eoiinection with the demands for grants 
or by spci lal ic^olMti<uis [ ,hmbt \ei\ much. howe\er. w)u*tlier the 
major ity ot the member^ of the (’oum il ieall\ desui* a drastic reduction 
in the pa> ol llo'se sci\i«es As luis been evplained in this Comicil 
(»ver and over again, (he readjustment (»f the ]>ay of those services wa^ 
long ovei-due heloie the Ueft.ims u,ic tliouirbt of ami that is a point 
of view against whnb I have not \et beard an\ ^alnl aiLTunicnf given 
In these ciriMiintfUincea, it seem® to me rather unreasonable to blame 
<Jo\einnicnt In* uns<‘ neitlu'r the stamling ('onjuiitt<'s‘s rmr an\lM»dy else 
have been able to make any proinwrals for retrenchment other than thoae 
which (io>enimeut has already devised for itself. It seema to Ik* sug- 
gested that.if the officials would only c o oja'i-ate, the noii-official» would 
he able to do something May 1 suggest that the reason for the attitude 
of the officials in this matter is not >heer unmitigated obstinacy, hut the 
fact (hut they know the fails of the case and ftvl honestly (‘onvinced in 
their own mind.s that it is not jH^snible to suggest anything feasible likely 
Ur produce any gn at n^sult I would ask any memlK*r of this Council 
who wishes to pursue this n'trem hment question further, to have a quiet 
half an Irnut's talk with ai'v lend of a di‘|»;»rl mcni . alscit the iu*i*ds of his 
department, the InsfHM tnr-General of Police, the Surgeon-General, 
Director of Puhln Health un>lMMly eU* I should ver\ surprts^Mi 
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if after that interview the member of Council did not come away with hu 
ideaa somewhat changed about the possibility of retrtMiidiment. As 
I have said betore, the Finance Department have pruned the Budget 
ruthlessly. Heads of departments use stnuiger language than tins about 
our action, and 1 liave very little doubt that if given a eluim e they would 
impress their \iews on this Council or un\ reli-em InuenI committw of (lie 
Council. It has been suggested that we should go in for heroi(‘ mea- 
sures such us have reeently Imhmi projoumled in Knglaml hv the (lethles‘ 
(’ommittee. But can it he seriously contended that (onditions an* the 
same or that there are the same opiautunities for heroic measures in 
Jtengal as in Kngland? The (i«*dde.^‘ Coininittee were dealing with v 
budget of about a thousand million pounds sti-rling; here in Bengal our 
budget is about seven million |Kiunds, a mere fraction td the British 
budget. We have to provide <»ut of that budget for the pulilie adminis- 
tration <'f a presidency containing a iKipulntion \(Tv much thp same us 
that of Kngland and it stands to rea.son- I think it is impossible and it 
would be unnuiMimible to expe< t anything heroic fnmi tlw endeavours 
of any rctrenchuiciit committee liowever zealous and eager tbe\ might 
be to bring about (*conomy. Moreover. 1 may remind tin* (’oum il that 
there ire (juestions looming over our beads like the separation of the 
judicial and executive which 1 fear will do far more than sw allow up nn> 
small retrcnchiiu nt that we might be able to effect in our existing wale 
<}( expenditure. I agree that even if our finances are put on a sound 
footing wc must (ontiniie in «*very wav to strive forecononi>, but for tlie 
reason wf u b I baNe given I have no great bo]u*s of any large measures 
of retrencbmeiii l•^'l^g found ]>o.**sible However, as J havi* said, we b;ni» 
always so far endeavoured to meet the Cs.unei! in regard to pro|>oHals for 
retrenclinx'nt imiinne.s wbi) b have been pul before us, and we art* auxu us 
toeontiaue tin* same course. If then aiuone b.is an\ fiirtlo r idt'as wbidi 
he wishes to vennhiti* on the subje< t, let him hung them up l»y all mums 
at the prnjHT time, and we will see wliat we <an ilo to me»*t them But a 
retrenebnu nt imiuirv properlv uimed out will be a matter of months a! 
the very least, and will not help us in eonnei-tion with our present budgrt, 
Now I will turn briefly to tiie general leinarks that ImNe bef*n made on 
the Budget. I am grateful to those meinlMrs wlio have accepted the 
view that this Budget is not a lomplete Budget, and that our fiiianciii! 
and a^iinistmtive programme should not nKeive final judgment until 
we have an op;H)rtunity of putting our further jiroriosuls before Hie 
Council. I Hilly admit that even if we get our taxation prols,saU 
thmugh the (’oum il in their pres<*nt fonn, we shall have onl\ a slender 
surplus, hut 1 leave explained to the Cfuineil the iiiannei in wbic h we 
pnJpose to make the liest jiossible use of that surplus. .M a later stage 
I hope to he aide to explain our pm|>osals in furllier detail, hut I ( aniiot 
do that to-dav. But the Council may he sure that these proposals will 
oa|Ui| l>efore it for t onsidenition in due course. Tender the rules, Wth 
our proposals tor a loan \nAu y and our projifisals for the allocation and 
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expenditure of any aurplu* that we may pet, must be placed before tbf. 
(V)un< il for approval. But a« somebody suggested yesterday, it is no 
use counting our chickens before they are hatched, so I am sure the 
(Council will agi‘< e that it is !ir» use going into the matter further at pre- 

Mr. Krishiia (’handra Ray Cliaudhuri made several suggestions for 
new forms <»f taxation. I am not myself jirepared to go as far as he 
would like in »he matter of robbing hen*nK)flts, and I think that the feel- 
ing of this Fouiicil and of the country will j>n)bahly be that the time has 
not yet f'ome when we can go if» for radical ptx»posals of this kind. How- 
ever, as I told the (Vmncil before, we have decided to take up the question 
of death iluties end I hope that we shall be able to apiK)int a committee 
to me<*t after iliis (^rnincil s4*ssion is over to g(j into tliut (jU(‘8tion, where- 

we shall ha\e, T hope, a rewrve of further funds which we can obtain 
if it is the desire of (his Couneil to go in for a policy of expansion in those 
departmenis wliich the (’oiincil regards with most favour. 

Then my f liquid Babti Kishori Mohan ('Imtidhuri said this taxation 
oiight to have Iso a iin]M»sed last year, but 1 would remind him that lust 
year our finaue.al jiosition was still ruieertain; we had still luqws then of 
getting ade(|unte financial assihtance from tlie (inv<*nunent of India, and 
7 do not think it would have been wisecui our part to put taxation pro- 
|M>snls before the Council, until we were sure that they were* ahMiliitcly 
unitvoidahle, I mn much com-erned to henr tliat somel)od\ has hren 
calling Uahu Kishori Mohan Chaiidhuri a Bolshevist. I f annot imagine 
any description mon* inappropriate to iny MMierable frinid than that term, 
hut I am afraul (hat though Babu Kishori Mohan (Uiaudhuri is not a 
Bolshevist, he is a ]K*ssimist of (he w’or8( type. He assumes (hat we are 
going lo he disapiMiinted in our estimates of revenue next year; that our 
taxation seliemes are not going to hnng in even as much as we have 
ventured t4) anticipate on oui^designedly moderate ( alculations, and that, 
ill fart, everything is going as badly as |H>ssihle for us during the eoming 
year, Sevi'ral e ther speakers liave been inclined to take the same view. 
This is a jioint <f view' which |sM)pIe arc apt to take when they wake 
up in Uie middle of the night and begin to think alsuit their troubles. 
They are apt at that time to hnik at the flarkest side of things and to 
reflivl on* what is going to huppim if every thing timis out had^v and 
nothing goc^ well. But, as a rule, when they wake up in the morning 
they are able to see things in their proper light. They are able to reflect 
that there is a ulver lining to the darkest eloud and that things are not, 
on the whole, likely to go badly for all time. I would like to suggest 
seriously that there is no renwm for the unmitigated gloom and de- 
^in^ssion which have marked several of the sj»eechea which we have heard 
here during the last two days. There might l>e some justiflcatioB for 
it. if the Budget as it stands, with its deficit of Ks. 120 lakhs, was the 
final word to be said w ith regard to our financial (ioeition,'hut that is not 
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^^the case. The ( ouncil have, I D»ust say, tiu kled the situation luanfuUy 
and have agreed in principle to the imposition of taxation to meet our 
(lifficultici. Wc. shall have opportunities next week of discussinf 
the taxation propi>sal8 in detail, but I cannot imagine that the Council 
is going to abandon the jxisition which it has taken up, or to relax it?* 
efforts to put our finances on a sound footing. We have come through 
a thoroughly bad year; we have la'en disappointed m>l only in our ex- 
pectations of a icvision of the Financial Settlement Inch wrmld ine<»t 
our difficulties, but our levenues for various reasons have fallen 4 iff, 
and even w^ith the aid of substantial retrenehment. we have be«*n unable 
to make our accounts balam e. The year is nearly over and let us ho[K» 
that we Nhall have better times in the future. We have, 1 take it, 
resolved to face the situation, and even at tlie risk of incurring sc»me 
[KTsonal unjKifinlarity we have decided to ask the country to incur 
sacrifices in (»rdci to put the (iovernment of this prcsitboicy in a position 
to carry out its rc8ponsihiliti<‘s The Council has decided to raise more 
money in <»r(Ier not merely to cover our deficit, but also to >;i\<‘ us a 
small working Mn]»liis on the basis of which wi* can gfi in for a |Hdi<‘y 
of expansion 'I'hat being so, I ]Mit it to the Council lliat then' is at 
least a pros|H‘ct lliat a month hence w(* shall be in u mueh better ]M»sition 
than at any tree since the Heforins w'«*re inaugurated, and it is surely 
a mistake for us U' go about pulling long faces and utt^uing lamentutions 
about our woeful plight To put the matter on the lowest ground, 
this sort of thing is not likely to strengthen our credit on the money 
mark<‘t I atrr*'e that fa( ile optimism will do ns no good, l»ut neither 
will unrelieve pessimism. VV'e have to frame our Ituilget for the eoni* 
ing \ear on fa< ts as we fitid theiii. Taking the ji^isifiori as a whole we 
are jusfifi((i in anlit ipating some iinpiovement over the riuolitions of 
the past 12 months and at least tlie appn»ach of a leturn to a iiion* normal 
stale of affairs In the long run tliaf view will justify itself; that is the 
principle on whnh we liave framed this Iludget. and on whieh we liaiic* 
our expei'tatifuis for the future if onr taxation tiroposals go througli 
in the fonn in whieh we re<f»riiniend. I ask the Council then tf» accept 
our estimates efter giving them their best c/msiderution and to regard 
them as lieiug, at any rate, the best forecast of the situation that we 
ran make at the jrresent moment.

Complaints hare lieen made about the condition of this school for at least the 
last two years, and I hare had to girc derisions on several occasions. Matters, 
howerer, hare not improved The Managing Commit te**. many members of the 
staff, and many local gentlemen connected with the s< h<H>l arc expressing their 
dtaaaiiifaction at the existing stnte4of affairs The non-fxv-operatmn party, too. are 
making tiae of tihi feeling for their own ends .M! the iliffcrcnt parties say that 
the Head Master of the /alia Silimd is the cause of the trouble. 

On the 20th April, almost the whole staff of thp sch<M>l (with the exi'eption of the 
Head Master) came in a hcwly to see me at the Parisal Circuit House They com- 
plained bitterly of the continuous harsh treatment of the Head Master towards 
them ; and half of them requested transfers on this account. During the aame 
riait to Barisal I met the Managing Committee and many local gentlemen coi»- 
necteil with fha school and saw the Head Master and the school 

The chief cause of oomplsint from outside the school is that the Head Master 
does not stop wrong-doing by certain members of the staff , and the chief causes 
of complaint from insitle the schtwii are that he is autocratic and Karsh, and that 
he keeps all the departments of the school in his osm hands Among many com- 
plainta the following sre the chief —

They say 
that the public art' losing their confideme in the scIumiI, an<l that its moral tone 
IS on the down grade 'I'he consiunt leakage ol i|tiestion pa|a*rs is a hjmm isI sourt'e 
of irritation, for a numlier of l>oy.s sa\ that they cannot pass the. examinations 
without piivHt* tuition, and that thc'v know <if an easy way to siint'ess The CVim- 
niittcx' strongly recommend the transfei ot the Mend Master to another school.

Hon'Mo BIr Honry Whoolor): I beg to move |or leave to tniiodnee a 
Bill further to amend the Bengal Village Chai^idari Act of 1870. 
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This BiH in a very short olio-, an4»its int^^ntion in to maW « rhanjff in 
the law frofarninjr the pay of chaiikidars. As is doubtless known to the 
Council, villajre ohavkidam^were previously all governed by the pn>vi- 
sions of Bengal Act TT of 1870, but when we created union Inwirds under 
the Act of 1919, we made over to them the chaukidari ftinctions which 
were ;previou sly perforiffed bv the <dd village panchnyats; and in the 
course of so doing we ti»ok the opportunity of making a change which 
had long been advocated. Tender the Act of 1870. the maximum pay 
which C|^n be given to clmukidars is Rs. 0. and the maximum assessment 
whieh can he inip<»sed upon any individual is Ks 12 per jvnnum. Now, 
it is obvi(»us^hat a maximum pav of Rs 0 is not. in modern conditions, 
adef|uate. and that fa<'t has often been brought to our attentifin from 
many quarters, while at the present moment the utmost discontent pre- 
vails aTrtjf)ng the villa ire watch, ronsequently. in the Village Self- 
riovernment A<'t of 1010. we did awav with this maximuTu pay. leaving 
the pay of the diaukidars to he det*'nuined hv the Djstrii't Magistrate, 
after consideration of the views of the iinion hoards; and ronsequently 
in the areas snltiecl to the authority of these uniiui hmirds a proper pity 
can he fixe<l for chaiikiilars The proposal of this Bill is to introduce 
this same system in the areas uhich are controlletl hv the old cha\ikidari 
pam hayats It is faiiU obvious that when the village watch is nin on 
unifonu lines throughmtt the nrovifice. there is no ohject in having one 
system in one village, Immoum* it hafusois fo }•* urtde? a union l>«>aid, and 
another system in an adioining village heraiiso if hnpfwms to he umler 
n charikidari panchavaf That is the intention of the Bill, to intrfHluce 
provisions analogfius to those which exist in the Village Self-Government 
Act. and ronseqtientlv it raises the maximutu h*\\ <'f assesonent on 
individuals from Rs 12 to Rs 2d The maxinnim in the Village s^if- 
Government Art is Rs 84 and in the course of the debate on that Bill, 
T explained how that fijrure had been arrived at, namely, taking Rs. 00, 
w'hirh was the <dd maximum in the rdd L«»ial Self-Government unions, 
and Rs, 12 the <dd maximum of the Village Chaukidari Act - raiseil t(» 
Rs. 2i in accordance with the recoinmet'datifUis (.f the District Adminis- 
tration romniittee. whi«h reported that chaukidars r/>uld not be snils- 
factorilv finance»l as lontr ns the limit of Rs 12 was maintained. Con-

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ade({uate, and it is now estima^ that the total cost nf building^ 
tenii>orary ramp jail will amount to Ks. 1,99,000. Tl\§. Public Worka 
Defsirtmcnt exiM*< t to nu^t this cmi by means of re^^prop nation out of 
their saviiiKs. The sum of Us. 8o.fKK) is the amount miuired by the 
Jail Department for estaidishmeiit and other charges during the pre- 
«Mit year. For that amount th.- vote of the (\)uneil is necessary and 
for this reasotj I have to move f<»r the grant. 

As the memorandum show.s, it was proposed to have three jails each 
providing accommodation for 6,000 prisoners. It has been explained 
that during the time when the non-co-operation activities were going on 
in a very intense f<irin, it wa.s felt that it would he nece.ssa^ to have camp 
jails in different part.s of the Pre.sidency for the accommodation of the 
political prisrmers if large arrests continued. At that time, it may be 
w'ithin the recollection of the (’ouncil, arrests were being made of persons 
w’ho w'ere violating the not ifi( ations \inder the (Viniinal Procedure Pode 
and also under the (’alcjitta Poli<c Act, and tlicse arrests w’^ere made in 
large hatches and groups (d men. sometimes 100 to 200 men were arrest- 
ed for defying the law. Under these circninstances, it was felt that it 
w'as necessary to ])rovide acc<immodation for these men and that camp 
jails w'ould have to be set up. A beginning was made at Kanchraparu. 
So far as (he Jail Department is coTicerned, we explored all other possi- 
bilities and we found that the Kanclirapara si(<' was the best that w'as 
available for the purpose. As evervlualy knows, it is about an hour’s 
journey by rail from Calcutta, and the site selected is on high ground and 
it is reported that although it is not altogether free from malaria, the 
place is fpiite dry. S<Hne progress has already been made with the work 
and it is expected that this camp jail will he fini.shed some time in April, 
It is the earnest hn|H' of tl>e (Jovernment and, as I believe, of everv 
member of this Council— I can say also that it is iny very earnest hope — 
that the Kam hrapara cainf» iail will not he reijuired for the purpose. 
Hut we all know that the political atmosphere is still in n very uncertain 
and electrical condition. It was (»nly sii»re the Bardoli resolution was 
passed the other day that there has been a lull in the activities of the non- 
co-opemlors, ami there have been hardly finy arrests at all. so far as I am 
aware, in the (own of (6\lcutta. If this state of things continues, it is 
extremely unlikelv that we shoiilil ie(|uire the Kaiu lirapara camp jail for 
the pur|iose in view at present. At the same time, it does strike me, as 
Member in <-barge of the Jail Department, that we may be able to put that 
place to other uses of the Tail Department. I shall again refer to that 
matter later on. That is all I wish to say at present so far as the 
Kanchrapam camp jail is concerned. 

As regards the Kidder|>ore Jail, I think (he Council is already aware 
that it was opened on the 20th of December last Owing to non-co* 
operation activities the pressure on the permanent Calcutta jails was 
becoming so great that it was absolutely necessary to provide a tempor- 
al y jail. The plaoa at Kidderpore was fixed upon in that emergency. It 
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never thought that it was a projyer place for a permanent jail. It 
was taken up for a temporary puriiose as it wa.s the best place that we 
could find for that nurpose at the time. Government was fully aware of 
the defects of the place. The place is not large enough ; it con.sists of 
two or three large godowns ami some open space in fnmt, on the bank of 
the river Hooghly ; the space occupied by the jail is fenced in with barbed 
wire. In a place like that it is not po.ssible to carry <nit the provisions of 
the duil ('ode u*gaidnig the .>.epafation <d prisoners, the formation of 
wards, the einjdoynient of prisoners, tin* enforcement of disi ipline, the 
making of proper sanitar\ arrangements, adecpiate arrangements for the 
c(K)king and di.<<lribution (»f f<w>d and all those things which are neccssaiy 
in a well-ajrpointed jail. These <lefects the jail authorities have tried to 
remedy from day t(» day and 1 can tell the (\miicil (liat by this time they 
have r<*medie<l alim^st all tin* defects (liat «'ould be rcmc<licd Itut, at the 
same tiim‘. ow’ing to want of space and owing to want of a prPper place 
for workshop arnl other iiMjinrcmcrits the .lail ('ode. it (.in mocr be 
a fit place for keeping prismiers for any length of time. .\s a matter of 
fact, ino.st fif the prisoners who were kept there were either under-trials 
or short-term prisoners At om‘ tirm* there were as mans a^ l.'JtH) oi 
l.dtHr men; hut that happened onl\ once tin the a\eiage. it nia\ In 
taken that there have been about S(M) oi !)0() prisoners. the piesent 
moment, I am glad to say that there are only '(50 or ‘((»0 men. most of 
whom are likely to be discharged w ithin a veiv short space of lime, (lur 
idea is to close the place as s(Km as possible. As I have already mention- 
ed, it is not ]>ossible to find an\ work there for the prisoners sentenced to 
rigorous imprisonment; it is not possible to enforce proper ilisiipline ; 
and it will be verv difHcnlt in tlie bf>t weather and in tlie rainy seamm to 
make proper .sanitarv arrangements Tlierefore, fiom almost all points 
of view thi.s place could not be a siiilable jdace for tlie detention of prison- 
ers for any length of time It is [irojeise<l to < lose if as mxm as possible, 
as soon as the prisoners are transferred or disehui ged. In lase, however 
there be a large number of undei-trial prisoners in the future and mldi- 
tional accouimodation is reipiiied for them, it may then he necessary to 
utilise this place for their temporary detention; and that is the jmipose 
for which we wish to make use of tl»e pla< e in future if we reipiire it at all. 

The accommodation in many of the mufassal jails in the Presidency 
was also found insufficient, several of those jails were extremely over- 
crowded, with the result not only that hardship an<l inconvcnieme were 
cauaed to the prisoners but difficulties arose in providing accommmktioti 
for ordinary prisoners. It has been learnt hy experiem e that it is not 
desirabk to keep a iargi* numlier of piditical prisoners in the same jail 
with ordinary convicts; not only from the jail offcials' point of view is 
this undesirable but it is extremely undesirable in the interest of the 
prisoners themselves that they should be confined in the same jail with 
other prisoners unless they ran be completely separated. We have tried 
our best to separate the political prijuiners'as much as possible from the 
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ordinary convicts with the result however that the political prisouers iunl 
to suffer overcrowding. 

Ah regards the jail for female prisoner at Rerhampofe, the members 
of this llcuise will hear me f>iit when I say that at one time in Calcutta and 
that not very long ago, tlieie were a number of ladies connected with the 
non-< f)-(>pef al ic»M m<i\eineu( a< tivel\ cairyingon that jitopuganda. There 
was in c onsecjuence not only open violation of the laws but considerable 
interference with traffic and business. The (lovernment have hitherto 
refrained from making an\ arrests nf these ladies. I l>e]ieve there was 
only one uriest an<l even then the lady arrested was released after a few 
hours. 1 am iniornied that some nt those ladie.s gave the police the 
greatest possible piovo< at ion and opeiil v defied the law, but the police did 
tlieir best to avoi<l anestiiig tlieiii. Since however these ladies have been 
peisisting in t heir act ivil ies it was thought by (iovernment that their 
hands iiiighl be fbt<‘e<l ami that tbe\ iiiiglil ha\e no optimi left but to 
make ai rests of some of the holies \\ lio peisisted in violating the laws. 
If was iiiolcr ihose emnnislaroe^ that the .fail I 1 oieiil was waineo 
to lie reads to km rive prisoiieis of this riass. In the riesideiicy and the 
Alipore (’ential .lads the act ommodat i<»n foi female jinsoners is extreme- 
ly limited and e\en w hale\ei an oiiimo<iat ion there is. it is designed for 
female piisoneis <»t the ordinal \ < iiiiiinul t>pe. and I think everyone will 
agree that it wonhl not be desiiabie tii keep female prisoners of the c lass 
who arc* c'aiy\iiig on tins pKipagamia, if lht*ir aiiests became im^vitable, 
under Ibe same comlitions oi in fbe same jail as the onlinary prisoners. 
VVlieii, flic-Kdoie, the .fail Depailment was asked to find aeeomnoKlation 
for these prisoioMs, fhe\ eame to the* i om lu-.ion that the vacant Kuropeun 
^^aKl of the ImimtK .\s\|uiii at Iterhampore was most suilahle for the 
purpose. Mn information is that there is go^sl aia omnoMlation there with 
plent\ of spaie whii h lonhl easd\ be fitted np loi the purpose recjuired. 
'I’he detailed estmmle. it wjyifed, I am piepaied to plac e before the 
House. Kveiy possible ai raiigement has been made ft> see that no undue 
hunlship is suffered b\ the.se ladn's. JaM us all hope (hat the [iieeautioii- 
ary nieasuies that lian* iM*en takrn h\ (if»\ei nim-iit will obviate the necea- 
sity of making sm h airest.s. 

I may say in this ronnert ion that the measmes that were taken to 
chec k the illegal m tivities <if the non.« o-opeiators were fully set out iu 
this Coum il by His Kxi ellem y the (Jocetnoi who explained the iMisition 
of the Government at some hmgth to the Hmise. and after his s|)ee<h, the 
meinlH*r8 of this House had an ot*|Hutmnl\ of thsrus.sing the situation. 

I was imvHCMit throughout, and so far as I km oU.m f, luon of the iiiemWrs 
tcHik any specific objec tion to an\ of the measures that had bc»en adopted 
by Gnvernmeut . 1 Isdieve one <ir two members did suggest that the 

police should not Ije allowed a free hand, hut In vond that T think there 
was a general agreement at least there was no expression of any opinion 
on the imrt of any memimr to the ccmtniry- thiit theae specific meamiree 
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aiuicmnced by His Excellency the Governor wtMe c ailed fi»r by tbe neceii- 
stties of tbis situation. The wisdom of the polii’v has afftiiii l>een discuss- 
ed in tbis Council by the Hon’ble Sir Henry Wheeler, and I will not there- 
fore again discuss that point. All that I m inIi to say is this, the neces- 
sity for providing these temporary jails dins tlv art»se out of the violation 
of law and order by the non-( <>-operators. 

As regards the Kanchrapara lail, I ought to }a*int out that there are 
other possible uses to whi< h thi*^ «aii la* put. The lail.s Committee in 
their re^Mirt have made u numbei of recomiueiulations. to cany out si»me 
of which will re<|uirp more arromiiiodation, for instance, the separation 
of the habilnal or thestai cla ]Ul^oIlel^ fiom other piisom iH, (he fnstitu- 
tion of revising bcMirds for the purpose of revising long-term sentences 
which will give rise to (he iieetl foi fimling acjoimiiodation for prolmtion- 
ers. There are also oilier similar sciiem<>s nmle? i oirsiileration. All 
that I wish to aH.suie the House is that so fai as this Depaitment is con- 
cerned. vve w ill do oui hcst tn put this jail to some suitalje use. 

I now move that the grant asked ioi be voteii b\ the Coum il. 

Babu INDU BHU8HAN DUTTA: I beg to move (hat tin* sum of 
Rs. which it is prop<isiMi to giant to meet chuigt's m conm*ction 

with the o{>eniiig of temporaiy jails foi non-co-operation jnisoners, Im> re- 
fused. 

I find that some misiipprt'hension ha.H aiiseti even amongst some mem- 
Wrs, who are usuall.v of my wav of thinking, as to why I have pio)Mis<nl to 
refuse the whole grant demaniled hv the llon’hle .Mionhei in charge of the 
Jails. They have saiil to me: “ Well, this Council has demuiMleil that 
Government should act-ord s|Ms ial treatment to (he poliliral prisoners, and 
when (he Goveriim<*nt comes forward to demand rnonev for toM fiiding tins 
special trealiiieut, how can you, in all fairness, refuse it Y'' Sir , (his argu- 
ment a{)}H‘urs at fiist vei v ioK ihh*, and, as 1 am not an <d»sf i m tionist , it 
should have made a strong ap|M*al to im*. hud theie not been another more 
serious (pieslion of constitutional prim ipie involveii in (his matter, l^t 
us look more closcdy into (his thing; what wu" the re< nmmendution of this 
Council regarding {Hditicai prisoners!-' 'rhis Coum il priM-tirally kKaid 
that henceforth, for all time, ail ixditieul prisoners, Im* they imn i o-o|M*ra- 
tors or not, all of them should Ik* treated us first class misilemeaiiuitis. 
This recomiiiendatioii was extended to all polilicul piisoners, and not 
merely confined to Ujikm* iK»rwo-o|K*ralorH who have U-eii coiivicteii under 
the rei-ent repressive laws. This recommendation was not an emergent 
measuref but was meant for all time t4) <'ome, it was a permuneni rtH-om- 
mendation following tbe prm tice adopted in all civiiiseij countries. Thin 
will be clear when I say that my friend Dr. J. N, Moitra, who had • 
rMolution dealing sperdally with the ijon-co-o)>enttioii prisoners, with- 
drew his reaolation on the grxiund that as tbe fViuticil has rHoinmendeci 
the release of all these priwmert, there was no j list ifi<‘at ion in moving 
bif raeolution. Thai is the real crux of the [Hwition. There in tbe real 
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question of consiituiioDal principle involved. The Hon^ble Member 
wanU thi« money, not as a permanent demand for the relief of all politi- 
cal priaonerM, but ah a demand for meeting an extra<jrdinurv situation, 
for dealing with thoae non-co-operation prieoners, who^have recently 
l)een convicted under the repressive laws. The recommendation of this 
Council regarding these prisfjuers is perfectly clear — they must be set at 
liberty. This is the recomniendation, ahich this Council has adopted 
by a large majority in this very sessions. Is the Council now going to 
eat its own words, is the (h)un('il willing to go back on its ow'u vote in the 
mime Messions}' 'I’his Coum il’s demand was. “ let these prisoners be set 
free.” What has the (iovernment done about this matter li^They have 
not only set at naught the decision ot the Council by not lilierating the 
priaoners, but they have come forward to-day to demand money to con- 
tinue to keoj) these pnsfuiers in jail. Is tins attitude to be tolerated y 
Will this (h)Uiieil remain eontent by jmssing a pious resolution for their 
lilmration, and then, when the time for action roine*', alien the real issue 
i« brought forward, when tlie ('ouneil has an ojiportunity to show that it 
has the power to support its own resolution by relusing this demand, will 
thin Council turn tail and supfdy the money with fobled hands to help 
the (iovernment to <‘onlinue 1<» keep the^* men in jailr* C tlicM- no sucb 
thing a« self-respect, dignity and strength alien this (’ouneil has (c 
insist on its voice being heurdy Is this Council going to repeat the same 
somersault by which it condemned the repressive meusuicv and yet granted 
money for giving effect to the repressive lueasuiesy If this is going to l>e 
the attitude to-(la\, is ihcie an\ aonder that our resolutions are not given 
effei't toy Is there any wonder that an erstwhile member like Sir l(olH»rt 
Watson-SmUh dales to liaM' tiie ainbnifi to < iiti(isc tin* actions of till'- 
Council witli an arrogant pretension to sup»*iior wisdom y Sir, I apj>eai 
with folded hands to all those members of this (’ouiuii, who supported 
UH in demanding the release of these piisoner.s to remember the adage: 

“ mnrfiii kr hat, hitflur kti ilat ’• (A man s aoid is like the elephant’s 
tusk; once out, it does not go back). When the time foi u< tion has come, 
let them not be moved by sophistries and ( abulations, Id them give 
OMiphaais to their own opinion by refusing this grant. Sir, I have heard 
from a reliable houh'c that the llihai jails are empt\ of non-co-operation 
prif>onerR, and yet Rihar was the place where non-co-operation had a 
atronger hold than in Bengal. Has revolution l onie into Bihar, hecauM 
this class of prishners has Wen set fieey If the Government, in view' ol 
their responsibility to the British Barliameiit, cannot release these prison- 
ers, let them restore these grants ; we, as a Council, cannot go back on our 
word, we cannot take the responsibility of kw'ping them in jail. 

When we rememWr that men like Messrs. (\ H. Das, Subhas Chandra 
Bose, and B. N. Sasmul are Wing kept in jail, in spite of our recommend- 
ation to set them free, can we patiently think of supplying money fur 
continuing to keep them and their followers in jaiiy lVrha{>s it is not 
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ui^knowD to members of this roimoil, that Mr. V. R. Das has issuetl « 
statement cnticjsiug the ju(i(riiieiit deliveied on him. He is the Krenlesl 
(riminal lawyer in Rental; he has .lei lured that his eonvirtion has been 
illegal and he has challenged the Government wiili the cliargi* that i1h*\ 
do not hesitate to break the law when it suits their puriMKse. 

Tha DEPUTY-PRESIDENT (Baby Surtndra Nath Ray): I do not 

think you can go into those details and criticise the judgment. 

Baby INDU BHU8HAN DUTTA: I am m.t criti. i^ing the judgment. 
What has Government done to meet this chaige^ N n an> wondei it the 
public think th^^ Mr. Das has been illegally .omniedy Is (his (’onn.i) 
going to provide money to keeji prisoners, whose conviction has been thu?- 
openly challenged P AVe hear that (iovernment i^ going to open a new 
jail at Kanchrupara. Sir, 1 do not know who advise.l the G..veinment to 
select this site. Hut, if 1 had been in his .‘onfidem.*, I shouldluive snio 
that, from the (ioveinmenl point of view. Kanchnijiara is the last place 
that they ought to have chosen. There uie more than Ib.tMH) workmen 
in Kanchrapara, and (iovernment is going to pbn e (he non-co-nperat ion 
prisoners in their midst, Theie have alieady been stnkes m Kan. lira* 
para; if there is another stiike theie again, 1 suppose, ni\ fiiend, 
Mr. Krishna (J!handia Hay Ghaudhun with the Mijiport (»f the Govern- 
ment will get up in this ('ouncil and say, “ G(»ok, tliere aie the iion>eo- 
operators fostering a political strike.^’ 

Mr. KRISHNA CHANDRA RAY CHAUDHURI: I n.vei hinted 

that the iion-< o-operatoi s are heiiind tin* strikers. 

Th« DEPUTY PRESIDENT: Order! Order! 

Baby INDU BHU8HAN DUTTA: If h. has not, then I am sorry 
Hut 1 waa under the impression that he hud said something like it in 
moving his re-solution about jMjlili. al strikes. 

Then, Sir, there is the provision for a jail for women. I must confeii* 

I cannot regard this awful proposal with e.juanimity . It lakes rnv 
breath away. My tongue cannot utter the thoughts that uriw in rny 
mind ; I will only say this. 

Ha« the Government come to such a sorry pass that they cannot tolerate 
even half^a-doxen ladies taking part in politics that they must ke.*p out 
ladies in jail? Is it not eriougli t.i take away hundreds of our young 
men, that you shoubi encroach on the gentler sex also? Where in my 
friend Mr. S. M. Hose, the champion of the ladies ih»w ? Why do I not 
»ee any motion for refusal of this grant in his naiiie? This ( ounnl has 
refiiUHl to give the votes to women, has refusinl to recognise them as 
equal to men, is this Council going to o|a»n the gates of th<* jail foi them? 
Time was, when a million voi<‘f*s of protent would have lK*s*n rats 4 *<l against 
even the idea of such an intolerable pro|Nfsai, but the age of chivalry in 
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gone, that of anphintry, and of calculutorH, haa aucceeded. But even in 
thent* dej^enerate duya, Mhall i not find oO voices of protest against this 
preposterous demand? 

BalHl KI8H0RI MOHAN CHAUDHURi: I move that the sum ol 

Hh. which it is proposed to grant to meet charges in connec-tion 

with the opening of teinfKuury jails for iion-c*o-oj)eration prisoners, be 
refused. 

When 1 gave notice of this amendment, I did it with full responsibili- 
ty, knowing that it was a reserved suhje< t, and as such whatever we might 
do here, it might be iest(,red by the (lovernor’s certi^^te: but still 1 
thought it necessiuy that we should Fuise a voice of protent ag'ainst it. 
The otlier day ae passed a resolution in this (''ouncil that the non-c'o- 
(»perution jjrisomos should be set at liberty, and I fail to understand with 
what face we can nou sanction the grant for a( commodating these prison- 
ers. 'rio* m)n-c<»-opeiatio!i movement owes its origin to the inade<niacy 
of Itefoj'ms. 'Die Situation is now <alm jtnd we expected that (iovern- 
meiit should take this oppoitunil\ of < misidering the giievaiices of the 
people. 'I'Ih* Itctoims ha\e been condenmed in s**\t*ial ijusiiters as cjuife 
inadeiimite and ii<»l to the benefit of thi’ people We th<»ught that 
(Government would take the opporluintv to reemisidet the situation nno 
8ilen('e the nonsi'o-operation moveimuit b\ giantjng aileipiate relief. 
But, unfoi tunately , instead (d taking that course (fo\ eminent are now 
iK'iit ujMUi preparing ac« om modal n»n for lo or lb thousand prisoners and 
moreover for some lads prisoners fo? joining this non-co-operation move- 
ment. 1 do not know if non-co-o}>eration is an offence. If it is really 
an offi'iice, I do not kiH»w whether the persons who were tuigaged for the 
last ^1(1 or db years in the (’ongress platfonii in critidsing (Government 
action and asking for lelief only in a different way were not e<|ually 
guilty. As long as mm-co-operation is not offensive in any way, 1 
think one cannot Im* sent* to jail simpl\ laM uuse he disi iisses certain 
prineiples for political fretMloin. In this view, we think that non-<<e 
ojHTution slmuld not in itself be a chatge, ami if an>oiie i.s to Ik* sf*nt to 
jail, be must Im* fiist tiied undei the Itldiaii Penal (bxle. 1 do not know 
if Home of the memlM*rs «tf this ('ouncil may nr»t l>e termed as uoii-('o- 
o|>eratorH. IBiwtner that may Im*. we cannot with any camsistenty sup- 
port tli*\, firo|M>sal ttijil jails -Imuld 1h* provided fm accommodating non- 
eo*o|M*ratioii prisoners. In tins pro|M>!UiI there is no ilistiiietion made 
AN to how much of the nmney has already lK*en s|M*iit and how much more 
IN to l>e N|»ent, and so witlomt knowing that, it was niH-eKsary for us to 
raiHe objwtion to the whole anutiint. .My fiieiid has discussiHl the situ- 
ation at length, and it is not necessary for me to add any words of mine 
to the arguments already advanced. But this much I can say that it is 
high time that we should raise our voice against the pnM*edure now 
sought to U* ttdoptiNl. If tlure is any revolutionary tendency it will ba 
a case not of lf> or 16 thousand pe<iple. but it will l>e a cum of more people. 
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. I do not know what might he the niimWr, hut if any accommodation is 
necessary, Government can accommodate many fieople in the vacant 
Houses erected for the partition of the Mitlna|ioi*e district. 1 fail to 
understand why any urrangeiiieut should l»e made in the distrii t i>f Nadia 
which is kimwn to l»c a malaiiou^ place. At any rate we ( annot a( « epi 
the situation and we cannot 1 m? a party to the j>olicy of sending any mem- 
l)er of the non-co-operation party to jail, simply hcruuse they persuade 
people not to co-oi)erate with Government without any violeme on thei? 
part.

Babu KI8H0RI MOHAN CHAUDHURI : Noii-co.operati«»n prison- 
er is a new thing — a new nnineiiclatuie in the Feiial (’oih\ It is only 
the offenders who « an he ptinished ami sent 1(» jail, and if any violence 
is adopted, if there he aiiN dixoder in maintaining peace and imler, then 
whatever action is thouglit necessary may he taken. In this t’onncil 
we .suppoiteii a pr(»posal that simietiiing ought to he done for maintain- 
ing law and order, siih.stMjuently we weie taken to task for raising any 
ohje<tiou on the ground tliat hv supporting that motion we really sup- 
ported the propffsal for sending any numher of person** to jail without 
any trial f»r without any adisjuate imjnirv. S4> wc l annot he a party to 
th is, and it is. I sa\ again, high time tliat we slunild protest against the 
fiolicy which is sought t** In* adopted aiul reject the grant, If necesf<nry, 
it <“an he restored }»\ the tMi\eim»r- leitificate, hut in no l 
can we Ih* u party to this jni«juit\. With these n‘marks, I l»eg to com- 
mend my motion for tlie lOMeptuiicc of tlie (Nuincil,

made and our uHsent is sought in the Founctl, w ith the expiess ohjin i oi 
nullifying one of our 4»wn rceoitiiiiemhitions, to make us eat the huinhle 
pie, we know not what w'ords would In* ade<|uate enough for exfircMsing 
our disappndiation. 

We have paiwwid a res^dution reeorii mending release of the norin-o- 
operator priwmers. And in direct contravention of that the (ioveriimeiil 
now wants money for jails lf> k«*<*p (h»eM» very non-co-iiiMMuhirs, and more 
of them ami w^uiien tcsi, insnh* the jails. If we grant this «ieniand it 
would only impiv that w*e supply the \ery iiiearts of tejei ling oiii rccom- 
mendatioii. We shall In* hnimled — Is'lore our ( otititryinen. U‘h>re the 
civilised world — as mere milksops. nwhvhI hv the prevailing gusts, 
exemplars of jmlitical indecision. 

It is a grave thing that confronts u«. We, this legislative ImkIv, are 
to guide the destinies of our nation 'at one of its most critical tirnea. 
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Paasions are now high, prejudices are keen and partisanship obscures but 
vision. It has been found for onct* that jails have no terror or stigma, 
and people flock to overflow them. So now, we must have more jailf 
that they cannot he overflowed. But what would then be the effect on 
the people? The ideal and the sentiments are there. Would these new 
jails dam that torrent, or would not that torrent nmch rather cut for itsell 
a new course? lici us pause to think. li€‘t us be statesnien and not em- 
piricists, chewing the thrice-chewed cud of the bureaucrats. 

1’his very d4*inand shows that our country is entei ing into a new phase 
of the struggle. 1'ill very lecently our women liad kept apart from 
politics. Hut now they are beginning to take interest in ^lem. Even 
liord Norfh< hiH’e had .stated (o the Reuter’s Agency, in Bombay, on the 
2Ist of Jariuiuy: “ A distinguished lo\al Muhammadan, a judge, who 
w'us educated at Oxford, said to me--* 'I’he most dangerous sign is that 
our women arc now becoming infected with tlie anti-Bntish poison, and 
all students of (slam know «hat that means.' I d«*eply deplore the 
developments of this plmse. As oui sor i<*t\ now stands, arid from the 
jiosition that our women o<< up\ in it, I am ojiposed to their active partici- 
pation ill fiolilics. I believe that in this dust and dm of fiolitical life, in 
its rough and tumble, in its ine\itabb* iiustle arul consispo-nt brutality, 
women slomld not come m. I condemn fbeir iiitioduclion, fur 1 feel that 
if they once prt*ci(dtate themsehes ijito this mirc, they i aimot lie kept 
free from insult. And I grieve over this cxploitjit ion of their finer feel- 
ings, their sentiments and s\mpathy in such political sijuahbles. 

But, Sir, although I deeply dcjdoie all these, I am still more afrain 
that proposed (tovernment measures wi)) not st4*m (he tide, lather the\ 
will add ail impetus. A jail is now heing furnislu'd for the reception ol 
misguided f**male nori-co-opeiators. .\iul if once a jail is ready, ann 
wdtiien are m tually put there foi their political o)dnioiis, we shall soon 
tind quite o dei'ent number of them filling uj» the jails. l>et the (ioyern- 
inent remember that this very «i«lea of pos'.ibilits of putting into jail 
women for their political opinions, for no < iime worth the mime, has got 
a deeply sinister influence. Kveii such arrest of a woman, let alone her 
im]>ris(in!nent, would be inflammatory to a degrtn*. In human history you 
will find that it is wminan w ho infuses iird<»ur and enthusiasm in all ideals, 
and for w’hicli one woman suffers ome, ten men will be found, gladly, to 
suffer ten tiin^s.

Let the (iovernment Ireware that by itt 
rash unthinking jroliev, it is inviting a repetition of the Joan-de-Art 
apisode, it is testing whether the same fire, whi^h burnt of yore in the 
hearts of Uajput women, still lingers in the women of our own days, and it 
tempting the men of the country to show whether they still deserve to 
call themselves ** protectors of their women.** Sir, you are placing the 
whole populace, Indh claiwies and inassc'*. on the most explosive magaxine. 
Beware when the s^iark comes from a woman, the whole country will hurst 
out in flames. 
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^ tr® feel that is now our duty to define onr poution hare. What aie 
we^ We form a part and parcel of the Government, which we are trying 
to shape and mould, whose actions we seek to guide by the consent of the 
people, however much we might dislike its present form and ( onscions 
though we are of its various defects. We know the un.satisfactory nature 
of the Reforms, a mere half-way house; hut knowing also that such 
half-way houses have some purpose to serve, we have associated ourselves 
with the Reformed Founcil. Just as we are not non-i'o-operators, so we 
<lisdain to he parasites. A\ e refuse to see eye to eve with those w}j(> have 
been brought up in the traditions of the old regime, who ha»i been imbued 
with the ideik that the (rovernment a foreign body superimposed to 
govern a voiceless people. The very existem e of a Reformed ('ounrillor 
here is meant to break this enchantment of an old world trmlition. We 
are here to voice the people, to guard their interests, to speak out boldly 
without fear of frown or hope of favour. Sir, we are fu»t expected to l)e 
a body of sycophants, bending and bowing to those with Houn the power 
How rests. 

No doubt we arc politic al oopoiicuts to tlo‘ nou-c o-nperators, iijst as 
we are pcditical opponents to the clianipion'* of what has been termed 
“ <dd, uooden, nntidiluvian form of (io\«*rnment.” And as h>ng ns all 
these political parties confine themselves to moral suasion and do not 
commit acts of violence, ] could not even dream of checking the activities 
of these various parties by ingeniously inventing new cn'ines. 

Non-co-operation is not a new thing, though its non- violent form if 
rather new. It is the European community which had first given an 
exhibition to us of non-co-operator, though not non-violent. Ruckland. 
in his “ Bengal under the Lieutenant-Governor, ** informs us: —

A conspiracy had been formed hv a number of men in Calrutta, who had hound iliem- 
nielves in the event of (lovernment adhering to their projcM'teil logo»!atinn, the Ilbert 
Bill, to overpower the sentnea at (iovernmeni lluuiu\ put th«> Vucroy on Inurd a 
steamer at Chandpal Ghat, and aenrl him to Kngland 1 1<1 the Cape The existence 
of this conspiracy was known to the I.ieutenant-ffovernor and U> the rf*spr>nHihlc 
officer who subsequently gave me this information. Tlie non-official Kurocman c<*m 
mufuty absented themselves with hardly ; n exivption frcmi the enUirtainmenis a*. 
Government House. 

Ko the European community at that time not only non-<o-op#fnited 
with the Government, hut had entered into a ireaaonahle conapirai-y and 
had openly insulted the Viceroy. Sir, allow me to quote a passage from 
the Indian Chrnnicle of thos4‘ flays tti show to what lengths the Euro- 
pean community had then gone: — 

Ifeetinica were held everywhere, indignant protesta were sent up. Mr. Ilbert wm 
hornt in effigy and Lord Ripon was cursed and execrated like a dog .

matter. 

Kumar 8HIB 8HEKHARE8WAR RAY: I submit to your ruling, 
Sir. Tlfcc ndevancy however is this that they too were non-e<M^rat- 
ors only with ibis «li.''tinf’tioii that they were hhjrojjeans and the non-co- 
ojK'rutors of <o-<lay arefjnly Indians, and I wanted to show how they were 
treated, it is theref(»re that I wanted to (piote tljese passages at some 
length, for people’s ineinoiv is shoit, anil some try to pillory others for 
things falling far short of what they themselves had doiij. Was any 
s{»eeial ordinance passed to declare the Kuropean .\ssociation illegal!' 
Were the uieinl>ers of that lonspiring body sentenced to terms of im- 
prisonment or were they even put under arrest? Were Mr. Rranson's meet- 
ings disfiersed by Police with Inthux? Were lunatic asylums converted 
into jails to accoinmodale hysterical Kuroiwan women? Was the pa|HT. 
(he Enfflnhwan of those days, the worst criminal in this respect, 
prosecuted and its press forfeited? And although some of the acts cmn- 
initted clearly fell within theoidimny piovision of law. vi:., the Indian 
penal (’ode, f»o official action ua^ taken again'if them, nor did those 
much vilifieil Indians incite the Government to take stejis against these 
treasonable intimidations. And a by. because they rei ngnise thM^.that 
was surely a phase of political o|)poHition, the wild attempts of a frantic 
Imdy to preserve theii supposed rights and privileges 

It is no use saying that when peojile infringe the laws, law must take 
its course, and lodge them in prisons. For what is law? Can a mere 
ukase of the head of a State make and unmake a law ? Ts law a mere 
pyramid on a point? Ours is a legislative body and we by a majority 
have [iressed for a repeal of tliese repressive niea'.ures, wdiich we have 
not even deigned to call law’s. It is a distinct mandate from a l)ody 
whii'h alone has the jwiwer to make and unmake laws, and if we cannot 
make the Government ot>ey us, if the Government continues flouting us, 
the blame lies not with us, but with the Government and the Reforms 
which authorise such irresponaibility. And, Sir, such conduct on the 
juirt of the Government onlv jtroves the iin|K)tencv of the Reforms, and 
swells the ranks of non-eo-o|H»rators. 

But, Sir^ insult our intelligence, doubt our sanity, give us, in the 
words of Sir Robert Wntson-Smyth, “ the order of the l>oot” as marh ae 
you like, ignoi-e our existence, but we must not budge an inch from what 
we consider our path of duty. 

Gur duty is to warn the Go%’ernment and we do wani the Oovom- 
inent once again that the Government in deciding to incarcerate womeii 
is placing itself on a slippery, sloping hillside, whence a false step or 
even the momentum itself would lead to unfathomable depths and danger. 

BiIm 8URENDRA NATH MALLIK: It is. to my mind, adding 
insult to injury to call u|s»ii ua to vote this demand. We requeeied the 
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OQTWrtiiiietit only a ft‘w dayn ajfo to ri^loase these prisoners. They did not 
rare to say one word aixmt that, hut they now ooine ti» us and say, “ gire 
us this money to retain these prisonors fi»r a hm^j: time.” It is. us I have 
said, addinjf iiiHult to injury. Those to whom ni> motherland has j^iven 
a just cause to be j^rateful, those who have fatUMied on my motherland’s 
wealth — th(»se very men ate askin^^ t<» give us tins mone\ . I must make 
it clear, 'i'his is a mattei «»f demand What is tliis demautly Are we 
to understand that the\ u ill not build jails if «e do not give them 
the money. No— they will do it any how. Why then should we grant 
this money? This demand- I repeat again is nothing hut aihling 
insult to injury^ We slnmld never do it. I »|uite lealise the fatd that 
they are my own countrymen and theii suffeiings particularl\ in the 
Kidderpore Jail which I have seen are vet\ great and that thes live then* 
under conditions which aie <‘xticnM‘l\ und«‘sHahlc Wc ha\c s,.rn that 
ourselves. If !»> giving our \(»te and by |»assing this motion we are 
sure that their suflenngs will cease, the matter should then be put, but I 
Am sure they will disregard all our reioinniendations in this matter, 
'rhcy are sure to build the jail whethei we vote bu it <»r not We are 
not children here. Why should >ou ask from ns mone\ to buibl jails 
foi ^ Do you listen to our views, tiur suggestions? No \ou disreganl 
everytljin^. Why then come to us anil ask for money? Do build your 
jails by all means. You aie a niightv (fo\ernment wm c an do anvlhing 
yon like — you can play ducks and <lrukes with our money. Hut whv do 
you come and ask us to help you ? ft is no use saying that because they 
are .suffering in the jail you want more money to build jails, 'rhat i« 
your duty to see You have put them in jail and it is your duty that 
they are kept in comfort Do not c<»me with this Hhurn business before 
US and ask us for money. 

There is another matter to which I would draw attention. There is 
a question — a peculiar question— which has been raised by some of inv 
friends as to whether these non-<*o-t»piTating pf*ople should be put in 
jail or not. 1 do not think that I riee<l discuss that (|uestion now. I 
will not for a moment attempt to deciile whether these non-co- 
operating p<*<»ple are right or whether they are wrong. (HmI 
alone knows whether they are wrong. History will decide— fmsterity 
will judge whether they are wrong. It is not for me to say so. I 
leave that out for the present. That is not the quest i<m at issue. The 
question is whether you should make us agree to this grant and our 
answer is that you should not and you are not going to do that. We 
would refuse the grant. Do whatever you like, you have got ample 
powers. 

There is another matter- the question of building jails for women. 
It is a most preposterous t laim. Has anybixfy heanl of such a claim 
being put forward? Do you want In go so far as to build jails in anti- 
ciimtion of dragging our womenfolk there and ask us for money (o build 
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that jail? Sir, we may be a gubject-race. We may have gone do^n 
very much, but we are not going to give money for jail accommodation 
for our mothers, our sisters and daughters. If you will do it, you must 
do in spite of us, but do not insult us by asking money to put our 
own mothers, sisters and daughters to jail. I claim you have no right 
to do' that. If y<»u aie t(» huild jails for them, do it by all means, but 
1 wouhl ask you not to insult us in this way. Even though we belong 
tit a subject race you have n<» right to insult us in this way. Then 
Sir Abd-ur-Ualiim has said that the accommodation in the Presidency 
Jail is riot giMsl enough for ladies and that we should provide good 
accommodation for them in the Iterhampore Jail. Thi<. reminds me of 
a story. The Knrtn of a house was awakened in the dead of night by a 
noise that his sitns— gntwn-np sons — are hammering a thief. The old 
man was S') and very fiiou.s and he was slntcked at the sight. He asked 
his childiiuj to desist fntm beating tbe thief. The <hildren asked, 
“ what are w<* lf» do w'ith him then?” The r)ld man. as I luivc said, was 
v«ry pious, said, ” do uot heat him but put him in a sack and give him 
a ducking,” The thief very riuich appreciated the kindness and said, 
“ Tliou art kindness imarnatc ind«‘cd ” We appreciate your kindness 
very nmch. You are so much afixious for oui ladies tliat you want to 
huild a good jail for them Ibsausi- soum' of (»ui li»di«-s have gi^ne into 
Ilarahazar and a'^ked some people not to htiv foreign goods held 
Mf)me meetings in the tow’ii, you are goir»g to huild jails in anticipation 
at l4(*rhamporr. Why should not tlie ftovernment provide for other 
things f(jr themselves with the money? Why not build a larger asylum 
f(»r themselves at 11erhnnif»ore ? Why .should not Government build for 
themselves better accommodat i<»n in the lunatic asylum at Berhampore? 
Sir. it is indeed a most preposterous (daim. You want to put our women 
in jail and you want us to give you money for them. T whole-heartedly 
oppine this motion You tlmught it fit tr» bring it in this way instead 
of the resolution whiih we* have passed here only a few days ago, you 
huvt' brought this motion in total disregard to that resolution. I do 
hope that G(»v('rnment will not g(> on insulting us in this way. 

Of# HASSAN 8UHRAWARDY! I rise to support the amendment 
of Bahu Tndu Bhushan Dufta though not exactly for the reasons given 
hv him a few minutes ago, I feel T must, at the outset, let you know 
Sir, that f ilo not think I am seci>nd to any one in mv appreciation of 
the efforts of the IBinTde Sir Ahd-ur-Rahim to introduce Reforms in 
the jail administration I, Imwever, feel it my duty to criticise the 
department which he is now presiding over. We judge by what we 
find, as outsiiicrs; the details of what are done within are only known 
to the ofbcinls. Measures, and not man, is the aim of my remarka and 
criticism. We have certain grievances against the Judicial and Jail 
Departments, and 1 am constraintHl to oppose this demand on certain 
definite grounds.

I am 
referrin^^ to a resolution passed In this (’oum il recominemlinjr the treat- 
ment of political prisoners like mi.sdemeanants of the first division as in 
Kn^land, but nothing has Is’en done so far. nor an\ proniise j^iven as to 
what should be done in the near future. A demaml af Uh. |.25.P(K) is 
sprung: upon us for tlie construction and openinj; of temporary jails and 
more demands are in store. We heard of lunnmrs alamt this demand 
and that money would be asked for from this roum il for biiildinjr a Jail 
at Kanchraparn 1 think it ^as my friend Babu Surendra Nath Mallik 
who first drew our attention to this fact. No corn muntr/vr was issuerl by 
Giivernment as to why this partH ulai plm e was selected ns the mo-it 
suitable place for building a jail for the accommodation of this s|>ecial 
class of prisoners, culled p»ditical pii.Moners. The matter was not put 
l>efore the public nor weie the membeis of this (\>uncil taken into con- 
fideiice and^no opinion was elii iteil regarding projr and rowjr of this very 
imjmrtant imitter. The environments of a jail <.f this kind concern the 
health and life of a large minrlH'r of the male and female population <.f 
Bengal yho are imprisoned there not because they are thieves or swindl- 
ers, murderers or cut-throats, but on account of certain ptditical princi- 
ples which rightly or w rongly they adhere to. 

All I know of Kanchraparn is this: that land is cheap and that the 
word “ kanchra in vernacular means diHy. filthy, and also rubbish 
and para ’ means locality. Why dump the poor political priaonm of 
Bengal into thia dirty, filthy locality? Could not Oovemmeiit choose a 
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.better and a more wihihrious pliire than Kanrhmpara? We have not 
much faith in the ineihwtH of the Jail DejMirlinent ; .Hturiliujf iliw lomirea 
liave been made of what is iroinjr on within the hiph walls of the Jails. In 
answer to nn8tarre<l <piest ion No. IIM) a-sked by Nawabw»da Khwajeh 
Muhammad Afsal, Khan Hahadnr. (he lloifhle Sir AlHi-tir-lUhim, Mem- 
ber in rharjre of (he Jail Department, admitted on (he VN( NovemlK*r.

which are far away from the metiopolis and (he erntre of puhlit' opinitm. 

These are the reasons why f 
ask that the demand be refused. 

TH« DEPUTY-PRESIDENT: fn a supplementary grant yon cannot 
discuss the whole administration. 

Dr. HASSAN SUHRAWARDY: 1 Im>w to your ruling. I have given 
some of my reasons why I refuse vide for the grant for huilding a jail 
at Kam hrapura. Amdher fudnl is because I find that land is available 
around (’alcutta — <‘heaj» and fairly healthy land : niy ron.strnctive sugges- 
tion is this; land is avaihihle at Hallvgungf*. Ttdh gunge, Matniiuur., 
Garden Reach- f»laces whieh are associated with the political priwtnere 
of the Royal hous«*s of M\sore and Oiidh. There are {Ntlaef*s in thew* 
places crumbling into mins; why df>es not Government rent or acquire 
them cheaply and put the political pris^iners in them? It is much less 
expensive than building a new' jail for them at Kanchnipiini. Great 
misgivings have arisen in the minds of the non-official members of this 
Council by the action of Government through the Hon 'hie Member in 
charge of the Jail Department, in refusing the resolution put by Dr, 
J. N. Moitra, that every non-official member of the Council should have 
Ui0 priT|]a(^ q( viaitinf a jail whether tempoiwrjr or permgnfnt and irf 
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paying? Hurprise viHitw. The itlea lia.s taken hold of the public mind tha^ 
(lovrnimeiit are afraid or hostile to eriticism, that they do not like 
«uq»riHeviHitHtobepaid, audthat it isforthis reason that they are 
removing the prisoners from the environments of OaleutUi t(i a far away 
pla<'e like KanrhrafMiia, whiOi nu-ans diity and filthy locality 
These are the reasons and misgivings that are exercising the minds of 
the public; nf>w. 

Another suggrsli(.n of mim* is ihis. We ha^e lea.l that two gun-lsiats 
are to be plac ed in the Indian \\aiers; ^\hy cannot (iovernment charter 
them or accpiiie them and put tin* political prisoners in them? No capi- 
tal exj>enditurc will la* recjuiied for that, no higli walls on barbed wire 
fencing are recpnicd lr> ensure safety agaiijsl es<-ape. As a matter of 
fact they are not recjuired on land ellhei and the llon’hle Sir Abd-iir- 
Rjihini, the other day. Ififoinied ns that the mm-ci^-operation political 
prisoners refused to leave the jails even alter the termination of their 
ter/ns of nnpf isofimciil , lh<*i<‘hu‘e, it is obvious that before their term of 
impris(inm(*nt is ov<*r {hc\ are safe and are not going to run away from the 
jail, or nhscond. If tin* (iovernment recpiisilion these gun-hoats each 
one of them having a capac ity of l.bOt) semis, the\ may he placed near 
Diamond IlarlMMir oi down Ihr llooghl) aiiw'hoc and thcie will l»f uo 
difficulty uhout wa*er-supply and consei vaiicy arrangements, which are 
so inade‘(|uate and bad at Kiihlerpoie. 1'he motlier (ianges would lie 
their wateh and ward, and she will cany on the conservaney duties. 
That would hen cheap anangemeut (*iovcriimenl have not thought it 
necessary even thougli a man like the Ilon’hle Sir Abd-ui-Kahirn, i.s in 
charge of the Jail Department, who is not a much abused hureaiKTat. 
He is not a sun-dried bureauciat, though he belongs to the reseiwed side 
of (Iovernment which is otherwise known as the hureaucratir side of 
(loviTniiu'lit . 'I’lie Persian pio\eib. nameh. “ linltnr f //i: h thir Ltn-v- 
nanuik raft nattuik Khml ” (whatever things go to the salt mine becomes 
saltb is not true <»f Sir AlMkur-Rahim. We feel sure that Sir Abd-iir- 
Hahim will never become a sun-dried hureainiat, that he will never 
iMM'oine a salt impregnated pi( kled specimen of it. 1 know- he will never 
lieeome that. This is not liis a^piiation* (loveinment. I feel, ought to 
have eoiisnlted public opinion; tli«*\ might to have consulted the opinion 
of the members of this ('oum il l(ecuu‘-e lhe\ liave not done so, we raise 
this ohjei'tioii to the construction of a lail at Kaiichrapara. Things have 
been done witlumt the knowleilge of tin* members «>f (he (^mncil or of the 
puhlu*. Why now' come to n.s for money? Why ask us to vote for it? 
There is an edd English saying “ lie who pa\s for the piper calls for (he 
tune.” (Iovernment on the reserved side have callrd for the tune, so let 
them pay the piper, (tovernment should not ask ns to vote for what 
they have spent, and we should refuse to vote for it. 


Khan Bahadur Mauivi WASIMUODIN AHMED: I am quite unable 
to follow the logic that has been advanced by the movers of the amend- 
ment as well as the speakers who have foUowe<i them. Only the other 
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cUy this Council passed a rmdution urgin,? on Sir Alxl-ur.Rahini that 
t>etter accommodation should he provided and better sanitary arrange, 
meuis should be made for the political prisoners, and then the Hoti’ble 
Member has thought out that a separate building, a separate house, 
should be built for these gentlemen and fnr this purptme he reipiires u 
(“ertain amount of money. I nder the law he is bound to put behue the 
Council a demand for it; and the (\»uncil is at liberty either to grant it 
or to refuse it. but where is the ground for thinking that by presenting 
this demand he is adtling insult to injuiN ? Hecairse under the law he is 
bound to put his demand before the C.mm il, that do«‘s not expi»se him to 
the charge of abiding insult to injury. He has dime nothing but his tluty. 
If he did not ask the (’ouncil for this demand then to-moiTow a hue and 
< ry would be raised that Government went so far as not to come to ask 
the Ctuincil for the deinand. That wtmhl be ijuite illegal. 

One thing which pains me im.st is that the Council debates have hmt 
their dignity and have become, as Huike says, a bear-garjlen and the 
Council has been imlulging in the scurrilities of (he hcar-ganieri. When 
we come to the Council we should < nme as Coum illors; we shnuld leave 
aside our private aniiiMisity. our private giudge and f(»rgive and forget 
our personal matters. 

Then what jire we discussing ^ Ar»' we discussing wlu*llier tioNcin- 
ment should accept a resolution asking them to let off all the political 
prisoners? This Coum il has already passed a r‘es(dution asking 
(iovernment to let off pohtiial prisoners and if lies with the Govern- 
ment either to accejit it or to refuse it. It has nothing to ilo w ith the 
present matter. If tb.veinment do m»t aicept the res(dution and do not 
let off the tiolitical prisoners, then they must be accommodated. Habu 
Suiemlra Nath Mnllik who so hmdl\ opposed the giant to-day was com- 
plaining only the .*thei dav that the piiMuiers in the Kiddcrpoie .Fail were 

living in shelves and they aie exposed to the risk of falling dow n and thus 
losing their limbs. Does he not want that both acMunm.Mlation and H.mi- 
tarv arrangements should Im* provided for them? Does ho w.mt that ||»h 
excellency the Governor should vacate his j.alace in order to make room 
for the p<ditj< al jirisoners (»r something should he ihme nomew here else? 
You admit the necessity for hotter accommodation but when it comes to 
finding money for it, you refuse! My friend again has said. - Are we 
to make room, are we to grant money for the acnmirnmlation of mjr 

daughters and wives in Jails?” If you alhiw them to go out 

picketing in the Hurra Iluwir, to go into the market 

aud expose themselves to indignities, ymi should not gnimhle 
when they' are put into jail. They should I>e placed in wife custmlv. 

Bahu Indu Bhuahan Dutta has complained that the davs of chivalry 
are gone and ten thmisapil swortis are nf»t iinsheathecl to aveng«» a l(M»k at 
our females. I am sorry I cannot ascertain whether the days of chivalry 
are gone or whether chivalry in India has diminishefl or iricn*ase<l. hut 
one thing is certain that India is losing solicitude and 
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aiixicly for the Bttfety, honour an<) mn<le.s<y of her female*. 

K i* i iistoniary Ixjtb uinonff the Hindus and H«hammadans, nay for the 
Indians, the orientals, to make arninKenienls and take all possible steps 
f..r the protwlion of the honoiii of their females, so that no one might 
offer any indignity or insult to them, h’or that purpose they hare intro- 
.Imed tiie ,,urMi system; they never allowed their womenfolk to go out 

alone to ineiir a look for whieh Mr, Diilt would like to be avenged. It 

pains me very miieh to find that Indian gentlemen have thought it lit to 
allow their sisters, wives and daughters to go into the Hurra Basar amid 
a throng of people of many elasses and to mix freely among them and 
expoM<* tf> puhlir iiiMiill jiimI ^ 

If(JovfMiim<Mit(li.nrd think it dt-Hirahle to desist from arre.stinff ladies, 
Huitahle uccoininodatiiui is to ln» proviflod for them. I think it is the 
duty of the (’ouficil to erialde the (iovernnieiit to dis< hai>re itw fddij'ation 
and vote solid for the f^rarit demanded by Sir Abd-nr-Hahim. 

After all, we can expect that (iovernment ,shonld desist from arrest- 
inj? p<»litical prisoners? After tlie pnldi<ation of the Hardfili resolution 
the situation improved to a certain extent, but Mahatma (laudlii -ha.s 
followed the advice of llurke wlm said that ‘ thi»se who would lead shfuild 
Hometiiiies follow ” and I tind that Mahatma Oandhi has followed his 
follow'ers by whole idea that these things >houhl m»t be done, 

that civil <lisobedience should be stopped and pit keliii); sliould be i onfined 
to a few. Hut at the Delhi (\mference he has ^rjven up his itlea and 
bdlowed his followers 

Sir, if we tro on in this fashion, how can the (btyernnient desist from 
tnkin^c action? There are ifeatleiiien. Sir, who are takin^'^ a very super- 
ficial view »>f the whole Hitualioii. They aie picket in^»^ forei^»^n jrofKl.s, 
well and If y<ni can make yt»nr own f lothes, <h» it hy all means, 

drive uw'ay b»rei|;n ^foiMls hut what is the iiu'thod taken to do so? 

The DEPUTY.PRESID^NT: You cannot tlist uss .sucli (juestifuis. 
They are irrelevant. 

Khan Bahadur Mauivi WA8IMUDDIN AHMED: I do not want to 
say more. With these lernarks. I oppose the amemlrnenls moved. 

Tha Hon’blf Sir HENRY WHEELER; This is a departmenUl 
jrranl, and since it has been ude4|uateiy un<l fully explainei] by ray friend, 
Sir AlMl-nr;llahini, 1 should ordinarily have Irecn content to refrain from 
takint( |Mirt in the delmte, but with the ex<‘eption of the very iwmsible 
sjieecb to which we have just listiuied, such a detennined effort baa been 
made to cloud the issues whh'h ari.st* in connwdion with this motion and 
to mislead the (^)un^il ns to the reasons for opfHarinff it, that I think it 
i.s worth while interjxksinjr a few remarks in ortler to try and emphasiee 
what the real and relevant farts are. 

C'annot we pfet rid f«»r even a short spare of time of this vehement 
deuunriation and this int'esaant appeal to race and relig'imia prejudice 
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which is rapidly reducinjf to despair everylHKly who has at heart the 
•true interests of this Council in its lejfitimate and pntMjierous developiuent, 
and is rajHdlj rendering impossilde a dispa.ssifuiuti* discussion of any 
connected with the adiiiinistrution ? What is the proposition 
l>eff»re us? That money should be granted for the constnn tion of certain 
jails. And what are the reasons ujmn which that propositum is Imstnl? 
It is know'n to all as a fact that circumstances have arisen in recent 
times which have necessiUited the sudiien arrest of a considerable IhkIv 
of men. It is well known to all, and it is again a fact, that owing to 
(his sudden iiiHux to onr jails the aceomniiKlatioii provided therein has 
been unduly strained, and c<»iiipluints and critii isms have been nuoie of 
hardships to^’hich the prisoners have been subjected. 'I'bi'se two facts 
being so, the propositi(»n is that provision should be made to guard 
against such a contingency should it «M*cur again, and is it or is it not 
a fact that in (he present politiral atiiiospheie, ami with the uvoweil 
intentions of those who are .seeking to disturb law and order, the eon* 
tingency of making fietjueiit ai tests nia\ aiise again? If so, is it nni 
wise and prudent on (be part of the Jail Depaitment to luiike provision 
ahead in cuse that ('oiitingemy .should arise, so that they niav n(»t Ih' 
again utlack(‘d on the grounds to which the suddenness of (be recent 
f'mergency exposed them? These arc (he simple issues umlerlying the 
projMwition that is before the ('ouncil, and what are (he aiguinents w hich 
it has been sought to bring forward us grounds for refusing this re»|ues( ? 

Habii I mill Hhushaii Duttu’s first argument is that he w ill not vote 
for this grant liecaiise it d<s*H imt cover a rf*<*ent resolution recoiiiniending 
(he l>etter treatment of prisoncis described us political. Is this in any 
sense relevant to the present proj>osal? Is it in any way going in make 
the bit of political prisoners in jail better to deprive them of (be accoiu- 
imwlation which can be provided if this grant is allowed? J’lie arguineni 
is ill fact entirely irrelevant to (he merits which rcullv govern the 
quest ion. 

Secondly, we have the argument that this grant is to Im‘ refused 
bec'ause in a re<*ent resolution of this ('ouncil it was proposed that 
certain Hf»-call(^l [nditical prisoners should Is* relcascsl, which has not 
yet been done in full. I have previously given figures to (In- f ’ouncil 
showing, in connection with political prisoners, s(»>cunefl, that (lovern- 
ment has exhibited clemeiicv even to the |K»inl of its l>eing abusc-d, but it 
is correct that we have not yet released everybcsly who, apparently, a 
certain section of the f’oiincil would like In see at Iil>erty. On that 
matter, final orders have n<»t yet lieen passed by Government, hut where 
again is the relevancy of that to the present prois»sition, esjH*cially in so 
ftir as money now asked for has already been spent on the Kidderpore 
Jail? This grant is askcnl for by Sir Alwl-ur-Rahim as a i»recantioiiarr 
measure; it has reference mainly to the future, and its necessity or 
otherwise depends upim the contingency of frerpient arrests being likely 
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to occur af^ain. Of courae I know that in one of the apeeches we have 

juat heard in this Council in favour of the non-co-operation movement,, 
we hud it laid down that in no circumstances should the Council be a 
fmiiy the provision of jail accoinnuKlation for what are known as non- 
ro-operutrns. But is that a proposition which this Council is really 
prefMiroiI to eiitlorsc? litsiking to the facts that have been laid before 
the Council as rejfar^ls the aims and objects of this movement, looking 
let the certain <lan^ers of which this ('ouncil has been wmned, is the 
Council prefmi'ed to accept the pn»pi>Hal that in no circumstanc(*s is any- 
ImmIv (Mmnected with the inoveiiient t<> suffer the indi^»“nity of beinj^ placed 
in a jaiiy 

< 

These are (he two main arguments whir ii have been brnupi^ht forward, 
and I submit (hat unless (lie Council is prejiared to ( ommit itself to a 
whole-hearted ratitication of the mm-co-operat ion movement and its 
met hods neither arjfument will hobl wat<*i for a moment as reasons for 
rejei tin^r this demand. 

Lastly, there is a matt<u of provision of better {iccomnuMlat ioti, if 
necessary, for wmneii in jail. The facts as re^i^ards this matter are well 
known, and it is well known to the Council with what reluctance Gov- 
ernment has done anything which would necessitate (lie at rest (»f ladies; 
but luTe ajraiii, we canmrt shut our eyes to thi* fact that a <‘oiit in^rem \ 
lu'cesMitat in^' their arrests max aiise, and tlo- pioxision wlmh is loxcicd 
b> t his ji-raiit is merely to si^ek to ensure that shmibl this m(»st dcploiahle 
maa'ssitx III me, those holies who woiilrl b<‘ pho cd iii i iil wimhl be i^ixen 
b«*(tcr lo'comniodat ion than otherwise it would be possible to afford 
them. That is the pro|>osai b<dort> the Couio il shorn ot all appeals to 
prejudicr* and shorn of all irudevaro y, and I cannot « auiceixe the Council 
desiring (hat (his should not be done. 

With these lemaiks I put it to the Courn il that they should bring 
themselves back to the simple facts which are the reasons for the gmnt 
that IS before them, and (hat (hc\ should dissociate t lieniseix »‘s from the.se 
irrelevaiicies and appeals Uj personal anjiiOKsily which have so greatly 
rlisfigureil (his debate. 

Mr. AdOY CHUNDER DUTT: 1 have listened to the numerous 
Hfieerlies thaX have lieen made to-day and particularly to the s{)ee<‘heA 
made by Kuuiar Shib Shekhareswar Kay and Habu I ruin Bhushan Duttu. 

] frankly eonfe».s (hat 1 do not quite understand the .sjveech of the Kumar 
Sahib. As far as 1 I'ould make out, he suggested that the whole demand 
should lu* granted minus ulmut Hs. which is necessary for the 

ladies’ jail. I am entirely in agreement with him with regard this 
atnendmenl, and I think the grant should made for the construction 
of a jail at Kancbra}Him. but I do not think any case has been made out 
for the ex()enditure of money f<»r the aecommmlation of ladies. It waa 
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not verj' loiif? ago tl»at a resolution was piisHtnl in this Council mnuii* 
muncling that political priHouers shouhl be treated us first class mitide* 
meanaiits. Balm liulu Hhushaii Dutta toils us tiiat thcsi' {H»litica! prison- 
ors referred to, had no n*fei**nie to flu* iion-ro-o)>«M'ation prisoners. Well, 
I wish to ask this tpiostijm; would that rcHolution have ever been moved 
if the non-c(W)f»erution prisoners hud not lu'en in jail^* I think not. 'Phat 
re.solutiun was rrioved because many of the non-4*(Ko[»erution prisiuiers 
in the Kidderimre Jail suffered a jfieat »leal for want of proper ac4M>tn- 
noMlution, proper arrangements for fm»d and so forth, and that was the 
mison why that resolution was im»\e«l ami passetl. Having puHsetl that 
resolution I cannot sec loov the Coum d can, in reustm, rtduse th<‘ tieiuaml 
that has b«‘en Riade. We all want these polithul prisoners to be treate<l 
as first cla.sH inisdemeanunts. A great deal of cntii isni was ilirected 
against the llon’hle Member in charge <d .lails because the 
arrangements at the Kidderpore Jail were unsat isfa< t»uy. Now, 
I do not supp<KS(‘ that the Ilon'hle Member is very, anxious tji 
entertain non-co-operation prisoners in jail 'I’ln'se men have Ihmmi 
thrust upon him by another department. He is just carrying out the 
wishes to the Coum il in proposing that a new jail shmild be consirmdeil 
at Kanchrapara for the ac( ommodalion of these piisorims. You w'ill 
leineinber that a lesolutmn was passed in this ('ouncil recommending the 
release ^^f non-c(Koperat i»iri prisoners. I spoke mi that iKcasion, and 1 
spoke in favour of release I do not know what the (fovernment inlen<l 
t«» do with iefeiencr‘ to that recoriirnemlat ion. If Government pro|»ose 
to lele.'ise these prisoner^, then there is no ne<'essit\ for constructing a 
|.ii! at Kamhiapaia; and we must also remember that the rion-co-ojM'ni- 
1 Ion inovmiHOit has Ksened a set-back after the resolution passed at 
Hard<di To my mind the non-4 o-opefat ion movement is <h*iid ; it <'an 
ne\»i be r'cxiveil again; another mo\ement ma\ take its place, but it will 
not be the same mo\emerit. I am of opinion then* will be no jaecessity 
for wlndesale arrests in the near future; at tlie same time it is neces- 
sary to [irivide against cont ingericres, and if a jarl can Iw* constnn'irMl 
at Kanchrapara in sm h a manner that it can be converted into a hospi- 
tal or turned ti» any <tther useful pin pose, I sa\ there is no reason why 
this demand should be refuserl We are all anxious that these prisoners 
who are in jail should Ire treated projrerly. Some of the prisoners at 
Kidderpore Jail were not fed for three or foirr days - that is the allega- 
tion -there is no ilouhl that there was a eertain amount of flisltMation 
in the arrangements. Sir AlMl-ur-ltrihrm is having this jail erected just 
for the purfiose of preventing a recurrence of this kind. After all, the 
demand is not very large, and I think the (Nnincil would do well to give 
their vote in sripfarri of this demanfi. 


Mautvi EKRAMUL HUQS T rise to opfame the amendment, but let 
it not be understocal that I mipjKrrt the policy adopted by the Government, 
There are two proposition.s Wfore tie, ^ne advanced by Balm Kishort 
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M<»han Ohaiidhuri and the other by Kumar Shib Shekhareswar Ray. 
The firnt one i« <juite intellij^ible to me, for Kishori Babu thinka that 
then* iH no room for the pn‘8ent poli(*y adopted by Government, and as 
Hin h there is ahs(»lutely n4» nei essity to have jails erected. The next 
proposition by the Kumar Sahih, I am afraid, is not at all intelligible to 
me. Well, he denounces the policy of Government but evidently keeps 
in tact the demand made so fur as the male pri.soners are concerned. 
Hut, Sir, in order to come to a C’onclusirm it is necessary to examine what 
l4M>k pho’e hehuc, f<»r, as has l>een pointed out by Mr. A. 0. Dull, it 
was on a« 4’ounl t*1 the hue and cry raisisl hy this t’ouncil that the Hoirhle 
Menil>er f<»r the (}(»vernnient had to look about and to provide better 
a('<’omimKlati<»n for piditical prisoners. Did w<* not make it plain to the 
Government that we c<»uld not bear the tn*ntment accf)rded to these 
prisoners who were hslgeil in the KidderjM>re .lailP We said here in this 
(’ouncil that tlo'se f>ers4>ns slumld not be herded together like rabbits 
or pigs, but slnuihl be treated as men, nml if, as a result the ret'ora- 
rnemlations made by this Council, the Hmi’ble Sir Abd-ur-Rahim takes 
into his head to provide ls*tter a4‘<‘omm(Hlut ion, v^»‘ should, instead of 
( billing down Ufsin him. have praised him f<>r all that he has done. Sir, 
it was with a view t«> carry out the w'ishes (►f the Council that steps were 
taken and so far as 1 know, the acc'oinimslation he has made at Herhaiio 
pore ~ I wish it was not at all nei essary afid he had not imoh* it- is of the 
best. Hut, Sir, 1 think we in the ('oum-il would (h» W(*ll to impress upon 
the Government that the time has come when it is not at all necessary 
to have either the jail at Kanchrn{>ara or the nccoinniiKiation for female 
pris(»iiers at Hetham|>ore, and b*t us all in a bmlv make an effort to 
convima* the Government that it will not be right ti> pursue the jMdi<\v 
S4I h»ng 4’iuitinue<l. Hut, Sir, as the expenses have alreatly been incut re^l, 

1 think we shall not l>e right in stopping the grant, for, is it not that 
last year, when we were discussing the Budget and when w'e in a laidy 
reji*ct4'd the scheme for thedlrand Tnink Canal, we hatl to vote for the 
money already exjwnded by the Government? In this case also, we 
(annot but adopt the same pna^dure and insist that the Member for 
Government will not anv more make rtther ex|a»nses tiver the matter, 
and with a view to utilising the structures already made, he should try 
to put them into some other scheme which will Im* beneficml to the 
<*ountry, /or instance, the buiblings at Kanchara|mra can l>e need for a 
reformatory whool or they should l>e utilised for bnlging persons who 
are not habitual tiffenders, for this w ill 1>e a thing of the greatest benefit 
to the country, as persons who are not habitual offenders, if they are not 
kept along with habitual offenders, they will grow to he better pers4mfl 
and leave their habits to which they fell out of temptation. 

In conclusion, T lioi>e that efforts will la* made t^i utilise the sinicturea 
made in a better way, and not in the way in which it is proposed. 

Rai HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURIS I Wg to support the amend, 
ment prf>{toeiMl by my friend. Bnhu Imlu Bhushan Dutta. Tict me admit 
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Sir. at the outaet that thone of iiiy friends who hare spoken on thta item, 
We spoken with a c ertain amount of feelinj?— eall it vehemence if vou 
like. But as rejjard.s ( loudin^r the issue, Sir Henry Wheeler, I think, has 
done more in that direction. For what is th«‘ simple issue l»efore usp It is 
thia: that only a fortnijrlit aj^o. we {ussed a resolution in this t’ouiuil 
demanding that the imlitical prisoners should Im* set free. Hud the 
<f<>vernment seen its way to give effect to that res<diition there would 
have arisen no fM'casion <»r necessity for this deniaiid at all. Theref(»n*. 
the simple issue l>ef(»re us is whether we should go hark upon our I'eso* 
lution or not. As the (piestion admits of only one answer. I say we 
should not lu^a party to this grant. Hut this is a demami which not 
oidy (pipstions our self-res[>ec t Imt onr manhr)od also. It prcsi]p}Mtses 
that we can be submissive enough to consent to jails l>eing «*recled for 
itur ladies. For this demand not only c overs the j|nestion of jnore acc oin- 
tiiodation for male prisoners, but also the cpiestion of erecting new (ails 
tor ladies, ladies wlotse only offence — if it is an offem** at all is, that 
they are patriotic to a fault And this is a cjuestion uhich, Sir Henry 
Wheeler says, should be taken up in u dispassionate manner! while, to 
say the least of it. it is a proposal which must be cacnsidcna) preposter- 
ous by every right-thinking man. With thes4‘ feev words. I support the 
amendment. 

MsulYi MAHAMMED MADAS8UR HUSSAIN * I rise to Nupimri 
the amendment bnmght forward by Halm Indu Hhiishan Dutta and Halm 
Kishori Median (’liaiidhnri. In doing so, I do not wish to hurl 
iiiMv tives againsl the (iovei nmeiit (ioverninent did what they thought 
proper in the pc'culiar c iirumsfaiices unde? whic h they wc*re placed, 
'riiese fKMiple in order to c*arn the reputation of iiiailyi and hero camrted 
imprisonment and thc»y were given the chance of showing tet the jieople 
what they w'anted. In fa<*t, Sir, lhe\ were not otdinar\ cTiminals win* 
were* sent to jail for c-ommitting ordinury c iimes, but they are honest 
and misguided persons w-ho thought they wcmld lie hailed as 
saviours of the country by doing things whic h they did. If we try to 
examine the psyclodogy of these persons it will be at once apjiarent that 
what they did, they did under (he behests of organisations uncier w*hich 
they work€*d. The |)osition has changed altogether since thc*se (>erHons 
W'ere arrested and sent to jail. Their meihfKl has already undergone drastic 
change; under the* orders of their leader Mr. Gandhi, they have ceased 
to disfdk’y orders. They have ceased to bring themselves within the 
elutches of the law*. Their sole ac-tivity according to the said dirf*<*Uon 
will be cofihned to social service and tvratlrxhi. Therefore, there is no 
apprehension of any further arrests l>eing made and people put into jail. 
This Council has also rf»cnmmended that they should lie set at lilieriy. 
The Bihar Government has already conceded to the demand of (He 
Council and it liehoves niir Government t4i release them. I appenl to 
Government with all the earnestness I can command to take int#» their 
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coriHiduraiion ihiH cliani^e of mentality of the non-c(M>perator8 and 
ndeawe them. The peace will not be endanprared in any way. If thei^ 
be no apprehension of the breach of peace there is absolutely no reason 
why they should be kept in confinement at the expense of ratt^payers 
who are themselves starving. Government can insist on continuing them 
in jail for maintaining the prestige and <lignity of the Government, but 
I submit the prestige has l»een sutficiently vindicated by putting them in 
jail. If they set them free now, it w'ill show their magnanimity and 
enhance their pi«*stige and popularity. Moreover, by doing so, mii(‘h 
worry, trouble and 4‘Xpense will be saved. (Government by doing so 
will also give efVeet to the resolutions which were carried^by a majority 
and this fact will enhance their {lopiiUirity. 

Under the cin timstunces, I would appeal b) the Government to 
release these |wrsons and withdraw' the deiiiaTid for gnint. With these 
observations, 1 w<mld stijipoit the amemlrnent for refusiTjg tlie grant. 

Babu TANKANATH CHAUDHURI: I rise to support the amend- 
ment «)f Habu Imbi Ilhuslian Dutta. (bdy a few’ days ago, this Utnincil 
iccommended l(» Government that there was no necessity for putting'so 
many mm-<’o-o[)eralois into jail.

|M*rhaps be nullified. Another aspect ofjhe demand is that if the ('oun- 
cil gives the grant, it would endorse (he jxdicy wliieh has been adoptml 
by the Government, a policy of repression. Many of us think that there 
is no necessity of putting so many persons in jail, W<* find (hat wher- 
ever men have been easily sent to jail, the non-co-opruat ion movement 
is gaining grmind. 'I’his |M)licy of repression is like a red rag before 
an infuriated bull. Another as|)er't of (he (juestion is that if the Uouncil 
refuses this demaml, ami if His Fxrelbmcv the (Governor sees that there 
is absolute necessity for the money, he tar» certif\ the exjumditure. 
When that course is open to the Governor, why sin mid this (^ouncil asso- 
ciate itself with the tsdicv that has been. follow e<l ? It is not always 
safe for the Government to have a subservient (\mncil; a weak Council 
would only add t(» the weakness of the (lovernnu nt . We should make 
it clearly understtsHl that we do not want this poliey of repression to go 
on much Ibrkg»*r; it w’ill only help the spread of non-co-operation; it will 
only incite the }»ei»ple to do things w'hich would Is' regretted both by 
th# jH'Ople of the country as wVll as by the inemliers (»f the Government. 

There is another amendment stnnding in the name of Kumar Shib 
Shekhareswar Ray. This amendment practically means that he wants 
that the Council sKould only refuse the grant for building jails for 
women, but be d«»es not object to the building of a jail for men. Perhaps 
he thinks men could very easily undergo! (he honlships of a jail and there- 
b>re he has hr«»ught birwart! (hat amendment. 
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Now, Sir, tho thinj? i« thin: that jails do not ofii»n act an a meatia 
of stopping the activities of the |>eople who are Ix'nt upon doing good 
to the country — dtung gcwnl in their own way. 't here is a saying that—

Fnder the.se 
circumstance's I beg to submit that there (Might to be a continuity' of 
policy and the (Vnirn il (Might to ,supp(rit liovernrnent in their demand for 
the grant.

To Iw consistent, the (’oum il should refuse the grant altogether. 
Not long ago we passed by an overwhelming maiority the resolution that 
the repressive laws lie withdrawn ami the prisoners set at liberty. This 
was a most important resolution and was an index of the tensity of our 
feelings and the depth of our revulsion against the polny furnisher! by 
the Government Ut maintain law and order. Our resolution has been 
ignored, but if we < .msider this res«dution to |>e on a different plane to 
other minor resrdutioiiM similarly ignored, if we consider that the reaolu- 
tion deals with a matter far more vital to the interests and the life of the 
country than man> we have passer! heretofore, then it is our iKHinden duty 
to protest by all the constitutional means in oiir power against the super- 
session of our wishes which we must try and have registered as mandates ; 
tke more so as since we have passed the rearduticms, a new siiuatkm has 
ari»n after the Bardoli aDDounremeni and the Gongress resolution 
which has clearly done away with the need of the repressive measares and 
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the npf*d of further incarceration. The non-co-operation party has re- 
nilcd cormiderahly fnnn its a#^c‘<sivc ])frojfniinnie and all immediate 
dan^fcr, if any real dan^rer <‘ver exi.sted, not hrou^rlit about by the injust- 
iccM of th(* Government ilHclf, baa vani.shfHl; not brouj^rlit alMiiit by the 
craNH ij?noranre of the Government of the condition of the people of 
India, Hot brfm^dil about by utter want of appreciation of their true feel- 
inffM, or niter diHie/^ard for their lejritiinate a.spirations. Rut I must at 
the Name time admit that the lar^^er and the greater danj^er from the 
Government point of view to itn siipercilionsneNH, hi^h handedne.HH and 
itN oliNtinai y and it.N presti^^e as a foreign Government, sent specially by 
l*rovideni*e to save this miseiable, beTu\^hte<l, barbarouj^ country from 
u dark dismal hi.st(uv still per.sisls as Inn^^ as the Khilafat and jarurnj 
wronf^^H remain nnrijfhted, as lonj' as the Reforms refuse to >?ive adequate 
w'ope for the realiHation of our national dcHtiny, as b»n^.r ns India will ]»e 
eoiisidered as tlie huppy hunting ^^nmnd ffw advmlures who think it 
their birth rl^rht to suek the bbsal of India for tlie ^doiy (d an efiipire. 
Hut this (lan^jei will always |)er.siNt ; the feelin^r of nationalism is jrrow- 
inp', and iinlesa Government desires to turn India into a vast jail or - an 
extensive eharnel house, it must reeop^nisi* iu le^^ality, i|s utility, its 
necessity for the shapin^r of a p-ieal ami mip’hU Indian nation, and accept 
with the best ^na« possible the nnwaid maieh of (‘vents. It is rad for us. 
5(ir, to provide jails foi sm h as tliese, it is not for us to curb their aspira- 
tions which are (Hit asfdfal ions. Hut lhesi> aie in the future. For the 
present, t|ie daiijjor is l(*asf, and if the GovernuMutt particularly the 
Goveinni(‘nt of India, ip'noraiil in its exelusivtMiess^ busy with .scheim*R 
of eit\-buildinpr, had taken ndvunta^M» of (h(‘ present . situation, and 
extended the hand of svmputliy ami fof^nvemvss, (hecounlrv, fukie as a 
country iiot(uiousIy is. but hunp-eriiip’ for sympathy, niij^ht yet have 
V(‘(‘red round and come to a compionnso. Rut tla‘ G«»vcrnim‘nt rofitinues 
ill its obdurate course, continues to hi'up coals of fire on the hc^^ids of 
our countrymen, cont inm*s*to conserve its eneiyy for more grievous 
ami vindictive blows.

♦together and put to all sorts of sufferings I submit the House ought to pass 
Ibis demand. 

As regards the temporary jail for female prisoners at Berhampore, 1 
have repeatedly told the House that as a matter of fact Government has 
l>e<‘n scriipuiousl y avoiding arrests of women. I am an Indian and 1 
shall Ik‘ nulurally against arresting women, nor do I think that any 
Englishman would lightly contemplate arresting them unless it was 
found absfdutely necessary. (Jovernmenl has been ai ling in that spirit. 
N<» arrests have lM»eii made vet, hut some of these ladies not only defied the 
law theiiiHelveM but dragged hundreds of peopb* in their train, woulo 
address them in public sijiiares <lefying law as gros'^ly and as oi>enly 
any of ilw men iion-co-operators.

o|H*ii to ohjet'lion, and 1 Irfke it that the memlieis ol this House generally 
olijei't to lliose methods just as strongly as any ittembbr of Gnvernment. 
If that is so, what is the position —either you want Un to tieat these men 
when arrested in u way whieh would not lie right or proper or you must 
provide j>ro|>er uecrmniiodatiou for them. We want to provide [iropet 
u<*rom modal ion so that they might not suffer haish treatment. What 
will lM»*t\ie result if hundreds of these peiqde were put in jail along wi|h 
eiiminals of des|a‘!ute chametery fn that case it would lie difficult J[d| 
the jail officials to luaintaiii dis< ipline without adopting severe ineusurG i 
as some of these |>eople are apt to Iwhnve very unreasonably in jail. 

It has lieen siiggestiMl that this Iwdng a demand for a r»*s«‘rvrHl aiibject, 
the (Jovernor could certify and so in asking the Council for this grant 
we are adding insult to injury. We are asking for this grant as a Oov- 
ernnient. Whether the Governor will or will not certify that lies entire- 
ly in his disi'retioM. We cannot say for certain that he will r’erlifv. 
•apposing he doea not certify, what will he .the result? These men will 
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to suffer. It is to relieve their sufferiuffs (hat we want to providt 
proper accommodation. But il the Council rt^fuw (his demand inntead 
of reducing their sufferings, they will he intensifying (hem. That will 
be the inevitable result if the (\»uncil do not juovide proper uecommoda- 
tion for tlvem, however eliHiuent some of the inemlKMs may wax. The 
prisoners are in our charge and it is our <lu(y to make pix>|>er arrange* 
meiits for (heir acf’fmnuodatitui. It is all M»rv well f»»r some of 
(he meml»ers to refuse a deimind like ihi^ 1 mm a use (Iwy do not appriive 
of the Government or of scmodMidy in charge of u particular Deinutmenl. 
it is our l>ounden duty t<i see that piis<mers uje proj>erly kept.

An regard* the technological college for Bengal, I led a deputation 
to Huccessive Lieutenant-Gi>vernorH of Bengal when I got repeated prom* 
ine« year after year that a technological college would be established in 
the near future. Since then the (ioverninent ui)poiuied an Industrial 
Commission, and I was told again that ns soon as the report of that 
tlommission was out, we would have a techn(»h)gical college. 1+wa.s told 
that this matter required great technical knowledge and investigation 
and therefore Government had appointed an expert committee for the 
purpose. 

A committee, consisting of learned men. exjiert in indu'itrial matterj- 
and technology, was appointed. Many laklis (»f r upees ‘^M-ere sjient 1)\ 
Government for the purpose and they submitted their rep(>rl at last 
recommending that a technological ci.llcge shotild be e-itablisbed im- 
mediately by the Government of Bengal arol by the Government ot 
India. AV e brought this matter to the noti«e of the (iovernment and 
we were told that Govern?nent were considering it Then a resolution 
recommending the eHtahlishment of a technologif a) college was moved 
in this (a)un< il, and this (-oum il, not )th*'tuM(hng the strenuous opposi- 
tion of the Minister in charge, passed if without a division. Our Minis, 
ters have a knack of throwing cvciything into the wasti'-pnjier basket. 
Now, Sir. we have been repeatedly told that we have got no money for 
the purpose of giving effe< t to the resolution that we liaxe passed, but 
the Ilon’ble Mr. Kerr has told u.s that for the next year we may hope 
to get many things and the very first thing that we shall want is thf 
technological allege for which we have been agitating for the last 
twenty .years and which the (bivernment has }>een piornising for the 
last twenty years also. 'I’he excuse that there is no monev may Im» u 
good one. but I must remind the Ilon’ble Minister tl.at bis tenure o1 
(dtice will be only one and a half year more, and lie should at lesat fdrmu- 
late a scheme for the estaUishment of a technological Kdloge. The 
Induj^trial C^dlmission indicated the lines on whi< li a lechiudogii al 
college should lie established and said that it should l)e done in (con- 
sultation with the (^dcutta rniversitv* and the Sibpur Kngineering 
College. But 1 have also asked that the rommittee should also include 
the representatives of this Tloiis«‘. That is my suggestion. What 1 
deeire ie that a committee, consisting of the Principal of the Civil Engin- 
eering Collie, Sibpur, the Vice-(’hnncellor of the (bilrutta Tniversity 
and other exj^ert gentlemen, should lie apiminted to devise way* ano 
means.

Owing to our financial circumetancel, 
many echemee which have already been worked out and which we hoped 
to pueh on during the current year have been held up. Among these 
schemttH is that for the establishment of the Calcutta technical school. 

liand has been acquired and building operations were about to 
commence. It was our hof)e that the buildings would be completed 
and that we should lie able to open the school by the middle of 1922. 
Funds, however, are not available and we have been able to make no 
progress with the building. It is imfHissible now to give any indica- 
ti»»n when the hcIkk)! is likely to be opened, but if the taxation Bills 
are passed we shall push on the work as rapidly as possible. 

Similarly, the scheme lor the estublishmejit of an agricultural insti- 
tuU* at Dacca has biHMi hidd u]>. 

l^uml has lK*en acquired and plans liave l)een approved. We were 
about uj <‘oinnu*nce building o|s*rations and money for the purjxise had 
IsM'n voted by the Council. The surrender of that money to general 
savings is one of the measures of ecrmomy which the (iovernment have 
been com|Kdle<l to take. \V hen we shall l>e able to proceed with this 
scheme will dejMMHl on whether this (Council passes the taxation Bills 
whieh are now before it. But it is clear that w'hen we again have money 
at our disposal v^e must first devote it to compl»*ting the sc]»emes which 
have alrea<l\ Imsui initiated. The foundation of the technical school 
is anxiously looked for hy a large numlx'r of apprentiees in the workshc»ps 
in and uhout ('aleutta. It is the nuclcMis from which we ho|ie that a 
fu]l\ ecjuippc'd technic’ul uistitulc* w’ill develop. As soon as funds are 
availahle we sliall pnu'eed with the schcmie, hut until the school has 
Immmi limit and o|H‘n<‘d as a tc‘aching institution we cannot prix‘e<*d with 
its <‘xpansion into a technological instituP*. The scheme for the 
estuhlishinent of an agnculUiral institute was initiated on the recom- 
mendation of the iH'gislafive Coifnc il, I do not understand that it is 
the* wish of this (kuincil that its previous rt‘solution should W iiulli- 
fic'd and that this vi*ry iinpcuMaiit sclu‘me should l>e uhnndonc^d, nor are 
we in a inwition to ulNindoii it. Three hundred acre.s of land have l>een 
a<H|uired and are now in oui |K)sHession, and a.s soon as funds become 
available building o^ierations will c'oinmeni'e. In these cirrumstanc’es I 
do not'think that a committee iip|H»inted to devise* ways and means for 
the immediate establishment of a Wc bnological and agricultural college 
in ('alcutta is likely to lead to any practical result. I may further* point 
out that the resolution as it stands pn*cludes (Joverninent from appointing 
to the oommittee the Director of Industries and the Director of Agriculture 
the two experts on whose advice the Government must largely 
rely. The Inspector of Technical and Industrial Institutions is also 
e^.duded although his knowb-dge and experience would be of the great* 
eft value to the committee. I venture to think that without the appeunt- 
> ment of these officers to advise and assist the oommittee its labour would 
not be of any great practical utility. 
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The only immediate step that we are in a poaition to take is to 
request the Director of Industries and his Advisory Board to prepare a 
scheme for the expansion of the technical school into a technological insti< 
tute, and this I am prepared to do at once.

.niAke a long speech in (omnienditig the resolution niul the ainetulment to 
the acceptance of the House. Kveryone knows ulumt the high import 
duties that have been levied by the (lovernnient of India on luttiiufuctur* 
ed articles, and of the excise duty of 7J piT cent, that has been iinposeil 
Uf>on mill prmlucts in this <‘oiintry. This can lead to only one result, 
and that is the increase in the price tif finished Indian pnalucts in this 
countrj’. That being the case, I think the time has come when it is neces- 
sary to popularise the movement f(U the home manufacture of Indian pni- 
du<'ts in this country. 1 here was a time early in the nineteenth century 
when India used to expoit large ipiantities of finished proilucts to the 
Tnited Kingdom; I will place tigure.s before the House. In I81H,

Kvery une knows lher»‘ are two kinds cotton the short, staple and 
the long stajile. India pHsImes the short staple type 'I’he varioun 
varieties of cotton g-rown in India are as follow s ; Dlmlleras cotton which 
is buirid in Guxerat, Baroda and Kathiawar; Broach cotton; Khandenh 
c(»tton found in Bombay, Deccan; Kumptn-Dhar wuir, and Sind cotton. 
These are the five varieties in this country. Now let us see in w'hal 
(juantity cotton is exported from this country, I meuii niw cotfoii. From 
the Bom^y Presidency the exports represented 42 per cent, of the total 
export in 1918-19; the cjiiantity sent out was 952,0110 bales of 400 lbs 
each. Madras sent out 10 per rent, of the total export, the quantity 
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3f>(),(W)0 bales. Burma sent 8 per cent, of tke total export, the 
quantity beinjf 182, 7(K) bales, (’al^utta sent out 85,000 bales of raw^ 
cotton. For five years endinjr in 1018-19, the averaffe area under cotton 
cultivation in Benjfal was 59,(M)0 acres. In Bihar and Orissa it was 
70,fKKt and in Assam ;jft,000 acres. In Benjfal, as every one know.s, the 
(thief prwlucinjf centres are the ChiHaj^onff Hill Tracts and the districts 
of Bankuru and Midnapore. 

I do n(>t like to take up the time of the House by j?oing into further 
details, hut I would invite the attention of the Council to only one fact, 
and that is, the averajjfe yield of cotton per acre. In India it is 75 to 100 
Ihs. ; in the Cnited States It is 180 lbs.; in Ejfypt it is 816 to 400 lbs. 
That is the position. I therefore submit that it is possible J)y more inten- 
sive cultivation to increase the average yield per acre. It is a well- 
known fact that the necessity, with a prowinp population, for finished 
products has considerably increased in this country. T will not j?o into 
the dehntahle (juestuui as to how far the hand-loom is in a pf)sition to com- 
pete successfully with the power-loom; that is a projiosition re^rardinf? 
which there is considerable diver^rence of opinion; but this I will cer- 
tainly say without fear c»f contradiction or challenge, that there was a 
time early in the nineteenth century when India not only prodmed 
enough with her hand-bxun.s for the re(]uirements (if Tndi.i, but also jiro- 
duced a sufficient exportable surplus f(»r the benefit of other countries. 

With these words, I commend the resolution, as amended, to the 
acceptance of the House.

The r«‘.solut ion is a self-contained one: Mr 'l aiit Bhu.sun Boy has read 
the resoluti(»n. and I would particularly draw the attention of the House 
to the wording of the resolution. May T ofTei a word of personal explana- 
tion V In (’oniHM tiou with m> woik as Honorary Secretary of the Di.strict 
(8iarilable Six'iety of (’alcutta (Indian *Se('(ionl, we have to manage an 
industrial cla.ss for the training; of indigent Hindu widows and or])hnns. 
In this conne('(ion 1 had to visit the Serampore Weavirijif Schtnd and 
other s<'hools wheie bs al weavers are employed to turn out our local 
ilhotir^. iiml and oth(*r prodm ts. What .struck me and what has 

been iiiipressml on me during my in<|uiries in connection with this indust- 
liul class attached to the District Fharitable Society, was that no facili- 
ties at present exist for the purpose of encouniffinfr or affordinfr opportuni- 
ties to the weavers to obtain the raw materials at whole.sale prices, and 
also for the sale of products of those materials. In connection with the 
mills as you are well aware, there are af^encies and the mill authorities 
purchase the raw materials wholesale throujrh the aflr^ncies and ajr«in the 
woven priulucts of the mills are, by contract, made over to the merchants 
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and othor dealers who sell them retail in the market. No such facilities 
exist so far as the indi>?enous weavers are concerned. The cottage imhis- 
tries, in addition to the disadvantage they are already in as oomiwreil 
with the mills in regard to outturn an' placed at a further diaadvauUge 
on account of the want of facilities to purclnise raw materials, and 
to dispose of their ai tides. I had further the advantage ot dis- 
ctlssing this matter with the Principal of the SeramjHire Weaving 
Scho<d, and I have made personal iinjuiries into the mutter, uinl 1 
think the attention of the thnernment should l»e drawn t4» this 
(juestion with a view to set up Ima! Isnlies on 
co-operative basis, for the purchase of raw’ materials in different )>arts of 
the country^ especially m central depots in (’alcutta. It is suggested 
that on a co-operative basis, such agencies, or hanks, or depicts, or by 
what name you might call them, should he established. That is to say, 
4(1 or 50 weavers sluuild <‘oinhine together, and if the tJoveriiment helps 
them they will be in a ptniiion t(» conihine and co-operate, and the yarn 
( an he pjurchased wholesale at Mich l>anks, and distributed among the 
'shareholders at whoh*sale prices, tircal facilities \m11 thereby la' given 
to the weavers. At pieseiit they have to ('onie to (sihuttn 
all the way, for the purdiase of yarn, or ask the middlemen tsi purchase 
bn them. As tlie\ are mostly agriculturists, it is neeilless for me to 
speak of the incuu\ eiiieiu e the\ are put h>. 

Then again, as regards the woven materials, the dotli, the oamvha, 
the dhoti, or whale\er is wj)ven, these eaiinot find a ready market, and 
they are therefore plm ed at a great disadvantage in regard to the dispcHiil 
nt the^e pKshuts; thcietnie it is iiecessarv that thesf* flef»5ls or agencies 
sliniild he estahlislied at difVeieut 4«*iitres, with u ieiifial depAt in Ful- 
«ulla, so that all the articles might Im‘ Ment to a pailicular district, and 
they mayiie draw’ii upon h\ the n riilral liepot in Calcutlu and sold here. I 
think in this way the cottage industries mu> he hugely emouraged. in 
fact, many of us who would like to obtain xundt^lu stuff, do not know 
where to get them, and have no facilities ff»r obtaining them, and if we 
can obtain them, we have tci pa\ a very high prii'e, and llie riiiddleiniiii 
makes the most of it ! think this re.solutioii should leceive the sympa- 
thetic consideration <tf (i«iverniuerit, 1 understand that there are district 
weaving sclustls afliliated to the centnil institute at Senimpore; (hey are 
at Uankura, Pahna, Tangail, Khulna and Noakhuli. Yarn and cloth 
dejM'its may very well he established at eio'h oi these distric t sc hools by 
way of experiment, and a.s 1 have suggesferl, there should Iw a central 
depot at Calcutta, whic h might purc hase yarn and other raw materials at 
the best price in the b<*st market, and distribute them to the district 
depots, and the central depot might serve as a main etiiporiiim for the 
sale of the product.s collec ted frf»m (he district dep6is and thus work both 
as a sale and purchase agency. 1 do not wish to place before the Honae 
the mass of materials which I have collected, but the simple statement 
which I hiYe made will convince the Government as to the ne< essity of 
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giving facilities to these cottage indiistries. I understand that there are 
no less than 14 lakhs of weavers in Bengal, and I feel sure on the state- ' 
ment of an expert that if they are duly encouraged and facilities are 
placed in their way, so that they may 1 h‘ fully and efhcientlv employed, 
no less than 12(J crores of yards of cloth may be woven by them every year 
and estimating the value of every 3 yaids, at one rupee it will yield at 
least 40 crores of rui)ees, which is the figure which has been supplied to 
me. I think therefore that having regaid t4) the large prospect in view, 
and also the relief that will be given to the agriculturist class to a 
certain extent and fuith<*r having regard to the fact that it might tend 
towards solving the problem of employment, this matter ouglit to 
receive the most careful and sMopathetic consideration of '\iovernment. 

Btbu 8URENDRA NATH MALLIK: I have great cntliusiasm on 
this suhjei t, hut my kimwleilge of the subjiM-i is real!> of a unKt common 
kind, and I do not think I shall Ik- able to guc an.\ \aliiablc intormation 
reganling it.

'I'liis will serve n more ii.seful purpose instead of simpK passing a ri'sin 
lutioii in this roumil atnl leaving it to lake its own taunse. Iiecause 
then' are many details to be gone into whi«h involve a large amount 
of money. We are all anxious to do what wi* < an in this matter, not 
only on nccofint of its importance, but also because it is (>f very vital 
inten'st to us. and may also Kelp in the ec«uomi< legcneration of the 
country. Therefore. 1 think that in nn important matter like this, we 
ought lo come before the House with nil the infonuat iiui that we can 
gel from all our experts, with a view to seeing if we (jin adopt it. 
throughout the province, or whether it should l>e taken up in different 
districts, or in one district 4»r more than (»ne. All this d«’fini(e inform- 
ation and fiu'ts must he cidlected and placed before (be TTmise. before 
we can pnx'eed. This is a very serious matter, and my friends who have 
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tak«*n it up iihouhl lm>k at it from this jmint of view, ami I would ludc 
my friends to withdraw the reM)Iutiou, if necessary, for the puriMxie of 
havinj,^ a c«unmittee appointed so that the committee mi^rht do justice 
to tlie ^it nation and aKo asNi'^t the (\)UiU'il, fi>r I am sure the Hon’ble 
Nawal) Siihih will not \ ield an\l)ody so far as his anxi(*ty is con* 
<erned, to see that this mattei is taken up. heeause it is a tjuestion which 
I have always said is likely to help us in the ecointiiiit' re^eneraticm of 
our country. 

Khan Bahadur Mautvi WA8IMUDDIN AHMED: 1 think this is one 

of the most important lesolutions. and I fully support the reM*lutiuii and 
the amendment move<i by Uai Hadha (’haran Pal Pahadur and Mr, Tarit 
Hhusan H«»y, Tespe<ti\el\ 1 als<» endorse every wonl that has been 
said by Pabu Surendia Natii Mallik that this is a resi.hition which cannot 
b' allowed to mt on the sbelf (oi some time but action should be taken 
at «>nce. ;ind that we lia\e eAeiv faith in the ncti\ity of^ bur Hoirhle 
Minisfci. the Hon*ble Nawab Sai\id Nawab Ali (’haudliuri and we can 
h*»pe that be will take up the iiiattei in rij;ht earm^st and will j^ive 
elVect to it.

1 or 
He, l-S-() more* foi a pan, it will be extremelv cliffii ult for liiiii to remain 
ftnuh nfn foj a boii: time \ er \ recenll\ I bav«* heurri something wliich 
has addecl more weiirbt to tliis matter I ha\e beard that foreijrn {rurnls 
and foreign! clollis ate also beintr s«dd at a very hijfh pri<‘e under the 
cover «»f n/vr/Zev/cj ^oods d’io-i** was a question in this House asking 
whether this was a fact, but the (i(»vernment reply w^as <tf ramrse that 
the\ did not know and were not rertaiii whether it was a fact, hut there 
was a ittinour about that, A tertain merchant in a niiifassal towni 
ordered a cjuarititv of vaiiis troni f'alcutta and when the yarns rearhed 
the station the labourers refused t<» take it awav from the station. The 
imi>oitei had t(» brilse the rooln* sardar with IN. 2M) in order to have 
the \arns carried to his house. The ro*it fif the yarn was Ils. I4 per 
bnirdle. whereas the bsal merchants were selling it at Us. 25 or 
Us 80; i»f course that man could sell it as foreiirn ^ikmIs and alToril to hare 
a maririn of profit even by selling it at Rs, 18 or Rs 20 ; hut as he had 
to pay Rs 250 to the sardar. lie ha«l t<» realise this amount from ih# 
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purchasers. That was the reason why he was selling at Rs. 25 or Rs. 30 
that is to say the cultivator has to pay higher price for goods which 
under ordinary circumstances could be had for half the price. This is 
<inly an instance and the instances could be multiplied. I have very 
good reason to believe that klutddan are being imported from foreign 
countries and sold under the impress of being country-made goods. If 
the recommendations in the resolution of the Riti Bahadur be adopted 
and if goods are purchased at retisonable prices and they are distributed 
to the weavers and other ciistouiers, it can then be reasonably expi*cted 
that the coilt ivat(*rs and the l<Mal mufassul people w’ill get g(H)d value 
for this money and w ill not have to pay a large amount 4o th(‘ middle- 
men as well as labourers who refuse to winy a certain description of 
yarns and cloth. With these words, I beg to support the resolutnm as 
well as the amendment. 

Rai JOGENDRA CHUNOER CHOSE Bahadur; The resolution has 
much to commend it.self to this ('ouncil and 1 w-ould support it. But the 
amendment wdiich run.s — 

“ and to encourage the increased cultivation of raw' materials and 
the pituiuct ion of home-spun Narn with a view to stimulate the iiianu- 
fa<'ture hy weavers of home-spun produi Is (oi e<‘onomi(’ principles on a 
large s<ale ’’- is absolutely unintelligible and rigmarole. I do not 
iinderstnrid the meaning of “ encourage the im rcase<l cultivation of raw 
materials” everylxMly does that. Is this a resolution? If w’e put 
in these words, we shall make ourselves look stupid Indore the public. 

TIHI Hofl'ble the Niwtll BAIYiD NAWAB ALI CHAUDHURI, 

Khan Bahadur: The principle underlying the resolution with the amend- 
ment moved by Bahu Tarit Bhusan Roy, is in accordance with the 
recommendations made hy^ the Industrial (’ommission in connec- 
tion with the development <d (dttiige industries. In connec- 
tion with the hand-hMim industry the (’ominissi(»n has p<iinted out 
that efforts t(» improve the lot of the luiud-looin weaver must end in 
failure unless attention is cimcentrated a much larger extent than 
ha.s hitherto been usual on cominen'ial questions which involve the pur- 
chase of raw' mat ‘rials, the selection of suitable designs and patterns and 
the esta^)Vishmert of commercial agencies for the disposal of goods. 
(Ireat emphasis has, therefore. Wen rightly laid on the last factor, viz,, 
opening »»f new’ markets for the gmsls produced. This brings into pro- 
minence the question of industrial oo-opemtion and there is no doubt 
that if anything useful and definite is to W achieved in the direction, 
(\>-opt'rative Societies must largely come into play. Very little, how- 
ever, has so far Wen done to organise the hand-loom industry on proper 
lines and except the (Vopt'rative Societies among weavers which arrange 
for the supply of yarn to their memWrs and sale of their finished 
nroducts. notable ainonffst which is the*Bankura District Co-onerative 
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Iiidu8tnal Union^ Limited, there is nu special arganisaiioit for the 
purpose. 

I am, therefore, in agreement with the principle of the re.s(»lution and 
in this connection I may p(>int out the action whi<h (lovernnieiii have 
aln*ndy taken to foster the development of such industries in this presi* 
dency. At the r«)nference of the Agriculture and Industries l)c|>tirt- 
ment held in April last, the question how such industries could U* tirgn- 
iiised on proper lines came up for discussion and it was suggested that 
the formation of sale smieties and the «»|M»ning of small show depots 
should bo important factors in the reorganisation of these industries. 

It was finalFJk’ agreed that the Departments of Agriculture. Industries 
and Co-o[)eration sh(nild follow the rei'ommendations of the Industrial 
Conanissiim regarding cottage industries. The recommendation of the 
coni'eTence has already been brotighl to the notiee of ilu* depart m*«»ds 
named above and it is hoped a scheme will be evedved en-long showing 
the possibilities of deveb»pment in this direidion. 

I again assure the member that I accept the prii'iple of the reso- 
lution jind regard it as the duty of government to emoutage the deve- 
lopment of hand-loom industrv bv the formation f>f sale au ieties on co- 
oi>enifive lines, but in view of the action which has been or is being taken 
by Government in the matter f hope the mover will not press the reso- 
lution. 

Mr. TARIT BHU8AN ROY: In view of the assurance which has 
Wn given bv the Hon’ble Minister, 1 ask for leave to withdraw l)f>th 
the resolution and the amendment.

The Bengal Medical Art re<'eivefl the assent of His Excellency the 
Governor of Bengal on the 10th April. 1914. and of His Excellency the 
Viceroy and Governor-General on the 0th May, 1914. This Bengal 
Medical Act, 1914. conferred iifH»n the Bengal rVwincil of Medical Regis- 
tration the duties of general supervision over the interests of the inedi- 
cul pnTession and the pr<»gress of mediml education and it reals with 
that bo<ly to deride whether the (raining and ef|fiipfnent of a schmd or 
college are such as to instify the grant of a registrable qualiOcation to 
it« sucemfitl stndenta. U waa thought undesirable that the functioiui 
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of thiH Council which was to Homo extent elective »nd a first step towards 
8elf-#(overnni<*nt of the profession should he trenched upon by any other 
body and a medical faculty managed by Government — known as State 
Medical Faculty — was established, the responsibility of which was con- 
fined to arranjrin^ the examinations of students from colleges and 
schools which was afiproved for this puriM)se by the Council of Me4ical 
Ue^islrati(»n. 'I’he State Medical Faculty j^rants a diploma of member- 
ship and a license, the former coiresjMmdin^^ to the L.M.S. and the 
latter t<» the certificate ^iven by the Government medical schools. The 
State Medical Faculty is a purely <‘xaminin^r body and the diploma or the 
license that is jfranled has ^ot the weight of Gfivernment It^uthoiity and 
the ^(»vernin^^ body is nj>poirited by His Kxcellency in Coumil. 

Nuw', Sir, the Council of Merlical Hej’-istration under Itule 4 of Bengal 
Medical Act, D14, consists of lb members, namely; — 

(ti) A president nominated by the laK'nl (fovernment. 

(h) Seven members nominated by tin* Ti(*cal Government. 

(c) A member to be elei'ted fnmi amon^ tlu' members of the 
Fac ulty of Medi( ina b\ the Senate of the Calcutta rni\a>rsity. 
{th One member to be ele< ted b\ the re>;is|er«Ml pra< titioners who 
are (junlified to be le^risteicd undci tin* Medical Acts. 

(f) 'I'liree members to be elected }>\ the rctristeied [)ract it ioners who 
are praduates or licentiates ir» medi< ine oi sntfjrery of the 
('ahuitta I’niversity. 

(f) Two members to be elected by all other rej:isteie<l practitioners. 

We thus find that out of a total of lb memWrs constitiit in^*- this 
(’ourn il as maiiN a'* eijrht are nominated and furthtT there is no bar 
HVainst the election of Mffi<’iaK aimui^’-st the lemainin^r seven. As a 
matter of fact, sime the creajion of this (btuncil sometimes nine, some 
times ten. arc Government members and thus the ele<’ti(m of medical 
tneJi in this Gouncil has been reducial to a mere faj«e, as there is hardly 
any likelihoo<l of ]uissinvr an> resolution n^minst tin* vested interests of 
the Government servants. 

This is obviouslv a |?rrat injustice and insiilt to the honesty and 
intelligence of the independent section of the medical profession and it 
is hiirh tin»e (hat this Act be amended on the lines I have indicated in iny 
res(dution. Thi* idea of pettlnj? eiirht official members out of fifteen 
miv'ht have some value if it was possible to pet different opinions amoUpat 
the nominated members; but. Sir. be it said to the credit of the officers 
of the Indian Medical Service that they df> not know of anv sinple ques- 
tion where there is likely to be a diverpence of opinion aiuoiipst them- 
aelve.s. Sir. I have been an elected meinlxT of this Benpnl Touncil of 
Medical Uepistnition for nearly five years, hut I do not reinemWr to have 
come acrcMss any sinple instance where a sinple nominated member dared 
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always been tbought fit t(» be the President of this (\mncil since its 
creation in 1914. U it not a imK'kerv of self.|r4ivernnient, partioulnrly 
to a class of hijfhly cultured, qualified medical practitioners and will 
the Hon’hle Minister who combines the functions of SelMlovernment 
and Medical and Public Health realise the injustice dtme? Since the 
creation of State Medi(‘nl Faculty, out of the lo mernliers const itiitin(f 
it. there have not lu'en more than 2 members of the indepemdent medi- 
cal profession; that is to say. there is hardly any chance for un indepen- 
dent medical man in the n^ht sense of the term to |fo into that body 
without reieivin^^ any favmir at the hands of the Sur>?eon-(leneral. 
I think therefore that the defect should be reniedietl as early as possible. 

With these few words, I commend my residution tit the acceptance 
of the ('uuuril.

The au^endment would W very difficult to work. A vendor can estimate 
a boy's age but he has no ineauH of deciding whether a boy is attending 
a school or madrassa or not. I sympathise with the inover’s desire to 
protect scrhool-boys from the vice of intoxication, but in my opinion the 
substantive resolution sufficiently protects them. The great majority of 
school-boys in Bengal are not more than IG years old. If, however, 
further protection is considered necessary, I suggest that (he proper way 
to secure it is to raise the age-liinh to 17 and not to in.sert the word? 
“ s(!hool or madrassa boy." I ask the Council to carry the substan- 
tive resolution w’ithout the amendment. 

The DEPUTY-PRESIDENT: The substantive resolution is not 
before the Council. 

The Hon'Me the Nawab SAIYID NAWAB ALI CHAUDHURI, 

Khan Bahadur: I am sorry that I was not aware of it, us I was 
not then present in the Council. If Shah Syed Kmdadul Ha(| drops 
the amendment, I can accept the resolution. 

The Hon’bfe the MAHARAJADHIRAJA BAHADUR of 
BURDWANi I submit that the resolution has not Wn moved by any 
member. 

The Hcrn'Me the Nawab SAIYID NAWAB ALI CHAUDHURI, 

Khan Bahadur: Then I oppose the amendment. 

Rai JOGENDRA CKUNDER CHOSE Bahadur: As the principle in 
the proposal has practically l)een accepted by the Hon’l)lp Minister, the 
only course open to him is to move for an amendment of the Act. With- 
out that, the resolution is nothing. 

Tha DiPUTY-PRBBIDENT: I think that there is a great difference 
between on amendment of the Act and jbe resolution.

it must be admitted by everybody that the condition of the people 
of the country is going from bad to worse. One may very well say that 
we have nothing to do with the condition of the people — we must realise 
our taxes, etc., and govern the country, but 1, as a representative of the 
people, cannot say so. Wheiievei 1 gti to my h(»use, 1 generally visit 
the people and ask them to improve their condition, and the answer 1 
get from them is that that is out of their reach and that they c4innot do 
anything unless Ooveriiment help them. Since the year 1914, the con- 
dition of the common (leople of Bengal has become so bud- that I really 
apfwehend that within a very shr»rt time the (ommon people of Bengal 
will be turned inti) coolies. Now that (iovernmenl has thought its duty 
to ap[>oint a committee to coiisidei the c.in umstance.s of its servants and 
also to revise their salary, demanded or undenianded, is it not also the 
duty of Government to look after the pool people whose condition has 
been affected by the war, a war wageil for the advantage of the Britisher P 
Apiirt from the advantage or disadvantage of the Biitishers, 1 think it 
is their duty to hsik after the pool people of tin- country. In England, 
Frani'e or America whenever sm-li a cotulition of things arises, commit- 
teen and (‘otii missions are apisiinted to devise means and find remedies. 
But W'e have got Reforms and ae ate now acting on tin* same lines as 
those of a deuns ratic Government, and is it not oiii duty to improve the 
cumlition of our people, or is it proper for us to sa\ that ue have nothing 
to do with the condition of the people — let them die or liveP 

With these few words, I appeal to the Government and to the (’ouncil 
in the name of humanity, in the name of justii-e, in the name of Jesus 
and in the name of Mohammed to appoint a committee with a view to 
affording relief to the poor people of the country at whosi* face whenever 
I Fbok, my heart bei'omes fall with sorrow. 

The condition of these peopb* is such that in winter they cannot have 
clothes to wear and in summer in the months of Baysak and Jaittha they 
c.annot have suflicient foml to eat. Is ft the duty of Government only 
to rtMiUse taxes from these half-fed people and not to look after the 
iaifunyvement of their condition P 

With th| 5 se few remarks, I commend my resolution to the acceptafice 
of the House. 

Tht Hon’IHt tht Nawab 8AIYID NAWAB ALI CHAUOHURI, 
Khan Bahadur l 1 must opfiose the resolution which has l>een moved by 
Maulvi Muhiuutiiad Abdul Jubliar Pahlowan. I do not think that he 
has realised the magnitude of the task which he wishes the Committee 
to undertake, UndoubtiHlly there is much economic distress in Bengal 
affecting alim»si all classes of the population. It is not however con- 
fbied to Bengal nor to India but is practically world-wide. It is htrgely 
no dbubi an aftnrmath of the great war. In many countries it is bafttf 
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much mare acutely thau in Benirai. To auk a comnuMae to examine 
into thiji w idespread e<M)noiuic distress would be to inipoiu^ an impoaaihle 
mk on them. Nor is it likely that they eould furnish ( hiTeninient with 
a note sugfresting any praetumble UFeans of deiihag with the situation. 
As 1 have said, the distr«*ss is not ('onhneil Ui liengal. It is worki*wida. 
Its main causes are not internal and the (ioverniiHUit cd ItengaJ have nc^ 
means of cirntrolling them. The problem, Sir. has many aspects and 
certain of these may }M>rhaps he usefully e&auiiiuKi. ihie t>f these aspecis 
will be d<*alt with later in a resolutiim to l>e tiiovml by Kai Itadha ('kamn 
Pal Hahadur, na!nel\. the problem of middie-cduss uiietiipl«>yiia»tit and 
how It can ba remedied. If the ('ounrii consider (hat that aspect of the 
<|uestioti <an In* usefully mrisidered hv a committee. I am prepared to 
accept its rf^'otniiiendutinn. But 1 ask the (\mncil to reject this caao* 
lution as im{M>siug <in the t'ommittee an impossible task and one which 
can have no pno'tica) result. 

Miuivi MUHAMMAD ABDUL dUBBAR PAHLOWAN: The 

Ilon’ble Minister has nuid that it is an iiiipossible task and that it is 
beyond his pouer. I think it may V»e beyond his power as be says, but 
in my l^pinio^ it iv not hexond his power Had I been in his position 1 
wdul 1 have said that it was not beyond my jHiwer. and would luive suitdy 
ajipointed a roinmittee to devise means for the purposi* of giving relief to

•HAH SYED EMDADUL HAQ: ‘‘ This ('ouneil rei oiii mends to the 
tiovernment (hat spe<'ial orders be issued to (he divisional commissioners 
ami district magistnttes ti> the effect that sul)divisional officers, and 
especially idn le officers of the Chiiukidan ilepartmeiit, shall not partake 
of the hospitality of. and have intininte friendly relations with itifluen> 
tial j»ers<ins in the niufasHal and that, imiiieiliately on receipt of any news 
or cfunplaint of aUy injustice l>eing alleged to lie done under the influence 
of such hospitality, a spec ial impiirv lie held into such complaints.’* 

The mover spoke in Bengali. His speech, translated, is as follows : 

It is very often found that circle and siibdivisional officers fmrinke of 
the hospitality of influential men when they are on tour in the mufaMaal. 
This hospitality aometimes comes out of funne motives and aometiiiMia out 
of a sense of delicacy , but there is hut one outcome in all such raaae that 
these officers often become attached tii their bosta and do a<»t shrink from 
complying with their ret^uests at the expense of their sfose r»f honour tm4 
impartial judgment. The munsifs and these ofheers ara*^ of the saM 
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standard but few are the oompIaint.M a^rainst the former, but those agaiust 
the latter are of frequent iK'currenees. Instances of dismissal, discharges 
degradation, and even of imprisonment can be found recorded against 
these executive officers. The reason is that the members of the Bengal 
Judicial Service very seldom go f»ut of the station and very few chances 
are there for them being influenced. I do not see any reason why the 
practice complained of should not be stopped. The executive officers 
are well-paid. They are given travelling allowance, halting and mileage. 
They can d<) without being guests of anyl)ody. There are dak bunga- 
lows within a reasonable distance from every place, they travel wi^Ji 
orderlies and most of them g‘»t cycles, l)oats and other vehicles of 
easy c.onveyn?ice. I do not liar to speak any more on the evils arising 
out of the hospitality. I shall fini.sh this [)art of the resolution with one 
sentence more. In the estimation of the people, as we used to hear in 
our younger days, these officers {hnkimn) wer(*, as it were, fathers and 
mothers of people. Hut gradually that regard is dying out. Under the 
benign British rule, as it was in the past, people were so confident that 
they thought that lambs and tigers could drink together. I’hat rule which 
acquired so much fame is being gradually brought into (Mlium by indis- 
creet a<’ts of individual officeis Peopb* do not get their grievances re- 
dressed if they <(»mplain against these officers to the Magistnite of the 
district. The head of the distrn t thinks that his subordinate officers are 
beyond <*orruption and their orders and decisions are un()uestionable. 
Here is an instum e whi< h I am (pioting-— I have got an answer to-day to 
a question of mine. 1 find that the Magistrate, though asknl for by me 
as a member of the (\mq»*il. did not think it right to hold a personal 
iniiuiry, but tmik the report of his subordinate as a piece of inviolable 
truth. .\ow imagine when I failed to have the matter set right how can 
a poor peasant dare to go up with his complaints P If »n inquiry were 
instituted it might have b^en found out that the wrongs were the < utcome 
of hospitality and influence. Formerly there was only one Magistrate in 
charge of the executive functions (»f an entire district including sulnlni- 
sions and all matters usetl to be prop®rl\ inquired into. I know, for 
example, that Mr. Webster, now (’oniinissioner of the Surma Valley and 
Hill division in Assam, used, when hobling the [sist of district officer 
in Tippera, to go out of his ow n accord in the village fairs baxars, hats, 
etc., to inspect the actions of his subordinate officers and he was never 
found amiss to set a matter right. But at the present day when acts of 
injustice are rufining iHiiipaot very few inquiries are held by higher 
officers. I fail to understand why these highly-|iaid officers are required 
if the actions of the subordinate officers are not properly supervi.sed. 

Thti Hdfi’lllt Hit MAHARAJADHIRAJA BAHADUR of 
iUROWANs I rise t/> a |wiu( of order. The restdution before the 
Council is quite different from what the gentleman is saying just now. 
He is speaking of the big salaries of the District Magistraiea and other 
official, but the* resolution has nothing tn do with them.

I am nof^asking hu tlie ruitailment if the jmy of the Indian Civil 
Service, but I only desire t«i see that lhe\ work commensuiulely with the 
money they draw. I have non h to say, but 1 <lo not like to toe the 
members out. I have onl\ to urge that all complaints against subouii* 
iiate otticeis shouhl hr hsiked iiitu h\ the Coiiimissinners and -Magisf rates, 
no matter such lomplaints < otne tiom memlsMsuf tin* Is'gisaltive Coiiurtl 
or the humblest of the |»easanJs oi teach the sujsMior otfn'»‘rs thiough 
letteis signed or anou\iiioUs With these few w«»ids, I move for the 
ac< ♦•ptaiice of the lesdlution 

Rai RADHA CHARAN PAL Bahaiur: I should like to su\ a few 

wonls o»i tlie lesolutioii that has Ummi imtved. It is said that this (\uincil 
is a deiiUM-mtic Coum il and that is fuil> illustruled fonlax lo the speei h 
id the previous speaker He is a gentleman who has i oiue, I ma\ sax, 
from the masses, and he lias hud bare certain facts with an emphasis and 
an earnestness, which deserve the admiration of his colleagues. 1 must 
say that what he lias stated ought fo be tianslated for the information of 
the Covernment Heiich. What he has staleil is this: that the District 
Magislnites and other officers who go to the inufasHal. being the guests of 
rich and inffueiitial iK*ople, iH-ing entertained with pohwn, knrma and 
mimed goat meat ami all that, do not genenilly take that inferesi and 
pay that attention to the (oin|daifits of others, who are not in good terms 
with the neh jssiple; and, in this roiims tion, it ih ms esswry to tneniion 
that he has paid a glowing tribute to Mr. W'ebster, the Distriit Magis- 
trate. who mixed w ith the (XHiple, who ini|uired into their needs and who, 
in fact, entered into their hearts. I think that shows that his representa- 
tion to this Council is a js-rfectly imi>artia) and genuine one. I think, Hir 
that, although the resolution may, to a certain extent, |>e mislihed, the 
scuise of the rewdution ought to fm impres#ie<l iiism the Doverntneiii. and 
that, whether the resolution is aci epteii hv (Joveminent or not, I am sure 
the observations that have la^eii hnmght fo light will lead the (jovernment 
to iuquiie into the matter, and to eee that no injuaticse is done to the jgKir 
pfsiple who are toiling and moiling in the dieiani comerii of mtifaaiiaL 

Hit HiMPM Sir HENRY WHEiLIR: So far as 1 undmUind, a 
good many of the arguments that tiave l»een pul forward by the mover

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are acarcely relevant to the reMoiuiion, and I propose to confine myself 
strictly to its terms. I have no doubt that the resolution has been moved 
with the best of motives, in the desire to do anything that is possible to 
ensure the fulfilment of the wish of us all that justice should be done tp 
all and sundry, whether high or low, without prejudice or regard to any 
other consideration than the ascertained facts. To that extent there is, 
of course, no objection, but since the resolution a.sks us to issue special 
orders of a somewhat curious character, we cannot ac< ept it as it stands. 
It is ofUai alleged ns a (criticism against r)fficiul8 that they stand aloof 
from the people and never mix freely with those who reside within their 
jurisdiction. I'hoi is an old complaint, and no one is moite cognisant of 
it than myself, since when I was SecJUttarv to the Decentralization 
C!ommission, this was the favourite hare that was set running at almost 
every slulion wc vihitctl. "I IiIn rc.s»dution, on the otl»ei han<l, suggests 
that ofti^’ials shordd stand aloof and that they slumld not Ijavc ordinary 
s(K:ial relations with people who are descrihed a.s ‘‘ influential ” — a vague 
term which it uould he very’ difficult to define in any order which Dov< ni- 
nient might se^'k to communicate. But tliut (ifficinls -.hould stand aloof 
is precisely what they have been critici.sed in the past for doing, while 
Government have always encouraged its officers to be on friendly terms 
with all classes of people within their <‘harge — an attitude which I take it 
will commend itself to the Council. The position is well understood by 
our officers, and it would materially ciit across an\ thing in the nature of 
friendly siHual relations if vre were to put juit ludeis ori the lines of tins 
re.solution. After all would it not be a slur upon a veiy honourahle body 
of offi<'ers against whose work there is no vulhi le isoa for complaint ? 
The resolution attack.s in partic'ular those offiicis v\hi» are in charge of 
small units “STihdivisious and circlee— and they arc tin* ven officers for 
whom it is iHiesible to make iwtiuaintanceship v'ith the jieople witliin 
their jutisdiction. It is not possible for an offict*r who is in charge of u 
big district to he closely acquainted with all the peo|i2e under his charge, 
but with circle officers and suhdivisional officers it is otherwise, and if the 
CouncR will study the literature abqpt their ap}H>mtment they will see 
that one of the chief objects of their appointment was (hat they should go 
from village to Tillage, meeting leading men and hel|)ing ihem in the 
matters of adminteiration which come within their purriew. 

X am*quiie willing to communicate the proc eedings of the Council in 
thie matter to our Commissioners and district officers, but I do not think, 
nor do I fancy the Council will think either when they come to consider 
the matter wore fully, that there is any need for special orders. Still less 
ii there any nead fbr an injunction that a spec ial inquiry should be held 
if any allegation hr eOWplaini ie Bade of injustice as having been done 
under the influence of hospitality. The implied .slight to our officers 
is obsious. and while there is notKing easier than to make a vague allega- 
tion of thin hind, which is characteristirof many affidavits which aae filed 
in our courta, ii is not bar on an officer that he' should be forthwith exposed 
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to a itfieiial inquJiT into hia (oiulurt <m aut h va^ue alleffatitma. Theiv- 
fare, Sir, ao far at the iaaue of a ajiet iiil ortler ia i iuH-enied, 1 ramiot ajfroe 
to do ao, but, ns 1 have aaid. I am jH*rf«M tly willinjf to cHimmunirate Uie 
proceedings of this Council to the ofticera c»*ncenie<L

Sessions Judges set apart for the Servile. 

As regards the iiiuiisifs, they are noiiiinuted hy the High Court and 
the liengal (foveroment appoint them on the rei'oiiinieiidation of the 
Hotrble the High Court. 

The SulKirdinaie Judges are appointed from the ranks of munsifs. 
They are ap|H)inted on the recommeiidution made by the Han*Ue the 
High Court and the Bengal Goveniiiieijt act u[mui this reeoiutuendiitioti. 
There are again a numlier of appotntinenti* listed a« open to the officers 
of the Bengal (Tvil Service '(Jo^i^i«l)> The officers selected for these 
imsts are appointed by Government also niaioly on the recommendatioii 
by the High Cau|i. 

As regards the munsifs, the procedure adopted by the High Court ts» 
as 1 explained to the House the other day, that they hpve a small com* 
mittee who make the selection, then it comes to a kmgsr commitfee and 
ultimately it comes to Govenuueat who appoint the High Courtis uomi* 
nees. Beyond this, we have no hand in the matter. The qualificutions 
required of the candidates are laid doim in the prescribed rules. They 
must be graduates of the University, graduatiNi of Imw and Giey are 
required to have practised in the protesiiaii ior tluoe years. The present
